CHAPTER  i.  ,  .. 

F'ijited  hy  a  Trieji  and  a  Spanijh  Setgeanl~The  Com^ 
mandant  vijits  the  Ship— Account  of  Jjie  Mijpdns  of 
St.  Francifco  and  St.  Clara^ — Arrival  of  the  Chat^ 
ham — Departure  from  St*  Fra?icifcd — Meet  the  DtC- 
dalus  at  Monterrey* 

Thursday  morning,,  Nov.  15tli,  we  dlf- 
covered  our  anchorage  to  be  in  a  moft  excel- 
lent  fmalLbav,  within  three  fourths  of  a  mile  of

the  neare/l  fhore,  bearing  hy  compafs  fouth  ;  one 
point  of  the  bay  bearing  N.  55  W.,  the  other 
S.  73  E.  the  former  at  the  ^diftance  of  2f,  th? 
latter  about  3  miles.  The  herds  of  cattle  and

docks  of  dieep  grazing  on  the  furrounding  hills 
were  a  fight  we  had  long  been  ftrangers  to,  and 
VoL.

brought  to  our  minds  many  pleafing  refled:ions^ 
Thefe  indicated  that  the  relldence  of  their  pro¬ 
prietors  could  not  be  far  remote>  though  wc 
could  perceive  neither  habitations  nor  inhabi¬ 
tants.  On  hoifting  the  colours  at  fun-rife,  a  gun 
was  fired,  and  in  a  little  time  afterwards  feveral 
people  were  feen  on  horfeback  coming  from  be¬ 
hind  the  hills  down  to  the  beach,  who  waved 
their  hats,  and  made  other  fignals  for  a  boat, 
which  was  immediately  fent  to  the  fhore,  and 
on  its  return  I  was  favored  with  the  good  com¬ 
pany  of  a  prieft  of  the  order  of  St.  Franclfco, 
and  a  fergeant  in  the  Spanifh  army  to  break - 
fafl.  The  reverend  father  cx^prefled,  and  feem- 
ingly  wdth  great  fincerity,  the  pleafure  he  felt 
at  our  arrival,  and  aiTured  me  that  every  rcfrefli- 
ment  and  fervice  in  the  powder  of  himfelf  or  mif- 
fion  to  beftow,  I  might  unrefervedly  command 
fince  it  would  be  conferring  on  them  all  a  pecu¬ 
liar  obligation  to  allow  them  to  be  ferviceablc. 
The  fergeant  expreffed  hlmfelt  in  the  moft 
friendly  manner,  and  informed  me,  that  in  the 
abfence  of  the  commandant,  he  was  direfted  on 
our  arrival  to  render  us  eveiy^  accommodation 
the  fettlement  could  afford. 

We  attended  them  on  fliorc  after  breakfaft, 
where  they  embraced  the  earlieft  opportunity  ot 
proving,  that  their  friendly  expreflions  were  not 

empty 
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^mpty  profeffions,  by  prefentlng  me  with  a  very 
fine  ox,  a  flieep,  and  fome  excellent  vegetables* 
The  good  friar,  after  pointing  out  the  moft  con¬ 
venient  fpot  for  procuring  wood  and  water,  and 
repeating  the  hofpitable  offers  he  had  before 
made  in  the  name  of  the  fathers  of  the  Francif- 
can  order,  returned  to  the  miflion  of  St.  Fran^ 
cifco,  which  we  underftood  was  at  no  great  dif- 
tance,  and  to  which  he  gave  us  the  moft  prefling 
invitation. 

From  thefe  gentlemen  we  learned,  that  the 
ftation  we  had  taken  was  far  within  the  general 
anchoring  place  of  the  S{>anifli  vefTels,  which, 
they  fald  was  off  that  part  of  the  fhore  where 
the  light  was  fhewn  and  guns  fired  the  preced¬ 
ing  night  on  the  beach,  near  the  entrance  into 
the  port.  Our  fituation  was  however  perfedlly 
commodious  and  fuitable  to  all  our  purpofes, 
and  with  permiffion  of  the  fergeant,  1  directed  a 
tent  to  be  pitched  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
party  employed  in  procuring  wood  and  w  ater  ; 
whilft  the  reft  of  the  crew  were  engaged  on 
board  in  repairing  the  damages  fuftained  in  our 
fails,  rigging,  &c.  during  the  tempeftuous  wea¬ 
ther  with  which  we  had  lately  contended. 

.  We  amufed  ourfelves  with  fliooting  a  few 
quails  on  the  adjacent  hills,  and  in  the  afternoon 
returned  on  board  to  partake  of  the  excellent 

B  2  repaft 
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repaft  which  had  been  fupplied  by  our  hofpitable. 
triends.  Whilft  we  were  thus  pleafantly  en¬ 
gaged^  our'  boat  brought  off  father  Antonia* 
Danti,  the  principal  of  the  million  of  St.  Fran- 
cifco,  and  Sen""-  Don  Heamegildo  Sal,  an  enfign- 
in  the  Spanifh  army,  and  commandant  of  the 
port.  This  gentleman,  like  thofe  w^ho  vifited  us- 
in  the  morning,  met  us  with  fuch  warm  expref-> 
fions  of  friendfhip  and  good-will,  as  were  not' 
lefs  deferving  our  higheft  commendations,  than 
our  mofi:  grateful  acknowledgments. 

The  happinefs  they  fccmed  to  anticipate  did 
not  appear  to  arife  fb  much  from  any  pleafure 
tbey  might  derive  in  our  fociety,  as  from  the 
comforts  and  aflifLance  which  it  was  in  their 
power  to  admiiniiter  ;  this  was  manifefted  by  all 
their  ablions,  and  by  their  expreffing  that  our 
arrival  had  empowered  them  to  execute  a  talk 
the  molt  accordant  to  their  own  wifiies,  as  well 
as  to  the  direblions  of  their  fovereign,  which  had; 
been  communicated  to  them  and  to  the  neigh-- 
bourina;  fettlements  and  miffions. 

From  Sen'"-  Sal  I  was  made  acquainted,  that 
although  the  fituatlon  we  had  taken  might  an- 
fwer  our  purpofes  in  a  certain  degree,  yet  there 
was  one  which  we  had  paiTed  by  the  preceding 
evening,  that  we  fliould  find  infinitely  more 
commodious,  as  we  iliould  then  be  more  imme- 
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dlately  in  his  neighbourhood,  and  more  frequent 
opportunities  would  be  afforded  him  of  render¬ 
ing  us  fervice.  In  addition  to  the  motive  ot  his 
politenefs,  I  was  induced  to  comply  with  his 
willies  by  the  falling  tide  difcovering  to  us  a  very 
great  obftacle  to  our  communication  with  tha.t 
part  of  the  fliore  from  whence  the  wood  and 
water  were  to  be  procured.  A  large  bank  of 
foft  mud  was  found  at  low  water  to  extend 
nearly  half  way  between  the  fliip  and  the  fiiore.* 

I  underftood  from  thefe  gentlemen  that  Sen’’* 
Quadra  ftill  waited  our  arrival  at  Monterrey  ;  I 
therefore  intrulled  to  them  a  letter  informing 
him  of  our  arrival  in  this  port,  to  which  Sen’’- 
Sal  faid  an  anfwer  would  moil:  likely  be  pro¬ 
cured  in  the  courfe  of  three  or  four  days.  Hav¬ 
ing  joined  with  us  in  drinking  the  healths  of  our 
royal  mafters,  they  took  their  leave  and  returned 
to  the  fhore. 

In  the  afternoon  a  frefli  breeze  from  the  S.  E. 
fprang  up,  attended  with  rainy  dlfagrceable  wea¬ 
ther,  which  continued  during  the  night ;  the 
next  morning  we  had  a  ftrong  gale  from  the  S. 
and  S.  W.  with  heavy  fqualls  and  much  rain. 
Having  no  time  to  fparc,  and  the  pilot  lent .  b)’ 
Sen"'  Sal  being  arrived,  we  proceeded  under 
xlouble-reefcd  top-fails  to  the  general  place  of 
anchorage,  which  we  reached  by  noon,  and  took 
our  ftation  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the 
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fhore  111  five  fathoms  water ;  the  outer  anchor  was 
in  13  fathoms  foft  muddy  bottom.  In  this  fitu- 
ation  the  S.  E.  and  N.  W.  points  of  the  paflage 
into  this  port,  in  a  line,  bore  by  compafs  S.  80 
W.  diftant  about  half  a  mile.  The  flag  ftalf  at 
the  Prefidio  bore  S.  42  E. 

The  little  we  had  feen  of  port  St.  Francifco 
enabled  us  to  decide  that  it  was  very  extenfive 
in  two  direxSions ;  one  fpacious  branch  took  its 
courfe  eaft  and  fouthward  to  a  great  diftance 
from  the  ftation  we  had  quitted  in  the  morning, 
the  other  apparently  of  equal  magnitude  led  to, 
the  northward.  In  this  were  feveral  iflands.  Al¬ 
though  I  had  been  informed  by  Sen’’-  Quadra  that 
the  boundaries 'of  this  inlet  had  been  defined, 
yet  I  was  anxious  to  be  more  particularly  ac¬ 
quainted  with  its  extent,  having  fince  been  given 
to  underftand  that  Sen’’-  Quadra’s  Information 
was  by  no  means  corredt, 

Near  the  branch  leading  to  the  eaft  and  fouth- 
caftward  abovementioned,  is  fituated  the  mifiion 
of  Santa  Clara.  Thefe  gentlemen  informed  me, 
that  this  branch  had  been  thoroughly  examined, 
but  that  the  branch  leading  to  the  north  never 
had.  I  was,  however,  obliged  to  remain  con¬ 
tented  under  the^uncertalnty  of  fuch  contradlc-' 
tory  Information ;  for  the  port  having  been  eftab- 
lifhed  by  Spain,  I  did  not  confider  it  prudent 
to  profecute  its  examination  without  fufficient 

authority 
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authority  for  fo  doing :  nor  was  the  weather 
favorable  for  fuch  an  undertaking,  though  it 
did  not  prevent  the  exercife  of  thofe  friendly  dif- 
pofitions  in  the  Spanilh  commandant,  which  he 
had  before  profelTed.  He  had  been  fome  time 
on  the  beach  in  the  rain  before  we  anchored, 
for  the  purpofe  of  inftantly  affording  us  any 
affiftance  in  his  power  to  fupply.  A  meffage  tp 
th  Is  effed:  was  brought  by  three  of  the  native 
Indians  who  fpoke  Spanifli,  and  who  came  on 
board  in  a  canoe  of  the  country  ;  which  with 
another,  (though  perhaps  the  fame)  feen  crof- 
fing  the  harbour  the  evening  we‘  entered  it, 
were  the  only  Indian  veffels  we  had  met  with, 
and  were  without  exception  the  mofl  rude  and 
forry  contrivances  for  embarkation  I  had  ever 
beheld.  The  length  of  them  was  about  ten 
feet,  the  breadth  about  three  or  four;  they  were 
conftruded  of  ruflies  and  dried  grafs  of  a  long 
broad  leaf,  made  up  into  rolls  the  length  of  the 
canoe,  the  thickeft  in  the  middle,  and  regularly 
tapering  to  a  point  at  each  end.  Thefe  are  fb 
dlipofed,  that  on  their  ends  being  fecured  and 
lalhed  together  the  veffel  is  formed,  which  being 
broadeft  in  the  middle,  and  coming  to  a  point  at 
each  extremity,  goes  with  either  end  foremoft. 
Thefe  rolls  are  laid  and  faftened  fo  clofe  to  each 
other,  that  in  calm  weather  and  fmooth  water  I 
believe  them  to  be  tolerably  dry,  but  they  ap- 
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peared  to  be  very  ill  calculated^  to  contend  with 
wind  and  waves.  The  wind  now^  blew  ftrong 
with  heavy  fqualls  from  the  S.  W.  and  in  the 
middle  of  this  fpacious  inlet  the  fea  broke  with 
much  force  ;  notwithfbanding  which,  as  foon  as 
thefe  people  had  delivered  their  meflage,  they 
croffed  the  inlet  for  the  purpofe  of  catching  filli, 
without  feeming  to  entertain  the  leaft  appre- 
henfion  for  their  fafety.  They  conducted  their 
canoe  or  veffcl  by  long  double-bladed  paddles, 
like  thofe  ufed  by  the  Efquimaux. 

The  S.  W.  wind  attended  by  much  rain,  blew 
very  hard  until  Saturday  morning  the  17th, 
when  the  weather  becoming  more  moderate  I 
vifited  the  fliore.  I  was  greatly  mortified  to  find, 
that  neither  wood  nor  water  could  be  procured 
with  fuch  convenience,  nor  of  fo  good  a  quality, 
as  at  the  ftation  we  had  quitted  a  league  and  a 
half  within  the  entrance  of  the  port  on  the 
fouthern  fiiore ;  but  as  our  Spanifh  friends  had 
informed  us  that  the  w^ater  here  was  far  fuperior 
in  its  quality  to  that  at  Monterrey,  there  was 
now  no  alterative  but  that  of  taking  what  the 
country  alforded.  A  tent  was  immediately 
pitched  on  the  fliore,  wells  were  dug  for  obtain¬ 
ing  water,  and  a  party  was  employed  in  procur¬ 
ing  fuel  from  fmall  bufiiy  holly-leaved  oaks,  the 
only  trees  fit  for  our  purpofe.  A  lagoon  of  fea- 
water  was  betwxen  the  beech  and  the  fpot  on 

which 
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■which  thele  trees  grew,  which  rendered  the 
conveying  the  wood  when  cut  a  very  laborious 
operation. 

Whilft  engaged  in  allotting  to  the  people  their 
different  employments,  fonae  faddled  horfes  ar^ 
rived  from  the  commandant  with  a  very  cordial 
invitation  to  his  habitation  ;  which  was  accepted 
by  miyfelf  and  fome  of  the  officers.  W e  rode  up 
to  the  Prefidio,  an  appellation  given  to  their  mi¬ 
litary  eftabliffiments  in  this  country,  and  fignify- 
ing  a  faf e-guard.  The  refidence  of  the  friars  is 
called  a  Million.  We  foon  arrived  at  the  Prefi¬ 
dio,  which  was  not  more  than  a  mile  from  our 
landing  place.  Its  wall,  which  fronted  the  har¬ 
bour,  was  vifible  from  the  fliips  ;  'but  inftead  of 
the  city  or  towm,'  whofe  lights  we  had  fo  anx- 
ioufly  looked  for  on  the  night  of  our  arrival,  we 
were  conduced  into  a  fpacious  verdant  plain, 
furrounded  by  hills  on  every  fide,  excepting  that 
which  fronted  the  port.  The  only  objcdl  of  hu¬ 
man  Induftry  which  prefented  itfelf,  was  a  fquare 
area,  wffiofe  fides  were  about  two  hundred  yards 
in  length,  enclofed  by  a  mud  w^all,  and  refem- 
bling^a  pound  for  cattle.  Above  this  wall  the 
thatched  roofs  of  their  low  fmall  houfes  juft 
made  their  appearance.  On  entering  the  Pre¬ 
fidio,  we  found  one  of  its  fides  ftill  uninclofcd 
by  the  wall,  and  very  indifferently  fenced  in  by 
a  few  bullies  here  and  there,  faftened  to  ftakes 
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in  the  ground.  The  unfinlflied  ftate  of  this  part, 
aftorded  us  an  opportunity  of  feeing  the  ftrength 
of  the  wall,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  was 
conftrufted.  It  is  about  fourteen  feet  high,  and 

five  feet  In  breadth,  and  was  firft  formed  by  up- 

/ 

rights  and  horizontal  rafters  of  large  timber,  be¬ 
tween  which  dried  fods  and  moiftened  earth 
were  preflbd  as  clofe  and  as  hard  as  poflible  ;  af¬ 
ter  which  the  whole  was  cafed  with  the  earth 
made  into  a  fort  of  mud  plafter,  which  gave  it 
the  appearance  of  durability,  and  of  being  fufH- 

I 

ciently  ftrong  to  prote^Jl  them,  with  the  affiftance 
of  their  fire-arms,  againft  all  the  force  w^hich  the 
natives  of  the  country  might  be  able  to  colledl. 

The  Spaniila  foldiers  compofing  the  garrilbn 
amounted,  I  underftood,  to  thirty- five  ;  who, 
with  their  wives,  families,  and  a  few  Indian  fer- 
vants,  compofed  the  whole  of  the  inhabitants. 
Their  houfes  were  along  the  wall,  within  the 
fquarc,  and  their  fronts  uniformly  extended  the 
fame  dlftance  Into  the  area,  w'hich  is  a  clear  open 
fpace,  without  buildings  or  other  interruptions. 
The  only  entrance  into  it,  is  by  a  large  gateway ; 
facing  which,  and  againfl  the  centre  of  the  op- 
pofite  wall  or  fide,  is  the  church  ;  which,  thousfh 
Imall,  was  neat  in  comparifbn  to  the  rell:  of  the 
buildings.  This  proje6Is  further  into  the  fquarc 
than  the  houfes,  and  is  diftinguifiiable  from  the 
other  edifices,  by  being  white- walhed  with  lime 

made 
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made  from  fca-fliells ;  limc-ftonc  or  calcareous 
earth  not  having  yet  been  dlfcovered  in  the 
neighbourhood.  On  the  lett  of  the  church,  is 
the  commandant’s  houfe,  confifling,  I  believe,  of 
two  rooms  and  a  clofet  only,  which  are  divided 
by  maffy  walls,  fimilar  to  that  which  enclofes 
the  fquare,  and  communicating  w  ith  each  other 
by  very  fmall  doors.  Betw^een  thefe  apartments 
aaid  the  outward  wall  w^as  an  excellent  poultry- 
houfe  and  yard,  which  feemed  pretty  w^eli 
flocked  ;  and  between  the  roof  and  ceilings  of’ 
the  rooms  w^as  a  kind  of  lumber  earret  :  thefe 

o 

w^ere  all  the  conveniencies  the  habitation  feemed 
calculated  to  afford.  The  reft  of  the  houfes, 
though  fmaller,  were  fafliioned  exactly  after  the 
fame  manner ;  and  in  the  wnnter,  or  rainy  fea- 
fons,  muft  at  the  beft  be  very  uncomfortable 
dwellings.  For  though  the  walls  are  a  fufficient 
fccurity  againfl:  the  inclemency  of  the  weather, 
yet  the  windows,  which  are  cut  in  the  front  wall, 
and  look  into  the  fquare,  are  deftltute  of  glafs, 
or  any  other  defence  that  does  not  at  the  fame 
time  exclude  the  li^ht. 

The  apartment  in  the  commandant’s  houfe, 
into  which  w^e  wxre  ufliered,  was  about  thirty 
feet  long,  fourteen  feet  broad,  and  twxlve  feet 
high  ;  and  the  other  room,  or  chamber,  I  judged 
to  be  of  the  fame  dimenfions,  excepting  in  its 
length,  which  appeared  to  be  Ibmcwhat  Icfs. 

The 
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The  floor  was  of  the  native  foil  raifed  about 
three  feet  from  its  original  level,  without  being 
boarded,  paved,  or  even  reduced  to  an  even  fur- 
face  :  the  roof  was  covered  in  with  flags  and 
ruihes,  the  w^alls  on  the  infide  had  once  been 
white- waflied  ;  the  furniture  confifted  of  a  very 
fparing  aflbrtment  of  the  moft  indifi3cnfible  arti¬ 
cles,  of  the  rudeft  iafhion,  and  of  the  meanefi: 
kind  ;  and  ill  accorded  with  the  ideas  we  had 
conceived  of  the  fumptuous  manner  in  which  the 
Spaniards  live  on  this  fide  of  the  globe. 

It  would,  however,  be  the  higheft  injuftice, 
Dotwithftanding  that  elegancies  w^ere  wanting, 
not  to  acknowledge  the  very  cordial  reception 
and  hearty  welcome  we  experienced  from  our 
worthy  hoft  ;  who  had  provided  a  refrefiiing  re- 
paft,  and  fuch  an  one  as  he  thought  likely  to  be 
moft  acceptable  at  that  time  of  the  day  ;  nor 
was  his  lady  lefs  affiduous,  nor  did  fhe  feem 
lefs  happy  than  himfelf  in  entertaining  her  new 

’  On  approaching  the  houfe  we  found  this  good 
lady,  who,  like  her  fpoufe,  had  paffed  the  mid¬ 
dle  age  of  life,  decently  drefted,  fcated  crofs- 
Icgged  on  a  mat,  placed  on  afmall  fquare  wooden 
platform  raifed  three  or  four  inches  from  the 
ground,  nearly  in  front  of  the  door,  with  two 
daughters  and  a  fon,  clean  and  decently  drefled, 
fitting  by  her  ;  this  being  the  mode  obferved  by 

thefe 
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thefe  ladies  when  they  receive  vifitors.  The  de¬ 
corous  and  pleafmg  behaviour  of  the  children  was 
really  admirable,  and  exceeded  any  thing  that 
could  have  been  expedled  from  them  under -the 
circumftances  of  their  fituation,  without  any^ 
other  advantages  than  the  education  and  exam¬ 
ple  of  their  parents  ;  which  however  feemed  ta 
have  been  ftudloufly  attended  to,  and  did  them' 
great  credit.  This  pleafmg  fight  added  to  the: 
friendly  reception  of  our  hofl:  and  hoftefs,  ren-^  > 
dered  their  lowly  refidence  no  longer  an  oVjjedf 
of  our  attention  ;  and  having  partaken  of  the  re- 
frefiiments  they  had  provided,  wx  re-mounted 
our  horfes  in  order  to  take  a  view  of  the  furround¬ 
ing  country  before  we  returned  on  board  to  din¬ 
ner,  wdiere  Sem-  Sal  and  his  family  had  promifed 
to  favor  me  wdth  their  good  company,  and  who 
had  requefted  my  permiffion  to  increafe  their 
party  by  the  addition  of  fome  other  ladies  in  -the 
garrifon.  , 

Our  excorfion  did  not  extend  far  from  the 
Prefidio,  Vv'hich  is  fituated  as  before  deferibed  in 
a  plain  farrounded  by  hills.  This  plain  is  by  no' 
means  a  dead  flat,  but  of  unequal  furface  ;  the 
foil  is  of  a  fandy  nature,  and  wxis  wholly  un¬ 
der  pafture,  ..on  which  wxre  grazing  fevcral  flocks 
of  fheep  and  herds  of  cattle  ;  the  fides  of  the  fur¬ 
rounding  hills,  though  but  moderately  elevated,* 
feemed  barren,  or  nearly  fo  ;  and  their  fiunmits 
.  were 
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were  compofed  of  naked  uneven  rocks.  Two 
fmall  fpaccs  in  the  plain,  very  infecurely  in- 
clofed>  were  appropriated  to  kitchen  gardens  ^ 
much  labour  did  not  appear  to  have  been  be¬ 
llowed  either  in  the  Improvement  of  the  foil,  in 
felefting  the  quality  of  the  vegetables,  or  in  aug¬ 
menting  their  pro<luce  ;  the  feveral  feeds  once 
placed  in  the  ground,  nature  was  left  to  do  the 
reft  without  receiving  any  affiftance  from  manual 
labour. 

Sen'*'  Sal  having  been  made  acquainted  with 
the  difficulties  we  had  to  encounter  in  removing 
our  wood  to  the  fea  fide,  politely  oftered  us  the 
carts  he  had  for  the  ufe  of  the  Prefidio  ;  but  on 
their  being  produced,  I  was  greatly  difappointed, 
as  they  were  by  no  means  fo  well  calculated  as 
the  miferable  ftraw  canoes  for  the  for  vice  they 
were  intended  to  perform. 

Thus,  at  the  expence  of  very  little  examina¬ 
tion,  though  not  without  much  difappointment, 
w  as  our  curiofity  fatlsfied  concerning  the  Spanlfli 
towm  and  fettlement  of  St.  Francifeo.  Inftcad 
of  finding  a  country  tolerably  well  inhabited  and 
far  advanced  in  cultivation,  if  we  except  its  na¬ 
tural  paftures,  the  flocks  of  fheep,  and  herds  of 
cattle,  there  is  not  an  objeeft  to  indicate  the  moft 
remote  connedlion  wdth  any  European,  or  other 
civilized  nation., 

-  This  Ike'tch  will  be  fufficlcnt,  without  further 

comment^ 
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comment,  to  convey  fome  idea  of  the  inaclive 
fpirit  of  the  people,  and  the  nnpro tested  ftatc 
of  the  eftablifliment  at  this  port,  which  I  fliould 
conceive  ought  to  be  a  principal  objedl  of  the 
Spanifli  crown,  as  a  key  and  barrier  to  their 
more  fouthern  and  valuable  fcttlements  on  the 
borders  of  the  north  pacific.  Should  my  idea  of 
its  importance  be  over-rated,  certain  it  is,  that 
confidered  folely  as  an  eftablifliment,  which  muft 
have  been  formed  at  confiderable  expence,  it  pof- 
feffes  no  other  means  for  its  protection  than  fuch 
as  have  been  already  deferibed  ;  wdth  a  brafs  three- 
pounder  mounted  on  a  rotten  carriage  before  the 
Prefidio,  and  a  fimilar  piece  of  ordnance  which 
(I  was  told)  was  at  the  S.  E.  point  of  entrance 
lafhed  to  a  log  Inftead  of  a  carriage  ;  and  was 
the  gun  whofe  report  we  heard  the  evening  of 
our  arrival.  Before  the  Prefidio  there  had  for¬ 
merly  been  two  pieces  of  ordnance,  but  one  of 
them  had  lately  burft  to  pieces. 

The  examination  of  thefe  few  objeCts,  and 
the  confequent  obfervations  upon  them,  occu¬ 
pied  our  leifure  until  dinner  time,  when  we  re¬ 
turned  on  board,  accompanied  by  Sen'^-  Sal,  his 
wife,  and  party,  and  one  of  the  fathers  of  the 
miffion  ot  St,  Francifeo,  Martin  de  Eandaeta, 
who  brought  me  a  prefling  and  polite  invitation 
from  his  brethren,  and  who  proved  to  be  a  very 
pleafing  and  entertaining  acqulfitioa  to  our  fo- 
ciety.  The 
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,  The  next 'day,  Sunday  the  18th,  was  appointed 
for  my  vifiting  the  mlffion.  '  Accompanied  by 
Mr.  Menzies  and  fome  of  the  officers,  and  our 
friendly  Sen’’-  Sal,  I  rode  thither  to  dinner.  Its 
diftance  from  the  Prefidio  is  about  a  league,  in 
an  eafterly  direftion  ;  our  ride  was  rendered  un- 
pleafant  by  the  foil  being  very  loofe  and  fandy, 
and  by  the  road  being  much  incommoded  with 
low  groveling  buffies. 

Its  fituation  and  external  appearance  in  a  great 
'  meaffire  refembled  that  of  the  Prefidio;  and,  like 
its  neighbourhood,  the  country  was  pleafmgly 
diverfified  with  hill  and  dale.  The  hills  were  at 
a  greater  diftance  from  each  other,  and  gave 
more  extent  to  the  plain,  which  is  compofed  of 
a  foil  Infinitely  richer  than  theit  of  the  Prefidio, 
being  a  mixture  of  fand  and  a  black  vegetable 
mould.  The  paftures  bore  a  more  luxuriant  her-, 
bage,  and  fed  a  greater  number  of  fheep  and 
cattle.  The  barren  fandy  country  through  which 
we  had  palTed,  feemed  to  make  a  natural  divi- 
fion  between  the  lands  of  the  miffion  and  thofe 
of  the  Prefidio,  and  extends  from  the  fliores  of 
the  port  to  the  foot  of  a  ridge  of  mountains, 
>vhich  border  on  the  exterior  coaft,  and  appear 
to  ftretch  in  a  line  parallel  to  it.  The  verdure 
of  the  plain  continued  to  a  confiderable  height 
up  the  fides  of  thefe  hills  ;  the  fummlts  of  wffiich, 
though  ftill  compofed  of  rugged  rocks,  produced 
a  few  trees.  The

The  buildings  of  the  miffion  formed  two  fides 
of  a  fquare  only,  and  did  not  appear  as  if  in¬ 
tended,  at  any  future  time,  to  form'  a  perfect 
quadrangle  like  the  Prefidlo.  The  archltefture 
and  materials,  however,  feemed  nearly  to  cor- 
refpond. 

On  our  arrival,  we  were  received  by  the  re¬ 
verend  fathers  with  every  demonftration  of  cor- 
diality,  friendfhip,  and  the  moft  genuine  hofpi- 
tality.  We  were  inftantly  conducted  to  their 
manfion,  which  was  fituated  near,  and  commu¬ 
nicated  with  the  church.  The  houfes  formed  a 
fmall  oblong- fquare,  the  fide  of  the  church  com- 
pofed  one  end,  near  which  were  the  apartments 
allotted  to  the  fathers.  Thefe  were  conftruited 
nearly  after  the  manner  of  thofe  at  the  Prefidio, 
but  appeared  to  be  more  finlfhed,  better  con¬ 
trived,  were  larger,  and  much  more  cleanly. 
Along  the  w^alls  of  this  interior  fquare,  were  alfo 
many  other  apartments  adapted  to  various  pur- 
pofes. 

Whlifl:  dinner  was  preparing;  our  attention 
was  en2:a2:ed  in  feeing;  the  feveral  houfes  within 
the  fquare.  Some  v/e  found  appropriated  to  the 
reception  of  grain,  of  which,  however,  they  had 
not  a  very  abundant  ftock  ;  nor  was  the  place  of 
its  growth  within  fight  of  the  miffion  ;  though 
the  richnefs  of  the  contig:uous  foil,  ficmed  equal 
to  all  the  purpofes  of  hufbandfy.  One  large 
VoL  III.  C 
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room  was  occupied  by  manufafturers  of  a  coarfe: 
fort  of  blank  etting,  made  from  the  wool  pro¬ 
duced  in  the  neighbourhood.  The  looms,  though 
rudely  wrought,  were  tolerably  well  contrived, 
and  had  been  made  by  the  Indians,  under  the 
immediate  direftion  and  fuperintendance  of  the 
fathers ;  who,  by  the  fame  affidhity,  had  carried 
the  manufadlure  thus  far  into  effecS.  The  pro¬ 
duce  refulting  from  their  manufactory  is  wholly 
applied  to  the  clothing  of  the  converted  Indians. 
I  faw  fome  of  the  cloth,,  which  was  by  no  means 
defpicable ;  and,  had  it  received  the  advantage 
of  fulling,  would  have  been  a  very  decent  fort 
of  clothing.  The  preparation  of  the  wool,  as 
alfo  the  fpinning  and  weaving  of  it,  was,  I  un- 
derftood,  performed  by  unmarried  women  and 
female  children,  who  wxre  all  refident  within  the 
fquare,  and  were  in  a  ftate  of  converlion  to  the 
Koman  Catholic  perfuafion.  Behdes  manufac-* 
turing  the  wool,  they  are  alfo  inftruCted  in  a  va¬ 
riety  of  neceifary,  ufeful,  and  beneficial  employ¬ 
ments  until  they  marry,  which  is  greatly  en¬ 
couraged  ;  when  they  retire  from  the  tuition  oj 
the  fathers  to  the  hut  of  their  hufband.  By  thefe 
means  it  is  expeCled  that  their  doClrines  will  be 
firmly  eftablifhed,  and  rapidly  propagated  ;  and 
the  trouble  they  now  have  with  their  prefent 
utrtaught  flock  will  be  hereafter  recompenced, 
by  having  fewer  prejudices  to  combat  in  the  ri- 

fing 
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fmg  generation.  They  Ukewile  confider  their 
plan  as  effentlally  neceffary,  in  a  political  point 
of  view,  for  infuring  their  own  fafety.  The 
women  and  girls  being  the  deareft  objedls  of  af¬ 
fection  amongft  thefe  Indians,  the  Spaniards 
deem  it  expedient  to  retain  conftantly  a  certain 
number  of  females  immediately  within  their 
power,  as  a  pledge  for  the  fidelity  of  the  men, 
and  as  a  check  on  any  improper  defigns  the  na¬ 
tives  might  attempt  to  carry  into  execution, 
cither  againft  the  miffionaries,  or  the  eftablifh- 
ment  in  general. 

By  various  encouragements  and  allurements  to 
the  children,  or  their  parents,  they  can  depend 
upon  having  as  many  to  bring  up  in  this  way  as 
they  require :  here  they  are  well  fed,  better 
clothed  than  the  Indians  in  the  neighbourhood, 
are  kept  clean,  inftrudled,  and  have  every  necef¬ 
fary  care  taken  of  them  ;  and  in  return  for  thefe 
advantages  they  mufi:  fubmit  to  certain  regula¬ 
tions  ;  amongfi;  which,  they  are  not  fiiflFered  to 
go  out  of  the  interior  fquare  in  the  day  time 
without  permiffion  ;  are  never  to  fieep  out  of  it 
at  night ;  and  to  prevent  elopements,  this  fquare 
has  no  communication  with  the  country  but  by 
one  common  door,  which  the  fathers  themfelves 
take  care  of,  and  fee  that  it  is  well  fecured  every 
evening,  aas  alfo  the  apartments  of  the  women, 
who  generally  retire  immediately  after  fupper. 

C  2  If 
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If  I  am  correctly  informed  by  the  different 
Spanifh  gentlemen  with  whom  I  converfed  on 
this  fubjedl,  the  uniform,  mild,  and  kind-hearted 
difpofition  of  this  religious  order,  has  never  failed 
to  attach  to  their  intereft  the  affedlions  of  the 
natives,  wherever  they  have  fat  down  amongft 
them  ;  this  is  a  very  happy  circumftance,  for  their 
fitiiation  otherwife  would  be  exceffively  preca^ 
rious ;  as  they  are  protected  only  by  five  foldiers 
who  refide  under  the  dire(3:lons  of  a  corporal, 
in  the  buildings  of  the  miffion  at  fome  -  diftance 
on  the  other  fide  of  the  church. 

The  eftablifhment  muft  certainly  be  confidered 
as  liable  to  fome  danger.  Should  thefe  children 
of  nature  be  ever  Induced  to  a 61  an  ungrateful 
and  treacherous  part,  they  might  eafily  conceal 
fufficient  weapons  to  effe6l:  any  evil  purpofe. — - 
There  areonly  three  fathers  ;  thefe  live  by  them- 
felves,  and  fhould  any  attempt  be  made  upon 
them  at  night,  the  very  means  they  have  adopted 
for  their  fecurlty  might  deprive  them  of  any  af- 
fiftance  from  the  guard  until  it  might  be  too  late; 
and  individually,  they  could  make  but  little  re-- 
fiftance.  Should  a  confpiracy  for  their  deftruc- 
lion  take  place>  the  miffion  would  foon  fall,  and 
there  would  be  little  doubt  of  the>  confpirators 
being  joined  by  the  Indians  of  the  village,  which 
is  in  the  vicinity  of  the  miffion,  and  was  faid  to 
contain  fix  hundred  perfons  ;  but  on  vifiting  it,  I 

confidered 
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confidered  their  number  greatly  over-rated.,  The 
major  part  of  them,  I  underftood,  were  converted 
to  the  Roman  Catholic  perfuafion ;  but  I-  was 
aftonlflied  to  obferve  how  few  advantages  had 
attended  their  eon verfion.  i  .»  i' 

They  feemed  to  have  treated  with  the  moft- 
perfect  indifference  the  precepts,  and  laborious- 
example,  of  their  truly  v/orthy  and  benevolent 
paftors  ;  whofe  object  has  been  to  allure  them 
from  their  life  of  indolence,  and  ralfe  in  them  a 
fpirlt  of  emulous  induftry  ;  wRichj  by  fecuring  to 
them  plenty  of  food  and  the  common  conve-. 
niences  of  life,  would  neceflarily  augment  their 
comforts,  and  encourage  them  to  feek  and 
brace  the  bleffings  of  civilized  fociety.  Deaf  to^ 
the  important  leffons,  and  infenfible  of  the  pro-1 
mifed  advantages,  they  ftlll  remained  in  the  moftt 
abjedl  Rate  of  uncivilization  ;  and  if  we  except 
the  inhabitants  of  Tierra  del  Fuego,  and  thofe 
of  Van  Dleman’s  land,  they  are  certainly  a  race 
of  the  moft  miferable  beings,  poflefiing  the  far 
culty  of  human  reafoh,  I  ever  faw.  Their  per- 
fons,  generally  fpeaklng,  were  under  the  middle 
fize,  and  very  ill  made ;  their  faces  ugly,  prefent- 
ing  a  dull,  heavy,  and  flupid  countenance,  de-: 
void  of  fenfibility  or  the  leaft  expreffion.  One 
of  their  greateft  averfions  is  cleanlinefs,  both  in 
their  perfons  and  habitations;  which,  after  the 
fafhion  of  their  forefathers,  were  ftill  without 

C  3  the 
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the  moft  trivial  improvement.  Their  houfes 
were  of  a  conical  form,  about  fix  or  feven  feet  in 
diameter  at  their  bafe  (which  is  the  ground)  and 
are  conftrufted  by  a  number  of  flakes,  chiefly  of 
the  willow  tribe,  which  are  driven  eredt  into  the 
earth  in  a  circular  manner,  the  upper  ends  of 
which  being  fmall  and  pliable  are  brought  nearly 
to  join  at  the  top,  in  the  centre  of  the  circle  ; 
and  thefe  being  fecurely  faflened,  give  the  upper 
part  or  roof  fomewhat  of  a  flattifli  appearance. 
Thinner  twigs  of  the  like  fpecies  are  horizontally 
interwoven  betw^een  the  uprights,  forming  a  piece 
of  bafket  w^ork  about  ten  or  tw'elve  feet  high  ; 
at  the  top  a  fmall  aperture  is  left,  which  allows 
the  fmoke  of  the  fire  made  in  the  centre  of  the 
hut  to  efcape,  and  admits  mofl  of  the  light  they 
receive  :  the  entrance  is  by  a  fmall  hole  clofe  to 
the  ground,  through  w^hich  with  difficulty  one 
perfon  at  a  time  can  gain  admittance.  The 
whole  is  covered  over  with  a  thick  thatch  of 
dried  grafs  and  rufhes. 

Thefe  miferable  habitations,  each  of  which 
was  allotted  for  the  refidence  of  a  whole  family, 
were  eredled  with  fome  degree  of  uniformity, 
about  three  or  four  feet  afunder,  in  ftralght  rows, 
leaving  lanes  or  paffages  at  right  angles  between 
them  ;  but  thefe  were  fo  abominably  infefled 
with  every  kind  of  filth  and  naflinefs,  as  to  be 
rendered  not  lefs  offenfive  than  degrading  to  the 
human  fpecies.  Clofe 
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Clofe  by  flood  the  church,  which  for  its  mag¬ 
nitude,  architedure,  and  internal  decorations,  did 
great  credit  to  the  conftrudors  of  it ;  and  pre- 
fented  a  flriking  contrafl  between  the  exertions 
of  genius  and  luch  as  bare  necefiity  is  capable 
of  fuggefling.  The  raifing  and  decorating  this 
edifice  appeared  to  have  greatly  attraded  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  fathers ;  and  the  comforts  they 
might  have  prodded  in  their  own  humble  habi¬ 
tations,  feemed  to  have  been  totally  facrificed  to 
the  accomplifhment  of  this  favorite  objed.  Even 
their  garden,  an  objed  of  fuch  material  impor¬ 
tance,  had  not  yet  acquired  any  great  degree  of 
cultivation,  though  its  foil  was  a  rich  black 
mould,  and  promifed  an  ample  return  for  any 
labour  that  might  be  bellowed  upon  it.  The 
whole  contained  about  four  acres,  was  tolerably 
well  fenced  in,  and  produced  fome  fig,  peach, 
apple,  and  other  fruit-trees,  but  afforded  a  \ery 
fcanty  fupply  of  ufefuj  vegetables ;  the  principal 
part  lying  wafle  and  over-run  with  weeds. 

On  our  return  to  the  convent,  we  found  ^ 
mofl  excellent  and  abundant  repafl  provided  of 
beef,  mutton,  fifli,  fowls,  and  fuch  vegetables 
as  their  garden  afforded.  The  attentive  and  hof» 
pitable  behaviour  of  our  new  friends  amply  com- 
penfated  for  the  homely  manner  in  which  the 
dinner  was  ferved  ;  and  would  certainly  have 
precluded  my  noticing  the  diflrefiing  inconve-f 

C  4  nieuce 
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nience  thefe  valuable  people  labour  under,  in 
the  want  of  almoft  all  the  common  and  '  mofl; 
neceffary  utenfils  of  life,  had  1  not  been  taught 
^to  exped,  that  this  colony  was  in  a  very  different 
ftage  of  improvement,  and  that  its  inhabitants 
were  infinitely  more  comfortably  circumftanced. 

*  After  dinner  we  were  engaged  in  an  entertain¬ 
ing  converfation,  in  \vhich,  by  the  affiftance  of 
Mr.  Dobfon  our  interpreter,  we  were  each  able 
to  bear  a  part.  *  Amongft  other  things  I  under- 
ftood,  .that  this  miffion  was  eftablifhed  in  the 
year  1775,  and  the  Prefidio  of  .St.  Francifcb  in 
1'778,  and  that  they  were  t}iQ>  nor thernmojl  fettle- 
mentSy  of  any  defer iptiony  formed  hy  the  court  of 
Spain  on  the  co7ittnental fiore  of  North-  Wfl  Ame¬ 
rica,  or  the  i/lands  adjacent,  exclufive  of  Nootka', 
which  I  did  not  confider  as  comino;  under  that 
defeription  any  more  than  the  temporary  eftab- 
lifhment  which,  in  the  preceding  fpring  had 
been  formed  by  Sen'*-  Quadra  near  cape  Flattery, 
at  the  entrance  of  the  flralts  of  Juan  De  Fuca ; 
and  which  has  been  already  fiiated  to  be  entirely 
evacuated.  The  excurfions  of  the  Spaniards 
feemed  to  be  confined  to  the  neighbourhood  of 
their  immediate  place  of  refidence,  and  the  di- 
red  line  of  country  between  one  ftation  and 
another  ;  as  they  have  no  veifels  for  embarkation 
excepting  the  native  canoe,  and  an  old  rotten 
wooden  one,  which  was  lying  near  our  landing 
^  place. 
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place.  Had  they  proper  boats  on  this  fpacious 
llieet  of  water,  their  journies  would  not  only  be 
much  facilitated,  but  it  w^ould  afford  a  very 
agreeable  variety  in  their  manner  of  life,  and  help 
to  pafs  away  many  of  the  folitary  and  wearifome 
hours  which  they  muft  unavoidably  experience. 

f 

I  underftood  that  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  port 
had  been  vifited  by  fbmc  foldiers  on  horfeback, 
who  obtained  but  little  information ;  fome  con* 
verted  Indians  were  found  living  amongft  the 
natives  of  the  northern  and  weftern  parts  of  the 
port,  who  were  effeemed  by  the  Spaniards  to  be 
a  docile,  and  in  general  a  well-dlfpofed  people; 
though  little  communication  took  place  between 
them  and  the  inhabitants  of  this  fide.  The 
miffionarics  found  no  difficulty  in  fubjedling 
thefe  people  to  their  authority.  It  is  mild  and 
charitable,  teaches  them  the  cultivation  of  the 
foil,  and  introduces  amongft  them  fuch  of  the 
ufeful  arts  as  are  moft  eifential  to  the  comforts 
of  human  nature  and  focial  life.  It  is  much  to 
be  wiftied,  that  thefe  benevolent  exertions  may 
fucceed,  though  there  is  every  appearance  that 
their  progrefs  will  be  very  flow  ;  yet  they  will 
probably  lay  a  foundation,  on  which  the  pofte- 
rity  of  the  prefent  race  may  fecure  to  themfelves 
the  enjoyment  of  civil  fociety. 

The  next  eftabliffiment  of  this  nature,  and  the 
only  one  within  our  reach  from  our  prefent  fta- 

tion, 
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tion,  was  that  of  Clara,  lying  to  the  fouth- 
eaftward,  at  the  dlftance  of  about  eighteen 
leagues,  and  confidered  as  one  day's  journey.  As 
there  was  no  probability  of  our  wood  and  water 
being  completely  on  board  in  lefs  than  three  or 
four  days,  I  accepted  the  offer  of  Sen*^*  Sal  and 
the  reverend’  fathers,  who ‘undertook  to  provide 
us  horfes  for  an  expedition  to  Clara  the  fol¬ 
lowing  morning.  At  the  decline  of  day  we 
took  our  leave,  and  concluded  a  vifit  that  had 
been  highly  interefting  and  entertaining  to  us, 
and  had  appeared  to  be  equally  grateful  to  our 
hofpitable  friends. 

On  my  return  to  Prefidio,  I  was  favored  wit|i 
a  polite  reply  from  Seri"-  Quadra  ;  in  which  he 
informed  me,  that  neither  the  Chatham  nor  the 
D^^dalus  had  yet  arrived  at  Monterrey,  but  that 
on  their  reaching  that  port,  I  might  rely  on  their 
receiving  every  a-ffiftance  and  fervice  in  his  power 
to  heftow  ;  and  trufted  it  would  not  be  long  ere 
the  Difcovery  would  rejoin  them  at  Monterrey. 

During  the  night,  the  wind  from  the  S.  W. 
blew  a  ftrong  gale,  and  continued  with  much 
rain  until  Tuefday  morning  the  20th ;  when 
the  weather  being  ferene  and  pleafant,  we  un¬ 
dertook  our  journey  to  S'^  Clara.  We  called  in 
our  way  on  our  friends  at  the  Prefidio  and  mif- 
fion,  with  whofe  company  we  were  to  have 
been  favored ;  but  in  confequence  of  fome  dif- 
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patches  received  by  Sen’’  Sal  which  required  his 
immediate  attention,  aqd  of  the  ^ndjfpofitiqn  of 
one  of  the  fathers,  they  begged  Iqave  to  declintf 
the  engagement ;  therefore,  agreeably  with 
the  faftiion  of  the  country,  f^t  put,  attended  by 
a  drove  of  fpare  horles,  more  than  double  the 
number  of  our  party,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
ferjeant  of  the  Prefidio,  who  was  accompanied 
by  fix  flout  active  foldiers,  fully  accoutered  for 
our  proteftion,  and  for  affording  us  fuch  aflift-» 
ance  as  we  might  require. 

We  confidered  our  route  to  be  parallel  with 
the  fea  coafl  ;  between  which  and  our  path,  the 
ridge  of  mountains  before-mentioned  extended 
to  the  fouth-eaflward ;  and  as  we  advanced, 
their  fides  and  fummits  exhibited  a  high  degree  of 
luxuriant  fertility,  interfperfed  with  copfes  of  va¬ 
rious  forms  and  magnitude,  verdant  open  fpaces, 
and  enriched  with  flately  forefl  trees  of  different 
deflriptlons.  The  plain  on  which  we  rode 
ftretched  from  the  bafe  of  thefe  mountains  to 
the  Ihoies  of  the  port,  and  gradually  improved  as 
we  proceeded.  The  holly-leaved  oak,  maple 
horfe-chefnut,  and  willow,  were  increafed  from 
dwarf  flirubs  to  trees  of  tolerable  fize,  having 
fome  of  the  common  Englifh  dwarf  oak  flat¬ 
tered  amongft  them. 

Our  journey  was  eflimated  at  ]  8  leagues,  in 
which  diflaiice  the  country  afforded  no  houfl, 

hut. 
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Ilut,  nor  any  place  of  flielter  excepting  fuch  as 
the  fpreadmg  trees  prefented.  About  noon,  hav¬ 
ing  then  advanced  about  twenty-three  miles,  we 
arrived  at  a  very  pleafant  and  enchanting  lawn, 
fituated  amidft  a  grove  of  trees  at  the  foot  of  a 
fmall  hill,  by  which  flowed  a  very  fine  ftream  of 
excellent  water.  This  delightful  pafture  w^as 
nearly  inclofed  on  every  fide,  and  afforded  fuffi- 
cient  fpace  for  refting  ourfelves  and  baiting  our 
cavalry.  The  bank  which  overhung  the  mur¬ 
muring  brook  w^as  wxll  adapted  for  taking  the 
refrefhment  which  our  provident  friends  had 
fupplied  :  and  w  ith  fome  grog  we  had  brought 
from  the  fliip,  (fpirits  and  wine  being  fcarce  ar¬ 
ticles  in  this  couiitrY)  w  e  all  made  a  mofi:  excel- 

j  J 

lent  meal  ;  but  it  required  fome  refolution  to 
quit  fo  lovely  a  fcene,  the  beauty  of  which  was 
greatly  heightened  by  the  delightful  ferenity  of 
the  weather.  To  this,  however,  after  refting 
about  an  hour,  we  wxre  obliged  to  fubmit,  when 
a  frefli  fupply  of  cavalry  being  felecfled  from  the 
drove  of  horfes,  wx  mounted  and  purfued  oun 

r 

journey. 

We  had  not  proceeded  far  from  this  delight-, 
ful  fpot,  w’hen  we  entered  a  country  I  little  ex¬ 
pected  to  find  in  thefe  regions.  For  about  twenty 
miles  it  could  only  be  compared  to  a  park,  which 
bad  originally  been  clofcly  planted  with  the  true 
old  Englifli  oak ;  the  underwood,  that  had  pro¬ 
bably 
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bably  attended  its  early  growth,  had  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  having  been  cleared  away,  and  had 
left  the  ftately  lords  of  the  forefi;  in  complete 
pofleffion  of  the  foil,  which  was  covered  with 
luxuriant  herbage,  and  beautifully  dlverfified 
with  pleafmg  eminences  and  vallies ;  which, 
with  the  range  of  lofty  rugged  mountains  that 
bounded  the  profpecl,  required  only  to  be 
adorned  with  the  neat  habitations  of  an  induf- 
trious  people,  to  produce  a  feene  not  inferior 
to  the  moft  ftudied  elfecl  of  tafte  in  the  dif* 
pofal  of  grounds ;  efpecially  when  feen  from 
'  the  port  or  its  confines,  the  waters  of  which  ex¬ 
tend  fome  diftance  by  the  fide  of  this  country  ; 
and  though  they  were  not  vifible  to  us,  I  was  in¬ 
clined  to  believe  they  approached  within  about 
a  league  of  the  road  we  purfued.  Our  riding 
was  attended  with  fome  inconvenience,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  fox  earths,  and  burrows  of  rabbits, 
fqulrrels,  rats,  and  other  animals ;  but  our  fure- 
footed  horfes  avoided  every  danger,  notwith- 
ftandlng  we  rode  at  a  brlik  rate.  Having  palled 
through  this  imaginary  park,  we  advanced  a  few 
miles  in  an  open  clear  meadow,  and  arrived  in  a 
low  fwampy  country  ;  through  which  our  pro- 
grefs  was  very  flow,  the  horfes  being,,  nearly 
knee-deep  in  mud  and  water  for  about  fix  miles. 
The  badnefs  of  our  road  rendered  this  part  of  our 
journey  fomewhat  unpleafant.  About  dark  we 

reached 
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reached  better  ground,  and  foon  after  the  night 
clofed  in,  we  arrived  at  the  miflion  of  Clara^ 
which  according  to  my  eftimation  is  about  forty 
geographical  miles  from  St.  Franclfco.  Our 
journey,  excepting  that  part  of  it  through  the 
morafs,  had  been  very  pleafantand  entertaining; 
and  our  reception  at  Clara  by  the  hofpitable 
fathers  of  the  miflion,  was  fuch  as  excited  in 
every  breafl:  the  mofl:  lively  fenfations  of  grati¬ 
tude  and  regard.  Father  Thomas  de  la  Pena 
appeared  to  be  the  principal  of  the  miflionaries. 
The  anxious  folicltude  of  this  gentleman,  and 
that  of  his  colleague  father  Jofeph  Sanchez,  to 
anticipate  all  our  wiflies,  unequivocally  mani- 
fefted  the  principles  by  which  their  condueft  was 
regulated.  Our  evening  pafled  very  pleafantly, 
and  after  a  mofl:  excellent  breakfaft  next  morning, 
the  2lfl,  on  tea  and  chocolate,  we  took  a  view 
of  the  eflabllfliment  and  the  adjacent  country. 

The  buildings  and  offices  of  this  miflion,  like 
thole  of  St.  Franclfco,  form  a  fquare,  but  not  an 
intlre  inclofure.  It  is  fituated  in  an  extenfive 
fertile  plain,  the  foil  of  which,  as  alfo  that  of  the 
furrounding  country,  is  a  rich  black  produftive 
mould,  fuperior  to  any  I  had  before  feen  in  Ame¬ 
rica.  The  particular  fpot  which  had  been  fc- 
le<fled  by  the  reverend  fathers,  for  their  eflab- 
llfliment,  did  not  appear  fo  fuitable  to  their 
purpofl  as  many  other  parts  of  the  plain  within 

a  little 
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a  little  dift^nce  of  their  prefent  buildings,  which 
are  creeled  in  a  low  marfiiy  fituation  for  the 
fake  of  being  near  a  run  of  fine  water ;  notwith- 
ftanding  that  within  a  few  hundred  yards  they 
might  have  built  their  houfes  on  dry  and  com¬ 
fortable  eminences. 

The  ftream  of  water  pafles  dole  by  the  walls 
of  the  fathers  apartments,  which  are  upon  the 
fame  plan  with  thofe  at  St.  Francifco ;  built 
near,  and  communicating  with  the  church,  but 
lippearing  to  be  more  extenfive,  and  to  poflefs  in 
fome  degree  more  comforts,  or  rather  lefs  in¬ 
conveniences,  than  thofe  already  defcrlbed.  The 
church  was  long  and  lofty,  and  as  well  built  as 
the  rude  materials  of  which  it  is  compofed 
would  allow  ;  and  when  compared  with  the  un¬ 
improved  ftate  of  the  country,  was  infinitely 
more  decorated  than  might  have  been  reafon- 
ably  expeded 

•  Apartments  within  the  fquare  in  which  the 
priefts  refided,  were  appropriated  to  a  number  of 
young  female  Indians  ;  and  the  like  reafons  were 
given  as  at  St.  Francifco  for  their  being  fo  fe- 
ledled  and  educated.  Their  occupations  were 
the  lame,  though  fome^of  their  woollen  manu- 
failures  furpalTed  thofe  we  had  before  feen,  and 
wanted  only  the  operation  of  fulling,  with  which 
the  fathers  were  unacquainted,  to  make  them 
very  decent  blankets.  The  upper  iiory  of  their 

interior 
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interior  obtong  fquare,  which  might  be  about 
one  hundred  and  feventy  feet  long,  and  one 
hundred  feet  broad,  were  made  ufe  of  as  grana¬ 
ries,  as  were  fome  of  the  lower  rooms;  all  of 
which  were  well  ftored  with  corn  and  pulfe  of 
dliFerent  forts;  and  befide  thefe,  in ‘cafe  of  fire, 
there  were  two  fpacious  warehoufes  for  the  re¬ 
ception  of  grain  detached  from  each  other,  and 


the  reft  of  the  buildings,  erected  at  a  convenient 
diftance  from'  the  miffion.  Thefe  had  been  re¬ 
cently  finlfhed,  contained  fome  ftores,  and  were 
to  be  kept  co'nftantly  full,  as  a  referve  in  the 
event  of  fuch  a  misfortune. 

They  cultivate  wheat,  maize,  peas  and  beans; 
the  latter  are  produced  in  great  variety,  and  the 
whole  in  greater  abundance  than  their  neceffities 
require.  Of  thefe  feveral  forts  they  had  many 
thoufand  bufliels  in  ftore,  of  very  excellent  qua¬ 
lity,  which  had  been  obtained  with  little  la¬ 
bour,  and  without  manure.  By  the  help  of  a 
very  mean,  and  ill  contrived  plough  drawn  by 
oxen,  the  earth  is  once  flightly  turned  over,  and 
fmoothed  down  by  a  harrow ;  in  the  month  ot 
November  or  December,  the  wheat  is  fown  in 
drills,  or  broad  cafi:  on  the  even  furiace,  and 
fcratched  in  v/ith  the  harrow  ;  this  is  the  whole 
of  their  fyftem  of  hufbandry,  which  uniformly 
produces  them  in  July  or  Auguib  an  abundant 
harveft.  The  maize,  peas,  and  beans,  are  pro¬ 
duced

duced  with  as  little  labour  :  thefe  are  fown  in 
the  fpring  months,  and  fucceed  extremely  welb 
as  do  hemp  and  flax,  or  linfeed.  The  wheat 
affords  in  general  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  for 
one  according  to  the  feafons,  twenty-five  for  one 
being  the  leafl:  return  they  have, ever  yet  depo- 
fited  in  their  granaries  from  the  field ;  notwith- 
ftanding  the  enormous  wafte  occafioned  by  their 
rude  method  of  threfliing,  which  is  always  per¬ 
formed  in  the  open  air  by  the  treading  of  cattle. 
The  produd:  of  the  other  grains  and  pulfe  bears 
a  fimilar  proportion  to  that  of  the  wheat.  I  was 
much  furprifed  to  find  that  neither  barley  nor 
oats  were  cultivated  ;  ori  enquiry  I  was  given  to 
underftand,  that  as  the  fuperior  kinds  of  grain 
could  be  plentifully  obtained  with  the  fame  la¬ 
bour  that  the  inferior  ones  would  require,  they 
had  fome  time  asco  declined  the  cultivation  of 

o 

them.  The  labours  of  the  field  are  performed 
under  the  immediate  infpedion  of  the  fathers, 
by  the  natives  who  are  inftruded  in  the  Roman 
Catholic  faith,  and  taught  the  art  of  hufoandry. 
The  annual  produce  is  taken  under  the  care  of 
thefe  worthy  paftors,  who  diftribute  it  in  fuch 
quantities  to  the  feveral  perfons  as  completely 
anfwers  all  the  ufeful  and  neceffary  purpofes. 

Befides  a  few  acres  of  arable  land,  which  we 
faw  under  cultivation  near  the  miffion,  was  a 
fmall  fpot  of  garden  ground,  producing  feveral 
Vox..  III.  D  forts 
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forts  of  vegetables  in  gteat  perfedlion  and  abun¬ 
dance.  The  extent  of  it,  hovs^ever,  like  the  gar¬ 
den  at  St.  Francifco,  appeared  unequal  to  the 
confumption  of  the  European  refidents ;  the 
priefts,  and  their  guard  confifting  of  a  corporal 
and  fix  foldiers.  Here  were  planted  peaches, 
apricots,  apples,  pears,  figs,  and  vines,  all  of 
which  excepting  the  latter  promifed  to  fucceed 
very  well.  The  failure  of  the  vines  here,  a^ 
well  as  at  St.  Francifco,  is  afcribed  to  a  want  of 
knowledge  in  their  culture  ;  the  foil  and  climate 
being  well  adapted  to  moft  forts  of  fruit.  Of 
this  we  had  many  evidences  in  the  excellence 
ot  its  natural  unaflSfted  produdllons.  In  this 
country  the  oak,  as  timber,  appears  to  take  the 
lead.  A  tree  of  this  defcrlptlon  near  the  eftab- 
lifliment  meafured  fifteen  feet  in  girth,  and 
was  high  in  proportion,  but  was  not  confidered 
by  the  fathers  as  of  an  extraordinary  fize  ;  and  I 
am  convinced,  that  on  our  journey  we  paffed 
feveral  oaks  of  greater  magnitude.  The  timber 
of  thefe  trees  is  reputed  to  be  equal  in  quality  to 
any  produced  in  Europe.  The  elm,  afh,  beech, 
birch,  and  fome  variety  of  pines,  grew  in  the  in¬ 
terior  and  more  elevated  parts  of  the  country  in 
the  greateft  luxuriance  and  abundance. 

Our  attention  was  next  called  to  the  village 
of  the  Indians  near  the  miffion.  The  habita¬ 
tions  were  not  fo  regularly  difpofed,  nor  did  it 

contain 
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contain  fo  many,  as  the  village  at  St.  Francifco ; 
yet  the  fame  horrid  ftate  of  uncl^anlinefs  and 
lazinefs  feemed  to  pervade  the  whole*  A  fenti- 
ment  of  compaffion  involuntarily  obtruded  on 
the  mind  in  contemplating  the  natural  or  habi¬ 
tual  apathy  to  all  kind  of  exertion  in  this  hum^ 
ble  race*  There  was  fcarcely  any  fign  in  their 
general  deportment  of  their  being  at  all  bene¬ 
fited,  or  of  having  added  one  fingle  ray  of  com¬ 
fort  to  their  own  wretched  condition,  by  the 
precepts  and  laborious  exertions  of  their  religious 
inftrudlors  ;  whofe  lives  are  facrificed  to  their 
welfare,  and  who  feem  entirely  devoted  to  the 
benevolent  office  of  rendering  them  a  better  and 
a  happier  people.  They  appeared  totally  infen- 
fible  to  the  benefits  with  which  they  were  pro¬ 
vided,  excepting  in  the  article  of  food  ;  this 
they  now  find  ready  at  hand,  without  the  labour 
of  procuring  it,  or  being  firfi:  reduced  by  cold 
and  hunger  nearly  to  a  ftate  of  famine,  and  then 
being  obliged  to  expofe  themfelves  to  great  in¬ 
convenience  in  queft  of  a  precarious,  and  often 
fcanty  means  of  fubfiftence*  Not  only  grain, 
but  the  domeftic  animals  have  been  introduced 
with  fuccefs  amongft  them ;  many  of  the  na¬ 
tives  have,  by  the  unremitted  labour  of  the  fa¬ 
thers,  been  taught  to  manufadture  very  ufeful 
and  comfortable  garments  from  the  wool  of 
their  ffieep  ;  for  the  introdudlion  of  this  animal 
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they  ought  to  be  highly  grateful,  fincc  by  the 
mildnefs  of  the  climate,  and  the  fertility  of  the 
foil,  they  arc  eafily  'propagated  and  reared  ;  and 
whilft  they  provide  them  with  comfortable 
clothing,  afford  them  alfo  nourifhing  and  deli¬ 
cate  food.  Thcfe  advantages  however  feemed 
to  have  operated  as  yet  to  little  purpofe  on  the 
minds  of  thefe  untaught  children  of  nature,  who 
appeared  to  be  a  compound  of  ftupidity  and  in¬ 
nocence  ;  their  paffions  are  calm  ;  and  regard- 
lefs  of  reputation  as  men,  or  renowni  as  a  people, 
they  are  ftimulated  neither  to  the  obtaining  of 
confequence  amongft  themfelves  by  any  peace¬ 
ful  arts,  nor  fuperiorlty  over  their  neighbours  by 
warlike  achievements,  fo  common  amongft  the 
generality  of  the  Indian  tribes.  All  the  opera¬ 
tions  and  fundfions  both  of  body  and  mnid,  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  carried  on  with  a  mechanical,  life- 
lefs,  carelefs  indifference  ;  and  as  the  Spaniards 
affert  they  found  them  in  the  fame  ftate  of  in- 
adllvity  and  ignorance  on  their  carl  left  vlfits,  this 
dlfpofition  is  probably  inherited  from  their  fore¬ 
fathers. 

Further  efforts  are  iiow-mabing  at  this  mif- 
fion,  to  break  through  the  gloomy  cloud  of  in- 
fcnfibility  in  which  at  prefent  thefe  people  arc. 
inveloped,  by  giving  them  new  habitations ;  an 
indulgence  that  will  moft  probably  be  followed, 
by  others,  as  their  minds  appear  capable  of  re-. 

ceiving 
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celvm^z:  them.  A  eertaln  number  of  the  moft 

O 

intelligent,  traftable,  and  induftrious  perfons, 
were  felecled  from  the  group,  and  were  em¬ 
ployed  in  a  pleafant  and  well-adapted  fpot  of 
land  facins;  the  miffion,  under  the  direftion  and 
inftruftion  of  the  fathers,  in  building  for  them- 
felves  a  range  of  fmall,  but  comparatively  fpeak- 
ing  comfortable  and  convenient  habitations. 
The  walls,  though  not  fo  thick,  are  conftrufted 
in  the  fame  manner  with  thofe  defcribed  in  the 
fquare  at  St.  Francifco,  and  the  houfes  are  formed 
after  the  European  fafliion,  each  conlifting  of 
two  commodious  rooms  below”,  with  garrets  over 
them.  At  the  back  of  each  houfe  a  fpace  of 
ground  is  inclofed,  fufficient  for  cultivating  a 
large  quantity  of  vegetables,  for  rearing  poultry, 
and  for  other  ufeful  and  domeftlc  purpofes. 
The  buildings  w”ere  in  a  ftate  of  forwardnefs, 
and  when  fiiiiflied,  each  houfe  was  defigned  to 
accommodate  one  diftinft  family  only  ;  and  it  is 
greatly  to  be  wdfhed,  for  the  credit  of  the  ra¬ 
tional  part  of  the  creation,  that  this  fupine  race 
of  our  fellow  creatures  may  not  long  remain  in- 
lenfible  to,  and  unconvinced  of,  the  fuperior  ad¬ 
vantages  they  may  derive,  or  the  new  comforts 
they  may  poffefs,  by  this  alteration  in  their  mode 
ot  living.  It  is  by  no  means  improbable,  that 
by  this  circumftance  alone  they  may  be  roufed 
from  their  natural  lethargic  indifference,  and  be 
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induced  to  keep  themfelves  clean,  and  to  exert 
themfelves  in  obtaining  other  bleffings  confe- 
quent  on  civilized  fociety.  This  once  elffedled, 
the  laborious  talk  of  their  worthy  and  charitable 
benefadlors  will  wear  the  appearance  of  being 
accomplifhed ;  and  ftiould  it  be  hereafter  at¬ 
tended  with  a  grateful  fenfe  of  the  obligations 
conferred,  it  is  not  poffible  to  conceive  how 
much  thefe  excellent  men  will  feel  rewarded,  in 
having  been  the  caufe  of  meliorating  the  com- 
fortlefs  condition  of  thefe  wretched  humble 
creatures. 

Our  converfation  admitted  of  no  paufe  with 
thefe  feemingly  happy  and  benevolent  priefts ; 
whxlft  we  acquired  much  information  we  were, 
highly  entertained ;  and  the  day  was  far  ad¬ 
vanced  by  the  time  our  curiofity  was  thus  far 
gratified. 

In  compliment  to  our  vifit,  the  fathers  or¬ 
dered  a  feaft  for  the  Indians  of  the  village.  The 
principal  part  of  the  entertainment  was  beef, 
furnifhed  from  a  certain  number  of  black  cattle, 
which  were  prefented  on  the  occafion  to  the  vil¬ 
lagers,  Thefe  animals  propagate  very  faft,  and 
being  fufFered  to  live  in  large  herds  on  the  fer¬ 
tile  plains  of  Clara,  in  a  fort  of  wild  ftate, 
fome  fkill  and  adroitnefs  is  required  to  take 
them.  This  office  was  at  firft  intended  to  have 
been  performed  by  the  natives,  but  it  was  over¬ 
ruled 
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ruled  by  Sen"  Paries  an  enfign  in  the  Spanifli 
army,  who,  with  one  of  the  prlefts  of  Sen" 
Quadra’s  veffel,  had  joined  our  party  from  a 
million  at  fome  little  diftance  called  S^^  Cruz. 
This  gentlemen  conceived  the  buhnefs  of  taking 
the  cattle  would  be  better  performed  by  the  fol- 
diers,  who  are  occafionally  cavalry,  and  are  un¬ 
doubtedly  very  good  horfemen.  We  mounted, 
and  accompanied  them  to  the  field,  to  be  fpec- 
tators  of  their  exploits.  Each  of  the  foldiers 
vv^as  provided  with  a  ftrong  line,  made  of  borfe- 
hair,  or  of  thongs  of  leather,  or  rather  hide, 
with  a  long  running  noofe  ;  this  is  thrown  with 
great  dexterity  whilft  at  full  Ipeed,  and  nearly 
with  a  certainty,  over  the  horns  of  the  ani¬ 
mals,  by  two  men,  one  on  each  fide  of  the 
ox,  at  the  fame  inftant  of  time ;  and  having 
a  ftrong  high-peaked  pummel  to  their  faddles, 
each  takes  a  turn  round  it  with  the  end  of  the 
line,  and  by  that  means  the  animal  is  kept  com¬ 
pletely  at  bay,  and  effedtually  prevented  from 
doing  either  the  men  or  horfes  any  injury,  which 
they  would  be  very  liable  to,  from  the  wildnels 
and  ferocity  of  the  cattle.  In  this  fituation  the 
beaft  is  led  to  the  place  of  fiaughter,  where  a 
third  perfon,  with  equal  dexterity,  whilfi:  the 
animal  is  kicking  and  plunging  between  the 
horfes,  entangles  its  hind  legs  by  a  rope,  and 
throws  it  down,  on  which  its  throat  is  immedi¬ 
ately  cut.  Twenty-two  bullocks,  each  weigh- 
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ing  from  four  to  fix  hundred  weight,  were  killed 
on  this  occafion  ;  eighteen  were  given  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  village,  and  the  reft  were  ap¬ 
propriated  to  the  ufe  of  the  foldiers,  and  the 
miffion,  in  addition  tp  their  regular  weekly  al- 
lovv^ance  of  twenty-four  oxen,  which  are  killed 
for  their  fervice  every  Saturday  :  hence  it  is  evi¬ 
dent,  as  the  whole  of  their  ftock  has  fprung 
from  fifteen  head  of  breeding  cattle,  which  were 
dlftributed  between  this  and  two  other  miflTions, 
eftablillied  about  the  year  17/8;  that  thefe  ani¬ 
mals  muft  be  very  prolific  to  allow  of  fuch  an 
abundant  fupply.  Their  great  increafe  in  fo 
fhort  a  time  is  to  be  aferibed  to  the  rigid  oeco- 
nomy  of  the  fathers,  who  would  not  allow  any 
to  be  killed,  until  they  had  fo  multiplied  as  to 
render  their  extirpation  not  eafy  to  be  efFedled. 
The  fame  wife  managernent  has  been  obferved 
with  their  fheep,  and  their  horfes  have  increafed 
nearly  at  the  fame  rate. 

Although  this  village  did  not  appear  fo  popu¬ 
lous  as  that  at  St.  f'Yancifco,  I  was  given  to  un^ 
derftand  that  there  were  nearly  double  the  num¬ 
ber  of  inhabitants  belonging  to  it ;  and  that  in 
confequence  of  the  many  unconverted  natives  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Clara,  feveral  of  the 
Chriftlan  Indians  of  good  charadler  were  dif- 
perfed  amongft  their  countrymen,  for  the  pur- 
pofe  ot  inducing  them  to  partake  of  the  advan¬ 
tages  held  out  to  them,  in  wdiich  they  had  not 

been

been  altogether  unfuccefsful.  All  v>ho  have 
offered  themfelves  as  converts  have  been  ad¬ 
mitted  and  adopted,  notwithftanding  the  arti¬ 
fices  of  leveral,  who  have  remained  in  and  about 
the  miffion  until  they  have  acquired  a  ftock  of 
food  and  clothing,  with  which  they  have  de-^ 
camped.  This  improper  conduct  has,  however, 
had  no  fort  of  effect  on  the  benevolent  minds  of 
the  fathers,  who  have  not  only  uniformly  fup- 
plied  their  w^ants  on  a  fccond  vifit,  but  alfo  thofe 
of  many  wandering  tribes  that  would  be  at  the 
trouble  of  afking  their  afliftance. 

Thus  concluded  our  morning’s  entertainment, 
and  we  retired  to  dinner.  In  the  convent  a 
moft  excellent  and  abundant  repaft  of  the  pro¬ 
ductions  of  the  country  was  provided,  which 
were  in  the  greatefl:  perfection.  The  day  paffed 
to  the  mutual  fatisfaction  of  all  parties,  and  we 
found  ourfelves  under  fome  difficulty  the  next 
morning,  Thurfday  22d,  to  excufe  ourfelves 
from  accepting  the  prefling  felicitations  of  thefe 
good  people,  to  prolong  our  ftay  at  Clara ; 
this,  howxver,  neceffity  and  not  inclination 
obliged  us  to  decline.  We  took  our  leave  at  an 
early  hour,  highly  gratified  by  our  reception  and 
entertainment ;  which  had  amply  compenfated 
for  the  fatigue  or  inconvenience  attending  fb 
long  a  journey,  performed  in  a  way  to  which  we 
were  fo  little  accufliomed, 
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The  miffion  of  Clara  is  fituated  at  the  ex¬ 
tremity  of  the  S.  E.  branch  of  port  St.  Fran- 
cifco,  which  terminates  in  a  fliallow  rivulet  ex¬ 
tending  fome  diftance  into  the  country,  from 
whence,  and  the  confines  of  the  port  in  its  vici¬ 
nity,  Clara  is  wxll  fupplied  wdth  a  variety  of 
excellent  fifli. 

To  the  eaftward  at  the  diftance  of  about  five 
leagues,  near  the  fea  coaft,  or  rather  on  the 
borders  of  the  bay  of  Monterrey,  is  the  miffion 
of  Cruz,  veiy  recently  eftabllllied ;  and  like 
thofe  before  defcrlbed  governed  by  three  fathers 
of  the  order  of  St.  Francifco,  and  protected  by 
a  corporal  and  fix  foldiers.  As  this  eftablifhment 
was  in  its  infancy  I  much  wiflied  to  have  feen  it, 
but  as  my  leifure  would  not  admit  of  extending 
our  excurfion,  we  loft  no  time  in  proceeding  to 
the  fliips.  Our  road  back  was  over  a  more  elevated 
country  than  that  of  the  morafs,  leading  through 
a  continuation  of  the  foreft  of  oaks,  but  greatly 
inconvenienced  by  the  many  holes  in  the  ground  ^ 
before  noticed  ;  and  our  good  friend  and  guide 
the  fergeant,  apprehending  that  the  approach  of 
night  might  make  us  liable  to  accident,  was  in¬ 
duced  to  conduft  us  through  a  lowxr  country, 
w  hich  he  did  not  fufpedl  to  be  fo  wet  and  un- 
plcafant  as  we  afterwards  found  it.  We  were, 
howxver,  very  fortunate  in  point  of  w^eather, 
which  during  our  three  days  excurfion  w^as  very 
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mild,  ferene,  and  pleafant ;  and  on  our  arrival  at 
the  fliip  in  the  evening,  I  had  the  pleafurc  to 
find  the  Chatham  near  us  at  anchor. 

Friday  23d.  From  Mr.  Broughton  I  had  the 
additional  happlnefs  of  underftanding  that  all  were 
well  on  board  ;  and  that  during  the  time  of  our 
reparation  he  had  been  employed  In  profecuting 
the  examination  of  the  river  Columbia,  which  was 
found  to  extend  further  than  we  had  fuppofed. 
The  particulars  of  this  furvey,  together  with 
thofc  ot  Mr.  Whidbey’s  examination,  whom  we 
expelled  to  meet  at  Monterrey,  and  fuch  infor¬ 
mation  refpefting  a  duller  of  iflands  feen  by  the 
late  Lieutenant  Hergeft  as  could  be  gained  from 
Ills  log-book  and  papers,  I  fliall  poltpone  for  fu¬ 
ture  confideratlon  and  recital. 

The  arrival  of  the  Chathan  in  fome  meafure 
haflened  our  departure.  Having  by  a  very  tedi¬ 
ous  procefs  completed  our  flock  of  water,  and 
taken  on  board  a  fmall  quantity  of  fire  wood, 
every  thing  was  received  from  the  fliore,  and 
the  veffels  unmoored  the  next  morning  in  order 
to  put  to  fea  ;  but  the  wind  and  tide  proving 
unfavourable  we  remained  at  anchor  during  the 
day.  I  therefore  employed  this  interval  in  no¬ 
ticing  the  following  circumflances,  which  oc-* 
curred  after  our  return  from  Clara. 

The  average  price  of  the  large  cattle  at  this 
port  on  my  arrival;  I  underflood  to  be  fix  Spaniflr 
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dollars  each  ;  the  flieep,  in  proportion.  Having 
received  as  manyoi  thefe  as  were  wanted  for  the 
ufe  of  both  veffels,  with  fome  vegetables,  poul¬ 
try,  &c.  I  prefented  SeiV  Sal  with  the  amount 
of  their  value,  as  our  fupply  had  been  princi¬ 
pally  procured  from  him.  Much  to  my  fur- 
prize,  he  declined  accepting  the  money,  in  pay¬ 
ment  ;  and  at  length  acquainted  me,  that  he 
had  beenftridily  enjoined  by  Sen^  Quadra,  on  no 
pretence  whatever  to  accept  any  pecuniary  re- 
compence  from  me  ;  as  every  thing  of  that  nature* 
would  be  fettled  by  hi mfelf  on  our  meeting  at 
Monterrey.  Thefe  injunblions  from  Sen^  Quadra 
removed  my  difficulties,  as  I  ffiould  ill  have 
known  how  to  have  requited  fuch  generofity,  or 
to  have  accepted  fuch  obligation,  from  perfons 
who,  in  every  refpehl  excepting  that  of  food, 
had  the  appearance  of  poverty,  and  of  being 
much  preifed  for  the  moft  conamon  conveni- 
encies  of  life. 

\  My  late  excurfion  into  the  country  had  con¬ 
vinced  me,  that  although  its  productions,  in  its 
prefent  Ibitc,  afforded  the  inhabitants  an  abun¬ 
dant  fupply  of’every  effential  requifite  for  hu¬ 
man  fubfrftence,  yet  the  people  were  nearly  def- 
titute  of  thofe  articles  which  alone  can  render 
the  cffentlals  of  life  capable  of  being  relifhed  or 
enjoyed.  On  this  occafion  1  experienced  no 
Imall  gratification^  in  being  able  to  relieve  their^ 
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wants  by  the  diftribution  of  a  few  neceflary  arti-- 
cles  and  implements,  culinary  and  table  utenfils, 
fome  bar  iron,  with  a  tew  ornaments  for  the 
decoration  of  their  churches  ;  to  which  I  added 
one  hogfliead  of  wine,  and  another  of  rum  ;  and 
configned  the  whole  to  the  care  of  Sen''  Sal, 
with  a  requeft  that  an  equal  diftribution  Ihould 
be  made  betw^een  the  Prefidio  and  the  millions 
of  St.  Francifeo  and  Clara.  This  was  punc¬ 
tually  attended  to,  and  1  had  the  fatisfadlion  of 
finding  the  feveral  articles  were  received  as  very 
acceptable  prefents. 

The  inclemency  of  the  weather,  and  the  ftiort 
ftay  I  purpofed  to  make  on  our  arrival  in  this 
port,  prevented  my  erefting  the  obfervatory  on 
fliore  ;  fufficient  obfervations  were  however  pro¬ 
cured  for  afeertaining  its  latitude  to  be  3  7°  48'' 
and  its  longitude  23/° 52^  The  varia¬ 

tion  of  the  compafs,  by  fix  fets  of  azimuths, 
varying  from  12^  2''  to  13°  32',  gave  the  mean  of 
1 2°  48 '  eaft  wardly. 

The  morning  of  Sunday  the  25th  brought  a 
frefli  breeze  againft  us  from  the  N.W.;  but  being 
prepared  to  depart,  and  having  a  ftrong  ebb  tide 
in  our  favor,  we  turned  out  of  the  port  againft  a 
very  dlfagreeable  irregular  fca,  produced  by  the 
oppofing  elements.  After  entering  the  channel 
leading  out,  foundings  could  not  be  gained ‘w  ith 
the  hand-line  until  we  were  about  two  miles  to 
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the  {but  h- weft  ward  of  the  S.  E.  point  of  en¬ 
trance,  when  we  fuddenly  arrived  in  10,  7> 

6  fathoms  water.  In  this  fituation  we  were 
about  two  miles  to  the  fouth  of  our  former  track, 
when  going  into  the  port :  wEere  in  five  fa¬ 
thoms  water,  the  fame  difagreeable  agitation  of 
the  fea  was  experienced  :  hence  I  concluded  that 
it  was  oecafioned  by  a  bank,  or  bar,  at  the  diftance 
of  near  four  miles  from  the  port,  extending  right 
acrofs  its  entrance.  ,  This  bar  we  foon  pafled 
over,  and  again  loft  foundings  w'ith  the  hand- 
line.  At  noon  our  obferved  latitude  was  36®  53'; 
the  outer  points  of  the  entrance  into  the  port  of 
St.  Francifeo  bore  by  compafs  N.  10  E.  and 
N.  28  E. ;  and  the  extremes  of  the  coaft  in 
fight,  from  N.  W.  to  S.  23  E.;  along  wEich  our 
courfe  was  dlrefted  foutherly  at  a  little  diftance 
from  the  fhore,  tosvards  Monterrey. 

Thus  we  quitted  St.  Francifeo,  highly  in¬ 
debted  to  our  hofpitable  reception,  and  the  ex¬ 
cellent  refrefliments,  which  in  a  few  days  had 
entirely  eradicated  every  apparent  fymptom  of 
the  feurvy. 

My  engagements  in  the  country  on  my  firft 
arrival,  and  my  hafte  to  depart  from  St.  Fran¬ 
cifeo,  on  the  arrival  of  the  Chatham,  prevented 
me  from  obtaining  any  preclfc  information  re- 
fpccting  the  port ;  every  thing,  howex^er,  that 
we  were  able  to  notice,  tended  to  confirm  the 
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original  opinion,  that  it  was  as  fine  a  port  as  the 
World  affords  ;  failing  only  in  the  convenience 
of  obtaining  wood  and  water.  It  is  however 
probable,  that,  on  due  examination,  thefe  ef- 
fentlal  articles  might  be  obtained  with  lefs  diffi¬ 
culty  than  we  experienced.  So  far  as  we  became 
acquainted  with  its  foundings,  they  appeared  re¬ 
gular  and  good  ;  the  bottom  excellent  holding 
ground  ;  and  though  we  paffed  over  fome  that 
was  hard,  in  going  from  our  firft  anchorage  to 
the  other,  It  w^as  not  in  a  fituation  wffiere  vefiels 
are  likely  to  remain  ftationary  ;  nor  do  I  con- 
fider  the  bank  or  bar  without,  as  any  detriment 
to  the  port,  though  an  unpleafant  fenfation  is 
frequently  occafioned  in  paffing  over  it.  I  have 
however  been  given  to  underftand,  that  the  port 
is  not  much  In  repute  with  the  maritime  Spa¬ 
niards,  on  account  of  the  ftrength  of  its  tides  ; 
this  difapprobation  is  eafily  accounted  for,  when 
the  manner  of  fecuring  their  vefTels  is  confidered. 
This  Is  done  invariably  by  mooring  them  head 
and  ftern,  with  many  anchors  and  cables ;  never 
lefs  than  four,  and  feldom  lefs  than  fix ;  a  very 
injudicious  method  when  under  the  influence  of 
rapid  and  Irregular  tides.  The  tides,  howTver, 
at  St.  Francifeo,  to  perfons  unaccuftomed  to  na¬ 
vigate  in  tidefways,  may  be  an  objection ;  but 
to  thofe  who  know  how^  to  benefit  by  their  ftream 
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prevailing  winds  are  from  the  weft  ward,  lre« 
quently  continue  many  days  together,  and  blow 
directly  into  the  port^  which  wmuld  render  its 
egrefs  difficult  at  thofe  times  without  the  af- 
fiftancc  of  the  ebb  tide  ;  which,  in  the  ftream 
of  the  port^  takes^  I  believe,  a  regular  eourfe 
with  the  floods  nearly  fix  hours  each  w'ay,  and 
is  high  water  about  1  24  h  after  the  moon, 

paffes  the  meridian  :  though  in  the  place  where 
w^e  anchored,  and  particularly  at  the  laft,  the 
tides  w^ere  very  irregular  ;  nor  could  we  form 
any  true  judgment  of  their  rife  and  fall,  Vv^hich 
appeared  to  be  very  inconfiderable.  Our  firft- 
place  of  anchorage  poffeffes  many  advantages^ 
luperior  to  thofe  we  found  at  the  fecond^  The 
tides  are  there  infinitely  the  moft  regular,  and 
notwithftanding  the  bank  of  mud  prevented  our 
landing  in  feme  places,  it  does  not  extend  all 
round  the  cove  ;  tor  its  fouth-w-eftern  part  is  a 
fleep  ftiore,  and  miglit  eafily  be  made  commo¬ 
dious  for  obtaining  fuel  and  wnter  ;  the  latter 
^  is  very  good,  and  there  is  an  abundance  of  the 
former  immediately  in  its  vicinity.  The  ancho¬ 
rage  is  more  fecure,  by  being  completely  land¬ 
locked,  and  further  removed  from  the  oceaiii 
Independently  of  thefe  places  of  fafety,  there  is 
every  rcafon  to  conclude  that  the  northern  parts 
of.thls  extenfive  port  would  afford  many  fitu- 
ations  preferable  to  either. 
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With  a  frefh  gale  from  the  N.  W.  we  made 
great  progrefs  to  the  fouthward  along  the  fea- 
coaft;  having  the  range  of  mountains  which 
were  to  the  right  of  us  in  our  journey  to  Clara, 
now  on  our  left  hand,  and  prefenting  us  a  very 
different  afpedl.  Their  weftern  fide,  expofed  to 
all  the  violence  and  changes  of  an  oceanic  cli¬ 
mate,  was  nearly  deftitute  of  wood  or  verdure  ; 
fome  grovelling  fhrubs  were  fcattered  in  the  val- 
lles,  and  fome  dwarf  folitary  trees  were  feen  on 
the  fides  of  the  mountains,  which  had  in  general 
a  very  naked  and  barren  appearance* 

Williing  to  delineate  the  coaft,  which  we 
found  to  extend  nearly  S.  14  E.,  from  the  en¬ 
trance  of  St.  Franclfco,  we  plied  during  the 
night  ;  and  the  next  morning  fhewed  our  fitua- 
tion  to  be  off  the  entrance  of  the  bay  of  Mon¬ 
terrey,  where  w^e  were  becalmed  until  noon, 
when  a  pleafant  breeze  from  the  weflward  al¬ 
lowed  us  to  fteer  for  the  centre  or  bottom  of  the 
bay,  whofe  fhores  were  chiefly  compofed  of  low 
compact  land ;  but  in  this  point  of  view,,  the 
more  fouthern  and  weftern  parts  of  them  feemed 
to  be  very  much  elevated,  and  bore  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  being  Infular.  As  we  fleered  along,  I 
was  in  conflant  expedlation  of  finding  a  proper 
place  of  anchorage,  which  was  not  dlfcovered 
until  four  in  the  afternoon,  by  making  the  fignal 
I  had  fettled  with  Sen"  Quadra,  which  was  im7 
Vol.  IIL  E  mediately 
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mediately  anfwered  from  the  Prefidio.  Our  an¬ 
chorage  was  direfted:  to  be  nearly  under  the  high 
land  before  mentioned,  on  the  fouthern  fide  of 
the  bay.  About  feven  in  the  evening  Mr.  Whid- 
bey  came  on  board  from  the  Daedalus,  which 
veffel  had  arrived,  all  well,  on  the  22d,  after 
having  completed  the  fervice  on  which  flie  had 
been  employed.  Soon  after  we  were  met  by 
ibme  Spanlfh  boats,  fent  by  Sen*"  Quadra  to  our 
affiftance  ;  and  in  about  an  hour  we  were  fafely 
moored  with  our  anchors  to  the  N.  W,  and 
S.  E,;  the  latter  lying  in  nine  fathoms  w^ater,  good 
holding  ground.  Our  diftance  from  the  neareft 
or  S.  W.  fhore  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  ;  the 
points  of  the  bay  bore  by  compafs  N,  45  W. 
and  N.  52  W.;  the  former  point.  Anno  Nuevo> 
diftant  feven  or  eight  leagues the  latter,^^  called 
point  Pinos,  was  about  a  mile  off. 

On  our  arrival  we  found  here  at  anchor,  be- 
fides  the  Daedalus,  the  following  veffels  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  crown  of  Spain  ;  the  brig  Adtive,  on 

board  of  which  was  Sen’'  Quadra’s  broad  pen- 
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dant,  the  Aranfafu,  and  a  fchooner. 
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CHAPTER  II. 

Tra7tfa5ilo7is  at  Monterrey — Defcrlption  of  the 
Mrffion  of  St.  Carlos-^Departnre  of  the  Dada^ 
Jus  for  Po7't  Jackfon — Situation  and  Defcrip^ 
tion  of  Monterrey  Bay — Account  of  the  Pre^ 
Jidio— Generous  Condudi  of  Sen^  Quadra^^ 
Afronomical  and  Nautical  Obfervations. 

Having  arrived  in  the  famous  port  of 
Monterrey  (fo  diftingulfhed  by  the  Spa- 
niards)  on  Tuefday  the  26th,  I  waited  on  Sen^ 
Quadra,  who  had  taken  up  his  refidence  at  the 
governor’s  houfe  in  the  Prefidio.  After  the  Ufual 
compliments  had  paffed,  and  I  had  received  re^ 
peated  affurances  of  friendfliip  and  hofpltalityj  I 
returned  on  board,  and  at  fun»rlfe  the  next 
morning,  Wednefday  the  27th,  the  Prefidio  was 
faluted  with  thirteen  guns;  which  being  equally 
returned,  the  topfails  were  hoifted,  and  Sen' 
Quadra’s  broad  pendant  faluted  with  the  fame 
number.  After  receiving  the  return  of  this 
compliment.  Sen''  Quadra,  accompanied  by  the 
adling  governor  Sen'"  Arguello,  wdth  Sen''  Caa- 
mano,  and  feveral  Spanifh  officers,  returned  my 
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vifit,  all  of  w^hom  were  received  on  board  the 
Difcovery  and  Chatham  with  fuch  marks  of  re- 
ipedl  and  ceremony  as  were  due  to  their  rank 
and  fituation.  When  thefe  formalities  were  over, 
I  accompanied  Sen*"  Quadra  on  fhore  to  par¬ 
take  the  entertainment  of  this  hofpitable  table. 

'  In  the  courfe  of  converfation  Sen’’  Quadra  in¬ 
formed  me,  that  on  his  arrival  in  this  port  from 
Nootka,  he  found  orders  diredling  him  to  cap¬ 
ture  all  veffels  he  fliould  find  engaged  in  com¬ 
mercial  purfults  on  this  coaft,  from  thefe  Pre- 
lidios  northward,  to  the  extent  where  the  gene¬ 
ral  traffic  is  carried  on  ;  excepting  the  veffels 
belonging  to  the  people  of  Great  Britain,  who 
were  to  proceed  wdthout  the  leafi:  interruption 
or  moleftation,  Thefe  orders-  from  the  court  of 
Spain  induced  us  both  to  believe  that  our  re- 
fpedlive  fovereigns  had  adjufted,  and  finally  con¬ 
cluded,  every  arrangement  with  refpedt  to  the 
territories  at  Nootka. 

This  information  appeared  to  me  of  a  very 
important  nature,  and  in  the  event  of  my  being 
able  to  procure  a  paffage  to  England  for  an  offi¬ 
cer  through  New  Spain,  would  induce  me  to 
relinquifli  the  defign  1  had  meditated  of  fending 
the  Chatham  home  this  feafon,  for  the  purpofe  of 
conveying  fuch  intelligence  as  I  had  now  the 
power  of  Gommiinicating.  Although  I  might 
have  been  materially  incommoded  by  the  ab- 
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fence  of  our  little  confort  in  the  further  profe- 
cution  of  my  voyage,  yet  the  informing  of  go- 
v'ernment  how  far  I  had  been  able  at  this  time 
to  carry  HisMajefty’s  commands  into  execution, 
appeared  to  me  fo  abfolutely  indifpcnfible,  that 
I  had  determined  to  fubmit  to  any  inconveni¬ 
ence  rather  than  omit  fo  elfential  a  part  of  my 
duty  ;  efpecially,  as  in  addition  to  our  own  exer¬ 
tions  during  the  preceding  fummer,  I  had  ob¬ 
tained  the  poflhffion  of  all  the  charts  of  the  Spa- 
nifh  difeoveries  to  the  northward  of  our  own  re- 
fcarches. 

Thefe  furveys,  together  with  an  account  of 
our  tranfadlions  at  Nootka,  and  other  informa¬ 
tion  I  had  acquired  refpedling  thefe  countries,  I 
confidered  of  a  nature  too  important  to  withhold  : 
as  it  was  only  by  fuch  a  communication  that 
any  juft  or  reafonable  conclufion  could  be  drawn, 
either  in  refpedt  of  the  national  advantages 
which  were  likely  to  refult  from  a  further  profe- 
cution  of  commercial  purfuits  in  thefe  regions, 
or  of  the  nioft  proper  htuations  for  the  purpofe 
of  forming  permanent  eftablifhments  on  the 
coaft,  to  proted:  and  facilitate  the  trade  if  carried 
farther  into  execution.  This  intelligence,  oa 
which  the  accomplifhment  of  one  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  objeds  of  our  voyage  might  depend,  toge¬ 
ther  with  my  other  difpatches,  I  propofed  to  in- 
truft  to  ‘  the  care  of  Lieutenant  Brou.2:hton  the 
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commander  of  the  Chatham, 'who  had  been 
privy  to  the  whole  of  my  tranfadtions  with  Sen’' 
Quadra  at  Nootka ;  and  whofe  abilities  and  ob- 
fervations  would  enable  him,  on  his  arrival  in 
England,  to  fatisfy  the  Board  of  Admiralty  on 
many  points  of  inquiry,  for  which  it  was  impof- 
fible  I  could  provide  in  my  difpatches.  On  this 
occafion  I  requefted  of  Sen'  Quadra,  if  it  were 
compatible  with  his  inclination  and  the  difpo- 
fition  of  the  Spanifh  court,  that  Mr.  Broughton 
Ihould  be  permitted  to  take  his  paflage  by  the 
way  of  New  Spain  to  England.  To  this  Sen’" 
Quadra  without  the  leaft  hefitation,  and  in  the 
moft  friendly  manner  replied,  that  Mr.  Brough-^ 
ton  might  accompany  him  to  St.  Bias,  where  he 
would  fupply  him  with  money,  and  every  other 
requifite  in' his  power,  which  could  contribute  to 
render  his  laborious  journey  acrofs  the  continent 
of  America  as  pleafant  as  could  be  expedled  from 
the  nature  of  the  undertaking.  At  fo  obliging 
and  generous  an  offer  I  teftified  every  fenti-^ 
ment  I  was  capable  of  exprefling  ;  and  ufed  my 
utmoft  endeavours  that  no  time  fhould  be  loft  in 
preparing  for  Mr.  Broughton’s  departure,  fmee 
on  that  depended  not  only  the  failing  of  our- 
felves,  but  the  departure  of  Sen'  Quadra  and  the 
veffels  under  his  orders. 

After  having  obtained  permiffion,  the  obfer- 
vatories  and  tents  were  fent  on  Ihore ;  and  on 
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Wednefd&y  the  28th  I  began  to  make  the  ob- 
fervations  which  were  neceffarily  required. 

The  decks  of  the  Difcovcry  ,  in  confequence  of 
the  late  inclement  weather,  w^ere  found  to  be  ex- 
ceffively  leaky,  and  to  require  caulking  ;  many 
of  the  fails  wanted  material  repair  :  thefe,  with 
various  other  fervices,  were  put  in  a  train  of 
execution.  On  board,  the  Chatham  all'  were 
buhly  employed,  particularly  in  recruiting  their 
ftock  of  proviiions ;  as,  in  confequence  of  my 
former  intention,  no  more  had  been  received  on 
board  than  would  be  abibiutely  neceffary  for  her 
paflage  home  ;  it  now,  however,  became  requi- 
fite  that  both  veffels  fliould  receive  from  th« 
Daedalus  as  large  a  proportion  of  fiores,  provi- 
fions,  &c.  as  each  was  capable  of  ftowing. 

Having  given  proper  diredlions  for  carrying 
thefe  feveral  fervices  into  effedl,  on  Sunday  the 
2d  of  December,  in  confequence  of  a  very  po¬ 
lite  invitation,  I  paid  my  refpedls  to  the  Miffion 
of  St.  Carlos,  accompanied  by  Sen*^  Quadra,  Sen^ 
Arguella,  Sen-  Caamano,  Mr.  Broughton,  and  fe* 
veral  other  Englilli  and  Spanilli  officers. 

This  eftablifhment  Is  fituated  about  a  league 
to  the  fouth-eaftward  of  the  Prefidio  of  Mon¬ 
terrey.  The  road  between  them  lies  over  fome 
fteep  hills  and  hollow  vallies,  interfperfed  with 
many  trees ;  the  furface  was  covered  over  with 
an  agreeable  verdure  ;  the  general  character  oi 
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the  country  was  lively,  and  our  journey  altoge¬ 
ther  was  very  pleafant. 

Our  reception  at  the  miffion  could  not  fall  to 
convince  us  of  the  joy  and  fatisfaftlon  we  com¬ 
municated  to  the  worthy  and  reverend  fathers, 
who  in  return  made  the  moft  hofpitable  offers  of 
every  refrefhment  their  homely  abode  afforded. 
On  our  arrival  at  the  entrance  of  the  Miffion 
the  bells  were  rung,  and  the  Rev.  Fermin  Fran- 
cifco  de  Lafuen,  father  prefident  of  the  miffion- 
aries  of  the  order  of  St.  Francifco  in  New  Al¬ 
bion,  together  with  the  fathers  of  this  miffion, 
came  out  to  meet  us,  and  condu6l  us  to  the 
principal  refidence  of  the  father  prefident.  This 
perfonage  was  about  feventy-two  years  of  age, 
whofe  gentle  manners,  united  to  a  moiF  vene¬ 
rable  and  placid  countenance,  indicated  that 
tranquillized  Rate  of  mind,  that  fitted  him  in  an 
eminent  degree  for  prefiding  over  fo  benevolent 
an  inftltution. 

The  ufual  ceremonies  on  Introduftlori  being 
over,  our  time  was  pleafantly  engaged  in  the 
fociety  of  the  father  prefident  and  his  two  com¬ 
panions,  the  prlefts  regularly  belonging  to  the' 
miffion  of  St.  Carlos,  who  attended  us  over  their 
premlfes.  Thefe  feemed  to  differ  but  little  from 
thofe  at  St.  Francifco,  or  Clara ;  excepting 
that  the  buildings  were  fmaller,  the  plan,  archi- 
tefture,  arid  materials  exadly  correfponding.

In  their  granaries  were  depofited  a  pretty  large 
quantity  of  the  dilFerent  kinds  oi  grain  before 
noticed  at  the  other  elfabiifliments,  to  which 
was  added  fonie  barley,  but  the  whole  was  ot  an 
inferior  quality,  and  the  return  from  the  loll  by 
no  means  equal  to  that  produced  at  Clara. 
Here  alfo  was  a  fmall  garden  on  the  fame  cou- 
fined  fcaie,  and  cultivated  in  the  fame  manner  as 
obferved  at  the  other  flatlons. 

An  Indian  village  is  alfo  in  the  neighbourhood; 
it  appeared  to  us  but  fmall,  yet  the  number  uf 
its  inhabitants  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
this  miffion  was  faid  to  amount  to  ei2;ht  hun-

dred,  governed  by  the  fame  charitable  principles 
as  thofe  we  had  before  vifited.  Notvvithltand- 
ing  thefe  people  are  taught  and  em.ployed  from 
time  to  time  in  many  of  the  occupations  moft 
ufeful  to  civil  foclety,  they  had  not  made  them- 
fclves  any  more  comfortable  habitations  than 
thofe  of  their  forefathers  ;  nor  did  they  leem  in 
any  refpedl  to  have  benefited  by  the  inftrucFlon 
they  had  received.  Some  of  them  were  at  this 
time  en«;ac;ed  under  the  diredlion  of  the  fathers, 
in  building  a  church  with  ftone  and  mortar. 
The  former  material  appeared  to  be  ol  a  very 
tender  friable  nature,  fcarcely  more  hard  than 
indurated  clay  ;  but  I  w^as  told,  that  on  its  being 
expofed  to  the  air,  it  foon  becomes  hardened, 
and  is  an  excellent  ftone  for  the  purpofe  of 

building. 
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building.  It  is  of  a  light  ftraw  colour,  and  pre- 
fents  a  rich  and  elegant  appearance,  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  labour  that  is  bellowed  upon  it.  It 
is  found  in  abundance  at  no  great  depth  from 
the  fiirface  of  the  earth  ;  the  quarries  are  ealily 
worked,  and  it'  is  I  believe  the  only  -ftone  the 
Spaniards  have  hitherto  made  ufe  of  in  building. 
At  Clara  I  was  fhewn  a  ponderous  black 
ftone,  that  father  Thomas  fald  was  intended  to 

■>s 

be  fo  appropriated  as  foon  as  perfons  capable  of 
working  it  could  be  procured.  The  lime  they 
ufe  is  made  from  fea  Ihells,  principally  from  the 
ear-lhell,  which  is  of  a  large  lize  and  in  great 
numbers  on  the  fliores;  not  having  as  yet  found 
any  calcareous  earth  that  would  anfwer  this  ef- 
fentlal  purpofe.  The  heavy  black  ftone  is  fup- 
pofed  to  be  applicable  to  grinding,  and  fhould 
it  be  found  fo  to  anfwer,  it  will  be  a  matter  of 
great  importance  to  their  comfort,  fince  their 
only  method  of  reducing  their  corn  to  Hour  is  by 
two  fmall  {tones  placed  in  an  inclined  pofition 
on  the  2:rQund  ;  on  the  lower  one  the  corn  is 
laid,  and  gropnd  by  hand  by  rubbing  the  other 
ftone  nearly  of  the  fame  furface  over  it.  The 
flour  produced  by  this  rude  and  laborious  pro- 
cefs  makes  very  white  and  well  tafted,  though 
heavy  bread,  but  this  defed:  is  faid  by  the  Spa¬ 
niards  to  be  greatly  remedied  when  mixed  wdth 
an  equal  pro^prtion  of  flour  properly  ground. 

After 
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After  we  had  fatlsfied  our  curiofity  in  thefe 
particulars  we  rode  round  the  neighbourhood  of 
the  million.  It  was  pleafantly  fituated,  and  the 
country,  agreeably  broken  by  hills  and  vallles, 
had  a  verdant  appearance,  and  was  adorned  like 
that  in  the  vicinity  of  Monterrey,  with  many 
clumps  and  fmgle  trees,  moftly  of  the  pine 
tribe,  holly-leaved  oak,  and  willows ;  with  a 
few  trees  of  the  poplar  and  maple,  and  fome 
variety  of  Ihrubs,  that  rather  incommoded  our 
travelling,  which  was  chiefly  confined  to  one  of 
the  vallies,  and  within  fight  of  the  buildings. 
Through  this  valley  a  fmall  brook  of  water  about 
knee-deep,  called  by  the  Spaniards  Rio  Carmelo, 
takes  its  courfe,  palTes  the  buildings  of  the  Mifi- 
fion,  and  immediately  empties  itfelf  into  the 
fea. 

In  this  valley,  near  the  fides  of  the  Carmelo. 
a  few  acres  of  land  exhibited  a  tolerably  good 
plant  of  wheat ;  but  as  the  foil  here,  as  w-ell  as 
at  Monterrey,  is  of  a  light  fandy  nature,  its  pro- 
dudlions  are  confequently  inferior  to  the  other 
two  miffions  I  had  vifited ;  yet  I  was  given  to 
underftand,  that  the  interior  country  here,  like 
that  at  St,  Francifco,  improves  in  point  of  ferti-- 
lity,  as  it  retires  from  the  ocean. 

t/ 

On  our  return  to  the  convent,  we  found  a  moft 
excellent  repafi:  ferved  wdth  great  neatnefs,  in  a 
pleafant  bow^et  conftrudited  for  that  purpofe  in 
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the  garden  of  the  miffion.  After  dinner  we  were 
entertained  with  the  methods  pradiifed  by  the 
Indians  in  taking  deer,  and  other  animals,  by  imi¬ 
tating  them.  They  equip  themfelves  in  a  drefs 
confifling  of  the  head  and  hide  of  the  creature 
they  mean  to  take  ;  with  this,  when  properly 
put  on  and  adjufted,  they  refort  to  the  place 
wdiere  the  game  is  expedled,  and  there  v/alk  about 
on  their  hands  and  feet,  counterfeiting  all  the 
aclions  of  the  animal  they  are  in  queft  of ;  thefe 
they  perform  remarkably  well,  particularly  in  the 
watchfulnefs  and  the  manner  in  which  deer  feed. 
By  this  means  they  can,  nearly  to  a  certainty^ 
get  within  two  or  three  yards  of  the  deer,  when, 
they  take  an  opportunity  of  its  attention  being 
direded  to  fome  other  objed,  and  difcharge  their 
arrows  from  their  fecreted  bow,  which  is  done 
ill  a  very  ftooping  attitude  ;  and  the  firft  or  fe- 
cond  feldom  fails  to  be  fatal.  The  wTole  was  fb 
extremely  well  contrived  and  executed,  that  I  am 
convinced  a  ftranger  would  not  eafily  have  dif- 
covcred  the  deception.  ' 

In  the  evening  I  returned  on  board,  and  was  on 
Monday  the  third  honoured  wdth  the  company  of 
moft  of  the  party ^tc  dinner  ;  including  Sen’*'^  Ar- 
guella  the  governor’s  wife,  and  fome  other  ladies 
of  the  Prefidio ;  but  the  motion  of  the  fhip, 
though  very  inconfiderable,  greatly  to  my  difap- 
pointment  obliged  the  ladies,  and  indeed  fome  of 
the  gentlemen,  very  foon  to  retire, 
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The  Various  employments  which  conftantly 
engaged  my  time  when  on  board,  joined  to  my 
attendance  on  the  obfervatory  on  fliore,  left  me 
but  little  lelfiire  to  indulge  either  in  eRerclfe,  or 
foclal  entertainment ;  nor  was  it  wdthout  mucli 
difficulty,  that  I  now  and  then  fnatched  a  few- 
hours  of  relaxation,,  to  partake  of  the  fociety  of 
our  attentive  and  hofpitable  friends-. 

It  was  not  until  Sunday  the  9th  that  my  ar¬ 
rangements  permitted  me  to  make  another  ffiort 
cxcurfion  with  Sen'"  Quadra  and  our  numerous 
friends,  to  dine  at  the  garden  of  the  Prefidlo.  This 
fpot  might  contain  about  four  acres  of  land,  fitu- 
taed  in  a  valley  about  a  league  to  the  eaftward  of 
the  Prefidlo.  Its  foil,  like  the  generality  in  this 
neighbourhood,  wffien  compared  with  that  of 
Clara,  could  be  confidered  only  as  indifferently 
good  ;  it  is  however  greatly  benefitted  by  a  fine 
ftream  of  wuter  that  runs  clofe  pail  it,  and  enables 
the  gardener  to  keep  it  properly  molft.  in  dry'- 
w’eather,  and  in  the  rainy  feafon  of  December, 
January  and  February,  prevents  its  being  flooded. 
With  thefe  advantages  it  generally  produces  a 
great  abundance  of  the  feveral  kitchen  vegetables 
w  ith  fome  fruit ;  but  in  confequence  of  the 
many  vcffels,  that  have  been  employed  on  the 
coalt  of  North  Weft  America  this  feafon,  refort^ 
ing  hither  for  refrefliments,  both  on  their  paffage 
from  and  on  their  return  to  St.  Bias,  the  pro¬ 
ductions 
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du6lions  of  this  and  the  only  other  garden  at  Sti 
Carlos  were  nearly  exhaufted.  Were  a  little  la¬ 
bour  however  beftowed  on  the  cultivation  of  an 


additional  fpace  for  this  effential  purpofe,  a  fcar- 
clty  would  not  be  likely  to  happen  ;  as  the  foil 
feems  well  adapted  to  horti-culture,  and  the  cli¬ 
mate  produces  a  perpetual  fpring.  Of  this  we 
had  a  manifeft  proof,  by  feeing  peas,  beans,  let-' 
tuces,  cabbages,  and  various  other  efculcnt  plants, 
fome  fpringing  from  the  ground,  and  fome  in  per- 
fedlion,  whilft  others  had  produced  their  feed  or 
were  fallen  to  decay. 

This  garden,  though  fituated  at  a  plcafant  dlf- 
tance  for  an  excurfion,  was  not  provided  with 
any  fixed  accommodation  for  vifitors.  The  only 
places  of  ihelter  near  it  (for  they  could  fcarcely 
be  called  houfes^  were  a  fewmiferable  mud  huts, 
the  refidence  of  the  gardener,  and  a  few  foldiers 
who  are  ftationed  there  for  its  protedlion.  This 
deficiency  afforded  to  Sen^  Paries  a  fecond  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  cxerclfing  his  genius,  in  the  conflruc- 
tion  of  another  temporary  bower  for  our  recep¬ 
tion,  fimilar  to  that  which  he  had  eredfed  in  the 
garden  of  the  miffion  at  St.  Carlos.  In  both  he 
had  fucceeded  much  to  the  approbation  of  all  his 
friends,  whoAad  greatly  profited  by  his  kind  fo- 
licitude  for  their  comfort  and  happinefs. 

Few"  objects  or  circumftances  occurred  in  the 
courfe  of  this  excurfion  worthv  of  notice.  The 
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furroundlng  country  confifted  chiefly  of  a  fandy 
heath,  overgrown  with  a  naturally  impaflable 
thicket  of  fhrubs  about  four  or  five  feet  high, 
which  afforded  an  excellent  cover  for  deer,  foxes, 
hares,  rabbits,  quails,  &c.  fome  of  which  we  faw 
in  pafling  along  the  roads  cut  through  it. 

The  late  inconvenience  experienced  by  fome  of 
my  vifitors,  in  confequence  of  the  flaip’s  motion, 
became  a  fut^edl  of  our  converfation  ;  and  as  this 
was  impoffible  to  be  provided  againft,  I  folicited 
the  honour  of  my  Spanlfh  friends  company  at  our 
encampment  on  fhore.  This  accordingly  took 
place  the  following  day,  Monday  the  lOth,  when 
I  w^as  gratified  with  the  prefence  of  moft  of  the 
ladies,  as  well  as  the  gentlemen,  at  dinner.  A  dif- 
play  of  fire-works  was  exhibited  in  the  evening. 
Thefc,  ftill  remaining  in  excellent  prefervatlon, 
afforded  a  very  high  degree  of  fatisfadtion,  not 
only  to  our  vifitors,  but  their  dependents  of, every 
defcriptlon;  the  whole  of  whom  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood,  wdth  a  great  number  of  Indians,  were 
affcmbled  on  this  occafion,  and  mofl:  probably 
partook  of  an  entertainment  to  which  moft  of 
them  were  before  intire  firangers.  The  evening 
w^as  concluded  by  a  dance  and  fupper,  which  was 
not  ended  until  a  late  hour. 

The  Dccdalus  having  delivered  fuch  provifions 
and  fibres  as  could  be  taken  on  board  the  Difeo- 
very  and  Chatham,  on  Wednefday  the  12th,  her 
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hold  was  reftowcd,  and  our  carpenters  w  ere  em¬ 
ployed  in  fitting  up  commodious  flails  on  board 
ot  her,  for  the  reception  of  live  cattle ;  Sen’'  Quadra 
wdth  his  accuftomed  politenefs  and  liberality,  of¬ 
fered  me  any  number  of  thofe  animals,  with  fuch 
other  productions  of  the  country  as  I  might  judge 
to  be  neceffary,  for  the  fervice  of  his  Majefty’s 
infant  colony  in  New  South  Wales.  Twelve 
cows,  with  fix  bulls,  and  the  like  number  of  ewes 
and  rams,  were  received  on  board  the  D^dalus 
on  the  24th ;  but  the  fhip  was  detained  until  a 
fufficient  quantity  of  provender  for  their  mainte¬ 
nance  could  be  procured.  The  country,  at  thisfea- 
fon  affording  but  a  fcanty  fupply,  furnifhed  em¬ 
ployment  for  almofi:  all  our  people  in  cul;tln'g  it 
wherever  it  could  be  found.  Water  alfo  was  not 
very  eafily  obtained,  finceit  could  only  be  had  in 
fmall  quantities  at  a  time,  from  a  number  of  dial- 
low  wells  dug  by  ourfelves.  It  was  however  ex¬ 
tremely  good,  and  might  have  been  procured  in 
any  quantity  with  little  labour,  by  finking  wxlls 
of  a  proper  conftruClion  to  a  moderate  depth  ; 
notwithftanding  this,  the  Spaniards  are  content 
to  take  on  board  for  their  common  ufe  at  fea, 
water  of  a  very  inferior  quality,  becaufe  it  is  pro¬ 
cured  wdthout  any  trouble.  That  which  is  drunk 
at  the  table  of  the  officers  Is,  however,  very  fine 
water,  and  is  brought  In  carts  from  the  river  Car- 
mclo.  But  to  return,  thefe  feveral  employments 
■  prevented 
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prevented  the  falling  of  the  Daedalus  until  Satur¬ 
day  the  2gth,  when  (he  departed  wdth  the  cattle

in  very  high  condition. 

On  this  occafion  Lieutenant  James  Hanfon 
received  from  me  his  orders  to  proceed  to  New 
South  Wales ;  to  call  at  Hergeft’s  iflands,  in  his 
way  thither,  for  a  fupply  of  water  and  food  for 
the  cattle,  and  any  refrefhments  for  the  crew  that 
could  be  procured  :  paffing  thence  to  the  North 
of  all  the  low  iflands,  to  proceed  to  Otaheite ; 
from  Otaheite  to  New  Zealand,  and  from  thence 
to  port  Jackfon>  where  I  w'as  particularly  anxious 
the  Daedalus  fhould  arrive  as  foon  as  poffible>  be- 
caufe  the  cattle,  fheep,  &c.  in  the  event  of  their 
being  preferved,  could  not  fail  to  be  a  very  valu¬ 
able  acquifitlon  to  that  country.  Befide  thefe,  it 
was  by  no  means  improbable  that  Mr.  Hanfon 
might  be  enabled  to  procure  a  conliderable  num¬ 
ber  of  hogs  and  fowls,  at  the  feveral  iflands  he 
might  touch  at :  thefe  I  alfo  conceived  would  be 
highly  acceptable  at  Port  Jackfon,  and  he  had 
my  dirc<5tions  to  ufe  his  dlfcrction  in  thus  appro¬ 
priating  fuch  articles  of  traffic  configned  to  me, 
as  yet  remained  on  board  the  Daedalus. 

His  vifit  to  Otaheite  had  another  objedl  befide 
that  of  procuring  refrefhments,  which  was  to  re¬ 
ceive  on  board  twenty-one  Engllfh  feamen  who 
had  been  caff  aw^ay  in  the  fiiip  Matilda,  of  Lon¬ 
don,  on  the  25th  of  February,  ]  792,  pn  a  ledge 
VoL.  Ill  F  of 
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of  rocks,  not  within  fight  of  any  land,  and  faid  to 
be  fituated  In  latitude  22°fouth,  and  longitude 
138°  30 '  weft.  After  this  unfortunate  accident 
the  crew  returned  in  their  boats  to  Otahelte  ; 
from  whence,  fix  days  before,  they  had  departed 
in  the  fhip.  From  Otaheite  the  fecond  mate  and 
two  of  the  failors  had,  in  one  of  their  open  whale 
boats,  proceeded  tow^ards  New  South  Wales. 
The  reft  of  the  crew  remained  on  the  ifland,  ex¬ 
cepting  Mr.  Matthew  Weatherhead  the  com¬ 
mander  of  the  velTel,  who,  with  two  men  and 
tw^o  boys,  had  taken  their  pafTage  from  Otaheite 
on  board  the  Jenny  of  Briftol ;  and  on  their  ar¬ 
rival  at  Nootka,  Sen’'  Quadra  not  only  provided 
Mr.  Weatherhead  with  a  palTage  towards  Eng¬ 
land  through  New  Spain,  but  benevolently  fur- 
niflied  him  with  a  fum  of  money  to  defray  his  ex- 
pences  through  a  country  where  the  Inhabitants 
would  neceflarlly  be  ftrangers  to  himfelf  and  all 
his  connexions. 

The  misfortune  of  this  fhipwreck  appeared  to 
have  been  attended  Vv^ith  very  unplcafant  confe- 
quences  to  our  friends  at  Otaheite.  The  few  va¬ 
luable  articles  which  thefe  unfortunate  people  had 
been  able  to  fave  from  the  wreck,  inftead  of  hav-, 
ing  been  fecured  and  properly  taken  care  of,  had 
been  indifcriminately  difperfed,  or  left  to  thedif- 
pofal  of  the  natives.  This  had  produced  a  jea- 
loufy  between  the  chiefs  of  Matayai  and  thofe  of 
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Oparre  ;  and  on  their  difagreement  concerning 
the  divlfion  of  the  fpoil,  fomeof  the  Englifhmeii 
had  fided  with  the  chiefs  of  the  one  party,  whilft 
others  had  taken  up  the  caiife  of  the  other.  A 
war  was  the  neceflary  confequence  between  the 
two  diftrlcfts,  which  had  terminated  very  difaf- 
troufly  for  Matavai.  Nearly  the  whole  of  that 
beautiful  diftrid:  had  been  laid  wafte,  their  houfes 
burnt  down,  and  their  fruit  trees  torn  up  by  the 
roots,  and  otherwife  deftroyed.  This  was  the 
fum  of  what  I  was  able  to  learn ;  but  the  very 
confufcd  and  incoherent  detail  that  was  given  me 
of  all  thefe  tranfaftions,  prevented  my  acquiring 
any  fatisfa<flory  information  on  this  melancholy 
event. 

Having  now  pofitlvely  determined  on  the  mode 
to  be  purfued  in  the  execution  of  the  remaining 
objefls  of  our  voyage,  I  requefted  Commodore 
Phillips  would,  at  Port  Jackfon,  complete  the 
cargo  of  the  Daedalus  to  a  year’s  provifions  of  all 
fpecies,  and  fuch  ftores  as  I  judged  would  be  ne- 
ceffary  for  the  Difcovery  and  Chatham  ;  and  to 
forward  them  ^by  this  velTel  to  me  at  Nootka, 
where  her  commander  fhould  find  fufficient  in- 
ftrudlions  for  the  regulation  of  his  condu6l:, 
Ihould  he  arrive  there  in  my  abfence. 

I  communicated  to  Commodore  Phillips  the 
few  dlfcoveries  we  had  made  in  the  South  Paci¬ 
fic  Ocean,  and  tranfmitted  him  a  copy  of  my  fur- 
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vey  of  that  part  of  the  fouth-wcft  coafl:  of  New 
Holland,  which  we  had  vilited. 

We  had,  by  this  time,  procured  fuch  obftrva- 
tions  as  wxre  neceffary  for  determining  the  fitua- 
tion  of  this  place,  as  likewife  for  afcertalning  the 
rate  of  the  chronometers,  and  for  correding  my 
furvey  of  the  coaft  of  New  Albion,  fouthward, 
from  cape  Mendocino  to  this  bay.  Thefe  feveral 
matters,  ow  ing  to  the  very  unfavourable  paiTage 
we  had  had  from  Nootka,  not  being  yet  intirely 
completed,  produced  a  longer  delay  at  Monterrey 
than  I  could  have  wiflied ;  not  only,,  becaufe  I 
w^as  anxious  that  our  time  fliould  be  other  ways 
employed,  but  alfo  that  Sen’'  Quadra’s  departure 
fliould  not  be  poftponed  on  our  account.  I  was, 
however,  in  fome  degree  reconciled  to  his  deten¬ 
tion,  by  the  repeated  friendly  aiTurances  he  gave 
me,  that  his  time  was  mine,  earneftly  requefting 
that  I  would  not  hehtate  fo  to  employ  it,  as  to 
make  my  difpatches  as  complete  as  I  might  on 
the  prefent  occafion  deem  it  expedient. 

Every  hour  was  therefore  dedicated  to  this  pur- 
pofe,  which  neceffarily  precluded  me  from  mak¬ 
ing  more  than  a  few  curfory  remarks  on  Mon¬ 
terrey.  Thefe,  with  the  aftronomical  and  nauti¬ 
cal  obfervations  that  wxre  made  on  fhore  at  the 
)  , 

obfervatory,  -will  conclude  this  chapter. 

Th  is  famous  bay  is  fituated  betwxen  point ^

Other  N.  72  W.  and  S.  2/  E.  22  miles  apart. 
Between  thefe  points^  this  fpacious  but  very  open 
bay  IS  formed,  by  the  coaft  falling  back  from  the 
line  of  the  two  points,  nearly  four  leagues.  The 
only  part  of  it  that  is  at  all  eligible  for  anchoring, 
is  near  its  fbuth  extremity,  about  a  league  fouth- 
eaftward  from  point  Pinos ;  where  the  fhores 
form  a  fort  of  cove,  that  affords  clear  good  riding, 
with  tolerable  fhelter  for  a  few  veffels.  Thefe,^ 
for  their  neceffary  proteilion  from  the  fea,  muff 
lie  at  no  very  great  diftance  from  the  fouth-weft 
Ihore  ;  where,  either  at  night  or  in  the  morning, 
the  prevailing  wind  from  the  land  admits  the 
falling  of  veffels  out  of  the  bay,  which  otherw’ays 
would  be  a  tedious  tack,  by  the  oppofitlon  of  the 
winds  along  the  coaft,  which  generally  blow  be¬ 
tween  the  N.  W.  and  N.  N.  W.  To  thefe  points 
of  the  compafs  this  anchorage  is  wholly  expofed  ; 
but  as  the  oceanic  fwell  is  broken  by  the  land  of 
point  Pinos,  and  as  thefe  winds,  wdiich  prevail 
only  in  the  day  time,  feldom  blow  ftronger  than 
a  moderate  gale,  the  anchorage  is  rendered  to- 
lerablyfafe  aitd  convenient;  and  notwithftanding 
thefe  north-wefterly  winds  are  common  through¬ 
out  moft  part  of  the  year,  I  have  not  heard  of  an 
inftance  of  their  being  fo  violent  as  to  affecfl  the 
fafety  of  veffels  tolerably  well  found  with  anchors 
and  cables.  The  foundings  are  regular  from  30 
to  four  fathoms ;  the  bottom,  ^a  mixture  of  fand 
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and  mud;  and  the  fhores  are  fufficiently  fteep 
for  all  the  purpofes  of  navigation,  without  llioals 
or  other  impediments.  Near  point  Anno  Nuevo 
are  fome  fmali  rocks,  detached  from  the  coaft 
at  a  very  little  diftance;  the  fhores  of  point  Pinos 
are  alfo  rocky,  and  have  fome  detached  rocks  ly¬ 
ing  at  a  fmall  diftance  from  them,  but  which  do 
not  extend  fo  far  into  the  ocean  as  to  be  danger¬ 
ous.  The  rocky  fiiores  of  point  Pinos  terminate 
juft  to  the  fouth  of  the  anchoring  place,  where  a 
fine  fandy  beach  commences,  which  extends,  I 
believe,  all  round  the  bay  to  point  Anno  Nuevo. 
In  a  diredlion  N.  42  E.  at  the  diftance  of  four 
leagues  from  point  Pinos,  is  what  the  Spaniards 
call  Monterrey  river;  which,  like  the  river  Carme- 
lo,  is  no  more  than  a  very  fliallow  brook  of  frefli 
water,  that  empties  itfelf  into  that  part  of  the 
bay.  Here  a  fmall  guard  of  Spanifli  foldiers  are 
generally  pofted,  who  refide  on  the  fpot  in  mifer- 
ably  wretched  huts.  Near  point  Anno  Nuevo 
is  another  of  thefe  rivers,  fomething  lefs  than 
the  other,  in  whofe  neighbourhood  the  miftiou 
of  Cruz  Is  planted.  Such  are  the  rivulets  to 
which  the  Spaniards  in  their  "reprefentation  or 
this  country,  as  well  by  their  writings  as  their 
charts,  have  given  the  appellation  of  rivers,  and 
delineated  them  as  fpacious  and  extenfive. 

The  anchorage  already  deferibed,  is  the  only 
fituation  In  the  bay  where  veflels  can  ride  with 
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any  degree  of  fafety  or  convenience.  In  its 
neighbourhood  is  the  Spanilh  eftablilliment.  The 
Prefidio  is  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  to  the 
fouthward  of  the  fpot,  where  the  fandy  beach 
before  mentioned  commences.  This  is  the  land¬ 
ing  place,  where  they  have  erected  a  moft 
wretched  kind  of  houfe,  and  for  the  reception  of 
a  guard  of  foldiers  generally  polled  there. 

.  The  Prefidio,  like  that  of  St.  Francifco,  is  fitu- 
ated  in  an  open  clear  plain,  a  little  elevated  above 
the  level  of  the  fea;  the  fpace,  between  the  Pre¬ 
fidio  and  the  landing  place,  is  very  low  fwampy 
ground.  The  former  does  not  appear  to  be  much 
ibenefitted  by  its  vicinity  to  frelli  water,  fmce  in 
the  dry  feafon  it  muft  be  brought  from  a  con- 
fiderable  diftance,  as  the  Spaniards  had  not  been 
at  the  pains  of  finking  wells  to  infure  a  perma¬ 
nent  fupply.  There  were  many  delightful  fitua- 
tlons  in  the  Immediate  neighbourhood  of  the 
Prefidio,  with  great  diverfity  in  the-  ground  to 
favour  the  tafte  of  the  ingenious,  and  a  foil  that 
would  amply  reward  the  labour  of  the  Induftrious, 
in  which  our  Spanifh  friends  might  with  equal 
eafe  have  fat  themfelves  down ;  more  comfort¬ 
able,  more  convenient,  and  I  Ihould  conceive 
more  falutary  than  their  prefent  refidence  appear¬ 
ed  to  be. 

The  moft  Important  of  all  bleffings,  health,  is 
here  treated  with  great  Indifference ;  fmce  not 
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Only  the  climate  of  Monterrey,  but  the  whole  of 
the  furrounding  country,  has  the  reputation  ot 
being  as  healthy  as  any  part  of  the  knowm  world. 
Other  objedls  of  a  fecondary  nature,  fuch  as  the 
place  of  their  abode,  convenience,  or  comfort, 
have  no  greater  influence  on  their  confidcration, 
as  the  preferit  Prefldio  is  the  identical  one  that 
was  built  on  the  firft  eftablifhment  of  this  port 
in  the  year  ]  770,  without  having  undergone  the 
leaft  improvement  or  alteration  fince  that  period. 
The  buildings  of  the  Prefldio  form  a  parallelo¬ 
gram,  comprehending  an  area  of  about  three 
hundred  yards  long,  by  two  hundred  and  fifty 
yards  wide,  making  one  intire  inclofure.  The 
external  wall  is  of  the  fame  magnitude,  and  built 
with  the  fame  materials  ;  and  except  that  the 
officers  apartments  are  covered  in  with  a  fort 
of  red  tile  made  in  the  neighbourhood,  the 
whole  prefents  the  fame  lonely  uninterefting  ap 
pearance,  as  that  already  deferibed  at  St.  Fran 
eifeo.  Like  that  eftabllfliment,  the  fevered  build¬ 
ings  for  the  ufe  of  the  officers,  foldiers,  &c.  and 
for  the  protedlion  of  ftorcs  and  provifions,  are 
erecfled  along  the  walls  on  the  infide  of  the  in¬ 
clofure,  which  admits  of  but  one  entrance  for 
carriages  or  perfons  on  horfcback;  this,  as  at  St. 
Francifeo,  is  on  the  fide  of  the  fquare  fronting 
the  church,  which  was  rebuilding  with  ftone, 
like  that  at  St.  Carlos.  Befides  the  principal 
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gateway,  they  have  fmall  doors  that  communi¬ 
cate  with  the  country,  nearly  In  the  middle  of 
the  (ide  w^alls,  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  en¬ 
trance.  One  of  thefe,  on  the  right  hand,  h 
through  the  apartments  of  the  commanding  of¬ 
ficer.  Thefe  are  much  more  extenfive  than  tiiofc 
at  St.  Francifco,  as  they  confift  of  five  or  hx  fpa- 
cious  rooms  with  boarded  floors,  but  under  the 
lame  difadvantage  of  wanting  glafs,  or  any  fub- 
ftitute  for  it.  The  window  places  arc  open,  and 
only  on  that  fide  of  the  houfes  which  looks  into 
the  area  ;  as  no  apertures,  I  believe,  are  allowxd 
to  be  made  in  the  grand  wall  of  the  inclofurc, 
excepting  for  the  doors ;  which  are  thofe  already 
mentioned ;  with  one  at  each  of  the  officer’s 
houfes  contiguous  to  the  governor’s,  and  one 
other  on  the  oppolite  fide.  Thefe  are  all  the 
apertures  in  the  wall,  w^hich  w^hen  feen  at  a  dif- 
tance  has  the  appearance  of  a  place  of  confine¬ 
ment.  At  each  corner  of  the  fquare  is  a  fmall 
kind  of  block  houfe,  ralfed  a  little  above  the 
top  of  the  wall,  where  fwivels  might  be  mount¬ 
ed  for  its  protection.  On  the  outfide,  before 
the  entrance  into  the  Prefidio,  which  fronts  the 
ihores  of  the  bay,  are  placed^  feven  canon,  four 
nine  and  three  three-pounders,  mounted  ;  thele, 
with  thofe  noticed  at  St.  Francifco,  one  two- 
pounder  at  Santa  Clara,  and  four  nine-pounders 
ilifmounted,  form  the  whole  of  their  artillery. 


Thefe 
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Thefe  guns  are  planted  on  the  open  plain  ground, 
without  any  breaft  work  or  other  fereen  for  thofe 
employed  in  working  them,  or  the  leaft  cover  or 
protedlion  from  the  weather.  Such,  I  was  in¬ 
formed,  was  alfo  the  defencelefs  ftate  of  all  the 
new  fettlements  on  the  coaft,  not  excepting  St. 
Diego,  which  from  its  fituation  iliould  feem  to 
be  a  poft  of  no  fmall  importance.  < 

The  four  difmounted  cannon,  together  with 
thofe ‘placed  at  the  entrance  into  the  Prefidio, 
are  intended  for  a  fort  to  be  built  on  a  fmall 
•eminence  that  commands  the  anehorage.  A  large 
quantity  of  timber  is  at  prefent  in  readinefs  for 
carrying  that  defign  into  execution  ;  which,  when 
completed,  might  certainly  be  capable  of^ annoy¬ 
ing  veffels  Ijing  in  that  part  of  the  bay  which  af¬ 
fords  the  greateft  fecurity,  but  could  not  be  of 
any  importance  after  a  landing  was  accomplifhed; 
as  the  hills  behind  it  might  be  eafily  gained,  from 
w  hence  the  affailing  party  would  foon  oblige  the 
fort  to  liirrender ;  nor  do  I  coniider  Monterrey 
to  be  a  very  tenable  poft  without  an  extenfive 
line  of  works. 

The  Prefidio  is  the  refideiice  of  the  governor 
of  the  province,  v/hofe  command  extends  from 
St.  Francifeo,  fouthw^ard  along  the  exterior  ftiore, 
to  cape  St.  Lucas  ;  and  on  the  eaftern  fide  of 
the  peninfula  of  California,  up  that  gulf  to  the 
bay  of  St.  Louis.  The  rank  in  the  Spanlfti  fer- 
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vice,  required  as  a  qualification  to  hold  this  ex- 
tenfive  command,  is  that  of  lieutenant  coloneL 
Whether  the  governor  Interfered  in  the  common 
garrifon  duty  1  know^  not.  A  lieutenant  and  en~ 
fign,  fergeants,  corporals,  &c.  refided  alfo  in  the 
Prefidio  ;  the  eftablifliment  of  which  I  underftood 
was  fimilar  to  all  the  reft  in  the  province,  but 
was  then  incomplete  in  confeque-nce  of  the  re¬ 
cent  death  of  the  late  commandant.  By  this 
event,  Lieutenant  Arguello,  properly  the  com¬ 
mander  at  St.  Francifeo,  as  being  the  fenior  of¬ 
ficer,  had  taken  upon  him  the  government,  and 
had  fent  the  alferez,  or  enfign.  Sen’  Sal,  to  com¬ 
mand  at  St.  Francifeo  ;  which  pofts  We  under¬ 
ftood  they  were  feverally  to  retain,  until  another 
lieutenant  colonel  fliould  be  appoinled  to  the  go¬ 
vernment. 

By  what  I  was  able  to  learn,  I  did  not  con- 
ftder  the  number  of  foldiers  who  compofed  the 
garrifon  as  exceeding  one  hundred,  including  the 
non-commlflioned  officers.  From  this  body  de¬ 
tachments  are  drawn  for  the  proteftion  of  the 
neighbouring  miflions  ;  the  remainder,  with  their 
wives  and  families,  refide  within  the  walls  of 
the  Prefidio,  without  feeming  to  have  the  leafl 
defire  for  a  more  rural  habitation  ;  where  garden 
ground  and  many  other  comforts  may  eafily  be 
procured,  at  no  great  diftance  from  the  feat  of 
the  eftablifhment.  This  feemed  to  be  compofed 
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intircly  of  military  people;,  at  leaft  we  did  not  fee 
amongft  them  thofe  of  any  other  defeription. 
The  few  mofi:  ncceffary  mechanical  employments 
were  carried  on  in  an  indifferent  manner  by  fome 
of  the  foldiers,  under  permilfion  of  the  command^ 
ing  ojfKcer. 

I  muft  now  for  the  prefent  quit  the  intereding 
fubjeft  of  thefe  eftablifliments  ;  in  which  wc  un- 
expedledly  not  only  found  an  afylum,  and  plea- 
fant  retreat  from  the  viciffitndes  and  labours  of 
our  voyage,  but  the  gratification  of  focial  inter- 
ccurfe  with  a  fet  of  liberal-minded,  generous 
people,  each  of  whom  endeavoured  to  furpafs 
the  other  in  manifeftin^  an  intereft  for  our  wel- 
fare,  and  expreffing  on  every  occafion  the  hap- 
piiiefs  they  felt,  in  relieving  our  wants  or  ren¬ 
dering  us  any  kind  of  fcrvice.  Their  friendly 
and  hofpitable  behaviour  daily  proved  the  fince- 
fity  of  their  profeffions,  by  making  our  refidence- 
w’hilfi:  among  them,  as  comfortable  and  agree¬ 
able  as  their  circumftanccs  would  permit. 

With  the  mofi:  grateful  recolledlion  of  the  at¬ 
tentive  civilities,  d i fin terefted  kind neffes,  and  be¬ 
nevolent  affiftance  received  at  the  hands  of  in-* 
tire  ft  rangers,  I  fliould  very  infufficiently  requite' 
their  goodnefs,  or  comply  with  the  didl.ates  of 
my  heart,  were  I  to  omit  the  opportunity  which  , 
now  prefents  itfelf  of  making  this  record,  of  the 
vreighty  obligations  conferred  upon  us  on  this 
occafion.  The 
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The  well-known  gcnerofity  of  my  other  Spa- 
nlfii  friends,  will,  I  truft,  pardon  the  warmth 
of  expreffion  with  which  I  muft  ever  advert  to 
the  condud:  of  Sen"  Quadra ;  who,  regardlcfs  of 
the  difference  in  opinion  that  had  arifen  between 
us  in  our  diplomatic  capacities  at  Nootka,  had 
uniformly  maintained  towards  us  a  charader  in¬ 
finitely  beyond  the  reach  of  my  powers  of  enco¬ 
mium  to  defcribe.  His  benevolence  was  not 
confined  to  the  common  rights  of  hofpitallty, 
but  was  extended  to  all  occafions,  and  was  ex- 
ercifed  in  every  inftance,  where  his  Majefty’s  fer- 
vice,  combined  wnth  my  commiffion,  was  in  the 
Icafi:  concerned. 

To  Sen"  Quadra  we  were  greatly  indebted,  for 
w^aitlng  our  arrival  at  Monterrey,  for  the  friendly 
and  hofpitable  reception  we  experienced,  and  af- 
terw^ards  for  remaining  there  for  the  foie  purpofe 
of  affording  me  an  opportunity  of  tranfmitting 
through  the  medium  of  his  kind  offices,  my  dif- 
patches  to  England  ;  when  his  time,  no  doubt, 
would  have  paffed  infinitely  more  to  his  fatisfac- 
tion  at  the  town  of  Tepic,  the  place  of  his  refi- 
dence  in  the  vicinity  of  St.  Bias.  Such  facrifices 
did  not  however  fill  the  meafure  of  Sen"  Qua¬ 
dra’s  liberality;  for,  on  my  requefting  an  account 
qf  the  expences  incurred  for  the  refrefhments, 
with  which  the  three  veffels  under  my  command 
had  been  fo  amply  fupplied,  here  and  at  St. 

Francifeo, 
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Francifco,  together  with  the  charges  attendant 
on  the  cattle,  fheep,  corn,  &c.  &c.  put  on  board 
the  Da3dalus  for  His  Majefty’s  infant  colony  in 
New  South  Wales,  he  not  only  revolted  at  the 
idea  of  receiving  any  payment,  but  gave  Uriel 
orders  that  no  account  whatever  fliouid  be  ren¬ 
dered;  nor  would  he  accept  of  the  moft  commoit 
voucher,  or  other  acknowledgment,  for  the  vciy 
liberal  fupply  we  had  received,  of  fuch  eflentlal 
importance,  not  only  to  our  health  and  comfort 
at  the  time,  but  to  our  fubfequent  welfare. 

On  my  firft  arrival  at  Monterrey  I  had  quef- 
tioned  Sen  Quadra,  as  to  the  fupply  of  refrefh- 
ments,  and  the  price  of  the  different  fpecies  we 
Ihould  require.  To  the  firft  he  alTured  me,  that 
every  thing  the  country  afforded  was  at  our  fer- 
vice  ;  and  as  to  the  laft,  he  faid  that  could  be 
cafily  fettled  on  our  departirre.  On  this  ground 
I  now  ftrongly  urged  his  compliance  with  his  for¬ 
mer  promife, '  efpeclally  as  the  account  between 
us  was  of  a  public  nature  ;  but  all  my  remon- 
ftrances  were  to  no  effect ;  he  infifted  that  he 
had  fulfilled  his  promife,  efpecially  as  the  ac¬ 
count  between  us  was  of  a  public  nature  ;  but 
all  my  remonftrances  v/ere  to  no  effect ;  he  in¬ 
fifted  that  he  liad  fulfilled  his  promife,  fince  the 
only  feitlement  in  which  he  could  poffibly  en¬ 
gage,  was  that  of  feeing  we  were  accommodated 
to  the  extent  of  our  wlfhes,  with  every  fupply 

the 
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the  country  could  beftow  ;  adding,  that  repay* 
ment  would  moft  amply  be  made,  by  the  pro- 
mifed  fiiccefs  attending  every  creature  and  pro¬ 
duction,  that  we  had  received  either  for  our  own 
ufe,  or  for  other  purpofcs.  And  as  it  was  pro¬ 
bable  our  refpective  courts  would  become  ac¬ 
quainted  with  our  feveral  tranfactions,  he  fliould 
fubmit  all  further  acknowledgment  to  their  de¬ 
termination. 

The  venerable  and  refpectable  father  prefident 
of  the  Francifcan  miffionaries,  with  all  the  ex¬ 
cellent  and  worthy  members  of  that  religious 
order,  together  with  Sen’’^  Caamano,  Arguello, 
Sal,  and  the  whole  of  the  Spanilh  officers  with 
whom  we  had  the  honour  of  being  acquainted, 
demand  from  us  the  higheft  fentiments  of  efteem 
and  gratitude.  Even  the  common  people  were 
intitled  to  our  good  opinion  and  refpect,  as  they 
uniformly  fubfcribed  to  the  exemplary  conduct 
of  their  fuperiors,^  by  a  behaviour  that  was  very 
orderly  and  obliging. 

To  the  reverence,  efteem,  and  regard,  that  was 
ffiewn  Sen^  Quadra  by  all  perfons  and  on  all  oc- 
cafions,  I  muft  attribute  fome  portion  of  the  re¬ 
fpect  and  friendfliip  we  received  ;  and  conlider' 
the  general  difpofition  in  our  favour  to  have  ac¬ 
quired  no  little  energy,  by  the  noble  example  of 
that'diftinguiffied  character. 


Captain 
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Captain  King,  when  fpeaking  In  his  pleating 
langii  .ge  of  our  benevolent  friend  Major  Behm, 
at  Kainfchatka,  pourtrays  with  juftice  the  cha- 
radtcr  of  SciV  Quadra,  whofe  general  conduct 
ieems  to  have  been  actuated  by  the  fame  motives 
of  benevolence,  and  governed  -by  principles  of 
fimllar  magnanimity. 

The  parting  from  a  foclety  for  which  w^e  had 
Juftly  conceived  a  very  fincere  regard,  could  not 
take  place  without  fenfations  of  much  regret. 
My  concern  on  this  occafion  was  increated  by^ 
my  powers  of  adrnlnifterlng  to  their  comfort  by 
a  fupply  of  the  neceffary  utenfils  which  they 
needed^  being  fo  much  limited.  Such  articles 
however  as  I  could  poffibly  fpare,  or  make  fhift 
without,  I  configned  to  their  ufe,  and  having  fe- 
k(5led  an  affortment  of  the  moft  neceffary  kind, 
I  had  the  fatisfactlon  to  underftand  that  they 
were  highly  valued  and  thankfully  received. 

The  following  are  the  refults  of  fuch  obferva- 
tions  as  were  made  for  afeertaining  the  fitua- 
tion  of  the  obfervatory  on  fliore  at  Monterrey. 
Whence  it  appeared  that  Mr.  Kendalfs  chrono¬ 
meter  on  the  2Sth  of  November,  allowing  the 
Nootka  rate,  fbevved  the  longitude  to  be

The  mean  of  the  whole,  colledively  taken,  being  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  ten  fets  by  Mr.  Whidbey,  and  eighty-nine  by  my- 
felf,  amounting  in  all  to  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine  fets  of 
lunar  didances ^  each  fet  as  ufual  containing  fix  obfervations  j 
Ihewed  the  longitude  to  be  -  -  238  25  45 

The  longitude  of  Monterrey,  deduced  from  the 
above  authority,  was  found  to  differ  10^  30^'  from 
that  fhewn  by  Mr.  Kendall’s  chronometer  on 
our  arrival.  On  the  belief  that  this  difference 
arofe  from  an  error  in  the  chronometer,  com¬ 
mencing  from  the  change  of  climate  about  the 
VoL.  IIL  G  time 
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time  we  paffed  cape  Mendocino,  it  has  been  al¬ 
lowed  and  corredlcd,  both  in  the  foregoing  jour¬ 
nal  and  in  my  chart  of  the  coaft  of  New  Albion, 
fouth  eaftward  from  that  cape  to  this  ftation. 

The  longitude,  thus  afcertalned,  is  found  to 
differ  llkewife  from  that  affigned  to  it  by  Sen'^ 
Melafpina,  who  places  Monterrey  in  23/^  5  N, 
and  who  alfo  places  the  north  promontory  of 
cape  Mendocino,  26^  and  point  de  los  Keys, 
33',  further  to  the  weft  ward  of  their  fituations 
ftiewn  by  our  obfervations.  By  thefe  calcula¬ 
tions,  the  whole  of  the  coaft  of  North  Weft 
America  that  wc  have  yet  vifited,  is  uniformly 
removed  to  the  eaftward  of  the  longitude  af¬ 
figned  to  it  by  Captain  Cook  and  Sen’^  Melaf¬ 
pina  ;  authorities  no  doubt  that  demand  the 
greateft  refpeft  and  confidence ;  yet,  from  the 
uninterrupted  ferenity  of  the  wxather  that  pre¬ 
vailed  at  the  time  our  obfervations  were  made, 
I  have  been  induced  to  adopt  the  meridian  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  refult  of  our  own  obfervations, 
which,  at  noon  on  the  2gth  December,  fhewed

The  latitude,  deduced  from  twenty-two  meridional  al¬ 
titudes,  taken  on  both  fides  of  tlie  arch  of  Mr.  Ramf- 
den’s  new  circular  iuhrument,  varying  between  36^  3.y 
27'^ j  and  36'^  36^  50"'^,  fhewed  the  mean  colleftively 
taken  -  -  ,  350  35;  £0'^ 

This  moft  excellent  inftrument  was  ufed  both 
at  Nootka  and  at  this  place,  for  the  purpofes  it 
is  intended  to  anfwer,  in  making  fuch  obferva- 
tions  as  we  required  ;  in  doing  which  its  excel¬ 
lence  was  fully  proved,  and  Mr.  Ramfden  is  de- 
ierving  of  great  commendation  for  its  accuracy, 
and  the  cafe  with  which  it  is  managed  and  kept 
in  its  adjuibments. 

The  variation  of  the  magnetic  needle  in  thirty 
fets  of  azimuths  by  three  compafles,  differing 
from  nine  to  fifteen  degrees,  gave  the  mean  re- 
fult  12°  22"^,  eaftwardly.

The  tides  appeared  to  be  irregular  and  of  little 
elevation  ;  by  their  general  motion,  they  feemed 
to  flow  but  once  in  twenty-four  hours,  and  it 
was  hip-h  water  about  feven  hours  and  an  half 

O 
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after  the  moon  paffed  the  meridian  ;  the  rife  and 
fall  was  about  fix  feet  at  the  fpring,  and  four 
feet  at  the  neap  tides. 

Thus  conclude  the  tranfadlions  of  the  voyage, 
appertaining  particularly  to  the  Difcovery,  to  the 
end  of  the  year  17Q2.  The  two  following  chap¬ 
ters  will  contain  the  fervices  performed,  and  the 
information  acquired,  by  the  officers  under  my 
command  during  the  time  of  our  feparation, 
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CHAPTER  in. 

Lmitenant  Broiiglitoit  s  Account  of  Columbia 

River. 

reference  to  the  preceding  part  of  this 
narrative  it  will  be  found,  that  on  the  2lfl 
of  Odlober  we  flood  to  fea  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  a  heavy  gale  of  wind,  from  off*  the  en¬ 
trance  of  Columbia  river  ;  leaving  the  Chatham 
there  at  anchor,  in  full  confidence  that  her  com¬ 
mander,  Mr.  Broughton,  would,  prior  to  his  de¬ 
parture,  endeavour  to  gain  all  poffible  infor¬ 
mation  refpefling  the  navigable  extent  of  that 
inlet,  and  fuch  other  ufeful  knowledge  of  the 
country  as  clrcumflances  would  admit  of.  The 
implicit  reliance  I  had  on  Mr.  Broughton’s  zeal 
and  exertions,  will  be  found  to  have  been  wor¬ 
thily  placed,  by  the  perufal  of  the  following  nar¬ 
rative  of  that  officer’s  tranfadllons. 

The  fituation  the  Chatham  had  gained  in  the 
entrance  of  Columbia  river  w^as  by  no  means 
comfortable  at  low  water,  when  the  depth  did 
not  exceed  four  fathoms,  and  the  fea  broke  very 
heavily  about  a  cable’s  length  within  the  veflel, 
on  a  bank  of  two  and  a  half  fathoms,  w^hlch  ob¬ 
tained  the  name  of  Spit  Bank.  The  place  of 
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their  anchorage  was,  by  obfervation,  in  latitude 
18^;  bearing  S.  50  E.  about  a  mile  and  a 
quarter  from  the  inner  part  of  cape  Difappoint- 
ment,  from  whence  to  the  oppofite  fliore,  acrofs 
the  channel  leading  to  iea,  the  breakers  formed 
nearly  one  connefted  chain,  admitting  only  of 
one  very  narrow  paffage,  which  lies  in  a  direc¬ 
tion  about  W.  by  N.  from  a  point  Mr,  Brough¬ 
ton  called  Village  Point,  there  being  in  its  vici¬ 
nity  a  large  deferted  village. 

The  Difeovery  having  put  to  fea  without 
making  any  fignal  to  the  Chatham,  Mr.  Brough¬ 
ton  %Try  judicioufly  concluded  that  I  was  defrous 
he  iliould  explore  and  examine  this  opening  on 
the  coaft ;  and  in  order  that  no  time  fliould  be 
loft  in  carrying  this  fervice  into  execution,,  he  pro¬ 
ceeded  at  two  in  the  afternoon,  with  the  firfl:  of 
the  flood  and  a  ftrong  gale  at  S.  W.  up  the  inlet, 
keeping  the  Village  point,  wdiich  lies  S.  70  E. 
five  miles  from  cape  Difappointment,  well  open 
with  a  remarkable  projeiiing  point,  that  ob¬ 
tained  the  name  of  Tongue  Point,  (on  the 
fouthern  fliore,  appearing  like  an  ifland.)  The 
depth  of  water  here  was  not  lefs  than  four  fa¬ 
thoms,  and  as  they  approached  the  deferted  vil¬ 
lage  the  depth  increafed  to  fix,  feven,  and  eight 
fathoms.  The  wind  by  this  time  obliged  them 
to  bring  to,  for  the  purpofe  of  double  reefing  the 
topfails ;  and  whilfl:  thus  engaged,  the  rapidity 
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of  the  flood  tide  impelled  them  into  three  fa¬ 
thoms  water^  before  fufficient  fail  could  be  made 
on  the  veflel  to  render  her  governable.  By  this 
means  flie  was  driven  on  a  bank  of  fand,  where 
the  ftrength  of  the  ftream,  preventing  an  anchor 
being  carried  into  deep  water,  fhe  remained 
aground  until  high  tide  ;  when  they  hove  into 
ten  fathoms  with  the  greateft  eafe,  and  there 
refted  for  the  night.  Mr.  Brotighton  had,  for 
his  guidance  thus  far  up  the  inlet,  a  chart  b|" 
Mr.  Gray,  who  had  commanded  the  American 
Ihip  Columbia  ;  but  it  did  not  much  refemble 
what  it  purported  to  reprefent.  This  flioal, 
which  is  an  extenflve  one  lying  in  mid-channel, 
having  completely  efcaped  his  attention. 

The  next  day,  being  the  22d  of  Oftober,  the 
wind  blew  ftrong  from  the  eaftw^ard',  and  there 
was  little  probability  from  the  appearance  of  the 
weather  of  foon  being  able,  with  any  degree  of 
fafety,  to  remove  the  vefTel  farther  up  the  inlet. 
That  intention  being  laid  afide,  Mr.  Broughton 
proceeded  with  the  cutter  and  launch  to  exa¬ 
mine  the  fhores  of  its  fouthern  fide.  He  firfl: 
landed  at  the  deferted  village,  on  the  northern 
Ihore,  and  on  the  eaftcrn  fide  of  Village  point ; 
which  he  found  a  good  leading  mark  for  clear¬ 
ing  the  flioals  that  lie  between  it  and  cape  Dif- 
appointment,  carrying  regular  foundings  of  four 
fathoms.  From  this  point  he  palTed  over  to 
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point  Adams,  the  ftarboard  or  S.  E.  point  of  en¬ 
trance  into  this  inlet ;  and  in  his  way  croffed  a 
flioal  bank,  fuppofed  to  be  a  continuation  of  that 
on  which  the  Chatham  had  grounded.  The 
lead  water  found  upon  it  was  two  and  a  half 
fathoms,  and  the  fea  was  obferyed  to  break  at 
intervals  in  feveral  places.  Point  Adams  is  a 
low^,  narrow^,  ^  fandy,  fpit  of  land,  projecting  nor¬ 
therly  into  the  ocean,  and  lies  from  cape  Difap- 
.p^ointment,  S_.  ;44  E.  about  four  miles  diftant. 
JFkom  this  point  the  coaft  takes  a  fudden  turn  to 
the  feuth,  and  the  fhores^vithin  the  inlet  take  a 
direction  S.  74  E.- four  miles  to  another  point, 

which  obtained  the  name  of  Point  George.

From  point  Adams  the  breakers  ftretched  into 
the  ocean,  firft  N.  08  W.  about  a  league,  then 
S.  83  W.  about  four  miles,  from  whence  they 
took  a  rounding  courfc  to  the  fouthward,  ex¬ 
tending  along  the  coaft  at  the  diftance  of  two 
leagues  and  upwards. 

Thefe  form  the  fouth  fide  of  the  channel 
leading  into  this  inlet,  wFich  is  about  half  a 
league  wide.  The  northern  fide  is  alfo  formed 
by  the  breakers  extending  two  miles  and  a  half 
from  cape  Difappointment.  In  this  point  of 
view,^  the  breakers  were  fo  fhut  in  with  each 
other,  as  to  prefent  one  entire  line  of  heavy  broken 
water,  from  fide  to  fide  acrofs  the  channel.  : 
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At  this  place  was  found  the  remains  of  a  de- 
ferted  Indian  village,  and  near  it  three  large 
canoes  fupported  from  the  ground,  each  contain- 
ins:  dead  human  bodies.  Thefe  canoe  coffins 

o 

were  decorated  at  the  head  and  ftern  with  rude 
carved  work,  and  from  their  decayed  ftate  feemed 
to  have  been  thus  appropriated  for  a  great  length 
of  time.  Another  fepulchre  was  difeovered, 
bearing  fome  affinity  to  our  mode  of  burial. 
The  body  w^as  rolled  up  in  deer  fkins,  after  thele 
with  mats,  and  then  laid  at  full  length  in  a 
wooden  box,  which  exadllv  fitted  it.  The  flefli 
of  the  body  w^as  preferved  quite  firm.  After  the 
party  had  fatisfied  their  curiofity,  every  thing 
that  had  been  difplaced  by  their  examination  was 
reftored  to  its  original  fituation. 

The  Ihoal  on  which  the  Chatham  had  ground¬ 
ed,  was  found  to  extend  wdthin  half  a  mile  of  the 
eaftern  fide  of  point  Adams.  The  fpace  between 
the  fhoal  and  the  land  formed  a  fliallow  channel 
over  a  kind  of  bar,  on  which  was  found  little 
more  than  three  fathoms  water,  into  aBay  that  lies 
between  point  Adams  and  point  George;  whi¬ 
ther  Mr.  Broughton  diredted  his  courfe,and  found 
on  each  fide  of  the  bar,  the  foundings  regular  from 
three  to  feven  fathoms.  The  fhores  of  this  Bay 
were  low  land,  and  the  w^ater  again  fhoaled  as  he 
advanced  to  three  and  two  and  ahalf  fathoms.  Near 
the  ffiores  on  either  fide  the  fea  broke  very  high, 

and 
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and  on  the  water  werefecn  many  pelicans.  As  the 
party  approached  the  centre,  or  rather  the  S.  Ev 
corner  of  the  Bay,  they  difcovcred  a  fmall  river, 
whofe  entrance  was  about  two  cables  length  in 
width,  and  the  depth  of  water  five  fathoms,  gra¬ 
dually  dimirfdhlng  to  tvv’o  fathoms.  By  the  fliores 
It  appeared  to  be  high  water,  yet  the  ftream  at¬ 
tended  them  up  the  river,  which  now^  took  a  foiith 
eaiterly  dlredion,  in  a  winding  form,  and  branch¬ 
ed  oftdnto  feveral  creeks.  After  advancing  about 
feven  miles  the  width  decrcafed  to  1 9  fathoms,  and 
it  being  then  high  water,  any  further  examina¬ 
tion  was  deemed  unnecefiary.  The  evening  at 
this  time  having  nearly  clofcd  in,  the  party  re¬ 
turned  about  a  mile,  and  took  up  their  refidence 
for  the  night  on  the  bank  of  the  river,^  whicii, 
after  Sir  George  l^oung  of  the  royal  navy,  Mr. 
Broughton  diftingulilicd  by  the  name  of  Young’^s 
Kiver  ;  whofe  termination  w^as  fuppofed  to  have 
been  feen  by  fome  of  the  party,  but  Mr.  Brough¬ 
ton  was  of  opinion,  from  the  ilrength  of  the  tide, 
that  its  fource  w  as  at  fome  diftance.  The  night 
was  wandy,  and  it  rained  wdthout  ceafing  until 
day- light  the  next  morning,  wdiich  was  very 
plcafant,  and  greatly  inriched  the  profpedl  of  the 
beautiful,  furrounding  country.  From  the  banks 
of  the  river  a  low  meadowy  interfperfed  with 
fcctttcred  trees  and  flirubs,  extended  to  the  more 
elevated  land.  This  was  of  eafy  afeent,  and  was 

agreeably 
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agreeably  variegated  w^ith  durrips  and  copfes  ot 
pine,  maple,  alder,  birch,  poplar,  and  feveral  other 
trees,  befides  a  confiderable  number  of  flirubs, 
greatly  diverfifylng  the  landfcape  by  the  feveral 
tints  of  their  autumnal  foliage.  The  marlhy 
edges  of  the  river  afforded  Ihelter  to  wild  geefe, 
which  flew  about  in  very  large  flocks ;  ducks 
were  in  abundance,  as  were  the  large  brown 
cranes  before  noticed  in  the  more  northern  parts 
of  New  Geor2:ia.

On  leaving  the  river,  as  they  proceeded  to 
point  George,  they  found  the  greateft  depth  oi 
water  at  about  two  thirds  flood  neap  tides,  was 
2i  fathoms;  this  continuing  intirely  acrofs  the 
entrance  of  Young’s  river,  renders  it  navigable  for 
fmall  veflels  only.  From  hence  the  launch  was 
fent  on  board,  with  orders  to  found  in  a  direA 
line  to  the  Chatham,  then  at  anchor  off  the 
deferted  village.  The  continuation  of  the  flioal 
in  this  paflage,  was  found  to  be  a  great  obftacle 


to  the  navigation  of  the  inlet. 

Mr.  Broughton  proceeded  in  the  cutter  at  a 
moderate  diftance  from  the  fhore,  with  found¬ 
ings  of  3,  4,  5*,  and  7  fathoms  to  Tongue 
point.  On  the  eaftern  fide  of  this  point  the 
flioresfirft  fall  to  the  fouthward,  and  then  ftretcli 
nearly  E.  N.  E.  From  this  point  was  feen  the 
centre  of  a  deep  bay,  lying  at  the  diftance  of  feveii. 
miles,  N.  20  E.  This  bay  terminated  the  re- 

fearches 
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Icardics  of  Mr.  Gray  ;  and  to  commemorate  his 
'difcovcrv  it  was  named  after  him  Gray’s  Bay* 
Mr.  Bronahton  now  returned  on  board,  in  the 

O 

hope  of  being  able  to  proceed  the  next  flood  tide 
higher  up  the  inlet.  In  the^afternoon  he  reached 
the  Chatham,  finding  in  his  way  thither  a  con¬ 
tinuation  of  the  fime  flioal  on  which  flie  had 
grounded,  with  a  narrow  channel  on  each  fidey 
between  it  and  the  fliores.of  the  inlet ;  on  this 
middle  ground  the  depth  of  w^ater  was  in  overfalls 
from  three  fathoms  to  four  feet.  Mr.  Broughton 
got  the  Chatham  immediately  under  v/eigh,  with 
a  boat  a-licad  to  diredl  her  courfe.  His  progrefs 
was  greatly  retarded  by  the  fliallownefs  of  the 
water.  A  channel  was  found  clofe  to  the  nor¬ 
thern  lliore,  where,  about  dark,  he  anchored  for 
the  nierht  in  feven  fathoms  water,  about  two 
miles  from  the  former  place  of  anchorage.  Be¬ 
fore  day-break  the  next  morning  (Odlober  2*4th) 
the  vefl'el,  in  tending  to  the  tide,  tailed  on  a 
bank  ;  this  hovrever  was  of  no  confequence,  as 
on  heaving  fliort  Ihe  w^as  foon  afloat  again.  At 
day-light  Mr,  Manby  w^as  fent  to  found  the 
channel  up  to  Gray’s  bay,  where  in  Mr.  Gray’s 
iketch,  an  anchor  is  placed  ;  but  on  Mr.  Manby’s 
leturii  he  reported  the  channel  to  be  very  intri¬ 
cate,  and  the  depth  of  water  in  general  very 
fhaliow.  This. induced  Mr.  Broughton  to  give 
up  the  idea  oi  removing  the  Chatham  further  up 

the 
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the  inlet,  the  examination  of  which  he  deter¬ 
mined  to  purfue  in  the  boats.  After  afcertaining 
the  veirel’s  flation  to  be  in  latitude  40"  1  lon¬ 
gitude  230"  1 he  departed  with  the  cutter 
and  launch,  with  a  week’s  provifions,  to  carry  his 
determination  into  effe6t.  A  ftrong  eafterly  gale 
attended  with  fqualls  was  againft  them,  but  the 
flood  tide  favoured  their  progrefs  until  fix  in  the 
evening,  when,  on  the  ebb  making,  they  took  up 
their  abode  for  the  nieht  on  the  weftern  fide  of 
Gray’s  bay.  They  rowed  acrofs  the  bay  the  next' 
morning,  in  fqually  unpleafant  weather,  with 
regular  foundings  of  4,  5,  0,  7,  and  8  fathoms. 
The  depth  of  w^ater  within  the  bay  was  not  more 
than  two  fathoms,  interfperfed  near  the  bottom 
of  the  bay  with  frequent  overfals  of  four  fathoms. 
After  pafling  Gray’s  bay,  the  continental  fhorcs 
became  high  and  rocky.  About  a  mile  S.  W. 
by  W.  from  the  eaft  point  of  the  bay,  which  lies 
from  its  weft  point  N.  78  E.  at  the  diftance  of 
four  miles,  commences  a  range  of  five  fmall  low 
fandy  iflets,  partly  covered  with  wood,  and  ex¬ 
tending  about  five  miles  to  the  eaftward.  The 
eafternmoft,  which  was  alfo  the  largeft,was  nearly 
at  the  extremity  of  the  flrallow  fpace  they  had 
thus  examined.  Between  the  ocean  and  that 
which  fiiQuld  properly  be  confidered  the  entrance 
of  the  river,  is  a  fpace  from  three  to  feven  miles 
%vide,  intricate  to  navigate  on  account  of  the 
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deer  fkins,  though  a  few  had  garments  made  of 
fea  otter  ftins.  Thefe  good  people  fold  the  party 
a  few  fiih,  and  then  took  their  leave.’  Their 
language  was  fo  totally  different  from  that  of  the 
other  American  Indians,  that  not  a  fingle  word 
could  be  underftood.  The  fliores  abounded  with 
fine  timbers,  the  pine  predominated  on  the  higher 
lands,  but  near  the  banks  of  the  river  grew  alli, 
poplar,  elder,  maple,  and  feveral  other  trees  un¬ 
known  to  the  party.  The  ebb  tide  rendered 
their  progrefs  very  flow,  and  it  was  evening  be¬ 
fore  they  arrived  at  the  end  of  the  above-men¬ 
tioned  north- eaftvrardly  reach.  On  the  northern 
iliore  was  feen  a  village  of  the  natives,  wdio  evi- 
dently  iblicitcd  the  landing  of  the  party;  but 
choofing  to  wave  their  civility,  they  proceeded 
up  the  river,  which  took  a  dlredlion  S.  02  E.  from 
the  village  paffing  fome  iflands  lying  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  it;  thefe  occupy  about  two  miles;  their  eaft- 
ernmoff  point  is  about  a  league  from  the  above 
village,  and  after  the  fecond  lieutenant  of  the  Dlf- 
covery,  they  were  named  Baker’s  Islands.  The 
bold  northern  fhore  now  became  low  near  the 
banks  of  the  river,  and  rofe  high  again,  at  a  dif- 
tance,  in  a  gradual  afeent.  Mr.  Broughton  croffed 
o  v  er  half  a  mile  to  the  eaftward  of  Baker’s  iflands, 
to  a  high  bluff  point  named  by  him  Point  She¬ 
riff,  where  good  fiielter  for  the  night  was 
found  on  a  fiindy  beach.  At  this  time  they  had 

gained 
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gained  only  22  miles  after  rowing  twelve  hours. 
The  river  here  was  about  half  a  mile  wide,  and 
the  beft  channel  from  point  Sheriff  was  found 
along  the  fouthern  fhore. 

Nine  canoes,  with  a  number  of  Indians,  took 
up  their  lodging  in  a  fmall  creek  at  a  little  dif- 
tance  from  the  party.  This  circumftancc  ferved 
to  convince  Mr.  Broughton,  that  the  further  he 
proceeded  the  more  the  country  was  inhabited. 
At  firft  their  warlike  appearance  produced  fome 
fmall  degree  of  caution  ;  but  this  was  afterwards, 
by  their  orderly  behaviour,  proved  to  have  been 
unneceffary.  From  ten  in  the  morning,  when 
it  appeared  by  the  fliore  to  be  high  water,  the 
party  had  rowed  againft  the  ftream  to  their  land-* 
ing  place,  where,  although  the  tide  continued  to 
rife  until  midnight,  the  ftream  had  run  up  only 
two  hours. 

At  feven  the  next  morning  (Oftober  27,)  with 
the  ftream  ftill  running  down  very  rapidly,  they 
proceeded  in  their  examination,  paffing  to  the 
north  of  a  fmall  woody  ifland,  which,  after  the 
furgeon  of  the  Chatham,  was  named  Walker’s 
Ifland.  The  foundings  were  from  four  to  feven 
fathoms.  About  ten  o’clock  the  tide  was  flow¬ 
ing  faft  according  to  the  appearance  of  the  fliore, 
and,  for  about  two  hours,  the  ftream  favoured 
their  progrefs  ;  after  this,  great  delay  and  much 
fatigue  was  endured,  by  a  ftrong  ebb  tide  and  a 
VoL.  IIL  H  "  frefli 
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frefh  eafterly  wind.  The  nine  canoes  attended 
them,  and  as  they  paffed  fbme  fmall  creeks  and 
openings  on  the  fides  of  the  river  their  numbers 
Tept  increafing. 

Eaftward  from  Walker’s  illand  and  nearly  in¬ 
to  mid-channel  a  bank  partly  dry  extends  for  two 
or  three  miles,  but  admits  of  a  clear  paffage  on 
either  fide ;  the  paffage  to  the  fouth,  being  the 
wideft  and  deepeft,  has  five  or  fix  fathoms  water.' 
After  paffing  this  bank,  the  channel  continued 
on  the  fouthern  fide,  with  foundings  from  fix  to 
ten  fathoms.  They  now  again  approached  high 
land,  and  on  the  northern  fhore  was  a  remarkable 
mount,  about  which  were  placed  feveral  canoes, 
containing  dead  bodies  ;  to  this  was  given  the 
name  of  Mount  Coffin.  About  a  mile  to  the 
eaflw^ard  of  mount  Coffin,  their  Indian  attendants 
flopped  at  a  fingle  hut,  but  Mr.  Broughton  con¬ 
tinued  rowing  until  three  in  the  afternoon  ;  when, 
having  increafed  their  diflance  only  nine  miles 
from  point  Sheriff,  the  party  flopped  to  dine  om 
the  fouthern  fhore.  This  was  high  and  rocky, 
and  terminated  the  diredlion  of  this  reach,  in  la¬ 
titude  40°  5%  longitude  23/°  1  ff,  from  whence 
the  river  ran  S.  18  E.  and  the  fame  depth  of 
water  continued.  The  northern  fhore,  inflead 
of  being  the  fleepefl,  now  confrfled  of  low,  flat, 
fandy,  faores,  through  which,  nearly  oppofite  to 
their  dinner  flation,  where  the  river  was  about 
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half  a  mile  wide,  two  other  ftreams  fell  into  it. 
The  wefternmofl:  was  named  Ptiver  Poole,  and 
the  eafternmoft  Knight’s  River ;  this  laft  is  the 
largeft  of  the  two  ;  its  entrance  indicated  its  being 
extenfive,  and  by  the  figns  of  the  natives,  they 
were  given  to  underftand,  the  people  up  that 
river  poffeffed  an  abundance  of  fea-otter  fkins* 
After  dinner  the  party  proceeded  up  the  reach, 
extending  S.  18  E.  paffmg  a  low  fandy  ifland  at 
its  entrance  againft  a  very  ftrong  ftream  ;  and 
having  advanced  about  four  miles,  they  took  up 
their  refidence  for  the  night.  Several  of  their 
friendly  Indian  attendants,  as  ufiial,'  lodged  at  a 
fmall  diftance  ;  it  was  low  water  at  half  paft  ten 
at  night,  and  high  water  about  two  in  the  morn¬ 
ing. 

About  fix  o’clock  on  Sunday  morning,  (Octo¬ 
ber  28)  Mr.  Broughton  continued  to  proceed 
againfl:  the  ftream,  and  foon  pafiTed  a  fmall  rocky 
iflet,  about  twenty  feet  above  the  furface  of  the 
water.  Several  canoes  covered  the  top  of  this  iflet, 
in  which  dead  bodies  were  depofited.  About 
two  miles  from  hence  is  a  low  fandy  ifland, 
having  a  ipit  firetching  from  each  end  to  fome 
diflance.  On  each  fide*,  the  channel  is  clear,  the 
fouth  fide  is  the  deepefl,  having  three  or  four 
fathoms  water.  From  this  ifland  the  reach  takes 
a  more  eaflwardly  courfe  about  four  miles,  to  a 
point  on  the  north  fhore,  in  latitude  45°  50', 

H  2  longitude 
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longitude  23  7°  18'.  The  foundings  to  this  point, 
which  is  high  and  rocky,  were  from  four  to  fe- 
ven  fathoms ;  the  fhores  of  the  oppofite  or  fou th¬ 
em  fide  of  the  river  are  low,  and  produce  many 
willow-trees;  the  high  and  rocky  banks  were 
covered  with  pine-trees  down  to  the  water’s  edge. 
From  hence,  with  little  variation,  the  river’s  di¬ 
rection  is  about  S.  5  E.  the  channel  is  narrow, 
and  on  the  eaftern  fhore  the  depth  of  water  was 
from  four  to  fix  fathoms. 

Here  were  three  openings  ftretching  in  an 
eafterly  direction,  formed  by  two  fmall  woody 
illands,  on  one  of  which  was  a  grove  of  tall  and 
ftrait  poplars.  Thefe  were  diilinguiflaed  by  the 
name  of  Urry’s  Islands.  Abreafl:  of  thefe  is  a 
fhoal  that  joins  the  fouth  fide  of  the  river,  and 
renders  the  pafiTage  clofe  to  their  fhores  very  nar¬ 
row;  beyond  them  the  river,  now  about  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  wide,  is  free  from  obftruction,  and  the 
general  depth  five  and  fix  fathoms  to  another 
point,  about  four  miles  to  the  fouth  of  the  above 
mentioned  high  one,  where,  for  the  firft  time  in 
this  river,  fome  oak-trees  were  feen,  one  of  which 
meafured  thirteen  feet  in  girth;  this,  therefore, 
obtained  the  name  of  Oak  Point.  Clofe  to  the 
fouth  of  it  was  a  fmall  brook  that  ran  to  the  eail- 
ward,  off*  which  a  bank  of  fand  diverted  the  chan¬ 
nel  to  the  weftern  fliore,  where  foundings  were 
found  from  five  to  eight  fathoms.  About  three 

miles 
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miles  and  a  half  from  Oak  point  Mr.  Broughton 
arrived  at  another,  which  he  called  Point  War¬ 
rior,  in  confequence  of  being  there  furrounded 
by  twenty-three  canoes,  carrying  from  three  to 
twelve  perfons  each,  all  attired  in  their  war  gar¬ 
ments,  and  in  every  other  refped:  prepared  for 
combat.  On  thefe  ft  rangers  difcourfmg  with 
the  friendly  Indians  who  had  attended  our  party, 
they  foon  took  off  their  war  drefs,  and  with  great 
civility  difpofed  of  their  arms  and  other  articles 
for  fuch  valuables  as  were  prefented  to  them,  but 
would  neither  part  with  their  copper  fwords,  nor 
a  kind  of  battle-ax  made  of  iron. 

At  point  Warrior  the  river  is  divided  into  three 
branches ;  the  middle  one  was  the  largeft,  about 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  wide,  and  was  confidered  as 
the  main  branch ;  the  next  moft  capacious  took  an 
eafterly  diredlion,  and  feemed  extenfive,  to  this 
the  name  of  Rushleigh’s  River  was  given; 
and  the  other  that  ftretched  to  the  S.  S.  W.  was 
diftinguifhed  by  the  name  of  Call’s  River, 

On  the  banks  of  Ruftileigh’s  river  was  feen  a 
very  large  Indian  village,  and  fuch  of  the  ftrang- 
ers  as  feemed  to  belong  to  it  ftrongly  folicited 
the  party  to  proceed  thither;  and,  to  enforce  their 
requeft,  very  unequivocally  reprefented,  that  if 
the  party  perfifted  in  going  to  the  fouthward 
they  would  have  their  heads  cut  off.  The  fame , 
intreaties,  urged  by  fimilar  warnings,  had  before 

H  3  been 
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been  experienced  by  Mr.  Broughton  during  his 
excurfion,  but  having  found  them  to  be  un- 
neceflary  cautions,  he  proceeded  up  that  which 
he  confidered  to  be  the  main  branch  of  the  river, 
until  eight  in  the  evening;  when,  under  the  fhel- 
ter  of  fome  willows,  they  took  up  their  lodging 
for  the  night  on  a  low  fandy  point,  accompanied 
by  twelve  of  the  natives  in  a  canoe,  who  fixed 
their  abode  very  near  to  them.  During  the 
whole  of  this  day  little  affiftance  had  been  de¬ 
rived  from  the  flood  tide,  the  ebb  had  flackened 
for  about  two  hours,  but  no  current  upwards 
during  that  time  was  perceptible. 

The  next  morning,  (Odlober  2q)  they  again 
proceeded  up  the  river,  and  had  a  diftant  view  of 
mount  St.  Helens,  lying  N.  42  E.  In  founding 
acrofs  the  river,  whofe  width  w-as  here  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile,  from  three  to  twelve  fathoms 
water  was  found.  Owing  to  the  rapidity  of  the 
ftream  againft  them  they  were  under  the  necef- 
fity  of  flopping  to  dine  at  not  more  than  four  or 
five  miles  from  their  refling  place;  here  it  was 
low  water  at  noon,  and  though  the  water  of  the 
river  evidently  rofe  afterwards,  yet  the  flream 
continued  to  run  rapidly  down.  The  greatefl 
perpendicular  rife  and  fall  appeared  to  be  about 
three  feet.  In  this  fituation  the  latitude  was  ob- 
ferved^to  be  45 ""  41  ,  longitude  23  7''  20' ;  when 
mount  St.  Helens  was  feen  lying  from  hence 

N.  38 
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N.  38  E.  our  diftance  from  point  Warrior  being 
about  eight  miles. 

In  their  way  hither  they  had  paffed  two  Indian 
villages  on  the  weft  ftde  of  the  river,  and  had 
been  joined  by  an'  huiidred  and  fifty  of  the  na¬ 
tives  in  twenty-five  canoes.  ^  To_  avoid  any  fur- 
prize  they  dined  in  their  boats  ;  this  precaution 
was  howevvr  unnecclfarv,  for  on  fome  trivial 

m! 

prefents  being  made,  a  trade  immediately  com-^ 
menced,  in  which  the  Indians  condudled  them- 
felves  with  the  utmoft  decorum.  No  attempts 
were  made  to  pafs  the  line  drawn  on  the  beach, 
excepting  by  tw'o  who  appeared  to  be  the  prin¬ 
cipal  chiefs,  and  who  were  permitted  to  join 
the  party.  Theft  feemed  to  be  very  well  dif- 
pofed,  and  inclined  to  communicate  every  inform 
mation  ;  but,  unfortunately  for  our  gentlemen, 
a  total  ignorance  of  the  Indians’  language  pre¬ 
cluded  their  profiting  by  theft  friendly  intentions. 

At  one  o’clock  they  quitted  their  dinner  fta- 

tion,  and  after  rowing  about  five  miles,  ftill  in 

the  direction  of  the  river  S.  5  E.  they  pafled  on 

the  weftern  fide  a  fmall  river  leading  to  the 

fouth-weftward  ;  and  half  a  mile  further  on  the 

fame  Ihore  came  to  a  larger  one,  that  took  a 

more  foutherly  courft.  In  the  entrance  of  the 

latter,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  in  width,  are 

two  fmall  woody  ifiets  ;  the  foundings  acrofs  it 

from  two  to  five  fathoms.  -  The  adjacent  country, 

» 
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extending  from  its  banks,  prefented  a  moft  beau^ 
tiful  appearance.  This  river  Mr.  Broughton  dif- 
tingulflied  by  the  name  of  River  Munn  in  gs. — » 
Its  fouthern  point  of  entrance,  fituated  in  latitude 
45°  3Q^,  longitude  237°  21 commanded  a  moft 
delightful  profpect  of  the  furrounding  region, 
and  obtained  the  name  of  Belle  Vue  Point  ; 
from  whence  the  branch  of  the  river,  at  leaft 
that  which  was  fo  confidered,  took  a  direction 
about  S.  5  7  E.  for  a  league  and  a  half.  A  very 
diftant  high  fnowy  mountain  now  appeared  rif- 
ing  beautifully  confpicuous  in  the  midft  of  an  ex- 
tenfive  tradl  of  low,  or  moderately  elevated,  land, 
lying  S.  O7  E.  and  feemed  to  announce  a  termi¬ 
nation  to  the  river.  From  Belle  Vue  point  they 
proceeded  in  the  above  diredlon,  paffing  a  fmall 
wooded  ifland,  about  three  miles  in  extent,  fitu¬ 
ated  in  the  middle  of  the  ftream.  Their  route 
was  between  this  ifland  and  the  fouthern  fhore, 
which  is  low  ;  the  foundings  between  its  north- 
weft  point  and  the  main  land  were  three  fathoms, 
increafing  to  four,  five,  and  fix,  off  its  fouth- 
caft  point ;  from  whence  the  river  took  its  courfe 
S.  75  E,  This  obtained  the  name  ofMENziEs’ 
Island  ;  near  the  eaft  end  of  which  is  a  fmall 
fandy  woody  ifland  that  was  covered  with  wild 
geefe.  From  Belle  Vue  point,  a  fmall  ftream 
of  flood  had  attended  them  to  this  ftation  ;  but 
here  a  rapid  downward  current  was  met,  though 
it  was  by  .*0  means  high  water. 
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At  the  feveral  creeks  and  branches  they  had 
palTed  they  loft  fucceffively  moft  of  their  Indian 
companions,  excepting  one  elderly  chief,  who, 
in  the  moft  civil  and  friendly  manner  had  accom¬ 
panied  them  from  the  firft,  and  had  a  village 
ftill  farther  up  the  river.  Having  received  many 
prefents  he  had  become  much  attached  to  the 
party,  and,  to  manifeft.his  gratitude,  he  now 
went  forward  to  provide  them  with,  lodgings, 
and  w^hatever  acceptable  refrefhments  his  village 
might  afford.  About  feven  in  the  evening  they 
reached  his  habitation,  where  he  much  wiftied 
them  to  remain  ;  but  preferring  a  more  fecluded 
refting  place,  they  reforted  to  a  fhallow  creek  a 
mile  further  up  the  river,  and  about  eight  miles 
from  Belle  Vue  point,  where  they  paffed  the 
night.  Here  it  was  low  water  about  two,  and 
<  high  water  at  half  paft  five  o’clock  the  next 
morning.  At  feven  they  again  departed,  but 
wxre  obliged  to  retire  fbme  diftance  to  clear  a 
Ihoaly  fpit  that  lies  off  this  creek  ;  after  this  they 
proceeded  to  the  northern  fhore.  This  fhore  was 
well  wooded,  compofed  of  ftony  beaches,  and  the 
foundings  were  regular  from  two  to  feven  fa¬ 
thoms.  The  fouthern  fhore,  though  low  and 
fandy,  was  alfo  well  clothed  wdth  wood ;  the 
breadth  of  the  river  w^as  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile,  and  its  diredllon  was  the  fame  as  before- 
mentioned. 

The  w  ind  blew  frefli  from  the  eaftward,  w^hich, 

with 
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with  the  ftrearn  againft  them,  rendered  their 
journey  very  flow  and  tedious.  They  paffed  a 
fmall  rocky  opening  that  had  a  rock  in  its  centre, 
about  twelve  feet  above  the  furface  of  the  water ; 
on  this  were  lodged  feveral  large  trees  that  muft 
have  been  left  there  by  an  unitfually  high  tide. 
From  hence  a  large  river  bore  S.  5  E.  which  was 
afterwards  feen  to  take  a  fouth- weft  war  dly  di- 
reftion,  and  was  named  Baring’s  River  ;  be¬ 
tween  it  and  the  ftioal  creek  is  another  opening  ; 
and  here  that  in  which  they  had  refted  ftretched 
to  the  E.  N.  E.  and  had  feveral  fmall  rocks  in  it. 
Into  this  creek  the  friendly  old  chief  who  had 
attended  them  went  to  procure  fome  falmon, 
and  they  purfued  their  way  againft  the  ftream, 
w^hich  was  now  become  fo  rapid  that  they  were 
able  to  make  but  little  progrefs.  At  half  paft 
two  they  flopped  on  the  northern  fliore  to  dine, 
oppofite  to  the  entrance  of  Baring’s  river.  Ten 
canoes. with  the  natives  now  attended  them,  and 
their  friendly  old  chief  foon  returned  and  brought 
them  an  abundance  of  very  fine  falmon.  Hq 
had  gone  through  the  rocky  paffage,  and  had  re¬ 
turned  above  the  party,  making  the  land  on 
which  they  were  at  dinner  an  iffand.  This  was 
afterwards  found  to  be  about  three  miles  long, 
and  alter  the  lieutenant  of  the  Chatham,  was 
named  Johnstone’s  Island.  The  wxft  point 
of  Baring’s  river  is  fituated  in  latitude  45°  28', 
longitude  23/^  41';  from  whence  the  main 

branch 
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branch  tahes  rather  an  irregular  courfe,  about 
N.  82  E;  it  is  near  half  a  mile  wide,  and  in 
crofting  it  the  depth  was  from  fix  to  three  fa¬ 
thoms.  The  fouthern  thore  is  low  and  woovdy, 
and  contracts  the  river  by  means  of  a  low  fandy 
flat  that  extends  from  it,  on  which  were  lodged 
feveral  large  dead  trees.  The  beft  paflage  is  dole 
to  Johnftone’s  ifland  ;  this  has  a  rocky  bold  fliore, 

r 

but  Mr.  Broughton  purfued  the  channel  on  the 
oppofite  fide,  where  he  met  with  fome  fcattered 
rocks ;  thefe  however  admitted  of  a  good  paffage 
between  them  and  the  main  land  ;  along  which 
he  continued  until  towards  evening,  making  lit¬ 
tle  progrefs  againft  the  ftream.  Having  now 
pafledthe  fand  bank,”  fays  Mr.  Broughton,  I 
landed  for  the  purpofe  of  taking  our  lafi:  bear- 
“  ings ;  a  fandy  point  on  the  oppofite  Ihore  bore 
S.  80  E.  diftant  about  two  miles  ;  this  point 
terminating  our  view  of  the  river,  I  named  it 
after  Captain  Vancouver  ;  it  is  fituated  in  la- 
titude  45*^  27^,  longitude  23/'' 50^”  The  fame 
remarkable  mountain  that  had  been  feen  from 
Belle  Vue  point,  again  prefented  itfelf,  bearing 
at  this  ftation  S.  67  E  ;  and  though  the  party 
were  now  nearer  to  it  by  feven  leagues,  yet  its 
lofty  fummit  was  fcarcely  more  diftindl  acrols 
the  intervening  land  which  was  more  than  mo- 
derately  elevated.  Mr.  Broughton  honoured  it 
with  Lord  Hood’s  name  ;  its  appearance  was 
magnificent ;  and  it  was  clothed  in  fnow  from 

its 
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its  fummit,  as  low  down  as  the  high  land,  by 
which  it  was  intercepted,  permitted  it  to  be  vi- 
fible.  Mr.  Broughton  lamented  that  he  could 
not  acquire  fufficient  authority  to  afcertain  its 
pofitive  fituation,  but  imagined  it  could  not  be 
lefs  than  20  leagues  from  their  then  ftation. 

Round  point  Vancouver  the  river  feemed  to 
take  a  more  northerly  direction  ;  its  fouthern 
fliores  became  very  hilly,  with  bare  fpots  of  a  red- 
difli  colour  on  the  fides  of  the  hills,  and  their 
tops  were  thinly  covered  with  pine  trees.  The 
oppofite  fhore  was  low,  well  wooded,  and  moftly 
compoled  of  ftony  beaches.  The  breadth  of  the 
river  here  was  a  quarter  of  a  mile  ;  it  afforded  a 
clear  good  channel  on  the  northern  fhore,  with 
foundings  acrofs  from  fix  to  two  fathoms,  fhoal- 
ing  gradually  to  the  bed  of  fand  that  ftretches 
from  the  oppofite  fide.  During  this  day,  they 
had  conftantly  rowed  againft  the  flream,  having 
increafed  their  diftance  only  twelve  miles  up  the 
river  ;  and  notwithftanding  there  had  been  a 
fenfible  regular  rife  and  fall  of  the  water,  it  had 
not  in  the  leafl:  degree  affefted  the  ftream,  which 
had  run  conftantly  down  with  great  rapidity. 

Mr.  Broughton  at  this  time  calculated  the  dif¬ 
tance,  from  what  he  confidered  the  entrance  of 
the  river,  to  be  84,  and  from  the  Chatham,  100 
miles.  To  reach  this  ftation  had  now  occupied 
their  time,  with  very  hard  labour,  feven  days  ; 

this 
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this  was  to  the  full  extent  for  which  their  provi- 
fions  had  been  furnifhed  ;  and  their  remaining 
fupplies  could  not  with  all  poffible  frugality  laft 
more  than  two  or  three  days  longer.  And  as 
it  was  impoffible  under  the  moft  favourable  cir^ 
cumftances,  they  fhould  reach  the  veflels  in  a 
lefs  fpace  of  time,  Mr.  Broughton  gave  up  the 
idea  of  any  further  examination,  and  was  recon¬ 
ciled  to  this  meafure,  becaufe  even  thus  far  the 
river  could  hardly  be  confideVed  as  navigable  for 
Ihipping.  Previoufly  to  his  departure,  however, 
he  formally  took  polfeffion  of  the  river,  and  the 
country  in  its  vicinity,  in  His  Britannic  Majefty’s 
name,  having  every  reafon  to  believe,  that  the 
fubjed;s  of  no  other  civilized  nation  or  ftate  had 
ever  entered  this  river  before  ;  in  this  opinion  he 
was  confirmed  by  Mr.  Gray’s  fketch,  in  which  it 
does  not  appear  that  Mr.  Gray  either  faw,  or 
was  ever  within  five  leagues  of,  its  entrance. 

The  friendly  old  chief,  who  fllll  remained  of 
their  party,  affifted  at  the  ceremony,  and  drank 
his  Majefty’s  health  on  the  occafion  ;  from  him 
they  endeavoured  to  acquire  fome  further  infor¬ 
mation  of  the  country.  The  little  that  could 
be  underftood  was,  that  higher  up  the  river  they 
would  be  prevented  paffing  by  falls.  This  was 
explained,  by  taking  up  water  in  his  hands,  and 
imitating  the  manner  of  its  falling  from  rocks, 
pointing,  at  the  fame  time,  to  the  place  where 

the 
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the  fun  rifes  ;  indicating,  that  its  fource  in  that 
direction  would  be  found  at  a  great  diftance. 

By  the  time  thefe  ceremonies  and  inquiries 
were  finiflied,  the  night  had  clofed  in;  notwith- 
ftandlng  this,  Mr.  Broughton  re-imbarked,  and 
with  the  ftream  in  his  favour  fat  out  on  his  re¬ 
turn.  All  the  Indians  now  very  civilly  took 
their  leave,  excepting  the  old  chief  and  his  peo¬ 
ple,  who,  their  route  being  the  fame  way,‘ftill 
bore  them  company.  Little  opportunity  had 
been  afforded,  efpecially  at  the  latter  part  of 
their  journey  up  the  river,  to  afcertain  the  depth 

I 

of  the  channels:  to  fupply  this  deficiency,  the 
two  boats  fpread,  and  founded  regularly  all  the 
way  down.  By  this  means  a  bank  was  found 
extending  intirely  acrofs  Baring’s  river,  and  from 
thence  acrofs  the  main  branch,  which  they  had 
navigated,  to  the  rocky  paffage  at  the  weft  end 
of  Johnftone’s  ifland  ;  the  greateft  depth  having 
been  only  three  fathoms,  Mr.  Broughton  was  con¬ 
firmed  in  the  opinion  he  had  previoufly  formed, 
that  any  further  examination  of  this  branch 
would  he  ufelefs. 

After  paffing  to  the  wxft  of  the  rocky  paffage, 
the  beft  channel  is  on  the  fouthern  fhore,  but 
even  that  is  intricate,  and  the  greateft  depth  of 
its  water  is  only  four  fathoms.  They  took  up 
their  abode  for  the  night  about  half  a  mile  from 
their  preceding  night’s  lodging  ;  having  returned 


in 
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in  three  hours  the  farne  diftaiice  that  had  taken 
them  twelve  hours  to  aicend. 

In  the  morning  of  the  3lft  of  Odlober  it  was 
low  water  at  four,  and  high  water  at  fix  o’clock  ; 
the  rife  and  fall  of  the  water  did  not  appear 
generally  to  exceed  tw^o  feet,  and  the  ftream 
conftantly  ran  down.  Mr.  Broughton  departed 
early,  and  off  the  village  of  their  friendly  old 
chief  was  joined  by  him  and  his  whole  tribe. 
Soundings  wxre  pretty  regular,  until  the  party 
were  abreaft  of  fome  barren  land,  off  which  is 
an  extenfive  bank.  On  this  there  were  only 
three  feet  wate^ ;  this  depth  continued  nearly 
to  the  eaft  point  of  the  iflet,  that  was  obferved 
before  to  be  covered  with  wild  geefe,  and  ob¬ 
tained  the  name  of  Goose  Island.  The  chan¬ 
nel  here  is  on  the  fouthern  ill  ore,  until  the  paf- 
fage  between  Menzies  ifland  and  the  north  fhore 
is  well  open ;  this  is  good  and  clear  wdth  regu¬ 
lar  foundings  from  three  to  feven  fathoms,  quite 
to  Belle  Vue  point,  where  a  fpit  lies  out  at  fome 
fmall  diftance.  The  land  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  this  reach,  extending  about  five  leagues  to 
Baring’s  river,  is  on  the  fouthern  fide  low, 
fandy,  and  well  w'ooded.  On  the  north  fide  the 
country  rifes  beyond  the  banks  of  the  river  with 
a  pleafmg  degree  of  elevation,  agreeably  adorned 
with  feveral  clumps  of  trees  ;  and  towards  the 
eaftern  part  of  the  reach,  it  finilhes  at  the  waf- 
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ter's  edge  in  romantic  rocky  projecling  preci¬ 
pices. 

The  good  old  chief  here  took  his  leave  of  the 
party.  In  commemoration  of  his  friendly  beha¬ 
viour,  and  his  refidence  being  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood,  this  part  of  the  river  obtained  the  name  of 
Frjendy  Reach,  and  a  point  on  the  northern 
fliore,  bearing  from  Belle  Vue  point  S.  O7  E., 
Parting  Point.  From  this  place  to  the  Ra¬ 
tion  where  Mr.  Broughton  obferved  the  latitude 
on  the  2Qth,  the  foundings  were  from  fix  to  ten 
fathoms  ;  from  whence  a  bank  of  fand  extended 
along  the  weftern  fhore  about  a  league,  reaching 
over  two-thirds  of  the  channel,  leaving  a  very 
narrow  palTage  of  the  depth  of  ten  to  twelve  fa¬ 
thoms.  This  bank  terminates  at  Willow  Point, 
from  whence  the  foundings  decreafed  from  nine 
to  fix  fathoms.  About  three  miles  from  this 
point,  on  the  oppofite  or  eaftern  lide  of  the  river, 
an  opening  or  arm  was  paffed,  leading  to  the 
N.  E.  This  was  named  by  Mr.  Broughton, 
after  the  mafter  of  the  Dlfcovery,  Whidbey’s 
River.  The  weftern  point  was  flat,  and  pro¬ 
duced  fome  grafs  and  willow  trees.  The  op- 
pofite  fliore  ftill  continued  more  elevated,  and 
from  Whidbey’s  river  was  covered  with  pine 
trees.  At  the  entrance  into  this  river  the  depth 
of  water  was  fix  or  feven  fathoms ;  but  on  ap¬ 
proaching  point  Warrior  for  about  two  miles,  it 
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decreafecl  to  three  and  four  fathoms,  and  again 
increafcd  to  ten  and  twelve  fathoms  off  that 
point ;  from  thence  to  Oak  point  the  depth  was 
from  ten  to  five  fathoms,  here  the  party  refl:ed 
for  the  night,  and  perceived  it  to  be  low  water 
at  half  paft  three,  and  high  water  at  five  in  the 
morning  of  the  ifi:  of  November.  In  this  fitu- 
ation  they  had  before  feen  many  of  the  natives, 
but  the  night  mofi;  probably  now  prevented  their 
appearance.  The  weather  had  the  preceding 
day  been  gloomy,  attended  with  fog  and  rain  ; 
this  morning  it  was  fair  and  pleafant,  with  a  fa¬ 
vourable  eaflwardly  breeze.  In  paffing  from 
tJrry’s  Ifiands,  the  foundings  were  firfl:  from  feven 
to  three,  then  from  four  to  nine  fathoms ;  the 
depth  again  decreafed  as  the  low  fandy  illand 
was  approached,  to  fix,  tliree,  and  four  fathoms; 
this  latter  depth  continued  between  the  illand 
and  the  northern  Ihore,  which  is  the  beft  chan¬ 
nel,  paffing  elefe  to  the  main  land.  From  this 
illand,  where  the  water  all  round  it  is  Ihoal,  a 
fpit  extends  fome  dillance  to  the  weftward,  on 
which  there  was  no  more  than  three  fathoms ; 
but  from  thence  to  the  rocky  illet  where  the  ca¬ 
noes  with  the  dead  bodies  were  depofited,  it  in- 
creafes  to  feven  and  twelve  fathoms  ;  about  a 
mile  above  this  rock,  a  bank  extends  to  the  eaft- 
ern  lliore  nearly  into  mld-channc!,  where  the 
depth  of  water  did  not  exceed  two  fathoms  and

an  half;*  all  the  way  to  Knight’s  river.  The 
fliores  on  this  fide  are  low,  flat,  and  fandy  ;  on 
the  weftern  fide  high  and  woody,  and  affording 
a  clear  though  narrow  channel,  with  foundings 
from  five  to  eight  fathoms. 

Knight’s  river  is  about  the  eighth  of  a  mile 
in  width ;  and  from  its  entrance,  w^here  its 
depth  is  four  fathoms,  it  takes  a  direction  S.  5 1  E. 
Leaving  Knight’s  river,  the  foundings  increafed 
from  feven  to  twelve  fathoms,  until  mount 
Coffin  was  reached,  where  the  depth  of  water 
was  only  fix  fathoms ;  and  paffing  between  the 
northern  fliore,  and  the  dry  rand  bank,  from 
three  to  five  fathoms  only  were  found  ;  but  the 
foundings  increafed  from  fix  to  ten  fathoms  as 
the  party  advanced  towards  Walker’s  ifland.  On 
the  w^eftern  point  of  this  iiland  they  made  a  late 
dinner,  and  had  an  opportunity  of  obferving, 
that  during  the  rifing  of  the  water  the  ftream 
did  not  run  up,  the  furface  of  the  w^ater  being 
ftill  and  ftationary  ;  it  was  high  water  at  five  in 
the  afternoon.  From  this  point  the  depth  conti¬ 
nued  from  five  to  feven  fathoms,  until  Baker’s 
iflands  were  approached.  A  Ihoal  fpit  extends 
from  the  longeft  and  largeft  of  thefe  iflands,  or 
that  which  was  fo  confidered,  to  the  eaft  ward ; 
on  this  w^as  found  only  two  and  a  half  or  three 
fathoms  water.  To  the  north  of  this  apparently 
large  ifland  are  three  fmaller  ones,  which  admit 
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a  clear  though  narrow  paflage  between  them 
and  the  northern  fliore.  On  one  of  thefe,  under 
the  llielter  of  a  grove  of  fine  poplars,  Mr.  Brough¬ 
ton  refted  for  the  night.  At  day-light  the  next 
morning  their  journey  was  refumed>  and  in  pafs- 
ing  Swaine’s  river,  which  takes  a  fouth-wefterly 
direftion,  no.  bottom  could  be  found  with  fifteen 
fathoms  of  line  ;  but  towards  its  weftern  point 
foundings  were  had  of  three  and  four  fathoms; 
About  a  league  to  the  weftward  of  this  is  Man- 
by’s  river,  taking  a  courfe  S.  S.  W.;  from  hence 
the  depth  of  water  was  from  feven  to  nine  fa¬ 
thoms,  until  they  approached  near  the  eaft  point 
of  Puget’s  ifland  *  from  whence  a  ihoal  extends 
about  a  mile  nearly  into  mid-channel ;  on  this 
there  w’ere  only  two  fathoms,  but  on  croffing 
over  to  the  fouthern  fliore,  it  deepened  to  feven 
fathoms.  Mount  St.  Helen’s  was  here  very  diA 
tihdlly  feen  lying  S.  81  E.  Puget’s  ifland  was 
pafifed  on  the  fouth,  and  obferved  to  produce  on 
that  fide  only  a  few  pine  trees  of  inferior  fize  ; 
but  it  afforded  a  good  channel  of  feven,  ten,  and 
thirteen  fathoms  of  water  :  the  latter  depth  was 
off  its  weftern  extremity,  which  is  a  low  marfhy 
point  covered  with  reeds.  Soon  after  palling 
this  point,  another  branch  of  the  river  was 
opened,  which  appeared,  by  the  high  land  on 
the  fouthern  fide,  to  lead  into  the  found  in  a  di^- 
rcftion  N.  50  W.  But  as  in  its  entrance  the 
..  r  I  2  depth 
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depth  of  water  was  only  two  fathoms  and  an 
half,  Mr.  Broughton  was  induced  to  give  up  his 
intention  of  examining  it,  and  purfued  his  former 
courfe,  keeping  near  the.  fbuthern  fhorc,  confift- 
ing  apparently  of  a  clnfter  of  marfhy  iflands. 
The  north  wefternmoft  of  thefe  forms  the  fouth 
point  of  the  entrance  Into  the  river ;  and  on  the 
weft,  or  found  fide  of  this  point,  the  low  marfhy 
land  takes  a  fouth-wefterly  dire<ftion,  whofe 
other  openings  appeared  to  communicate  with 
the  laft  mentioned.  Before  thefe  openings  He 
the  flioals  already  noticed.  On  the  northern 
ihore,  immediately  without  the  entrance  into 
the  river,  is  an  Indian  village  ;  a  part  of  it  only 
was  occupied  by  the  natives,  who  fupplied  our 
friends  very  liberally  with  falmon,  and  promlfed 
to  follow  them  with  more  to  the  veftel.  From 
hence  they  ftcered  for  a  low  fandy  ifland,  partly 
covered  with  trees,  in  the  eaftern  part  of  the 
found,  with  foundings  from  feven  to  five  fa¬ 
thoms,  until  they  drew  very  near  to  it,  when  the 
water  became  fo  fhallow  that  they  were  obliged 
to  haul  off.  Towards  its  north- weft  part  two 
fathoms  and  an  half  were  found  clofe  to  it.  Mr, 
Broughton  had  no  opportunity  of -examining 
whether  there  was  any  paflage  in  this  fituation  x 
towards  the  fouthern  Ihore,  as  it  was  at  this  time 
dark  ;  but,  by  its  former  appearance  from  the 
elevated  land  on  the  northern  fliore,  he  was  of 
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opinion  there  was  hot.  A  bank  nearly  dry  con¬ 
tinued  all  the  way  from  this  ifland  to  point 
Adams.  He  however  paffed  fomc  diftance  along 
the  north  edge  of  the  bank,  towards  Tongue 
point,  in  three  fathoms  w^ater,  until  nearly 
a-breaft  cf  Gray’s  bay  ;  here  they  came  to  over- 
falls  from  three  to  fevcn  fathoms,  and  found 
themfelves  within,  or  to  the  fouth  of,  a  dry 
bank,  which  obliged  them  to  pull  back  in  order 
to  clear  it ;  after  which  they  had  regular  found¬ 
ings  in  croffing  Gray’s  bay  from  four  to  fix  fa¬ 
thoms  water. 

At  nine  in  the  evening  the  party  arrived  on 
board  the  Chatham  ;  having  employed  exadily 
half  the  time  in-returning,  that  had  been  occu¬ 
pied  in  going  up  this  river,  in  confequence  of 
the  general  rapidity  of  the  ftream  downwards, 
and  of  being  affifted  fometimes  by  a  favourable 
wind, 

Mr.  Broughton  had  now  loft  fight  of  the  Dif- 
covery  twelve  days,  and  though  he  had  received 
no  orders  for  the  inveftigation  he  had  under¬ 
taken,  yet  he  was  convinced,  that  in  fo  doing 
he  would  adl  agreeably  to  my  wilhes  ;  and  hav¬ 
ing  obtained  fo  much  Information,  he  deemed 
it  expedient  to  join  the  Difeovery  with  all  pof- 
fible  difpatch. 

Much  to  his  fatisfadllon,  he  found  the  Chat¬ 
ham  ready  in  every  refpedl  for  fea ;  the  next 

I  3  morning 
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morning  fhe  'was  unmoored  ;  but  the'wind  from 
the  eaft  fhifting  fuddenly  to  the  fouthward,  and 
blowing  in  fqualls  very  hard,  attended  witK  a 
heavy  rain,  they  remained  at  their  ^anchorage 
until  the  next  day,  when  the  weather  being 
more  moderate  they  got  under  weigh";  but  they 
had  fcarcely  filled  their  fails  when  the  wind,  as 
on  the  preceding  day,  came  round,  and  as  they 
had  a  very.narrow  fpace  to  work  in  between  the 
northern  fhore  and  the  Ihoals,  they  again  an¬ 
chored  in  eight  fathoms  water,  to'  wait  a  more 
favourable  opportunity.  This  prefented  itfelf 
in  the  afternoon;  but  by  the  time  they  had 
reached  the  large  deferted  village,  it  again  be¬ 
came  ftormy,  with  a  heavy  rain  from  the  weft^ 
ward,  which  compelled  them  ^gain  to  ftop  in 
fix  fathoms  water,  a  little  below  the  deferted 


village  called  by  the.  natives  Chenoke.  Cape  > 
Difappointment  bore  by  compafs  N.  84  W., 
Tongue  point  N.  04  E.,,pne  mile  didant ;  point 
Adams  S.  51  W.,  and  die/ neareft  fhore  north, 
at  the  diftance  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile.' 

The  fame  unpleafant  weather  continued  until 
the  next  morning,  November  0,  when,  with  the 
wind  at  E.  N.  E.  they  flood  towards  cape  Dif¬ 
appointment.  The  launch  founded  the  channel 
before  the  veffel,  and  the  furf  was  foon  feen  to 
break  aerpfs  the  paflage  leading  to  fea  with  great 
violence,  and  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  leave  no  apr 
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parent  opening.  The  wind  at  this  time  alfo 
veering  to  the  fonth,  induced  Mr.  Broughton  to’' 
bear  away  for  a  bay  that  Is  fituated  Immediately 
wdthin,  and  on  the  eaftern  fide  of  cape  Difap- 
pointment ;  the  fouth-eaft  end  of  that  promon¬ 
tory  forms  its  weft  point  of  entrance  ;  its  eaft 
point  being  formed  by  the  wxft  extremity  of  the 
fpit  bank,  lying  from  each  other  E.  S.  E.  and 
W.  N.  W.  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  afun- 
der.  In  pafling  the  channel  a  fufficient  depth  ot 
water  w^as  found,  until  bordering  too  much  oii 
the  fpit  bank  they  came  into  three  fathoms,  wdth 
a  very  confufed  iea  that  broke  violently  on  the 
bank.  At  ten  in  the  forenoon  they  anchored  in 
five  fathoms  water ;  point  Adams,  by  compafs'i 
Bearing  S.  40  E.  Chenoke  point  S.  80  E.  the 
inner  part  of  cape  Dllappointment  forming  the 
weft  point  of  entrance  into  the  bay  S.  4  E.  half 
a  mile  diftant ;  and  the  fouthernmoft  part  of  the 
coaft  in  fight  S.  20  E. 

Here  was  found  the  Jenny  of  Briftol,  the  farhe 
veifel  that  had  been  palled  by  the  Chatham*  on 
her  firft  arrival.  Mr.  Broughton  was  informed 
by  the  mafter  of  this  vellel,  Mr.  Baker,  that-a 
conftant  fucceffionof  bad  w^eather  had  prevented 
his  putting  to  fea  ;  that  he  had  made  feverar  at¬ 
tempts,  but  from  the  violence  of  the  furf  and  its 
breaking  intirely  acrofs  the  entrance,  he  had  not 
been  able  to  effeft  that  purpofc.  In  the  after- 
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noon,  Mr.  Broughton  went  on  fhore  in  order  to 
view  from  the  hills  the  ftate  of  the  channel  into 
the  ocean.  This  prefented  one  intire  range  of 
heavy  breakers,  reaching  acrofs  from  fide  to  fide. 

Frelh  gales  with  fqually  w^eather  from  the  S.  E. 
on  the  7th.  The  Chatham,  with  half  a  cable 
only,  rode  very  eafy ;  and  the  Jenny  lying  within 
her,  in  three  fathoms  water,  at  low  tide,  with 
the  cape  bearing  by  compafs  S.  E.  w^as  intirely 
becalmed  under  its  high  land.  The  afternoon 
being  more  moderate  the  feine  was  hauled,  but 
with  little  fuccefs.  The  weather  ftill  continuing 
unfavourable,  the  next  day  was  employed  in  re¬ 
plenishing  their  ftock  of  wood  and  water,  and 
Mr.  Broughton  in  perfon  founded  the  bay,  and 
part  of  the  channel.  The  depth  of  water  be¬ 
tween  the  Chatham  and  Jenny,  and  within  the 
fpit  bank,  towards  a  fmall  river  in  the  northern 
part  of  this  bay,  was  from  5  to  3,  4,  5,  0,  7,  and 
then  overfalls  of  2  and  3  fathoms,  to  the  fpit 
bank ;  where  the  water  broke  very  heavily. 
From  the  Chatham  acrofs  to  the  breakers  off 
point  Adams,  were  found  not  lefs  than  fa¬ 
thoms,  but  the  fea  broke  fo  violently  that  he  was 
prevented  founding  through  the  channel,  which 
was  not  diftinguifhable  in  any  direilion. 

Mr.  Manby  and  fome  others  of  the  gentlemen, 
who  with  Mr.  Barker  had  been  up  the  fmall 
river,  returned  in  the  evening  with  eighteen 

geefe, 
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geefe,  beiides  a  great  number  of  ducks,  and  fomc 
fmaller  birds. 

The  morning  of  the  Qth  brought  fair  and  plea- 
fant  weather,  with  the  wind  at  S.  E.  Mr. 
Broughton  again  vifited  the  hills  of  the  cape  to 
take  fome  angles ;  the  fea  was  too  much  agitated 
by  the  breakers  to  allow  the  appearance  of  any 
opening  through  them  towards  the  ocean.  In 
his  walk  he  killed  a  fine  deer.  The  weather  be¬ 
ing  more  moderate  than  it  had  been  for  many 
days,  induced  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  to  vifit 
the  Chatham  ;  thefe  brought  a  large  fupply  of 
fifli,  and  moofe-deer  fufficient  for  the  crew% 
Amongft  the  Indians  were  feveral  w^ho  had  fol- 
low^ed  them  up  the  river,  and  who  now  brought 
their  various  commodities  for  fale,  in  the  fame 
friendly  manner  they  had  done  before.  The 
latitude  obferved  this  day  w^as  4(3'’  ig'.  In  the 
afternoon  Mr.  Sherlif  w^as  fent  to  found,  and 
view  the  channel  out  to  fea.  On  his  return  it 
was  reported  to  be  clear,  fmooth,  and  no  where 
lefs  than  four  fathoms  w^ater. 

The  next  morning:;?  with  a  moderate  breeze  at 
E.  N.  E.  the  Chatham  weighed  at  half  ebb  from 
Baker’s  bay,  fo  named  by  Mr.  Broughton  after 
the  commander  of  the  Jenny,  whofe  track  he 
followed ;  Mr.  Baker  having  obligingly  offered, 
as  his  was  the  fmallell  vefiTel,  to  lead  out,  and 
having  been  here  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year, 

he 
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he  was  better  acquainted  than  Mr.  Broughton 
with  the  courfe  of  the  channel.  After  making 
two  fliort  trips,  the  Chatham  juft  weathered  the 
cape,  arid  the  breakers  that  lie  oif*  it.  The 
foundings  were  from  5  to  9  and  1 1  fathoms,  the 
fea  extremely  irregular  and  confufed.  On  ftand- 
ing  over  towards  point  Adams,  the  depth  de- 
efeafedfto  G,  5,  and  4|  fathoms.  Their  courfe 
was  now  directed  W.  i  S.  clofe  to  the  fouthern 
fide\of  the  channel.  Here  the  heavy  beakers 
,roUed  with  impetuous  force  againft  the  wind  and 
Tide*,  and  greatly  retarded  their  progrefs.  For, 
notwdthftanding  the  frefh  favourable  breeze  that 
blew  right  aft,  there  was  much  difficulty  to  keep 
the  verier s  head  the  right  way,  owing  to  the 
violence  of  the  fea,  that  made  her  pitch  fo  in- 
ceflTantly  as  to  fhake  the  wind  out  of  her  fails. 

The  Jenny  appeared  to  get  out  without  fhip- 
ping  any  water;  the  Chatham  followed  her  track, 
but  the  fea  broke  fevcral  times  over  her  from  ftem 
to  ftern  ;  due  precautions  however  .having  been 
taken,  none  of  the  water  got  below.  In  this 
unpleafant  fituation  little  progrefs  was  made. 
Mr.  Broughton  fufperiting  they  might  have  oc- 
cafion  for  the  boats,  had  kept  them  both  out  in 
readinefs  for  any  emergency.  Unfortunately  one 
of  thefe  tremendous  furees  ftove  the  launch, 
which  filled,  and  by  the  .violence  of  the  jerk  broke 
the  tow-rope.  One  of  their  marines  was  unhap- 
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plly  the  boat  keeper,  and  it  was  Irnpoffible  at  the 
moment  to  afford  him  any  other  affiftance  than 
that  of  veering  a  buoy  a-ftern  ;  this  expedient 
however  failed,  and  they  had  every  reafon  to  fear 
that  the  poor  fellow  would  be  drowned.  After 
contending  with  three  other  fuch  violent  billows, 
the  wind  and  tide  carried  the  veffel  out  with 
great  velocity  ;  and  on  their  arriving  in  fmoother 
w^ater,  the  cutter  was  inftantly  difpatched  to  the 
affiftance  of  the  marine,  who  was  perceived 
amidft  thofe  violent  agitations  of  the  water,  ftill 
holding  faft  of  the  launch  ;  which,  having  beeii 
more  fcnfibly  operated  upon  than  the  veftel  by 
the  ftrength  of  the  tide,  had  drifted  clear  out ; 
and  thofe  on  board  the  Chatham  had  the  inex- 
preffibie  happineft  of  feeing  the  cutter  bring  both 
their  fliip-mate  and  the  launch  fafely  alongftde, 
with  the  lofs  only  of  the  furniture  that  Ihe  had 
contained.  Both  boats  were  immediately  holfted 
in,  and  the  Chatham  made  fall  to  the  S.  S.  E, 
with-a  fine  breeze  at  N.  W.  in  company  with 
the  Jenny. 

Soon  after  the  Chatham  was  out  a  ffiip  was 
ieenin  that  quarter,  which  Mr.  Broughton  would 
have  concluded  to  be  the  Daedalus  ftore  fhip,  had 
not  Mr.  Baker  informed  him  that  fhe  had  joined 
the  Difeovery  off  the  entrance,  the  day  alter  he 
went  up  the  river  ;  the  fequel  however  fliewxd 
that  he  was  not  miftaken,  this  veffel  proving  to 

be 
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be  the  Dcedalus,  which  had  been  detained  by  the 
inclemency  of  the  weather  in  Gray’s  harbour, 
until  within  a  few  hours  of  her  being  feen  by  the 
Chatham. 

Thus  the  Chatham  quitted  Columbig^  river ; 
the  reft  of  the  time,  till  file  joined  the  Difeovery, 
was  employed  in  performing  a  very  boifterous 
and  unpleafant  paftage,  until  flie  pafled  cape 
Mendocino,  exadlly  hmilar  to  that  which  we  had 
experienced.  I  ftiall  conclude  this  account  of 
Columbia  river,  by  a  few  fliort  remarks  that  Mr. 
Broughton  made  in  the  courfe  of  its  furvey,  in 
his  own  words : 

The  difeovery  of  this  river  wc  were  given 
to  underftand  is  claimed  by  the  Spaniards,  who 
call  it  Entrada  de  Ceta,  after  the  commander  of 
the  veffel,  who  is  faid  to  be  its  firft  difeoverer, 
but  who  never  entered  it;  he  places  it  in  40°, 
north  latitude.  It  is  the  fame  opening  that  Mr. 
Gray  ftated  to  us  in  the  fpring,  he  had  been  nine 
days  off  the  former  year,  but  could  not  get  in,  in 
confequence  of  the  out-fetting  current.  That  in 
the  courfe  of  the  late  fummer  he  had  however 
entered  the  river,  or  rather  the  found,  and  had 
named  it  after  the  fhip  he  then  commanded. 
The  extent  Mr.  Gray  became  acquainted  with 
on  that  occafion  is  no  further  than  what  I  have 
called  Gray’s  bay,  not  more  than  1 5  miles  from 
cape  Difappointment,  though  according  to  Mr.

Gray’s  flcetch  it  meafures  36  miles.  By  his  cal¬ 
culation  its  entrance  lies  in  latitude  40°  lo',  lon¬ 
gitude  237^  1B',  differing  materially  in  thefe  rc- 
fpedls  from  our  obfervations. 

The  entrance,  as  already  ftated,  lies  between 
the  breakers  extending  from  cape  Dlfappolntment 
on  the  north  fide,  and  thofe  on  the  fouth  fide 
from  point  Adams,  over  a  fort  of  bar,  or  more 
properly  fpeaking,  over  an  extenfive  flat,  on  which 
was  found  no  lefs  depth  of  water  than  four  and  a 
half  fathoms.  The  befl;  leading  mark  is  to  bring 
the  Tongue  point,  w^hich  looks  like  an  ifland 
near  the  fouthern  fhore,  to  bear  by  compafs 
about  E,  by  N.  and  then  fl:eer  for  it ;  this  was 
obferved  in  the  paffages  of  the  Chatham  in  and 
out,  though  on  the  latter  occafion,  circumftances 
'w^ere  too  unpleafant  to  allow  of  great  precifion. 

From  the  information  and  experience  deriv  j 
ed  by  this  vlfit,  it  appears  to  be  highly  advifeable, 

,  that  no  veffel  (hould  attempt  entering  this  port, 
but  when  the  water  is  perfedily  fmooth ;  a  paf- 
fage  may  then  be  effedled  with  fafety,  but  ought 
even  then  to  be  undertaken  with  caution  :  bor¬ 
dering  on  the  breakers  off  point  Adams,  and  keep- 
the  Tongue  point  well  open,  with  Chenoke,  or 
Village  point,  will  avoid  the  Spit  bank,  and  give 
a  clear  channel  up  to  Chenoke ;  but  in  cafe  of 
failure  in  the  wind  or  tide,  it  will  then  be  mofl: 
advifeable  to  anchor  in  Baker’s  bay,  bringing  its 

entrance 
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entrance  to  bear  north,  and  keeping  clofe  round 
the  Cape  breakers,  where  the  depth  of  w^ater  is 
from  eleven  to  nine  and  -fix  fathoms,  clofe  to  the 
Cape  feore.  Within  the  Cape  are  three  rocky 
iflets  in  the  bay,  the  middle  one  being  the  largeft; 
Juft  on  v/ith  the  Cape  is  the  line  of  diredliort 
going  in,  or  out ;  leading  along  the  fouthern  fide 
of  the  fpit  bank  in  deep  water,  and  near  this  iflet, 
bringing  the  Cape  to  bear  between  S.  and  S.'  Ei 
is  good  anchorage,  in  five  fathoms  water.’  The 
latitude  is  46^  \(j\  longitude  236°  7^,  and  the  va¬ 
riation  of  the  compafs  20°  eaftwardly.  The 
greateft  rife  and  fall  of  the  tide  in  this  bay  ob- 
ierved  by  Mr.  Baker  was  twelve  feet ;  high  w^a- 
ter  at  full  and  change  at  half  paft  one  o’clock* 
Mr.  Manby^s  obfervations  on  board  the  Chatbanr, 
confirmed  thofe  of  Mr.  Baker,  as  to  the  time  oft 
high  Water  ;  but  the  rife  and  fall  of  the  tide  with 
him  did  not  exceed  fix  feet,  and  the  greateft 
■ftrength  of’  the  tide  was  about  four  knots. 

‘Mhis  bay,  befide  affording  good  and  fecure 
anchorage,  is  convenient  for  pracuring  wood  and 
water  f  and,  by  keeping  upon  good  terms  'with 
the  natives,  who  feemed  much  inclined  to  be 
friendly,  ‘a  fupply  of  fifli,  and  other  refrefhments, 
may  cafily  be  obtained.  The  heavy  and  confufed 
ftwell  that  in  bad  weather  conftantly  rolls  in  from 
the  fea  over  its  iliallow”  entrance,  and  breaks  in 
three  fathoms  water,  renders  the  fpace  between 
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Baker’s  bay  and  Chenoke  point  a  very^IndlfFerent 
roadftead.  Cape  Difappointment  is  formed  by 
high  fteep  precipices,  covered  with  coarfe  grafs, 
the  Tides  and  tops  of  the  hills  with  pine,  trees. 
Point  Adams  being  the  fouth-call:  point  of  en¬ 
trance  is  low  and  Tandy,  from  whence  the  coun¬ 
try  rifes  with  a  gradual  afcent,  and  produces  pine 
and  other  trees.  ^Any  further  nautical  informa¬ 
tion  that  may  be  required  will  be  better  obtained 
by  reference  to  the  fketch. 

,  With  refped:  to  its  natural  produ6llons,  and 
other  Interefting  matter  ;  the.  weather  experienc¬ 
ed  on  board  the  veflel  having  uniformly  been 
hmllar  to  that  afterwards  encountered  at  Tea,  pre¬ 
cluded  any  competent  knowledge  being  acquired. 
The  trees  principally  compofing  the  foreft,  were 
pines  of  different  kinds,  growing  to  a  large  fize, 
but  were  unequal  to  thofe  of  Nootka-  Near  the 
water-fide  were  found  maple,  alder,  and  afli,  and 
at  Tome  diftance  up  the  river,  befide  thefe,  the 
oak,  poplar,  and’  oriental  ftrawberry  tree  were 
producedy^with  many  other  forefi;  trees,  unknown 
to  the  gentlemen,*  who  made  a  fliort  excurfion 
into  the  country,  and  wfoo-  were  only  able  to 
judge  of  the  indigenous  quadrupeds  or  animals, 
by  the  fkins  the  natives  wore  or  brought  to 
barter;  thefe  were  fimilar  to,  ^  thofe  found  on 
other  parts  of  the  coaft;  The  birds  that  were 
procured  were  large  brown  cranes,  white  fwans, 

white 
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white  and  brown  geefe,  ducks,  partridges,  and 
fhipes  ;  a  variety  of  others  were  feen  that  could 
not  be  taken.  All  that  were  brought  on  board, 
excepting  the  brown  Cranes,  proved  excellent  at 
table.  The  river  feemed  to  abound  with  fifh, 
from  the  fupply  the  natives  provided,  confifting 
of  two  forts  of  falmon,  both  very  good  ;  fturgeon 
of  a  large  fize  and  very  fine  flavor,  with  filver 
bream,  herrings,  flat  fifh,  and  foirdinias ;  of  thefe 
four  laft  forts  fome  were  caught  in  the  feine. 
The  fkirts  of  the  w^oods  afforded  a  mofl:  excellent 
green  vegetable,  refembling  in  appearance  and 
tafte  the  turnip *top  when  young.  A  bulbous 
root,  about  the  fize,  and  not  unlike  the  crocus, 
that  ate  much  like  mealy  potatoe,  wild  mint, 
gffound  ivy,  and  wild  lavender,  all  thefe  the  na- 
tives  make  great  ufe  of,  together  with  berries  of 
various  kinds,  particularly  the  cranberry,  of  a  mofl 
excellent  flavor,  and  the  firft  we  had  feen  on  this 
coaft.  . 

•  The  natives  differed  in  nothing  very  materi¬ 
ally  from  thofe  we  had  vifited  during  the  furnmer,; 
but  in  the  decoration  of  their  perfons  ;  in  this  re» 
fpecl, '  they  farpafled  'all  the  other  tribes  with 
palnts  of  different  colours,  feathers,  and  other  or¬ 
naments.  Their  houfes  feemed  to  be  more  com¬ 
fortable  than  thofe  at  Nootka,  the  roof  having  a 
greater  inclination,  and  the  planking  being 
thatched  over  with  the  bark  of  trees.  The  en¬ 
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trance  is  through  a  hole,  in  a  broad  plank,  cover¬ 
ed  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  refemble  the  face  of  a 
man,  the  mouth  ferving  the  purpofe  of  a  door¬ 
way.  The  fire-place  is  funk  into  the  earth,  and 
confined  from  fpreading  above  by  a  wooden  frame . 
The  inhabitants  are  univerlally  addicted  to  fmok- 
ing.  Their  pipe  is  fimilar  to  ours  in  fliape  ;  the 
bowl  is  made  of  very  hard  wood,  and  is  externally 
ornamented  with  carvings ;  the  tube,  about  two 
feet  long,  is  made  of  a  fmall  branch  of  the  elder. 
In  this  they  fmoke  an  herb,  which  the  country 
produces,  of  a  very  mild  nature,  and  by  no  means 
unpleafant ;  they  however  took  great  pleafure  in 
fmoking  our  tobacco  ;  hence  it  is  natural  to  con¬ 
clude,  it  might  become  a  valuable  article  of  traf¬ 
fic  amongfl:  them.  In  mofl:  other  refpedts  they 
refemble  their  neighbours,  as  to  their  manners 
and  mode  of  living,  being  equally  filthy  and  un- 

The  foil  of  the  low  ground  was  moftly  a  ftifF, 
rich  clay,  capable  to  all  appearance  of  being  made 
very  produdlive ;  that  on  the  high  land  amongfl 
the  pine  trees,  a  black  mould,  feemingly  com- 
pofed  of  decayed  vegetables.” 

Having  now  concluded  Mr.  Broughton’s  very 
interefting  account  of  the  river  Columbia,  ^  and 
the  adjacent  country ;  I  fhall  in  the  next  chapter 
proceed  with  the  tranfa<9;ions  of  the  Daedalus ; 
and,  in  the  fird  place,  notice  Mr.  Whidbey’s  ac-

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account  of  Gray’s  harbour  ;  where,  although  he 
was  longer  detained  from  us,  he  had  not  an  op¬ 
portunity  of  employing  his  time  to  fo  much  ad>^ 
vantage  in  geographical  purfuits  as  Mr.  Brough¬ 
ton  ;  the  regions  allotted  to  his  examination  hay-^ 
ing  been  found  of  very  lioiited  extent. 
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CHAPTER  IV, 

Adr.  Whuihey  s  Account  of  Grays  Harbour —  Tra?f- 
aHtojis  of  the  Dadakis  at  the  Alarcpiefas,  and  at 
fo7yie  newly- df covered  If  and s — Alurder  of  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Hergejl  at  dVoahoo— Arrival  of  the  Lcedid- 
lus  at  Nootla, 


A  T  fan  fet,  on  the  1 8th  of  Oftober,  the 
Daedalus  anchored  before  the  entrance  of 
(fray’s  harbour,  in  fcven  fathoms  water,  about 
half  a  mile  from  the  reef  that  extends  from  the 
north  jjoint  of  entrance  ;  a  boat  was  fcnt  to  exa¬ 
mine  the  paflage  into  this  harbour,  but  returned 
with  little  more  information  than  that  of  its  being 
very  intricate,  and  that  it  would  require  much 
time  to  become  acquainted  with  it.  '  At  day¬ 
light  the  next  morning,  a  boat  was  again  fent  for 
the  fame  purpofe,  and  afterwards  the  flip  was  got 
under  weigh,  in  order  to  be  in  readinefs  ;  but  the 
boat  not  returning,  another  was  difpatched  at 
noon,  and  at  three  o’clock  both  returned ;  the 
firfl;  having  been  detained  by  the  ftrength  of  the 
flood  tide.  From  their  report  the  flip  immedi¬ 
ately  bore  away,  and  pafTed  a  bar  in  1  8  feet  wa¬ 
ter.  The  bar  extends  directly  acrofs  the  entrance 
into  the  harbour,  which  is  about  a  mile  wide  ; 
from  whence  they  proceeded  up  the  channel, 
formed  by  tw  o  reefs  about  three  quarters  of  a

mile  afunder,  extending  into  the  ocean  from  the 
points  of  land  which  form  the  entrance  into 
this  harbour.  Here  the  depth  of  water  regu¬ 
larly  increafed  from  four  to  eleven  fathoms^  but 
the  ebb  tide  made  fo  ftrong,  that  although  the 
fhip  went  nearly  at  the  rate  of  five  knots,  little 
progrefs  was  made ;  this  compelled  them  to  an¬ 
chor  about  feven  o’clock  in  the  latter  depth,  hav¬ 
ing  a  clear  fandy  bottom.  The  outer  breakers 
on  the  reef,  forming  the  northern  fide  of  the  paf- 
fage,  bore  by  compafs  S.  58  W.  diftant  two 
miles;  a  dry  fand  bank  N.  81  W.  half  a  mile 
diftant ;  the  inner  breakers  on  the  fame  fide  N, 
34  E.  at  the  like  diftance  ;  the  outer  breakers  on 
the  fou them  fide  S.  32  W.  diftant  two  miles;  ' 
and  'the  inner  breakers  on  that  fide,  N.  05  E, 
thefe  form  the  channel  within  the  bar :  there  is 
alfo  a  breaker  on  the  bar  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
from  the  S.  W.  point  of  the  northernmoft  ledge 
of  breakers,  which  bore  S.  50  W. 

On  the  morning  of  the  20th  the  wind  blowing 
a  ftrong  gale  from  the  N*  E.  prevented  the  fhip 
moving  ;  but  whilft  the  flood  tide  lafted,  the 
boats  were  profitably  employed  in  the  further 
examination  of  the  channel.  The  obferved  lati¬ 
tude  was  found  to  be  45^  58^^ 

Fair  weather  attended  the  N.  E.  gale,  which 
continued  until  the  next  morning,  when  the 
wind  veered  to  the  S.  E.  the  Daedalus  then  flood 
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into  the  harbour,  and  was  moored  about  noon  in 
4  fathoms  water,  off  the  north  point  of  entranee. 

This  is  a  rounding  point,  bearing  by  compafs 
from  N.  34  W.  to  N.  08  W.  the  former  diftant 
half  a  mile;  the  fouth  point  of  entrance  bore  S. 
20  W.  and  the  intermediate  fpace  was  fhut  in 
from  the  fea  by  the  reefs.  This  anchorage  was 
found  to  be  a  very  fnug  and  fafe  fituation,  and  it 
was  a  fortunate  retreat,  as  a  hard  gale  of  wind  fet 
in  from  the  S.  E.  with  a  great  deal  of  rain,  which 
continued  until  the  next  morning,  when  Mr, 
Whidbey  began  his  examination  of  the  harbour> 
It  feemed  to  be  of  no  great  extent,  as  the  land 
appeared  to  be  clofely  connedled  on  every  fide; 
the  operation  however  proved  to  be  very  tedious, 
in  confequence  of  the  very  bad  weather,  and  the 
difficulty  of  approaching  the  feveral  parts  of  the 
fhore  on  which  it  was  neceffary  to  land.  This 
furvey  was  not  finifhed  fo  far  as  the  boats  could 
proceed,  until  the  morning  of  the  25th,  rThe 
north  point  of  entrance,  named  by  Mr.  Whidbey 
after  Captain  Brown,  now  Rear  Admiral, .is  fituat- 
cd  in  latitude  47^  longitude  235°  the  vari¬ 
ation  of  the  compafs  1 8  eafterly.  From  hence 
its  fouthern  point  of  entrance,  which  obtained 
the  name  of  Point  Hanfon  after  Lieutenant  Han- 
fon  who  commanded  the  Dsedalus,  lies  S.  10  E. 
diftant  about  two  miles  and  a  quarter  from  the 
former;  the  breakers  of  the  northern  fide  of  the 
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channel  ftretch  firft  S.  3  3  W.  for  half  a  league, 
and  then  S.  72  W.  two  miles  and  three  quar- 
ters  further,  where  they  terminate  on  that  fide. 
Thofe  on  the  fouthern  fide  extend  firft  N.  5(J  W. 
for  a  mile,  and  then  S.  Cl  W.  two  miles  and 
three  quarters  further,  where  thefe  alfo  termi¬ 
nate.  From  theft  terminations  of  the  reefs,  the 
tar  ftretches  acrofs  from  point  to  point,  on  which 
at  high  neap  tides  there  is  only  twenty  feet  Avater ; 
having  on  it  the  breaker  before  noticed,  contrad:- 
ing  the  width  of  the  paffage,  which  can  only  be 
confidered  to  lie  between  it  and  the  fouthern  reef. 
After  paffing  the  bar  the  channel  appeared  to  be 
uninterrupted,  the  northern  fide  being  the  deep- 
eft,  with  regular  foundings  from  four  to  fourteen 
fathoms;  the  latter  depth  was  found  in  the  nar- 
roweft  part,  not  more  than  half  a  mile  wdde^ 
betw^een  the  two  firft  mentioned  projeding 
points  of  the  reef,  from  the  points  of  the  harbour. 
Thence  in  the  line  of  mid-channel  the  depth  de- 
creafos  to  fix  fathoms  between  the  points  of  the 
harbour,  and  to  four  and  three  fathoms  towards 
the  fouthern  fide,  which  is  the  fliallowcft;  it 
howdver  increafts  to  ten  and  decreafes  again  to 
fcx  and^ three  fathoms  near  point  Brown:  this  is 
the  boldeft  fhore,  and  affords  a  fpace  of  near  tw^o 
miles  in  dttent  to  the  N.  E.  eaft  and  S.  E.  of  it, 

■  Where  nlay  be  found  good  and  fecure  anchorage ; 
"Wkh  regular  foundings  from  ten  to  four  fathoms ;  -• 
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to  the  north  is  excellent  anchorage  alfo  In  four 
to  fix  fathom  water,  though  this  Is  more  confined 
by  the  fhoals.  From  point  Brown,  to  a  point 
up  the  harbour,  lying  from  it  N.  05  E.  at  the  dlf- 
tancc  of  four  miles  and  a  quarter,  which  obtained 
the  name  of  Point  New  after  the  mafter  of  the 
ftore  fllipi  the  northern  fhore  forms  a  deep  bay, 
falling  back  near  a  league  and  a  half  from  the 
line  of  the  two  points.  This  bay  is  occupied  by 
flioals  and  overfalls  commencing  about  a  mile  to 
the  north  of  point  Brown,  ftretching  nearly  in 
an  eaftern  direblion,  and  paffing,  about  a  mile  to 
the  fouthward  of  point  New,  up  to  the  navigable 
extent  of  the  harbour,  which  terminates  In  an 
eaftern  direcftion  about  two  leagues  from  point 
Brown,  though  the  ftiores  on  each  fide  retires 

t 

about  half  a  league  further  back ;  but  the  Inter¬ 
mediate  fpace,  confifting  of  a  {hallow  flat,  (where 
was  the  appearance  of  a  fmall  rivulet)  prevented 
the  head  of  the  harbour  from  being  approached. 
From  this  ftation  the  ihoals  on  its  fouthern  fide 
take  a  direcftion  nearly  S.  73  W.  until  they  reach 
within  about  one  mile  and  three  quarters  of  point 
Brown,  lying  from  that  point  S.  45  E. ;  there,  a 
point  is  formed  that  ftretches  to  the  fouthward, 
and  admits  of  a  narrow  channel  of  about  four  and 
five  fathoms  water,  between  them  and  the  fhoal 
that  lies  on  the  eaftern  fide  of  point  Hanfon, 
into  a  fmall  cove,  lying  from  that  point  S.  50  E. 

K  4  two 
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two  iT)lles  dlftant,  Thefe  flioals,  extending  in- 
tirely  round  the  harbour,  are  in  fome  parts,  par¬ 
ticularly  on  its  fouthern  fide,  dry  at  low  water, 
and  on  them  are  lodged  great  numbers  of  dead 
trees  and  logs  of  drift  timber.  There  are  alfo 
two  other  fhoals  htuated  at  the  diftance  of  two 
miles  to  the  eaftward  of  point  Brown,  lying  near¬ 
ly  in  a  north  and  fouth  diredtion.  The  eaftern- 
moft,  which  is  the  largeft,  and  partly  a  dry  fand, 
nearly  connedls  the  two  fhoal  banks,  admitting 
a  narrow  palTage  to  the  north  of  it  wdth  five 
fathoms,  and  another  to  the  fouth  of  it  in  which 
there  is  only  three  fathoms  water.  The  rife  and 
tall  of  the  tide  was  here  found  to  be  about  ten 
feet,  and  it  is  high  water  about  50 '  after  the 
moon  palfes  the  meridian.  The  only  leading 
marks  for  failing  into  this  harbour,  are  two  fmall 
red  cliffy  iflets  lying  to  the  N.  W.  of  point  New; 
the  outermoft  of  .thefe,  having  the  refemblance 
of  a  flower  pot,  in  a  line  wdth  point  Brown,  leads, 
over  the  centre  of  the  bar;  as  alfo,  over  part  of 
the  northern  reef,  which  is  eafily  avoided  by 
keeping  in  the  depth  of  water  already  mentioned, 
after  croffing  the  bar.  Any  further  nautical  in¬ 
formation  that  may  be  required,  will  be  found 
by  reference  to  the  fketch  of  this  furvey. 

^  This  port  appears  to  be  of  little  importance 
in  its  prefen t  fhate,  as  it  affords  but  two  or  three 
fituations  where  the  boats  could  approach  fuf- 

liciently

ficiently  near  the  fliores  to  efFedl  a  landing ;  the 
moft  commodloas  place  was  at  point  Brown  ; 
another  near  point  Hanfon  ;  and  one  in  the  cove 
or  creek  to  the  S.  E.  of  that  point.  The  fhal- 
lownefs  of  the  water  on  the  bar  alfo  renders  it  by- 
no  means  a  defirable  port.  To  pafs  this  is  im- 
prailicable  unlefs  near 'high  water,  even  with 
vciTels  of  a  very  moderate  fize,  and  it  fhould  then 
be  attempted  with  the  utmoft  caution;  fince 
Mr.  Whldbey  had  great  reafon  to  believe  that  it 
Is  a  flilitlng  bar  ;  there  being  a  very  apparent  dif¬ 
ference  in  the  channel  on  their  arrival,  and  at 
their  departure,  w^hen  it  feemed  to  have  become 
much  wider  but  lefs  deep.  A  dry  fand  bank 
which  lay  near  their  anchorage  the  firfi:  evening 
on  the  north  fide  of  the  channel,  was  now  in- 
tirely  wafhed  away  by  the  violence  of  the  fea, 
whichhad  inceffantly  broke  upon  the  flioals  and 
bar. 

Wood  and  water  are  at  too  2:reat  a  diftance  to 
l^e  eafily  procured,  particularly  the  latter,  which 
is  found  in  fmall  fprings  only,  running  through 
the  fand  near  point  Hanfon,  at  the  diftance  of  a 
mile  from  the  landing  place,  over  a  very  heavy 
land. 

The  furrounding  fhores  are  low  and  apparently 
fwampy,  with  fait  marfhes ;  the  loll  is  a  thin 
mixture  of  red  and  white  fand,  over  a  bed  of 
ftones  and  pebbles.  At  a  fmall  diftance  from  the 

water 
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water  fide  the  country  is  covered  with  wood, 
principally  pines  of  an  inferior  ftunted  growth. 

Both  the  Dosdaliis  and  Chatham  had  greatly 
the  advantage  of  the  Dlfcovery,  by  being  detain¬ 
ed  in  port  during  the  boifterous  weather  that  we 
contended  with.  There  they  procured  a  moft 
abundant  fupply  of  excellent  fiih,  and  wild  fov/l ; 
the  produdtions  of  Gray’s  harbour  being  fimllar 
to  thofe  found  in  and  about  Columbia  river.  Sal¬ 
mon,  fturgeon,  and  other  fifli,  were  plentifully 
obtained  from  the  natives,  and  geefe,  ducks^  and 
other  wild  fowl,  fliot  by  themfelves  in  fuch  num¬ 
bers,  as  fame  times  to  ferve  the  whole  of  their 
crews.  The  befi:  fporting  ground  in  Gray’s  har¬ 
bour  was  found  to  be  on  its  fouth  hde. 

Mr.  Whidbev  eftimated  the  number  of  Indians 

•/ 

inhabiting  this  place  at  about  one  hundred;  they 
fpoke  the  Nootka  language,  but  it  did  not  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  their  native  tongue;  and  they  feemed 
to  vary  in  little  or  no  refpedl  from  thofe  people 
we  had  occafionally  feen  during  the  fummer. 
Their  behaviour  was  uniformly  civil,  courteous, 
and  friendly.  In  Mr.  Whidbey’s  excurfion  to 
the  head  of  the  harbour  he  'was  vifited  by  nine¬ 
teen  of  them,  who,  having  fatisfied  their  curlo- 
hty  and  received  fome  trivial  prefents,  were  about 
to  depart,  when  the  boat  in  endeavouring  to  ap¬ 
proach  a  fmall  rivulet  became  entangled  amongft 
flaoab,  funken  logs  of  wood,  and  flumps  of  trees ; 
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on  which  there  being  fome  fca  occafioned  the 
boat  frequently  to  ftrike,  and  rendered  its  fitua- 
tion  very  difagreeable  ;  the  friendly  Indians,  per¬ 
ceiving  their  embarraffment,  very  kindly  by 
figns,  and  other  means,  afforded  them  fuch  affift- 
ance  as  foon  conduced  them  into  deep  water, 
when  they  took  their  leave  and  departed. 

Mr.  Whidbev  confidered  them  to  be  rather  a 

j 

more  flender  race  than  we  had  been  accuftomed 
to  fee,  and  that,  contrary  to  the  generality  of 
the  men  we  had  become  acquainted  with  on  the 
coaft  of  North  Weft  America,  thefe  did  not  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  jealous  of  their  women,  but  allowed 
them  to  repair  on  board  the  veflel,  where  they 
remained  many  hours  at  a  time  much  to  their 
fatisfadllon.  They  appeared  to  be  divided  into 
three  diftlnft  tribes,  or  parties,  each  having  one 
or  two  chiefs.  When  enquiries  were  made  of 
any  one  party  refpeefting  the  other  two,  they 
would  reply  that  the  others  were  bad  people,  and 
that- the  party  queftioned  were  the  only  good 
Indians  in  the  harbour.  Hence  may  be  Inferred 
that  they  were  at  this  time  at  variance,  and  that 
their  interefts  were  totally  feparate  from  each 
other.  Some  of  their  war  canoes  were  feen  : 
thefe  had  a  piece  of  wood  rudely  carved,  perfo¬ 
rated,  and  placed  at  each  end,  three  feet  above 
the  gunwale  ;  through  thefe  holes  they  are  able 
to  difeharge  their  arrow^s,  without  expofmg  their 
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perfons  to  their  adverfarles,  either  in  advancing 
or  retreating.  Each  canoe  held  tvv’enty  people 
or  upwards ;  little  difference  appeared  in  their 
bows  or  arrows  from  thofe  generally  met  with  ; 
the  former  were  fo  me  what  more  circular,  and 
the  latter  were  pointed  w^ith  iron,  copper,  or 
lliells,  fome  of  which  were  barbed  ;  thefe  feemed* 
to  be  their  mo  ft  favourite  weapon,  and  were 
managed  with  great  dexterity.  One  of  the  In¬ 
dians  defired  the  mate  of  the  Daedalus  to  ilioot  a 
pelican  fitting  on  the  water  about  fifty  yards  off. 
The  mate  fired  twice  with  fingle  ball  without 
hurting  the  bird,  which  kept  its  ftation.  The 
Indian  miffed  it  with  the  firft  arrow,  but  with  the 
fecond  he  pierced  through  the  wing  and  body  of 
the  pelican,  to  the  great  exultation  of  all  the 
natives  prefent.  They  are  well  verfed  in  com¬ 
mercial  purfuits,  and  dealt  very  fairly  and  ho- 
ncftly.  For  fea-otter  fkins  they  fometimes  re¬ 
quired  iron  in  exchange,  but  in  general  fold 
them  for  copper  and  woollen  cloth.  About 
thirty  or  forty  good  fea-otter  fkins,  with  many 
of  inferior  quality,  were'  thus  purchafed ;  for 
their  lefs  valuable  commodities  they  were  partial 
to  pale  blue  beads,  two  of  which  would  buy  a 
large  falmon.  They  appeared  to  be  a  hardy 
people,  and  Inured  to  the  inclemency  of  the 
wxather  ;  which,  when  at  the  worft,  did  not 
deter  them  from  vlfiting  the  lliip,  though  the 
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fea  frequently  broke  intirely  over  them.  On 
fuch  occafions  they  bale  their  canoe,  and  paddle 
on,  without  the  leaft  apparent  concern. 

This  is  the  fubftance  of  the  information  ac¬ 
quired  by  Mr.  Whidbey  in  his  vifit  to  Gray’s 
harbour  ;  and,  as  the  obfervations  made  on  the 
pallage  of  the  Daedalus  from  thence  to  Mon¬ 
terrey,  would,  like  thofe  of  the  Chatham,  be 
only  a  repetition  of  what  has  been  already  re¬ 
lated,  I  fiiail  now  proceed  to  ftate  fome  inte- 
lefting  intelligence  colledled  from  letters  written 
off  Owhyhee  by  the  late  Lieutenant  Hergeft, 
agent  to  the  D^dalus  tranfport,  refpedting  his 
tranfa<d:ions  at  the  Marquefas,  and  the  difco- 
very  of  fome  idands  to  the  N.  W.  of  them,  with 
an  extract  from  his  log-book  on  the  fame  fub- 
jedis  ;  together  with  the  account  givxn  by  Mr. 
Thomas  N  ew,  the  mafter,  of  the  unfortunate 
death  of  that  officer,  and  of  the  late  Mr.  Gooch 
the  aftronomer.  As  the  preceding  part  of  Mr. 
Hergeft’s  voyage  appeared  by  the  journals  on 
board  to  contain  no  very  intereiling  intelligence, 
the  narrative  wall  commence  on  the  arrival  of 
the  Daedalus  at  the  Marquefas. 

The  length  of  the  paffage  from  Falkland’s 
iilands  into  this  ocean,  rendered  it  neceffary  that 
Mr.  Hergeft  fhould  embrace  the  earlieft  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  recruit  his  water,  and  procure  refrefh- 
mcnts,  efpecialiy  as  the  charader,  that  had  been 
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lately  pubilflicd  in  England  of  the  inhabitants  on 
the  Sandwich  iflands,  made  it  uncertain  that 
any  fupplics  would  be  procured  from  that  quar¬ 
ter.  Having  made  the  Marquefas,  Lieutenant 
Hergeft  directed  his  courfe  for  Refoiution  bay  in 
the  ifland  of  Ohetahoo  ;  wdiere  the  Daedalus  an¬ 
chored  on  the  evening  of  the  2 2d  of  March, 
17Q2,  in  22  fathoms  water,  fandy  bottom  ;  hav¬ 
ing  worked  into  the  bay  againft  very  heavy 
fqualls  and  gufts  of  wind,  which  came  down 
with  great  fury  from  the  hills  that  overlook  the 
Ihores. 

In  one  of  thefe  heavy  fqnalls,  about  four 
o’clock  the  next  morning,  tliey  parted  from  their 
anchor  and  drove  out  of  the  bay.  The  veffel 

m' 

was  fcarcely  clear  of  the  points  Vv'hen  Mr.  Her- 
gcfi:  difcovercd  the  fliip  to  be  on  fire.  They  had 
all  been  prevented  deeping  during  the  night  by 
the  lliip  having  been  full  of  fmoke  ;  thofe  who 
had  the  watch  on  deck  attributed  this  clrcum- 
ftance  to  the  fmoke  having  come  from  the  diorc; 
and  this  opinion,  very  inconfidcrately  and  without 
refledlion  had  been  gcrierally  adopted,  until  Mr. 
Hergeft,  after  the  fhip  had  cleared  the  points  of 
the  bay,  in  going  into  the  cabin  was  convinced 
that  the  fmoke  originated  from  a  nearer  and 
more  alarming  caufe.  On  biting  up  the  gun 
room  fcuttle,  there  immediately  iftued  an  im- 
menfe  column  of  fmoke,  which  left  no  doubt 

of 
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of  their  perilous  fituation,  as  the  fire  was  clofe  to 
the  magazine.  Not  a  moment  was  loll  in  get- 
tiag  out  the  powder,  and  putting  it  into  a  boat 
alongfide,  but  this  was  no  ealy  talh.  to  perform  ; 
as  the  gun-room  was  extremely  hot  and  full  of 
fmoke,  and  the  powder,  very  injudlcioully,  had 
been  promifcuoufly  ftowed  amongft  the  Ihip’s 
provifions.  On  this  occafion  there  appears  to 
have  been  no  exertion  wantinG:  in  the  crew  of 

O 

the  Daedalus,  to  whofe  credit  Mr.  Hergell  ob- 
ferves,  that  in  that  trying  moment  every  man 
flood  firm  to  his  duty,  without  fuffering  feaj*  or 
panic  to  fwerve  them  from  its  execution  ;  a!- 
thouG'h  on  fbme  other  occafions  thev  had  a:iv'en 
him  much  trouble  and  ferious  concern.  At  firll 
the  fire  was  fuppofed  to  have  been  occafioned  by 
fome  oakum,  flowed  in  the  forepart  of  the  gun¬ 
room,  taking  fire,  by  accidentally  getting  wet ; 
fince  no  lights  had  ever  been  near  it.  After  a 
large  quantity  of  provifions  had  been  hoifled  up, 
to  get  out  the  powder,  the  fmoke  was  flill  found, 
to  afeend  from  below ;  this  circumflance,  with  that 
of  the  deck  being  fo  hot  as  not  to  allow  the  peo¬ 
ple  keeping  their  hands  upon  feme  lea^l  that  was 
laid  upon  it,  convinced  them  that  the  fire  mufl  be 
in  the  lazaretto  belovv,  wdiere  fome  purfers  beds 
wxre  now  recollected  to  have  been  very  improperly 
flowed ;  and  from  the  leas  they  had  Ihipped  dur- 
~  ing  the  tempefluous  weather  which  they  bad 

experienced 
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experienced  in  their  paffage  round  cape  Horn, 
no  doubt  was  entertained  that  thefe  beds  had 
'  got  wet  and  had  taken  fire.  Every  minute  con¬ 
firming  Mr.  Hergeft  in  this  opinion,  care  was 
immediately  taken  to  flop  every  avenue  and  cre¬ 
vice  about  the  after  hatch -way,  to  prevent  any' 
communication  of  air  before  they  v^entured  to 
fcuttle  the  deck  for  the  purpofe  of  extinguifli- 
ing  the  fire  by  pouring  water  over  it.  Happily 
,  they  had  day-light  for  executing  this  ;  and  were 
foon  convinced  that  the  fire  had  originated  as 
they  had  laft  conjedlured,  from  the  appearance  ot 
the  afcendlng  fmoke,  on  fcuttling  the  deck,  as 
alfo  of  the  good  efFedl  of  their  judicious  labours. 
Other  holes  were  now  bored  Immediately  over 
the  beds,  and  after  pouring  down  large  quanti¬ 
ties  of  water,  they  foon  had  reafon  to  be  grate¬ 
fully  thankful  to  Divine  Providence  for  fo  timely 
and  critical  a  prefervation.  Some  of  the  beds 
were  entirely  confumed ;  a  cafe  on  which  they 
were  laid,  as  alfo  the  deck  over  them,  were 
burnt  fome  way  into  the  wood  to  a  black  cinder. 
Little  elle  was  flowed  viith.  thefe  beds  but  rum 
and  oil ;  fo  that  had  the  fire  once  broke  out  into 
a  blaze,  the  extinguifliing  it,  or  preventing  its 
communication  with  thefe  inflammable  fub- 
ftances,  would  have  been  morally  impoffible,  and 
their  deflruClion  would  have  been  inevitable. 

The  fire  thus  providentially  difcovered  and 

happily 
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happily  extinguifhed,  all  the  bedding,  being 
either  burnt  or  rotten,  was  got  up  and  thrown 
overboard.  Fearful  of  drifting  too  far  to  lee¬ 
ward,  they  were  obliged  to  make  fail  in  order 
to  work  into  the  bay,  although  the  decks  at  this 
time  were  very  much  encumbered.  Many  of 
the  natives  were  about  the  fliip,  employed  in 
picking  up  the  rotten  bedding  that  had  been 
thrown  into  the  fea.  At  eleven  in  the  fore* 
noon  they  anchored  near  ±heir  former  ftation. 
The  natives  had  taken  away  the  buoy,  'but  had 
faftened  a  piece  of  wood  to  the  buoy- rope,  which 
anfwered  all  the  purpofes  of  recovering  their  an¬ 
chor  ;  this  was  foon  effedled,  and  the  ftiip  ftea- 
,  died  with  the  kedge, anchor  to  the  fouthward  ; 
the  fouth  point  ot  the  bay  bearing  by  compals 
S.  W.,  the  north  point  N.  W.,  and  the  water¬ 
ing-place  E.  by  N.  one  mile  diftant.  The  vil¬ 
lage  in  the  fouth  cove  being  the  neareft  fliore, 
was  at  the  diftance  of  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile. 

In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Hergeft  in  the  cutter, 
attended  by  the  fecond  mate  in  the  long  boat, 
went  to  procure  water,  and  landed  wdth  the 
mate  and  three  men,  though  not  without  much 
difficulty  on  account  of  the  furf.  This  did  not 
permit  them  to  put  more  than  two  cafks  on 
ffiorc.  Many  of  the  natives  were  affembled>  and 
in  confequence  of  .there  bemg  no  chief  amongfi: 
them  w^ere  foon  found  to  be  very  troublefome, 
VoL.  III.  L 
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as  they  ftole  every  thing  they  conld  make  off 
with,  fo  that  not  a  bucket  was  left  them  to  fill 
the  cafks  with  water.  Mr.  Hergeft,  finding  that 
his  party  on  fliore  would  require  confiderable  re¬ 
inforcement  to  effed:  his  purpofe,  was  about  to 
embark,  when  one  of  his  people  claimed  his  at¬ 
tention.  The  natives  had  amufed  themfelves 
by  pulling  the  hair  of  a  young  man,  and  other 
waggifh  tricks,  whilft  his  endeavours  to  prevent 
this  rudenefs  afforded  the- reft  of  the  Indians  as 
high  an  entertainment  as  it  would  have  done  an 
Englifli  rabble.  Thefe  indignities  were  fo  gall¬ 
ing  to  the  poor  fellow,  that  f no '  longer  able  to 
endure  them,  and  not  being  in  a  fituation  to  re- 
fent  the  infults  he  received,  he  burft  into  a  flood 
of  tears.  On  Mr.  Hergeft  reproaching  him  in 
rather  harfh  terms  for  expofing  fo  great  a  proof 
of  his  weaknefs,  he  found  himfelf  fuddenly 
turned  round  by  the  natives  who  were  behind 
him,  and  his  fowling  piece  forcibly  wrenched 
out  of  his  hand.  On  the  impulfe  of  the  mo¬ 
ment  he  called  to  the  mate  to  fire  and  bring 
down  the  thief,  but  fortunately,  I  fay  fortu^- 
nately,”  repeats  Mr.  Hergeft,  his  piece  was 
not  cocked,  and  I  had  time  to  rccolledl  that 
his  mufket  was  then  the  only  one  on  fhore  ; 
and  there  is  no  faying  what  confequences 
might  have  follow'ed  had  the  thief  been  fliot.” 
Mr.  Hergeft  and  his  party  very  prudently  retired 
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immediately  to  their  boats,  which  they  efFecled 
without  any  oppohtlon  ;  but  on  re-embarklng, 
it  was  found  that  fome  of  the  Indians  had  dived 
under  water  and  cut  the  long  boat’s  grapnel- 
rope,  by  which  means  they  loft  the  grapnel. 

Thefe  unprovoked  injuries  and  indignities 
were  not  eafily  to  be  put  up  with ;  and  Mr. 
Hergeft  very  properly  reflected,  that  palling  by 
fuch  infults  and  depredations  would  only  encou¬ 
rage  the  iflanders  to  perfevere  in  thefe  unwar¬ 
rantable  pradlices.  In  order,  therefore,  to  awe 
them  into  better  behaviour,  he  rowed  clofe  to 
the  beach,  and  difeharged  a  volley  of  mufketoons 
and  fmall  arms  over  their  heads.  This  meafure 
had  the  good  effed:  of  driving  them  all,  except¬ 
ing  one  man,  from  the  beech  among' the  trees; 
this  fellow  was  bold  enough  to  remain,  and 
throw  ftones  with  his  flin^:  at  the  boats.  Mr. 

o 

Hergeft  however  took  no  notice  of  him,  being 
determined  to  Ihew  them  the  eitedl  of  their  great 
guns,  four  of  which  were  fired  over  the  village 
on  his  return  to  the  D^dalus.  Thefe  produced 
liich  confternation,  that  the  natives  were  feen 
making  the  beft  of  their  way  in  every  direftion 
towards  the  mountains. 

The  clearing  the  fhip’s  decks  and  putting  her 
to  rights  employed  all  hands  till  nearly  dark, 
when  one  of  the  natives  fwam  off  with  their  ufual 
e-nfigns  of  peace,  a  green  bough,  wrapped  up  in

white  cloth ;  this  he  threw  into  the  fhip,  and  im¬ 
mediately  returned  to  the  fliore.  By  this  ad:  of 
humiliation  on  the  part  of  the  natives,  Mr.  Her- 
geft  had  great  reafon  to  exped  that  he  lliould  be 
enabled  to  carry  into  execution  the  fervice  they 
had  to  perform  on  fhore,  without  further  molef- 
tation  ;  and  to  hope  that  none  of  the  Indians  were 
hilled  or  materially  hurt,  as  his  intention  was  only 
to  frighten  them,  and  by  the  fuperiority  of  his 
powers  to  Ihew  them,  that  fuch  improper  beha¬ 
viour  lliould  not  long  remain  unchaftifed.  In 
thefe  expedatlons,  the  next  morning  (Odober 
24th)  he  met  with  no  difappolntment,  though  it 
was  not  poffible  to  reftrain  intirely  the  exercife  of 
their  thievifh  faculties,  even  on  board  the  Ihip. 
The  aftronomer’s  theodolite,  in  its  cafe,  happen¬ 
ing  to  be  on  deck,  one  of  them  contrived  to  con¬ 
vey  it  away,  but  being  dlfcovered  fwlmming  with 
it  to  his  canoe,  a  mufket  was  dilcharged  by  the 
J"  chief  mate,  and  it  had  the  good  elFed  of  making 

the  Indian  abandon  his  prize,  w^hich  was  re¬ 
covered,  the  cafe  being  fufficlentto  keep  it  afloat. 
After  this  the  natives  fupplled  them  with  bread 

fruit,  together  with  a  large  quantity  of  other  ve^

;  gctables,  and  a  few  fmall  pigs. 

■  On  Mr.  Hergeft’s  return  to  the  Ihore,  with  a 

guard  well  armed,  for  the  purpofe  of  procuring 
water,  no  inconvenience  arofe  from  the  natives ; 

♦ 

on  the  contrary,  they  cheerfully  afflfted  in  fwim- 

ing 
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ming  off  to  the  boats,  filling  and  rolling  down 
the  water  cafks,  and  in  other  fervices,  for  which 
they  were  liberally  rewarded  with  fuch  trivial  ar¬ 
ticles  as  they  moft  highly  eftecmed. 

One  perfon  only  had  been  feen  bearing  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  a  chief,  whofe  name  was  Tu-ow,  and 
who  had  been  amongft  their  firft  vifitors  on  their 
arrival.  In  the  afternoon  he  brought  as  a  prefent 
fome  vegetables,  with  a  fmall  pig  or  two,  for 
which  he  received  a  fuitable  reward  ;  and  was  alfo 
prefented  by  Mr.  Hergeft  with  the  only  Englifh 
fow  he  had  left,  for  the  purpofe  of  improving  the 
breed  of  thofe  animals  in  that  countrv.  Their 
operations  were  now  carried  on  in  a  very  ami¬ 
cable  manner,  but  the  number  of  vifitors  greatly 
impeded  their  bufmefs;  to  obviate  this  inconve¬ 
nience  the  colours  were  hoifled,  in  order  to  lig- 
nify  that  the  Ihip  was  tabooed.  This  had  the  de- 
fired  efFedl  with  refpedt  to  the  men;  but  the  wo¬ 
men,  w^ho  probably  had  more  incitements  than 
bare  curiofity,  were  not  to  be  fo  eafily  reftrained. 
They  flill  continued  to  fwim  from  the  fhore  in 
fuch  numbers,  that  they  were  obliged,  frequently, 
to  fire  mufkets  over  their  heads  to  deter  them  from 
advancing, 

A  tolerable  fupply  of  vegetables  was  obtained, 
but  fo  few  hogs,  that  it  was  noon  on  the  20th 
before  a  fufficient  number  were  procured  to  ferve 
the  fhip’s  company  at  the  rate  of  one  pound  and 
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a  half  per  man  ;  and  thefe  were  purchafed  with 
twelve  inches  of  bar  iron  for  each  fmall  pig. 

Two  chiefs,  who  vifited  the  fhip  on  the  27th, 
reftored  the  grapnel  that  had  been  ftolen,  and 
promifed  to  bring  back  Mr.  Hergeft’s  fowling- 
peace.  In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Hergeft  was  em¬ 
ployed  in  furveying  and  founding  the  bay,  the 
depth  of  water  w^as  found  to  be  regular  from  30 
fathoms  at  its  entrEnce  to  nine  fathoms  towards 
the  fhore,  admitting  of  good  anchorage  within 
that  fpace.  Round  the  fliores  of  the  bay,  at  a 
very  fmall  diftance,  the  depth  of  water  was  from 
feven  to  five  and  four  fathoms. 

Having  completed  their  fupply  of  water  on  the 
29th  of  October,  and  having  finifhed  all  the  bufi- 
nefs  they  were  here  defirous  of  executing,  juft 
as  they  were  preparing  to  fall  the  two  chiefs  who 
had  returned  the  grapnel  revifited  the  fhip,  and 
repeated  their  promife  that  the  fowling  piece 
fhould  be  reftored.  In  confequence  of  their  for¬ 
mer  good  behaviour  they  had-received  many  va¬ 
luable  prefents  ;  and  as  they  were  now  in  Mr. 
Hergeft’ s  power,  and  as  he  was  well  afiured  that 
they  could  obtain  the  reftitution  of  his  gun,  he 
informed  one  of  the  chiefs  that  the  fhip  was  im¬ 
mediately  going  to  fea,  and  that  if  the  fowling 
piece  was  not  inftantly  fent  on  board  he  fhould 
be  carried  away  from  his  ifland.  To  thefe  threats 
he  paid  little  attention,  until  an  armed  centinel 
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was  placed  to  guard  him  in  the  cabin  ;  when  his 
apprehenfions  became  vifible,  and  were  not  a  little 
augmented  by  the  alarm  of  the  Indians  on  board, 
moft  of  whom  quitted  the  lliip.  Mr.  Hergeft, 
perceiving  his  agitation,  ufed  every  means  to  af- 
fure  him,  that  he  fhould  not  be  hurt,  but  yet  if" 
the  gun  was  withheld,  that  he  would  on  a  cer¬ 
tainty  proceed  with  him  to  fea.  This  converfa- 
tion  had  the  defired  effeS ;  a  meffage  w  as  fent  to 
the  chief  in  whole  pofleffion  the  piece  was,  and 
in  about  half  an  hour  a  canoe  w^as  feen  coming 
towards  the  flilp  difplayhig  the  ufaal  emblems  of 
peace,  in  which  was  a  chief  who  had  brought 
back  the  gun,  and  to  whom  Mr.  Hergeft  deliver¬ 
ed  up  the  prifoner  unhurt.  The  tears,  eager  fa- 
lutation,  and  the  fond  delight  expreffed  by  the 
chief  who  had  been  detained  on  again  embracing 
his  countrymen,  plainly  difcovered  the  terror  of 
his  mind  under  the  apprehenfion  of  feeing  them 
no  more.  They  now  parted  very  good  friends, 
and  both  the  prifoner  and  the  other  chief  feemed 
perfedlly  reconciled  on  receiving  fome  ufeful  pre- 
fents. 

Thus  the  Daedalus  quitted  the  illand  and  its 
inhabitants  with  whom  they  feemed  to  be  conti¬ 
nually  pu  the  eye  of  a  quarrel,  in  confequence  of 
their  ^repeated  and  daring  thefts.  Mr.  Hergeft 
very  humanely  concludes  the  account  of  his  tranf- 
aftions  at  the  Marquefas,  by  expreffing  much  hap- 
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pinefs  that  he  had  not  been  driven  to  the  melan¬ 
choly  neceffity  of  putting  any  of  the  natives  to 
death,  for  the  fecurlty  of  their  property;  and,  ex¬ 
cepting  one  man  who  was  cletedled  In  ftealing 
a  bucket,  and  who  Vv^as  fufFered  to  reach  his  ca¬ 
noe  before  a  mufket  was  fired,  wdth  the  inten¬ 
tion  to  friglitcn  him  by  paffing  the  ball  through 

? 

his  canoe,  but  which  unintentionally  paffed 
through  the  calf  of  his  leg,  no  other  perfon  ap¬ 
peared  to  have  received  the  leaft  injury.  This 
was  a  v^ery  fortunate  circumftance,  as  the  fhot 
fired  from  the  great  guns  went  far  up  the  valley, 
where  were  many  of  their  habitation: ;  and  their 
efcaping  unhurt  on  that  occafion  w^as  more  than 
could  well  have  been  expedlcd.  It  is,  however, 
very  probable  they  may  not  fare  fo  well  on  the 
future  arrival  of  other  veffels,  fince  their  inordi¬ 
nate  propenfity  to  thieving  fecms  beyond  all  re- 
ftraint  or  confroul  ;  and  there  did  not  appear  to 

I  •  ,  f  ! 

be  any  chief  amongft  them,  who  pofleffed  either 
inclination  or  authority  fufhcient  to  deter  them 
from  fuch  pradlices.  '  \  1  ’ 

In  the  evening,  about  five  o’clock,  they  weigh¬ 
ed  and  fleeted  to  the' northward.  '  At  day-light 
the  next  morning  (30th  Odlober)  they  came 
within  fight  of  fome  iflands,  which  appeared'^-‘'to 
Mr.  FIcr2:eft  to  be  new^  difcoveries.  Thofe  firft 

O 

feen  w  ere  three  in  number,  one  bearing  by  com- 
pafs  ‘N.  by  E.  the  other  N.-by  W.  and  the  third 

s.  w. 
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S.  W.  by  S.  They  fetched  the  S.  W.  part  of  the 
eafternmoft,  where  a  good  bay  was  found  with  a 
fandy  beach.  Some  rocky  iflets  lie  to  the  S.  E. 
of  it,  and  from  a  gully  in  the  N.  W.  pa^t  of  the 
bay,  there  was  an  appearance  of  procuring  a  fup- 
ply  of  water.  To  the  eaft  of  the  fouth  point 
there  appeared  another  good  bay  ;  and  along  the 
weftern  Ibore,  fhallow  broken  water.  But,  on 
rounding  that  point,  and  hauling  to  the  north 
along  the  weft  lide,  the  broken  water  was  found 
to  extend  not  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from 
the  fiiore.  On  this  fide  there  is  neither  cove  nor 
inlet,  only  a  rocky  fliore,  with  two  fmall  rocky 
iflets  off  its  N.  W.  point.  This  ifland  is  about 
fix  leagues  in  circuit,  and  is  in  latitude  8"^  50^ 
fouth;  longitude  220"^  5V  eaft.  It  is  inhabited 
by  a  tribe  of  feemlngly  friendly  Indians,  fome  of 
whom  vifited  the  Ihip  in  their  canoes.  In  the 
vallies  were  a  great  number  of  cocoa  nut  and  plan¬ 
tain  trees,  and  the  whole  liland  prefented  an  in¬ 
finitely  more  verdant  and  lertile  appearance  than 
thofe  they  had  juft  quitted.  From  hence  they 
ftood  over  to  the  fouthernmoft  ifland  wdiich  ap-^ 
pears  at  a  dlftance  like  a  remarkably  high  rock, 
with  three  peaked  rocks  clofe  to  it ;  thefe  are 
about  the  middle  of  the  ifland.  The  night  was 
fpent  in  keeping  iheir  ftation  near  it,  ami  in  the 
morning  their  courfe  was  direded  towards  its  S. 
W.  point.  As  the  fhore  was  approached>  the 

land 
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land  was  fcen  to  be  well  cultivated  and  nume- 
rouflv  inhabited.  More  than  one  hundred  ladi- 
ans  were  foon  aflembled  round  the  fliip  in  their 
canoes,  difpoiing  of  cocoa  nuts,  plantains,  &c.  for 
beads  and  other  trifles,  and  behaving  in  a  very 
friendly  manner.  At  theS.  W.  .  end  of  this 
ifland  is  a  very  good  bay,  with  a  landy  beach  in  its 
eaftern  part.  Along  the  fouthern  fide  are  other 
bays;  one  in  particular  appeared  to  retire  deeply 
in  towards  the  fouth  eaft  end  of  the  ifland,  having 
an  iflet  lying  off  it,  not  unlike  in  fhape  to  a  cathe¬ 
dral,  and  other  rocks  and  iflets.  From  the  weft 
point  of  this  ifland,  forming  alfo  the  weft  point 
of  the  fineft  and  deepeft  bay  it  affords,  its  fhores 
trend  round  to  the  N.  E.  and,  like  the  weft  fide 
of  the  ifland  they  were  at  the-  preceding  day, 
(which  received  the  name  of  Riou’s  Island) 
are  rocky,  and  bear  rather  a  fterile  appearance. 
This  ifland  obtained  the  name  of  Treven en’s 
Island;  it  is  fituated  in  latitude  9"^  fouth, 
longitude  220""  2J^  eaft. 

In  the  forenoon  of  the  ift  of  April,  the  fouth 
fide  of  the  third  ifland  was  paffed,  which  was 
named  Sir  Henry  Martin's  Island ;  imme- 
diately  to  the  weft  of  its  S.  E.  point,  called  point 
Martin,  is  a  deep  wcll-lheltered  bay  bounded  by 
fan  iy  beaches,  this  obtained  the  name  of  Comp¬ 
troller’s  Bay  ;  it  was  not  examined,  but  on 
pafling  had  the  appearance  of  a  fafeand  commo¬ 
dious 
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dious  port.  At  its  head  was  a  break  in  the  fhores, 
fiippofed  by  feme  to  be  the  mouth  of  a  rivulet, 
but  as  it  appeared  too  large  for  fo  fmall  an  ifland 
to  afford,  Mr.  Hergeft  was  rather  inclined  to  be¬ 
lieve  it  only  a  deep  cove. 

They  were  here  vifited  by  many  of  the  natives 
paddling  and  failing  in  their  canoes;  who  be¬ 
haved  in  a  very  civil  and  friendly  manner.  About 
two  leagues  to  the  weft  ward  of  point  .Martin  is 
a  very  fine  harbour,  extending  deep  into  the 
ifland,  and  bounded  by  a  moft  delightful  and  fer¬ 
tile  country.  Mr.  Hergeft,  accompanied  by  Mr. 
Gooch,  went  with  the  cutter  to  take  a  fketch, 
and  to  examine  the  port,  which  he  called  Port 
Anna  Mar1x\.  It  was  found  to  be  very  eafy  of 
accefs  and  egrefs,  without  any  ftioals  or  rocks 
that  are  not  fufiicientiy  confpicuous  to  be  avoid¬ 
ed  ;  the  depth  at  its  entrance  24  fathoms,  gra¬ 
dually  decreafing  to  feven  fathoms,  within  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  of  itsfliores  ;  the  bottom  a  fine 
fand^  and  the  furroundiiig  Jand  affording  moft 
perfedl  fecurity  againft  the  winds  and  fea  in  all 
direftions.  An  excellent  run  of  fine  water  flows 
into  the  harbour,  which  pbffefles  every  advan- 
ta2;e  tbatft^ould  be  defired."- 

The  country  feemed  to 'be  highly  cultivated, 
and  was  fully  inhabited  by  a  civil  and  friendly 
race  of  people,  readily-  inclined  to  fupply  what-*- 
ever  refrefliments.  their  country  afforded.  Our 

people 
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people  were  induced  to  entertain  this  opinion 
from  the  hofpitable  reception  they  experienced 
on  landing,  from  the  chiefs  and  upwards  of  fif¬ 
teen  hundred  of  the  natives  who  were  aflembled 
on  the  fhores  of  the  harbour.  On  their  return 
to  the  fhip  they  found  the  fime  harmony  fub- 
fifting  there  with  the  Indians,  who  had  carried 
off  and  fold  a  fupply  of  vegetables  and  fome  [>igs. 
They  renewed  their  route  along  the  fouth  fide 
of  the  ifland  to  Its  S.  W.  point,  when  they  haul¬ 
ed  their  wind  along  the  weftern  fide.  This  is  a 
rocky  iron  bound  fhore  without  cove  or  bay.  It 
had  a  verdant  appearance,  but  no  great  fign  of 
fertility,  nor  were  any  habitations  or  natives  per¬ 
ceived.  About  fun-fet  they  difcovered  what 
appeared  like  a  large  rock  to  the  north- weft  ward, 
about  fix  or  feven  leagues  diftant,  and  during  the 
night  they  remained  near  Sir  Henry  Martin’s 
ifland;  but  in  the  morning  not  being  able  to 
fetch  its  N.  E.  point  they  quitted  it;  its  N.  W. 
fide  appeared  to  contain  fome  fmall  bays,  and 
towards  Its  N.  E.  extremity  the  land  turned,  ap¬ 
parently,  fliort  round,  forming  a  bay  fomething 
fimllar  to,  but  not  fo  deep  as  Comptroller’s  bay. 
Another  rock  juft  above  water  now  fliewcd  its 
head  to  the  eaftward,  and  to  the  northward 
of  that  before  mentioned.  Thefe  Mr.  Hergeft 
reprefents  to  be  dangerous;  they  He  nearly  W; 
by  N.  about  fix  leagues  from  the  weftern  fide  of 
4  Sir 
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Sir  Henry  Martin’s  ifland,  which  is  about  fixteen 
leagues  in  circuit.  Its  centre  is  fituated  in  fouth 
latitude  8"^  51 longitude  220"^  19',  eaft* 

After  leaving  this  ifland,  tw^o  others  were  dif- 
covered  to  the  northward  of  them.  On  the 
morning  of  the  3d  of  April  they  bore  up  to  the 
fouthward,  along  the  eaft  fide  of  the  fouth-weft- 
ernmoft.  This  is  the  largeft  of  the  two,  its  fliores 
are  rocky,  without  any  coves  or  landing  places^ 
and  though  its  furface  was  green  it  produced  no 
trees,  yet  a  few  fhrubs  and  buihes  were  thinly 
fcattered  over  the  face  of  the  rocks;  nor  did  it 
feem  to  be  otherwife  inhabited  than  by  the  tro¬ 
pical  oceanic  birds.  Thefe  were  in  great  num¬ 
bers  about  it^  and  it  feemed  to  be  a  place  of  their 
general  refort.  The  N.  W.  fide,  however,  had 
a  more  favourable  afpe^l,  and  although  its  fhores 
were  allb  rocky  a  number  of  trees  wxre  pro¬ 
duced,  as  welbon  the  fides  of  the  hills,  as  in  the 
vallies.  This  fide  afforded  fome  coves  where 
there  is  good  landing,  particularly  in  one  near  the 
middle ;  this,  from  the  appearance  of  its  north¬ 
ern  fide,  was  called  Battery  Cove.  A  little 
more  than  a  mile  to  the  north  of  this  cove  is  a 
bay,  which  Mr.  Hergeft  and  Mr.  Gooch  ex¬ 
amined.  Good  anchorage  and  regular  found¬ 
ings  were^  found  from  eighteen  to  five  fathoms 
water;  the  bottom  a  fine  clear  find.  An  excel¬ 
lent  run  of  frelh  w  ater  difeharged  kfelf  into  the 

bay 
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bay  near  a  grove  of  cocoa-nut  trees;  here  they 
landed,  and  found  a  place  of  interment,  and  a 
hut  near  half  a  mile  from  it  by  the  fide  of  a  hill ; 
but  there  were  no  people,  nor  the  appearance  of 
any  having  been  recently  there ;  although  it  was  ‘ 
manifeft  that  they  did,  on  fome  occafions,  refort 
to  the  ifland.  This  induced  Mr.  Hergeft  to  for¬ 
bear  cutting  down  any  of  the  cocoa-nut  trees  as 
he  had  at  firft  intended  to  do  ;  and  he  procured 
by  other  means  as  many  of  the  fruit  as  ferved  the 
whole  crew,  with  five  to  each  perfon. 

The  landing  was  but  indifferent  on  account  of 
the  furf;  but  water  is  eafily  obtained. 

After  afcertaining  the  lafi:  mentioned  ifland  to 
be  eight  miles  long  and  two  miles  broad,  and  to 
be  fituated  in  fouth  latitude  7^  53',  longitude 
219"^  47'  eaft,  they  took  leave  of  thefe  iflands  the 
next  morning;  and  to  the  N.  E.  of  the  lafi:,  at 
the  diflance  of  about  a  league,  they  difcovered 
anotlier,  nearly  round  and  much  fmaller,  with 
two  iflets  lying  off  its  S.  W.  point;  to  this  wa^ 
given  the  name  of  Roberts’s  Island. 

Mr.  Hergeft  ftates,  that  during  the  time  he  was 
amongft  thefe  iflands  and  at  the  Marquefas,  they 
were  fubjedl  to  frequent  heavy  fqualls  and  much 
rain.  He  compares  the  inhabitants  of  this  group 
to  thofe  of  the  Marquefas,  in  colour  and  in  fize : 
but  in  manners,  behaviour,  drefs,  and  ornaments, 
excepting  that  of  their  being  lefs  punbtured,  they 


more 
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more  refembled  the  people  of  Otaheite  and  the 
Society  iflands. 


On  the  firfi;  information  of  the  D^dalus  hav- 
Ing  vifited  thefe  iflands,  I  concluded  they  had  not 
been  feen  before,  and  to  commemorate  the  dif- 
covery  of  a  very  worthy  though  unfortunate  friend 
and  fellow  traveller  in  my  more  early  periods  of 
navigating  thefe  feas,  I  dlftinguiflied  the  whole 
group  by  the  name ofHERGEsx’s  Islands.  But 
I  have  fince  been  informed,  that  thefe  iflands 
had  been  difeovered  and  landed  upon  by  fome  of 
the  American  traders,  and  that  in  fine  weather 
the  fouthernmoft  is  vifible  from  Hood’s  ifland, 
the  moft  northern,  of  the  Marquefas.  Hence 
they  are  confidered  by  fome  as  properly  apper¬ 
taining  to  that  group,  although  neither  the  Spa- 
nifh  navigator,  nor  captain  Cook  who  vifited  the 
Marquefas  after  him,  had  any  know  ledge  of  fuch 
iflands  exifting. 

This  is  the  amount  of  all  the  information  I 
have  been  able  to  colled:  from  Mr,  Hergeft’s  pa¬ 
pers  refpediing  his  voyage  thus  far;  the  imperfed: 
arrangement  of  which  offers  an  additional  caufe, 
if  an  additional  caufe  could  be  w^anting,  to  lament 


the  untimely  and  melancholy  fate  of  that  valuable 
officer;  who,  in  feveral  interefting  particulars  in 
his  obfervations  on  thefe  iflands,  refers  to  docu¬ 
ments  which  1  have  never  feen,  and  which  would 
of  courfe  have  enabled  me  to  illuftrate  many 


points 
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J)omts  and  defcriptlons  which,  for  that  rcafon,  I 
have  not  been  able  to  infert. 

The  unfortunate,  as  well  as  the  fuccefsful  ad¬ 
ventures  of  perfons  employed  on  fervices  of  a 
public  nature,  being  generally  objeds  of  minute 
inquiry,  1  fliall  conclude  this  chapter  with  the 

account  delivered  to  me  bv  Mr.  New,  the  mafter 

•/ 

of  the  Daedalus  tranfport,  of  the  melancholy  fate 
that  attended  Lieutenant  Hergeft  her  com¬ 
mander,  Mr.  Gooch  the  aflronomer,  and  the 
unfortunate  feaman  who  was  murdered  wdth 
them. 

In  their  paffage  from  Hergeft’s  to  the  Sand¬ 
wich  iflands  there  did  not  appear  any  thing  wor¬ 
thy  of  remark  except  a  ftrong  current  that  fet  at 
the  rate  of  30  miles  a  day,  and  obliged  them  to 
Ibaud  to  the  eaftw^ard  left  they  fhould  fall  to  lee¬ 
ward  of  thofe  iflands.  The  Daedalus  by  this 
means  arrived  ofF  Owhyhee,  and  Mr.  Hergeft  re¬ 
ceived  the  orders  1  had  left  there.  From  thence 
he  proceeded  to  the  N.  W.  fide  of  Woahoo,  not 
having  any  expeftation  of  finding  the  Difeovery 
at  that  time  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  ifland,  as  I 
had  appointed.  This  unfortunate  determina¬ 
tion,  though  contrary  to  the  orders  I  had  given, 
appeared  to  him  at  the  time  to  be  right,  in  order 
to  infure  the  moft  expeditious  paffage  towards 
Nootka. 

In  the  rnoraing  of  the  7th  of  May,  the  Daeda¬ 
lus 
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lus  arrived  in  that  bay  where  the  Refolution  and 
Difcovery  had  anchored  in  1779  ;  but  Mr*  Her- 
gefl:  declined  anchoring  there,  as  he  confidered 
the  inhabitants  of  that  neighbourhood  to  be  the 
moft  favage  and  deceitful  of  any  amongfl:  thofe 
iflands.  For  this  reafon  he  lay  to,  and  purchafed 
from  the  natives  fome  hogs,  vegetables,  and  a  few 
gourds  of  water.  In  the  evening  he  flood  off 
fhore,  and  defired  that  the  inhabitants  Would 
bring  a  further  fupply  of  water  and  refrefhments 
the  next  morning ;  but  it  falling  calm>  and  the 
current  fetting  the  fliip  to  the  weft  ward,  it  was 
near  noon  on  the  1 1  th  before  they  regained  the 
fhore,  when  Mr.  Hergeft  receded  from  his  for¬ 
mer  wife  determination,  and  unhappily  for  him- 
felf  and  thofe  who  fell  with  him,  ordered  the 
fhip  to  be  anchored.  The  cutter  was  hoifted  out 
and  veered  aftern  for  the  better  convenience  of 
purchafing  water  from  the  natives,  but  before 
three  callcs  were  filled,  which  was  foon  done,  he 
ordered  the  cutter  alongfide,  the  full  cafks  to  be 
taken  out  and  replaced  by  empty  ones ;  and  then, 
accompanied  as  ufual  by  Mr.  Gooch,  he  went 
on  fhore,  and  another  boat  was  hoifted  out  for 
the  purpofe  of  obtaining  water;  while  thofe  on 
board  continued  making  purchafes  until  near 
dark.  At  this  time  the  cutter  returned,  wdth 
Only  five  perfons  inftead  of  the  eight  who  had 
gone  on  fhore  in  her,  from  whom  was  learned 
Vox.  III.  M  the 
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the  dlftreffing  intelligence,  that  Mr.  Hergcft, 
Mr.  Gooch,  and  two  of  the  boat’s  crew  having 
landed  unarmed  with^  two  of  the  water  calks  to 
fill,  their  defencelefs  fituation  was  perceived  by 
the  natives,  who  immediately  attacked  them, 
killed  one  of  the  people,  and  carried  off* the  com¬ 
mander  and  the  aftronomer.  The  other  being 
a  very  ftout  aftive  man  made  his  efcape  through 
a  great  number  of  thefe  favages,  fled  to  the  boat^ 
and  with  two  others  landed  again,  with  two 
mulkets,  and  with  the  intention  to  refeue  their 
officers,  and  to  recover  the  body  of  their  meiT- 
mate.  They  foon  perceived  that  both  Mr.  Her- 
geft  and  Mr.  Gooch  were  yet  alive  amongft  a 
vaff  concourfe  of  the  inhabitants,  who  were 
ftripping  them,  and  forcing  them  up  the  hills 
behind  the  village  :  they  endeavoured  to  get  near 
the  multitude,  but  were  fo  affailed  by  ftones 
from  the  crowd,  who  had  now  gained  the  fur¬ 
rounding  hills,  that  they  were  under  the  painful 
neceffity  of  retiring ;  and  as  night  was  faff  ap¬ 
proaching,  they  thought  it  mofi;  advifable  to  re¬ 
turn  on  board,  that  more  effectual  means  might 
be  reforted  to  on  this  unfortunate  occafion. 

Mr.  New  immediately  affcmbled  all  the  offi¬ 
cers,  to  confult  with  them  what  was  beft  to  be 
done.  It  was  agreed  to  {land  off  and  on  with 
the  (hip  during  the  night,  and  in  the  morning  to 
fend  the -cutter  well  manned  and  armed  onfhore; 

and 
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and  if  poffible  to  recover  their  unfortunate  com¬ 
mander  and  fhipmates.  An  old  chief  belonging 
to  Attowai,  who  had  been  on  board  fince  the 
Daedalus  entered  the  bay,  and  had  been  promifed 
by  Mr.  Hergeft  a  paffage  to  his  native  illand> 
went  alfo  in  the  boat,  to  affift  as  an  interpreter, 
and  to  employ  his  good  offices.  He  was  firft 
landed,  and  went  towards  the  natives,  of  whom 
he  demanded  the  abfent  gentlemen ;  on  which 
he  was  informed  they  were  both  killed  the  pre¬ 
ceding  night.  Having  delivered  this  meflage, 
he  was  fent  back  to  demand  their  bodies ;  but 
was  told  in  reply,  that  they  had  both  been  cut  in 
pieces,  and  divided  amongft  feven  different  chiefs; 
at  leaft  it  was  fo  underftood  by  thofe  in  the  boat 
from  the  language  and  figns  which  the  chief 
made  ufe  of. 

After  this  converfation  the  favages  came  in 
great  numbers  towards  t^le  fea  fide,  and  threw 
ftones  at  the  party  in  the  boat,  who  fired  feveral 
times  and  at  length  obliged  them  to  retire* 
Finding  their  errand  to  be  completely  frultlefs, 
the  boat  returned  on  board,  in  which  the  old 
chief  re-embarked,  and  the  veffel  bore  away  to 
land  him.  agreeably  to  a  former  promife  at  At- 
towai ;  but  when  they  were  about  five  or  fix 
leagues  to  leeward  of  Woahoo,  about  five  in  the 
evening,  the  old  chief  made  a  fudden  fpring  over¬ 
board,  and  fwam  from  the  ffiip,  which  was  in- 
*  M  2  ftantly 
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ftantly  brought  to,  but  on  finding  that  he  ftill 
continued  to  fwlm  from  them,  without  the  leaft 
inclination  of  returning  on  board,  they  filled  their 
fails,  and  having  then  no  bufinefs  at  Attowai, 
they  made  the  beft  of  their  way  towards  Nootka, 
agreeably  to  my  directions. 

On  the  13th  of  June  they  made  the  American 
coaft ;  the  wind  having  been  conftantly  in  the 
N.  W.  quarter,  they  were  not  able  to  fetch 
higher  up  than  the  latitude  of  41"  3o',  from 
whence  they  beat  to  windward  the  reft  of  the 
vfRj  to  Nootka,  where  they  arrived  on  the  4th 
of  July.  In  compliance  with  a  letter  of  inftruc- 
tions  left  by  the  late  commander  of  the  Daedalus 
in  his  bureau,  addreffed  to  Mr.  Thomas  New  in 
cafe  of  his  death,  Mr.  New  opened  the  difpatches 
addreffed  to  me  from  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty, 
and  agreeably  with  the  directions  they  contained, 
he  delivered  to  Sen*"  Quadra,  the  commanding 
officer  at  that  port,  the  letter  therein  inclofed, 
and  addreffed  to  him  from  the  Spanlfh  minifter. 

Thus  conclude  all  the  matters  and  tranfactions 
of  our  voyage  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  J  792. 
In  the  following  chapter  I  fhall  refume  the  nar¬ 
rative  of  our  proceedings  at  Monterrey. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

Departure  of  'Lieutenant  Broughton  for  England- — 
Progrefs  towards  the  Sandwich  IJlands — Fruit* 
Icfs  Search  for  the  IJlands  of  Los  Maj os — Arrive 
at  Owhyhee — Viftted  by  the  Chiefs-*- Anchor  in 
Karakakooa  Bay — Land  the  Cattle — Regulations 
adopted — Account  of  two  Englijh  Seamen  refdhig 
on  the  IJland — Capture  of  the  Schooner  Fair  Ame^  . 
rican — Charadier  of  fome  of  the  leading  Chiefs, 

The  preceding  chapters  brought  to  a  con- 
clulion  the  various  occurrences  of  our  voy¬ 
age  to  the  end  of  1792;  the  beginning  of  the 
following  year  was  not  marked  by  any  thing  of 
very  particular  moment.  Sen’’  Quadra’s  bene¬ 
volent  difpofition  encouraged  me  again  to  ob¬ 
trude  on  his  goodnefs  by  requefting  fome  black 
cattle  and  fheep,  for  the  purpofe  of  eftablifhing  a 
breed  of  thofe  valuable  animals  in  the  Sandwich 
iflands.  A  dozen,  being  as  many  as  we  could 
poffibly  take  on  board,  were  immediately  pro^ 
vided,  confifting  of  four  cows,  four  ewes,  two 
bulls,  and  two  rams.  The  profped:  we  had  of 
a  good  paffage  to  thofe  iflands  induced  me  to  lay 
myfelf  under  this  additional  obligation,  hoping 
by  fuch  an  importation,  to  accomplifli  at  once 
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the  purpofe  I  had  in  contemplation ;  which,  if 
effected,  could  not  fail  of  being  highly  beneficial, 
not  only  to  the  refident  inhabitants,  but  alfo  to 
all  future  vifitors. 

..  Notwithftanding  that  I  was  extremely  anxious 
to  get  away  from  Monterrey  that  the  further 
objects  of  our  purfuit  might  re-commence,  and 
that  we  might  be  no  longer  the  caufe  of  Sen*" 
Quadra’s  detention,  yet,  with  our  utmoft  labours 

1 

and  exertions,  it  was  not  until  Sunday  the  6th 
that  the  feveral  charts,  drawings,  letters,  and 
other  documents  were  in  readinefs  to  be  tranf- 
mitted  to  England. 

After  this,  having  no  further  occafion  for  our 
eftablifhment  on  fhore,  the  tents,  obfervatory, 
inftruments,  and  every  other  article  were  refhip- 
ped,  it  being  my  full  determination  to  fail  with 
the  land  wind  the  following  evening,  Monday 
the  7th:  in  the  interval  I  was  honored  on  board 
with  the  company  of  Sen'®  Quadra,  Caamano, 
the  commandant  of  the  Prefidio  with  his  lady, 
and  moft  of  our  Spanifti  friends. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  afternoon  a  very  material 
alteration  took  place  in  the  weather,  for  the  firft 
time  fince  our  arrival  in  this  bay.  The  wind 
'blew  a  hard  gale  from  the  S.  E.  attended  with 
heavy  fqualls  and  torrents  of  rain.  In  addition 
to  this  another  circumftance  concurred  to  detain 
us  fome  time  longer.  The  armourer  of  the 

Chatham^ 
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Chatham,  a  moft  induftrlous  and  excellent  work¬ 
man,  found  an  opportunity  in  the  courfe  of  the 
day,  with  one  of  the  Chatham’s  beft  marines,  to 
abfcnt  themfelves.  The  abilities  and  generally 
good  condudl  of  the  armourer,  made  his  lots  a 
matter  of  no  fmall  confequence,  efpecially'  as 
there  was  no  other  perfon  in  our  little  commu¬ 
nity  that  was  competent  to  fill  his  poft.  The 
only  mode  to  be  purfued  for  their  recovery,  was 
to  make  a  proper  and  formal  application  to  Sen*^ 
Quadra,  and  to  Sen  Arguello,  the  commandant 
of  the  Prefidio.  In  confequence  of  this,  thefe 
gentlemen  took  fimilar  fiieps  to  thofe  v^hich  on 
a  former  occafion  had  recovered  a  feaman  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Difcovery,  w^ho  had  attempted  to 
make  his  efcape.  The  better  to  infure  fuccels 
in  this  Inftance,  a  reward  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  of  the  deferters  was  offered  to  the  fol- 
diers,  who  were  difpatched  in  every  diredlion  in 
fiearch  of  them.  The  like  fum  was  offered  by 
Sen*"  Quadra,  by  the  commandant,  and  by  my- 
felf,  to  any  perfon  who  would  deliver  them  up, 
or  who  fhould  be  the  caufe  of  their  being  taken. 
The  lofs  we  had  thus  fuftained,  and  the  adlive 
exertions  making  to  repair  it,  would  at  any  rate 
have  induced  me  to  wait  a  few  days  for  the  event 
of  our  refearches.  The  S.  W.  and  foutherly 
winds  with  fucceeding  calms  continued,  how-^ 
cvxr,  to  prevent  our  failing  until  Sunday  the 
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13th,  when  in  the  morning  the  regular  fea- 
brceze  from  the  N.  W.  prevailed. 

During  this  interval  no  tidings  had  been  gained 
of  the  abfentees,  and  the  foldiers  who  had  been 
fent  in  queft  of  them  returned  unfuccefsful. 
Sen*'  Quadra  evidently  felt  much  diftreffed  that 
fo  unfortunate  an  occurrence  fliould  take  place 
juft  on  the  eve  of  our  feparation,  and  iffued 
orders,  that  on  their  being  apprehended  they 
fhould  be  imprifoned ;  that  they  might  be  for¬ 
warded  to  me  at  Nootka,  during  any  period  of 
our  remaining  in  thefe  feas.  And  as  a  proof 
that  thefe  people  had  abfconded  without  the 
knowledge,  privity,  or  encouragement  of  any  of 
the  Spanlfli  officers,  he  very  obligingly  offered  to 
replace  the  armourer  by  fubftituting  the  only 
fmith  in  this  eftabliftiment ;  who,  being  reported 
to  be  a  very  good  w^orkman,  was  an  artificer  of 
too  much  importance,  to  perfons  in  our  fituation, 
to  be  haftily  declined.  With  great  reluftance, 
and  though  contrary  to  my  wifbes,  I  was  induced 
to  accept  the  advantage  of  fo  friendly  an  offer, 
to  which  the  urgency  of  the  cafe  alone  could 
have  obliged  me  to  affent.  He  was  accordingly 
received  on  board  the  Chatham,  and  Sen’’  Qua¬ 
dra’s  veffels  as  well  as  our  own  being  in  readineft 
to  deparVit  was  agreed  we  ihould  fail  together, 
fo  long  as  our  fouthern  courfe  anfwered  the  put- 
pofe  of  our  refpeftive  routes,,  that  we  might 

,  continue 
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continue  as  long  as  poflible  to  benefit  from  each 
other’s  fociety. 

We  now  waited  only  for  the  favourable  land 
breeze  to  take  our  departure,  1  configned  to  the 
charge  of  Mr.  Broughton  the  difpatches  I  had 
prepared,  with  orders,  as  far  as  it  might  depend 
upon  hlmfelf,  not  to  lofe  a  moment  s  time  in  re¬ 
pairing  to  England  ;  and  I  directed  my  firft  lieu¬ 
tenant,  Mr.  Puget,  to  take  upon  him  the  com¬ 
mand  of  the  Chatham,  during  the  abfence  of 
Mr.  Broughton. 

The  night  was  perfectly  calm  ;  about  nine 
o’clock  on  Monday  morning  the  14th,  a  light 
breeze  fprung  up  from  the  eaftward,  with  which 
the  Difeovery  weighed  ;  but,  as  neither  the  Chat¬ 
ham  nor  any  of  the  Spanilh  vefTels  were  able  to 
move,  we  waited  for  them  off  point  Pinos,  this 
we  paffed  at  the  diftance  of  two  or  three  miles, 
and  had  foundings  from  38  to  55  fathoms,  black 
fand  and  muddy  bottom. 

The  next  morning  we  found  ourfelves  more  to 
the  fouthward,  and  further  from  the  fhore  than 
we  expected ;  the  wind  blew  a  frefh  breeze  from 
the  land,  and  wc  flood  to  the  northward  in  queft 
of  our  friends.  The  Chatham  joined  us  about 
nine  o’clock,,  when  our  fituation  afforded  a  good 
opportunity  of  making  fuch  obfervatlons  as  were 
required  to  prove  the  rate  of  the  chronometers. 
At  noon  the  latitude  was  found  to  be  36"^  23'  ;

Kendall’s  chronometer  fhew.ed  238°  18';  Arnold’s 
No.  14,  238°  No.  1 76,  238°  1  Oi',  and  Earn- 
fhaw’s  pocket  watch,  238°  3'.  In  this  fituation 
the  fouthernmofi:  land  in  fight  bore  by  compafs 
S.  56  E.  ;  and  an  apparently  detached  piece  of 
land  like  a  fmall  ilTand,  S.  72  E. ;  and  point 
Pinos  N.  31  E.  This  point,  according  to  oar 
obfervations  made  on  flrore  at  Monterrey,  is  fitu- 
ated  in  latitude  36°  38',  longitude  238°  22  ;  from 
which  it  appeared  that  the  chronometers,  fince 
they  had  been  taken  on  board,  had  acquired  the 
following  errors,  (viz.)  Kendall’s  13',  Arnold’s 

No.  1 4,  2'  30";  Arnold’s  No.  176,  5'  45",  to 

« 

the  eaft  of  the  truth.  Earnfliaw’s  pocket  watch 
appeared  to  be  corredl.  By  thefe  obfervations 
Kendall’s  had  acquired  the  greateft  error^  and 
Earnfhaw’s  had  gone  perfedlly  right.  The  great 
regularity  of  Kendall’s  hitherto  made  it  difficult 
to  account  for  this  fudden  alteration,  which  could 
be  attributed  to  nothing  but  the  change  that  had 
taken  place  in  the  climate  on  their  being  remov¬ 
ed  from  the  ffiore  to  the  ffiip.  The  thermome¬ 
ter  was  found  daily  to  vary  at  the  obfervatory  be¬ 
tween  mid-day  and  the  evening,  from  about  72° 
to  40°;  the  excefs  was  more  as  it  would  fome- 
times  rife  to  7l>°>  ^^id  fall  to  31°;  but  this  did  not 
frequently  happen,  though  early  in  the  mornings 
it  was  not  unufual  to  find  the  little  wells  we  had 
dug  fkimmed  over  with  thin  flakes  of  ice,  and  the 
»  ground 
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ground  covered  with  hoar  froft.  On  board  the 
fhip,  the  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  which 
they  were  kept  was  between  54  and  60  degrees. 
This  opinion  appeared  to  be  particularly  corrobo* 
rated  in  the  inftance  of  Kendall’s  watch,  which 
evidently  went  nearly  at  its  Nootka  rate  during 
our  paffage  from  thence  to  Monterrey;  but  on 
its  being  there  landed,  the  increafe  and  continua¬ 
tion  of  the  cold  appeared  foon  to  accelerate  its 
motion  from  that  of  gaining  1  to  18t  per  day. 
On  allowing  Its  rate  of  gaining  at  Nootka,  from 
the  time  of  its  laft  coming  on  board  at  Monter¬ 
rey,  it  was  found  to  agree  very  nearly  with  the 
longitude  of  point  Pinos,  as  affixed  to  it  by  our 
obfervatlons ;  and  as  I  am  perfeftly  fatisfied  of 
the  accuracy  of  our  obfervatlons,  the  difference 
can  furely  be  attributed  to  no  other  caufe,  than 
that  the  beft  of  thefe  delicate  pieces  of  mechanlfni 
are  not  yet,  with  all  the  ingenious  and  valuable 
Improvements  that  have  been  made  on  them, 
able  to  withffand,  for  any  length  of  time,  the 
tranfitions  and  viciffitudes  of  different  climates. 
Mr.  Arnold’s  two  watches  on  board  the  Dlfco- 
very,  being  of  later  date  by  fome  years  than  Mr. 
Kendall’s,  appear  to  have  continued  their  rate  of 
going  more  corredtly,  but  even  thefe  felt  the  ef- 
fc(^  of  their  altered  fituation  ;  Mr.  Earnfhaw’s 
was  the  neweft,  and  was  the  lead  fenfible  of  the 
change  in  the  climate  to  wdiich  it  w^as  removed. 

Future 
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Future  experience  may  however  enable  me  to 
form  other  conjectures,  which  may  tend  to  elu¬ 
cidate  more  fully  a  fubjecl  of  fo  much  importance 
to  nautical  fcience. 

In  refuming  the  narrative  of  the  proceedings  it 
is  neceflary  to  ftate,  that  the  longitude  fliewn  by 
the  chronometers  will  in  future  be  inferred  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Monterrey  rate,  until  an  opportu* 
nity  may  offer  of  making  further  obfervations. 

We  remained  off  point  Pinos  until  the  evening; 
when,  beingjoined  by  our  Spanifh  friends,  we  di- 
reeled  our  coaft  to  the  fouthward  with  fo  light  a 
northerly  breeze,  that  by  noon  of  Wednefday  the 
lOth  we  had  only  reached  the  latitude  of  30o,  the 
land  bearing  by  compafs  from  N.  20  E.  to  S.  83 
E.  the  nearefi:  fliore  N.  £.  diftant  about  4  leagues. 

The  Active  brig  confideiably  outfailed  our  lit¬ 
tle  fquadron,  and  the  Aranfafu,  the  w’orft  failer 
of  the  whole  party,  was  by  fun  fet  nearly  out  of 
fight  aftern.  As  neither  Sen’’  Quadra  nor  myfelf 
wiflied  to  experience  the  leaft  delay,  we  agreed 
to  avail  ourfelves  of  the  favourable  gale  from  the 
north,  and  without  waiting  for  Sen'  Caamano  in 
the  Aranfafu,  to  make  the  beft  of  our  way.  By 
Friday  the  1 8th  at  noon  we  had  reached  the  lati¬ 
tude  of  32''  30',  longitude  239''  14',  and  the  vari¬ 
ation  of  the  compafs  1 2"  eaftwardly. 

From  this  ftation  the  tracks  we  each  had.  to 
purfue  began  to  diverge,  fo  that  by  continuing  to¬ 
gether 
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gether  we  fhould  not  only  have  drawn  each  other 
from  the  proper  line  of  direition,  but,  in  confe* 
quence  of  the  fuperiority  which  the  Active  had  in 
point  of  failing,  have  neceflarily  occafioned  a  fur¬ 
ther  detention  to  Sen’'  Quadra ;  who,  with  Mr. 
Broughton,  and  fuch  of  our  SpaniOi  friends  as 
could  be  fpared  from  the  brig,  honored  me  with 
their  company,  to  partake  of  a  parting  dinner. 

The  wind  blew  a  gentle  breeze  from  the  north; 
the  ferenity  of  the  flvy  and  fmoothnefs  of  the  (ea, 
prolonged  my  pleafurc  on  this  occafion  until  near 
midnight;  when  we  exchanged  our  mutual  good 
wilhes,  and  bad  our  friends  of  the  A6tive  farewxL 
Amongft  all  that  valuable  fociety,  there  was  but' 
one  friend  who  wt  could  reafonably  hope  and  ex¬ 
pert  to  fee  again,  whilft  the  profpe(5l  of  never 
again  meeting  Sen’'  Quadra  and  our  other  friends 
about  him,  w^as  a  painful  confideration.  To  the 
feelings  of  thofe  perufers  of  this  journal  who  have 
experienced  moments  like  this,  I  mull  appeal. 
Their  recollection  wdll  enable  them  to  conceive’ 
the  fenfations  which,  infpired  by  the  grateful  re¬ 
collection  of  palt  kindneffes,  occurred  in  thus  bid¬ 
ding  adieu  to  Sen’'  Quadra ;  wdio  w^as  the  main 
fprmg  of  a  fociety  that  had  produced  us  fo  much 
happinefs,  w^ho  had  rendered  us  fo  many  elTential 
benefits,  and  wmofe  benevolence  and  dlfinterefted 
conduCl  had  impreffed  our  minds  with  the  high- 
eft  efteem  and  veneration.  On  reaching  the  Ac¬ 
tive, 
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tive,  our  friends  took  their  leave  ;  we  faluted 
them  with  three  cheers,  which  they  cordially  re¬ 
turned  ;  and  wx  each  purfued  our  refpedtivc 
voyages  with  all  fail  fet. 

Nothing  worthy  of  notice  occurred  until  Mon- 
the  2 1  ft  ;  when  Jofeph  Murgatroyd,  one  of  the 
carpenter’s  crew,  was  in  the  fpace  of  about  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  from  the  time  he  had  been  laft 
fee.n  miffing.  He  was  laft  obferved  opening  the 
gun-room  ports,  and  whilft  fo  employed,  had 
probably  been  induced  to  feek  his  own  deftruc- 
tion  by  contriving  to  let  himfelf  down  into  the 
fea  ;  fmee  it  was  fcarcely  poflible  he  could  have 
met  his  fate  there  by  accident.  An  experiment 
was  afterwards  made,  by  much  fmaller  men  than 
himfelf,  to  force  themfelves  out  of  the  port-holes, 
which  w^as  not  accomplifhed  without  great  dif¬ 
ficulty  and  trouble  ;  it  was  however  pretty  evi¬ 
dent  that  he  muft  have  perifhed  that  Vay,  as  he 
was  never  feen  to  come  out  of  the  gun-room  : 
add  to  this,  that  as  he  w^as  a  good  fwimmer,  as 
the  wdnd  blew  only  a  gentle  breeze,  with  a  fmooth 
fea,  and  as  every  thing  w^as  very  quiet  upon  deck, 
it  is  natural  to  conclude,  that  if  he  had  fallen 
overboard,  the  accident  muft  have  been  immedi¬ 
ately  known,  and  that  he  moft  likely  would  have 
been  preferved. 

The  wxather  continued  dark  and  gloomy,  with 
frequent  fiiowers,  until  noon  of  Wednefday  the 

23d; 
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23d;  when  the  atmofphere  became  lefs  loaded  and 
more  pleafant ;  the  obferved  latitude  at  this  time 
was  25®  54^  the  longitude,  by  Kendall’s  chro¬ 
nometer,  23/^  ,  Our  progrefs  was  {n  flow, 

that  on  the  24th  we  had  reached  only  the  latitude 
of  2-1^^  5o' ,  The  true  longitude,  deduced  from, 
fubfequent  oblervations,  and  corrected  back  to 
our  quitting  the  coaft,  was  at  this  time  235®  14'., 
Kendall’s  chronometer  Ihewed  235®  53';  Arnold’s 
No.  14,  235®  27';  No.  176,  2 3 5°  31';  Earnfliaw’s 
235®  19';  and  Arnold’s,  on  board  the  Chatham, 
235®  8':  from  w^hence  it  appeared,  that  their  re- 
fpedlive  errors  continued  nearly  in  the  fame  ratio 
as  our  obfervations  had  fhewn  the  day  after  we 
quitted  Monterrey. 

The  wind,  though  favorable  betwx.en  the  N. 
N.  E.  and  N.  N.  W.  was  light,  and  frequently, 
funk  into  a  calm,  attended  with  a  heavy  rolling 
fea  from  between  weft  and  N.  W. 

‘  In  confequence  of  my  intention  to  determine 
the  exiftence  or  non-exiftence  of  a  clufter  of 
iflands,  defcrlbed  in  the  Spanifli  charts  as  lying 
betw  een  the  19th  and  21  ft  degrees  of  north  lati¬ 
tude,  and  between  the  22lft  and  225th  degrees 
of  eaft  longitude,  I  had  been  induced  to  fleer  a 
very  eafterly  courfe;  but,  fufpedling  that  the  light 
winds  we  had  experienced  were  occafioned  by  our 
vicinity  to  the  continent,  wc  fleered  a  more  weft- 
crly  courfe  during  the  two  laft  days,  with  the 
.  ,  '  hope 
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hope  of  meeting  a  frefher  trade  wind.  In  this  I 
was  difappointed,  for  Inftead  of  having  a  more 
favorable  breeze,  the  wind  veered  round  to  the 
welt  and  S.  W.  and  fo  continued  until  Saturday 
evening  the  25th,  when  our  latitude  was  22""  10^, 
the  true  longitude  235^  23^ 

To  this  ftation  the  variation  had  gradually  de- 
creafed  to  8°;  and  for  fome  days  pall  we  had  re¬ 
gularly  been  afFefted  by  a  current  fetting  us  to  the 
fouth,  at  the  rate  of  feven  or  eight  miles  per  day; 
particularly  during  the  preceding  twenty-four 
hours  we  had  been  fet  twelve  miles  further  fouth 
than  the  log  fhewed. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  day  fome  tropic  birds  were 
about  the  fhip  ;  and  after  a  few  hours  calm  in 
the  evening,  a  light  breeze  fprang  up  from  the 
S.  E.  which  gradually  veered  round  to  the  N.  E. 
yet  the  N.  W.  fwell  Hill  continued  to  be  very 

The  N.  E.  wind,  proving  to  be  a  fteady  trade 
wind,  foon  increafed  to  a  frefh  gale,  attended  with 
pleafant  weather.  On  Monday  morning  the  2Sth, 
being  nearly  in  the  latitude  affigned  to  the  eaftern- 
moft  of  the  iflands  before  mentioned,  the  Chat¬ 
ham  was  fent  by  fignal  to  look  out  on  the  larboard 
beam.  At  noon  our  obferved  latitude  was  21  12^, 
true  longitude  234®  3Q^,  and  the  variation  of 
the  compafs  5°  34^  eafterly :  Kendall’s  chronome¬ 
ter  fhewed  the  longitude  to  be  235®  22\  Arnold’^ 

Noo 
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No.  14,  234"  5cy,  Arnold’s  No.  l/C,  235^  1^,  and 
Earnfliaw’s  234o  48^  The  north- weftcrly  fwell 
(till  continued  to  be  very  heavy.' 

On  Thurfday  the  31  ft,  we  paffed  through  a 
large  quantity  of  the  medufa  villilia,  like  thofe 
which,  in  our  w^ay  to  the  north  the  preceding 
fpring,  W'C  had  found  occupying  a  much  larger 
fpacc  in  the  ocean  ;  thefe  extended  only  a  few 
leagues  in  the  dlredtion  we  were  fleering,  and 
were  by  no  means  fo  numerous. 

The  trade  wind  varying  between  the  E.  N.  E. 
and  N.  N.  E.  increafed  to  a  frefli  gale,  and  brought 
wdth  it  fqually  and  unfettled  weather,  with  fome 
palling  fliowers  of  heavy  rain.  Having  nearly 
reached  the  fituation  affigned  to  the  iflands  vve 
W’ere  in  queft  of,  though  without  any  of  the  ulual 
indications  of  the  vicinity  of  land,  I  yet  judged  it 
expedient  to  reduce  our  fail  at  night  to  prevent 
the  poffibility  of  pafling  any  land  that  might 
exlft  in  the  neighbourhood.  Our  latitude  at  fun- 
fet  IQ"  54',  longitude  227°  42'.  This  and  feve- 
ral  following  nights  w^ere  pafled  In  fuch  a  manner, 
as  that  the  point  of  view  a- head  in  the  evening, 
and  that  a-ftern  the  next  morning,  fliould  meet 
in  the  fame  horizon  unlefs  intercepted  by  land, 
though  even  very  moderately  elevated.  Thus 
we  continued  to  proceed  in  fearch  of  thefe  iflands 
at  night ;  and  in  the  day  time,  fpreading  as  wide 
as  our  fignals  could  be  plainly  difeerned.

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The  weather  being  delightfully  ferene  and  plea- 
fant  enabled  us,  on  Sunday  the  3d  of  February,  to 
make  the  following  obfervations  for  the  longitude.

Portlock  and  Dixon 
alfo  had  fearched  for  them  to  no  purpofe  ;  but  as 
the  track  of  thefe  navigators  feemed  to  have  been 
on  the  northern  fide,  our’s  was  directed  along  the 
fouthern  fide  of  this  fuppofed  duller  of  illands, 
until  Wednefday  the  5th,  when  the  latitude  at 
noon  was  obferved  ho  be  IQ^  ,  the  true  longi¬ 
tude  2]g^  49'. 


During 
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During  this  fearch  the  trade  wind,  having  been 
moderate  between'the  S.  E.  and  N.  E.  attended 
with  tolerably  pleafant  weather,  afforded  us  dur¬ 
ing  the  day  time  a  conftant,  erttenfive  and  dif- 
tindl  view  all  around,  but  no  indication  of  them, 
nor  of  the  vicinity  of  land,  was  difeovered  ;  nor 
had  I  in  any  of  my  paffages  acrofs  this  ocean, 
which  have  been  many,  ever  pafl'ed  over  fo  va¬ 
cant  a  fpace,  as  fince  our  departure  from  the  coaft 
of  New  Albion.  No  bird,  fifh,  or  other  objedl 
occurred  to  attradl  our  attention,  befide  tw^o  tro¬ 
pic  birds,  one  booby,  about  as  many  petrels,  and 
three  or  four  porpoifes ;  thefe  and  our  little  con- 
fort  excepted,  the  heavens  and  the  ocean  gave 
uninterrupted  limits  to  our  fight.  The  latter 
however  caufed  us  great  Inconvenience,  by  means 
of  a  very  heavy  and  irregular  fwell,  chiefly  from 
'the  N.  W.  which  gave  the  fhip  fuch  a  labouring 
uneafy  motion,  as  to  render  the  tranfadting  of  all 
fedentary  bufinefs  almoft  impoffible.  At  the 
clofe  of  day  there  was  no  appearance  of  thefe 
ifiands  fo  far  as  could  be  feen  a  head,  and  as  wc 
had  now  pafled  fome  diftance  to  the  weftward,  I 
concluded  they  could  have  no  exiftence  in  the 
iielghbourhood  of  the  fpot  afligned  to  them,  and 
for  that  reafon  I  relinquiilied  any  further  fearch, 
and  made  the  bell:  of  our  way  to  Ovvhyhee.

the  Spanifh  fea  officers  have  faith  in  the  exift- 
ence  of  thefe  iflands ;  the  only  authority  which 
they  are  acquainted  with  for  their  inferticn  in 
the  Spanifh  charts,  is  their  having  been  fb  found 
in  a  chart  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  conftrucSed  many 
years  ago  by  an  old  pilot  who  had  frequently 
pafied  between  South  America  and  the  Philip¬ 
pines,  and  whofe  fkill  and  obfervation  had  ac¬ 
quired  him  much  reputation  and  credit  in  his 
profeffion  :  but  as  the  fpot  in  which  they  were 
placed  was  totally  out  of  his  path,  it  was  gene¬ 
rally  believed  by  the  Spanifh  officers  that  he  had 
laid  them  down  from  the  authority  of  others. 

The  variation  in  the  afternoon  had  been  ob- 
ferved  to  be  eafiiwardly.  The  trade  wind 
blew  only  a  gentle  breeze,  and  fo  continued  un- 
til  Friday  the  8th,  when  we  had  a  fine  frefli 
gale  ;  but  were  reduced  to  our  topfails  for  the 
purpofe  of  keeping  company  with  the  Chatham. 
The  obferved  latitude  on  Monday  the  1 1  th  was 
sT,  and  the  true  longitude  207°  2o/;  the 
frefli  gale  continued  from  about  the  N.  E ,  the 
weather  fqually  with  thick  mift  and  much  rain. 
We  however  m^de  a  tolerable  progrefs  till  two 
the  next  morning,  Tuefday  the  12  th,  when,  not 
wifliing  with  fuch  uncertain  weather  to  run  our 
obfervations  too  clofe,  we  hauled  to  the  wind, 
under  an  eafy  faU  to  wait  for  day-light,  when 
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we  again  made  fall  ;  and  at  nine  in  the  forenoon, 
faw  the  eaft  end  of  Owhyhee,  bearing  by  com- 
pafs  S.  Go  E.  diftant  feven  leagues. 

My  intention  was,  that  Mn  Puget  in  the 
Chatham  fhould  examine  the  coaft  of  this  ifland, 
from  its  eaft  point  fouthward  round  to  Kara^ 
kakooa  bay  ;  whilft  we  were  employed  on  the 
furvey  of  its  fhores  in  the  oppofite  diredlion. 
By  thefe  means  the  whole  coaft  of  the  ifland 
would  be  afcertained,  with  all  its  bays,  harbours, 
or  roadfteads  ;  and  every  other  information  that 
circumftances  could  admit  of,  would  thus  be  ac¬ 
quired.  The  Dlfcovery  was  brought  to,  for  the 
purpofe  of  communicating  thefe  direcftions  to 
Mr.  Puget ;  after  which  we  feparated  and  pur- 
fued  our  refpedlive  courfes. 

The  obferved  latitude  at  noon  was  1 9°  40^;  at 
this  time  the  eaft  point  of  Owhyhee  bore  by 
compafs  S.  30  W.,  at  the  diftance  of  feven 
miles,  and  was  placed,  by  our  chronometers  ac¬ 
cording  to  Kendall’s  per  Nootka  rate,  in  the 
longitude  of  205^  by  the  Monterrey  rate 

206"’  49^;  Arnold’s  No.  82,  on  board  the  Chat¬ 
ham,  per  Nootka  rate,  205°  45^;  per  Monterrey 
rate  205°  18^;  Arnold’s  No.  14,  per  Monterrey 
rate,  205^4]^  30^^;  No.  ]  7f>,  by  the  fame  rate, 
205°  3p  30^^;  Earnfliaw’s  per  Monterrey  rate, 
205°  13^  30'^;  and  my  own  laft  lunar  obferva- 
tions  brought  forward,  by  Earnlhaw’s  watch, 

N  3  205° 
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205'M9^  13^^.  This  point  is  placed  by  Captain 
Cook  in  205^  which  being  efteemed  by  me 
to  be  the  true  longitude  lliews  the  errors  of  the 
feveral  chronometers  during  this  paffage.  , 

Our  courfc  was  now  diredled  tow^ards  the 
north -eaftern  point  of  this  ifland,  which  forms 
the  eaftern  point  of  a  very  deep  bay.  Into  this  w'e 
fleered,  as  far  as  was  prudent,  to  avoid  being  im- 
bayed,  as  the  wind  blew^  a  frefh  gale  direftly  on 
the  fliore  ;  and  though  we  were  fufficiently  near 
its  fouthern  parts  to  fee  the  furf  break  wdth 
great  violence,  yet  fo  denfe  was  the  haze  in 
which  the  land  was  enveloped,  that  it  was  im- 
poffible  to  diftinguifii  any  objeft  on  fliore.  A 
low  projedling  point  W'as  indiftindlly  feen,  where 
the  breakers  appeared  to  fall  back  from  their 
northern  direfiion  ;  beyond  this  point  they,  were 
not  vifible  from  the  deck,  until  wc  drew  near  to 
the  northern  fide  of  the  bay  ;  here  we  brought 
to,  about  four  o’clock^  within  two  miles  of  the 
north-eaflern  point,  in  the  hope  of  feeing  fome 
of  the  natives,  but  being  difappointed,  we  made 
fail  off  the  fliore,  and  plied  during  the  night.  The 
next  morning,  Wednefday  the  13th,  wdth  afrefli 
gale  at  E.  S.  E.,  we  failed  along  the  N.  E.  fide  of 
Owdiyhee,  wdthin  two  or  three  miles  of  its  fhores; 
thefe  were  firm  and  compadl,  terminating  moflly 
in  fleep  rocky  cliffs,  with  a  few  fmall  indented 
bays,’ rendered  eafily  acceffible  to  their  canoes  by 

the 
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the  fandy  beaches  that  bounded  them.  From  the 
rugged  rocky  cliffs,  many  ft  reams  of  water  fell, 
and  dlfcharged  themfelves  into  the  ocean. 

The  country,  in  this  point  of  view,  had  a 
very  dreary  afpecft ;  perfedfly  uncultivated,  and 
nearly  deftitute  of  habitations ;  thofe  which  were 
obferved  were  fmall,  and  thinly  fcattered  at  great 
diftances  from  each  other.  As  we  advanced  to 
the  weftward,  the  population  and  cultivation 
fecmed  to  increafe,  and  to  keep  pace  with  each 
other.  About  nine  o’clock,  a  canoe  was  feen 
coming  towards  the  fhip  from  one  of  the  fmall 
bays ;  we  immediately  brought  to,  in  the  hope 
that  others  would  follow  her  example,  but  we 
were  again  difappointed. 

On  the  arrival  of  our  vifitors  they  gave  us  to 
underftand,  that  a  general  taboo  had  prevented 
the  inhabitants  coming  off  to  us  ;  they  however 
had  ventured  to  trefpafs  on  the  interdidlion,  at 
the  hazard  of  fufFering  death,  fliould  their  tranf- 
greuion  be  ever  known  to  any  of  the  priefts  or 
chiefs.  The  taboo  had  now  exifted  fome  days, 
and  in  the  courfe  of  a  day  or  two  more  would 
ceafe.  Thefe  people  further  informed  us,  that 
Tamaahmaah  w^as  then  refiding  at  Karakakooa, 
and  that  hogs,  and  the  other  refrefhm'ents  of  the 
ifland,  w'ere  prohibited  from  being  difpofed  ot  to 
European  or  American  vifitors,  under  penalty  of 

N  4  deaths 
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death,  fot  any  conlniodities  whatever  than  arms 
and  aniniuji'itmi. 

This  is  the  baneful  confcqucnce  arifirig  from 
the  injudicious  condudt  of  unreftrained  commer¬ 
cial  adventurers,  who  have  thought  proper  to 
furnidi  thefe  people,  naturally  a  warlike  and 
darina:  race,  wdth  a  lan^e  afl'ortment  of  arms  and 
ammunition  ;  not  only  rendering  them,  by  thele 
means,  a  formidable  nation ;  but  by  thus  ab- 
furdly  and  profufely  out-bidding  each  othcr^ 
bringing  the  generality  of  other  European  com¬ 
modities  into  contempt  and  low  eftimation. 
Our  vifitors,  however,  regardlefs  of  the  taboo, 
difpofed  of  their  cargo,  confifting  of  one  hog, 
two  or  three  fowls,  fome  roots,  and  bread- fruity 
feeminady  much  to  their  fatisfadlion,  for  fomc 
iron  ;  with  which  they  returned  to  the  diore. 

Towards  noon  we  arrived  off  a  part  of  the 
northern, fide  of  Owhvhee,  wTere  the  coaft  is 
compofed  of  a  clufter  of  remarkably  high,  fteep, 
jugged  and  romantic  cliffs,  difeharging  from 
their  naked  fummits  many  rapid  cataradls  into 
the  ocean.  The  ruiliing  of  thefe  impetuous  tor¬ 
rents  down  the  black  barren  futface  of  the  rocky 
cliffs,  contrafted  with  the  enchanting,  cultivated, 
and  populous  country  to  the  eaft  and  weft,  and 
behind  this  dreary  frontier,  for  a  confiderable 
diflance  up  the  fides  of  the  lofty  mountains,  on 
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approaching  them  in  the  offing,  prefent  a  very 
beautiful  and  pidlurefque  appearance.  Nearly  in 
the  centre  of  thefe  cliffs  is  a  tolerably  deep  fmall 
bay,  much  refembhng,  in  appearance  and  in 
mofi;  other  refpedls,  the  bay  in  the  ifland  of  St. 
Helena  ;  but,  unfortunately,  feemed  too  much 
expofed  to  the  fea,  and  the  generally  prevailing 
winds,  to  be  an  eligible  fituation  for  ihipping. 
Off  the  weftern  extremity  of  thefe  cliffs  lie  fome 
rocky  iflets,  at  a  little  diftance  from  the  land. 
Weftward  from  thefe  cliffs,  the  fiirf  was  ob- 
ferved  to 'break '  with  great  violence  near  the 
fhore,  which  was  then  within  two  miles  of  us ; 
at  this  moment  we  fuddenly  arrived  in  feven  fa¬ 
thoms  water,  the  weft  point  of  the  ifland  lying 
S.  70  W.,  at  the  diftance  of  nine  miles.  The 
trade  wind  blew"  a  ftrong  gale,  attended  by  a 
very  heavy,  confufed,  irregular  fea,  probably  oc- 
cafioned  by  the  violence  of  the  wind,  and  an  un¬ 
even  bottom.  As  this  appearance  extended  all 
the  w"ay  to  the  weft  end  of  the  ifland,  on  find¬ 
ing  ourfelves  in  foundings  of  feven  fathoms  we 
hauled  a  little  off  the  fliorc,  and  did  not  again 
reach  the  bottom  ;  though  at  the  rate  we  were 
then  going  we  wxre  not  likely  to  have  gained 
foundings,  in  much  deeper  w^ater. 

The  weftern  part  of  the  land,  from  this  fitu¬ 
ation,  falls  in  a  gradual  defeent  from  the  bafe  of 
the  mountains,  and  forms  an  extenfive  plain  to¬ 
wards 
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wards  the  water-iidc,  which  fcemed  to  be  in  a 
ftate  of  high  cultivation,  and  abounded  with  the 
habitations  of  the  natives.  We  paffed  the  weft 
point  at  the  diftance  of  about  a  league,  clofe  on 
the  verge  of  the  agitated  w^ater  ;  this  I  fufpedled 
to  arife  from  a  very  fudden  decreafe  in  its  depth, 
but  could  not  afeertain  the  fact,  as  the  wind 
blew  wdth  too  much  violence,  and  the  agitation 
of  the  fea  was  too  great,  to  venture  on  a  more 
minute  examination,  either  with  the  fhip  or  the 
boats ;  and  as  the  adjacent  fhores  afford  no  iliel- 
ter  for  veffels,  there  can  be  no  neceffity  for  ap¬ 
proaching  wdthin  a  league  of  them. 

Having  paffed  this  point,  fituated  by  our  cor- 
redted  furvey,  in  latitude  20^18'',  longitude  204% 
we  hauled  into  Toeaigh  bay,  and  at  feven  o’clock 
anchored  about  feven  miles  to  the  fouth  of  the 
point  above  mentioned,  in  41  fathoms  water, 
brown  fandy  bottom,  with  fmall  pieces  of  coral. 

The  night  proved  very  bolfterous,  attended 
with  very  heavy  gulls  and  flurries  of  wind  di- 
rcdlly  off  the  land  :  in  one  of  thefe,  about  three 
in  the  morning  of  Thurfday  the  14th,  we  drove 
from  the  bank,  but  as  it  was  my  defign  to  ac¬ 
quire  every  information  that  could  be  obtained 
lefpcdling  this  bay,  the  anchor  w^as  weighed,  and 
we  turned  up  into  it,  againft  a  very  ftrong  S.  E. 
ealc. 

As  the  day  advanced,  it  moderated,  and  the 

weather

weather  became  ferene  and  pleafant.  The  adja¬ 
cent  (Lores,  forming  the  north -wxftern  part  of 
the  bay,  feemed  to  be  very  fruitful,  whilft  the 
number  of  habitations  indicated  them  to  be  well 
peopled  ;  yet  none  of  the  natives  ventured  near 
us.  As  we  confidcred  the  taboo  to  be  at  an 
end,  I  began  to  be  apprehenfive  that  the  fhynefs 
of  the  inhabitants  originated  from  fome  more  fe- 
rious  caufe  ;  about  ten  o^ clock  however  a  canoe 
was  feen  paddling  towards  the  fiiip  ;  we  imme¬ 
diately  brought  to,  and  on  her  coming  along- 
fide,  w^e  were  Informed  by  thofe  in  her  that  they 
belonged  to  Kahowmotoo  ;  w^ho  was  then  refiding 
at  a  village,  on  an  eftate  of  his,  in  the  bottom  of 
the  Bay,  named  Toeaigh  ;  off*  wdiich  there  w^as 
good  anchorage,  and  excellent  water  eafily  to  be 
procured.  Thefe  people,  without  the  leaft  he(i- 
tatlon,  faid  that  the  reafon  of  our  not  having 
been  vifited  before  w^as,  that  the  whole  of  the 
ifiand  was  under  a  very  lbri<fl  taboo,  that  prohi¬ 
bited  the  inhabitants  from  ufing  their  canoes,  or 
quitting  the  fiiore  by  any  other  means  ;  but  that 
the  rank  and  confequence  of  their  mafter  Kahow-- 
authorized  him  to  difpenfe  with  the  re- 

ftrldtions  on  the  prefent  occafion ;  as  he  enter- 

\ 

tained  hopes  that  the  veffei  in  fight  was  the  fame 
in  which  his  favourite  fervant  Terehooa  had  em- 
barked ;  he  had  therefore  fent  them  to  make 
the  ncceffary  inquiries,  and  in  cafe  his  expedta- 

tions 
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tioiis  lliould  be  confirmed,  a  prefoit  of  a  hog 
and  fome  vegetables  vras  in  the  canoe  for  Te^ 
rehooa  ;  whofe  gratitude  for  fuch  a  mark  of  re¬ 
membrance  was  inftantly  teftificd,  by  the  tears 
that  flowed  on  his  receiving  the  meflage.  This 
was  accompanied  bj  a  preffing  reqneft,  that 
I  would  ftaiid  in  and  anchor  off  Kahowmotoo's 
village,  where  I  fliould  be  fupplied  with  every 
refrefliment  the  ifland  afforded,  as  foon  as  the 
taboo  was  at  an  end  ;  which  had  now  exifted 
four  days,  but  Vvould  intirely  ceafe  at  fun-rife 
the  day  after  the  next. 

I  had  not  the  leaf:  objeeftion  to  accept  this 
invitation,  and  a  breeze  favouring  my  defign  wc 
Iteered  for  the  village  ofToeaigh.  Mr.  Whid- 
bey,  who  was  in  the  cutter  founding  for  the  beft 
anchorage,  foon  made  the  fignal  for  an  eligible 
fituation,  where,  about  half  paft  two,  we  an¬ 
chored  in  25  fathoms  winter  on  a  bottom  of  fine 
brovv^n  fand  and  mud :  the  points  of  the  bay  bore 
by  compafs  N.  S5  W.  and  S.  31  W.  the  moral, 
■which  is  alfo  confpicuous  in  pointing  out  this 
ftatlon,  N.  O7  E-  ^^nd  the  watering  place  at  the 
diftance  of  a  mile  and  a  quarter,  being  the  neareft 
fhore,  S.  87  E.  On  founding  near  the  fliip, 
about  half  a  cable’s  length  to  the  S.  W.  of  us 
was  found  a  very  fmall  patch  of  coral  rocks, 
where  the  water  ^vas  only  1 0  fathoms  in  depth, 
but  Incrcafcd  fuddcnly  to  20  fathoms  all  around 
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it.  On  the  oppofite  fide,  however,  was  dear 
good  anchorage  for  near  a  mile,  where  many 
Yelfels  might  ride  without  inconvenience  from 
the  bottom,  though  neverthelefs  expofed  to  the 
violence  of  the  winds  and  fea  between  the  limits 
above  mentioned,  comprehending  113'^  in  the 
w^ftern  quarter. 

Soon  after  the  fliip  had  anchored,  our  old  ac¬ 
quaintance  Kahowmofoo  paid  us  a  vifit,  and 
brought  with  him  half  a  dozen  very  fine  hogs, 
and  a  handfome  fupply  of  vegetables.  Notwith- 
ftanding  that  I  took  an  early  opportunity  to  ac¬ 
quaint  Kahowmofoo  that  arms  and  ammunition 
were  ftill  tabooed,  who  feemed  much  to  regret 
the  continuance  of  thefe  reftridllons;  yxt  it  did 
not  appear  to  influence  his  hofpitality;  as  he 
affured  me,  that  if  I  would  remain  a  few  day^s  at 
Toealgh,  w^e  fliould  be  fapplled  with  every  re- 
frefliment  in  his  power  to  procure,  and  that  the 
promife  he  had  formerly  made,  lliould  now^  be 
punctually  performed. 

After  dinner  I  wxnt  with  him  on  fliore,  to 
take  a  view  of  the  watering  place;  it  is  fituated 
in  a  fmall  fandy  bay,  where,  over  a  Ipace  of 
twenty  yards  of  rugged  rocks  and  ftones,  a  fine 
Itream  empties  itfelf,  whofe  water  is  eafily  to  be 
procured  by  landing  the  cafks  on  the  fandy  beach, 
and  having  the  water  brought  in  fmaller  veffels 
to  fill  them  ;  a  fcrvice  the  natives  will  readily 

peifonii 
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perform  for  a  trivial  reward.  This  made  me  re¬ 
gret  the  abfence  of  the  Chatham  ;  as  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  neighbourhood  of  the  water  the  country 
did  not  appear  to  be  very  populous;,  we  might 
each  have  fupplied  our  waants  without  being 
teazed  and  pcftered  with  a  numerous  throng  of 
the  natives,  whom  we  Hiould  mod  likely  meet 
with  in  the  more  inhabited  parts  of  the  illand, 
and  w’hich  on  fiich  occafions  had  frequently 
proved  very  inconvenient. 

Kahowmotoo  ftrongly  urged  my  remaining  a  few 
days  at  Toeaigh  ;  where  he  wmuld  fupply  us  wdth 
refrefliments,  and  would  afterwards  accompany 
us  to  another  place  of  his  called  Ti-ah-ta-tooa, 
lying  between  this  bay  and  Karakakooa.  This 
he  reprefented  as  a  fmall  bay  affording  good  an¬ 
chorage;  water,  according  to  his  account,  w^as  a 
fcarce  commodity  there,  but  all  kinds  of  rcfrefli- 
ments  wTre  in  the  greateft  abundance,  and  wxrc 
perfedlly  at  our  command.  To  thefe  folicitations 
I  in  forae  mealure  confented,  by  promlfing  to 
day  the  next  day,  In  the  expcblatlon  of  not  only 
deriving  fome  fupplies  for  ourfelves,  but  of  pro¬ 
curing  fome  provender  for  the  cattle  and  flicep; 
which,  in  confequcnce  of  the  inferior  quality  of 
the  hay  obtained  at  Monterrey,  wxre  almofl 
flarved.  To  this  caufe  1  attributed  the  unfortu¬ 
nate  Ioffes  we  had  fuffered  in  our  paffage,  amount¬ 
ing  to  three  rams,  two  ewes,  a  bull  and  a  cow. 

Thefe 
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Thefe  were  ferious  misfortunes,  and  in  a  great 
meafure  dlfappolnted  the  hopes  I  had  entertain¬ 
ed,  from  the  importation  of  thefe  valuable  ani¬ 
mals  into  the  feveral  iflands  of  the  Pacific  Ocean. 
Still  however  I  flattered  myfelf  with  the  expec¬ 
tation  of  fucceeding  in  Owhyhee,  by  leaving  the 
remaining  bull,  with  the  reft  of  the  cows,  under 
the  protedlion  of  Tamaalimaah,  who  I  expeefled 
would  meet  me  at  Karakakooa,  to  receive,  and 
infure  as  far  as  poffible,  the  prefervation  of  the 
animals  I  had  on  board.  To  Kahowmotoo,  who 
had  taken  the  greateft  care  of  the  goats  I  had  prcr 
fented  him  with  on  a  former  occafion,  and  of 
their  produce  flnee  my  lafl:  viiit,  I  gave  a  ram, 
two  ewes,  and  an  ewe  lamb  that  had  been  born 
on  our  paflage.  On  his  being  Informed  that  all 
the  reft  were  defigned  for  Tamaahmaah,  he  ftre- 
nuoufly  recommended  their  being  landed  at  this 
place,  it  being  highly  neceffary  that  they  fliould 
have  pafture  aa  foon  as  poflible,  efpecially  as  Tn- 
rnaahmaah,  had  very  extenfive  pofTeffions  in  the 
immediate  neighbourhood,  where,  he  affirmed, 
great  care  wmuld  be  taken  of  them.  I  fliould 
gladly  have  fubferibed  to  his  judicious  advice, 
but  the  fhortnefs  of  our  acquaintance  did  not  au¬ 
thorize  me  to  place  implicit  confidence  in  all  the 
aftertions  of  Kahowmotoo,  particularly  in  his  de¬ 
clarations  of  being  the  moft  Intimate  and  fincere 
friend  of  Tamaahmaah]  for  fhould  thefe  hereaf¬

ter  have  proved  to  be  falft,  it  mtght  poffibly  have 
caufed  the  total  deftrudllon  of  the  animals,  or 
have  been  the  occafion  of  commotions,  or  other 
unhappy  difputes.  This  determined  me  to  de¬ 
liver  them  myfelf  into  the  hands  of  TamaaJunaahp 

were  origin 

During  the  day,  a  gentle  refre&ing  breeze  blew 
into  the  bay  from  the  weft  ward;  but  foon  after 
fur>-fet,  a  gale  fuddenly  arofe  from  the  eaftward, 
attended  with  very  heavy  guftsi  and  continued 
until  day-light  the  next  morning,  Friday  the  15th, 
when  it  fell  calm,  and  the  weather  refumcd  a 
pleafant  degree  of  ferenity,  attended  as  before 
with  a  gentle  refreftiing  breeze  from  the  weft- 
ward. 

This  morning,  agreeably  to  his  appointment, 
KaJiowmotoo  came  on  board,  for  the  purpofe  of 
accompanying  me  to  his  habitation  on  fliorc. 
His  vifit  w'as  , rendered  ftill  more  acceptable  by 
his  prefenting  me  with  fixteen  very  fine  hogs,  a 
large  rifiortment  of  vegetables,  and  a  fupply  of 
srreen  food  for  the  cattle.  Arms  and  ammunition 
now  ceafed  to  be  fought  after,  and  he  feemed 
very  highly  pleafed  and  fully  recompenfed  on  re¬ 
ceiving  about  two  yards  of  red  cloth,  and  a  fmall 
piece  of  printed  linen,  with  a  few  beads  and  other 
trivial  articles  for  his  favourite  ladies.  Of  thefe 
he  had  no  lefs  than  four,  in  the  charafter  of 
wdves^  who  (he  faid)  wxre  w^aitlng  on  fhore  Vv^ith 

much 
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much  anxiety  to  fee  me;  as  the  taboo,  though  at 
an  end  as  it  refpecSed  fome  particulars,  was  ftill 
in  force  as  to  the  women  embarking  in  canoes ; 
fuch  of  our  female  vifitors,  as  had  been  induced 
to  favour  us  with  their  company,  had  therefore 
been  obliged  to  have  recourfe  to  fwimming  for 
that  purpofe. 

The  name  of  the  village  Toeaigh  was  by  us 
extended  to  the  bay^  (which  is  the  fame  that  had 
been  called  by  captain  King  Toeayahha  bay,) 
fince  the  natives  give  no  diftindlive  name  to  any 
part  of  the  ocean  that  waflies  the  fliores  of  their 
iflands.  Such  bays,  coves,  &c.  as  are  fo  diftin- 
guifhed>  having  been  named  by  their  European 
vifitors  from  the  contiguous  villages  or  diflridts. 

Toeaigh  Is  fituated  in  a  grove  of  cocoa-nut 
trees,  juft  behind  afandy  beach.  A  reef  of  coral 
rocks,  extending  thence  about  three  quarters  of  a 
mile  into  the  fea,  rendered  it  inacceffible  to  our 
boats  in  a  diredl  line,  but  we  landed  very  com- 
rnodioufliy  In  a  narrow  channel,  between  the  reef 
and  the  fhore,  near  the  moral,  to  the  S.  E.  of  the 
beach,  from  whence  we  had  about  two  miles  to 
walk  to  the  habitation  of  Kahowniotoo, 

We  could,  I  believe,  have  gone  much  further 
with  the  boats  in  that  channel,  but  as  the  navi-** 
gation  was  intricate  and  tirefome,  1  preferred  the 
walk,  and  attended  by  the  corporal  and  fix  ma¬ 
rines,  we  proceeded  along  the  beach;  leaving  the 
.  VoL.  III.  O  boats, 
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boats,  properly  manned  and  armed,  in  readincfs 
to  fupport  us  in  cafe  of  any  treacherous  or  hoftile 
behaviour.  Thefe  precautions  however  appeared 
to  have  been  intirely  unneceffary,  as  nothing  but 
the  moft  civif  attentive,  and  friendly  deport¬ 
ment  was  experienced  from  all  clafles  of  the 
people.  The  village  confifted  only  of  ftraggling 
houfes,  of  two  clafies;  thofe  appropriated  to  the 
refidence  of  the  inhabitants  w^ere  fmali,  mean, 
miferablc  huts;  but  the  others,  allotted  to  the 
purpofes  of  fhading;  building,  and  repairing  their 
canoes,  were  excellent  in  their  kind;  in  thefe  oc¬ 
cupations  feveral  people  were  bufily  em.ployed; 
who  feemed  to  execute  their  work  with  great 
neatnefs  and  insfenuitv.  In  about  the  middle  of 

O  ^ 

the  village  is  a  refervolr  of  fait  water,  nearly  in 
the  centre  of  a  large  Inclofure,  made  by  w^alls  of 
mud  and  ftones.  Betw^een  thefe  walls  and  the 

I 

refervoir  the  whole  fpace  is  occupied  by  fhallov/ 
earthen  pans,  of  no  regular  fize  or  fliape,  nor 
placed  in  any  order  or  degree  of  elevation.  The 
refervolr  is  feparated  by  a  bank  or  fmali  portion 
of  the  fandy  beach  from  the  ocean,  and  had  no 
vlfible  communication  wdth  it,  but  was  appa¬ 
rently  a  ftagnated  ftanding  pool,  covered  with  a 
muddy  feum,  of  a  yellowllli  green  colour.  This, 
the  natives  fay,  it  always  bears,  and  without  be¬ 
ing  replenlfhed  by  them  from  the  fea  conftantly 
affords  a  fufFicient- quantity  of  exccffively  fait 
■,  w^ater. 
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water,  for  fupplying  the  numerous  pans;  the  ex- 
pofure  of  which  to  the  influence  of  the  fun,  fooii 
caufes  evaporation  and  cryfl:allization.  The 
-cryftals  are  then  carefully  taken  up ;  and  if  found 
dirty  from  the  cracking  or  breaking  of  the  pans, 
which  frequently  want  repair,  or  by  the  falling  of 
rain  whilft  making,  they  are  walhed  clean  in  fea- 
■water  and  dried.  This  is  their  procefs  in  mak¬ 
ing  fait,  which  is  always  white  in  ’proportion  ta 
the  care  beftowed  in  gathering  it.  They  have 
large  quantities,  equal  in  colour  and  in  quality  to 
any  made  in  Europe,  but  the  cryftals  are  much 
larger.  The  quantity  of  fait  obtained,  might  be 
-fuppofed,  from  the  appearance  of  this  falt-pond^ 
to  be  produced  rather  from  the  faline  quality  of 
the  furrounding  earth,  in  which  it  is  contained, 
than  purely  from  the  fea- water.  Yet,  its  being 
not  more  than  thirty  yards  from  the  fea«fide, 
makes  it  probable  that  the  oceanic  water  pene¬ 
trates  into  it,  through  the  loofe  fandy  beach  that 
feparates  it  from  the  fea,  and  that  the  rlchnefs 
of  the  fluid  may  be  produced  from  both  thofe 
caufes.  ,  ‘ 

Paying  our  refpedls  to  Kahozvmotoo^s  wives, 
and  infpectlng  this  falt-pond,  occupied  mofl:  of 
our  time,  and  claimed  mofl:  of  our  attention. 
Plaving  rendered  our  vifit  pleafant  to  the  former, 
by  diflributlng  fuch  articles  as  we  knew  they 
Held  in  high  eflimation,  we  returned  towards 

O  2  the 
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the  boats,  accompanied  by  the  chief  and  his  la¬ 
dies,  and  attended  by  the  natives,  who  condudled 
themfelves  in  the  mofi:  orderly  and  refpedlful 
manner.  They  brought  us  cocoa-nuts  as  we  paf- 
fed  along,  and  feemed  ftudious  to  afford  us  any 
little  fervice  or  civility,  without  being  the  leaft 
troublefome;  and  ftridtiy  conformed  themfelves 
to  the  orders  of  their  chief,  who  dire<3:ed  that  few 
only  fliould  advance  near  us,  and  that  the  crowd 
fliould  be  feated  at  a  diftance,  in  whatever  direc¬ 
tion  we  fliould  pafs. 

On  reaching  the  boats,  I  requefted  that 
liowmoioo  would  accompany  us  on  board  to  din¬ 
ner,  but  in  confequence  of  the  taboo,  I  had  no 
idea  of  foliciting  that  favour  from  the  ladies; 
they  however  entertained  very  different  notions, 
particularly  Kaliowmotoo  s  favorite,  Na-ma-Jian^ 
na,  who  contended,  that  although  the  taboo 
prohibited  their  embarking  in  canoes  belonging 
,  to  Owhyhee,  it  could  not  poffibly  extend  to  . the 
boats  of  thofe  who  totally  difregarded  their  laws 
and  reflriftions.  This  ingenious  mode  of  reafon- 
ing  feeming  to  meet  Kahowmotoo  s  concurrence, 
we  foon  embarked,  leaving  Mr.  Menzies,  who 
had  been  of  our  party,  on  fhore,  in  purfuit  of 
new  vegetable  productions.  He  returned  in 
evening,  after  receiving  much  hofpitable  civility 
from  the  natives. 

Kahowmotoo  w^ent  on  fhore  with  his  lady  in 
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one  of  our  boats.  On  its  return  a  meffage  was 
brought  from  Ttanna,  defirlng  to  be  informed, 
who  we  were?  adding,  that  if  we  were  his 
friends,  he  would  make  all  polTible  hafte  to  vifit 
us;  but,  as  it  would  be  late  on  account  of  his 
diftance  before  he  fhould  be  able  to  arrive,  in  or¬ 
der  that  he  might  be  admitted  on  board  in  the 
dark,  he  would  carry  in  the  bow  of  his  canoe  a 
large  fire,  as  a  fignal  by  which  he  might  be 
known.  He  accordingly  arrived  about  four 
o’clock  next  morning,  Saturday  the  l6th,  juft 
as  we  were  getting  under  fail.  In  his  canoe  were 
half  a  dozen  fine  hogs,  thefe  he  defired  might  be 
taken  on  board,  and  faid,  he  had  many  others  on 
the  road,  that  would  follow  the  ftiip  to  the  Ibuth- 
ward.  Kahowmotoo ,  attended  by  his  favorite 
wife,  agreeably  to  a  preconcerted  fignal  with  hirn 
of  firing  a  gun  on  our  departure,  came  on  board 
to  fulfil  his  engagement  of  conducting  us  to  Tyea- 
ia-tooa.  The  wind  proved  very  variable,  not  only 
in  direction  but  force.  The  weather  fometimes 
was  perfectly  calm,  at  others  we  had  violent  gufts 
from  the  land,  fo  that  it  was  not  until  the  even- 
ing  that  we  were  abreaft  of  the  fouth  point  of 
this  bay,  forming  the  weftern  extremity  of 
Owhyhee.  The  weather  continued  fqually,  with 
lightning,  thunder  and  rain.  A  little  before  it 
was  dark,  a  brig  and  a  floop  were  feen  in  the 
offing.  From  the  natives  we  learnt  that  thefe  ^ 
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were  the  Chatham,  and  the  Jackal!  trader,  un¬ 
der  the  orders  of  Mr.  Brown  of  the  Butterworth. 
We  immcdiatclv  made  towards  them,  and  as 
they  feemed  to  be  under  little  lail,  foon  expended 
to  join  our  confort.  But,  to  our  great  aftonilli- 
ment,  next  morning,  Sunday  the  1  7th,  notwith- 
ftandins::  the  nii>;ht  had  been  moftlv  calm,  we 
found  ourfelvcs  at  lealt  nine  or  ten  Icairues  from 

O 

the  land,  and  had  loft  fight  of  both  velTels.  A  frelli 
breeze  from  the  N.  E.  during  the  morning,  car¬ 
ried  us  at  the  rate  of  three  or  four  miles  an  hour, 
direftly  toYvards  the  land,  yet  wc  did  not  appear 
to  approach  its  Ihorcs  ;  and  at  noon  its  nearelt 
part,  being  about  the  fouth  point  of  Toeaigh  bay, 
bore  E.  by  N.  ten  leagues  diftant.  The  obferved 
latitude  was  19®  43'.  The  north-call  wind  was 
foon  afterwards  fuccceded  by  a  calm. 

The  mornina:  of  Mondav  the  1  Sth  broueiht  the 

O  ^  O 

two  veffels  airain  in  fiaiht,  and  towards  noon  the 
Chatham  was  fufficiently  near  us  to  receive  a 
vilit  from  Mr.  Puget;  from  Yvhom  I  learned, 
that  he  had  traced  the  fliores  on  the  S.  E.  fide 
of  Owdiyhee  from  its  call  to  its  fouth  point,  at 
the  diftance  from  one  to  three  miles  of  the  lliorc, 
without  finding  any  place  that  prefented  a  pro¬ 
bability  of  anchorage;  and  if  foundings  wxre  to 
be  had,  they  mull  exift  upon  an  open  ccall,  ex- 
pofed  to  the  prevailing  Yvinds,  where  fo  violent 
a  furf  broke  on  the  fliorcs,  that  any  communi¬ 
cation 
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cation  with  the  land,  by  fuch  means  as  we  pof- 
fefTed,  wa)uld  have  been  impoffible.  From  the 
fouth  point  of  the  ifland,  their  examination  w  as 
not  attended  with  that  mdnutenefs  which  was 
neceffary  to  determine  the  object  I  had  in  view. 
This  it  feems  had  been  occafioncd  by  baffling 
winds,  and  a  current  fetting  the  Chatham  fome 
dilfance  from  the  land  to  the  northward.  That 
part  which  required  the  moft  minute  furvey  lies 
between  the  F:)uth  point  and  Karakakooa,  where 
fornc  of  the  traders  are  faid  to  have  dlfcovercd  a 
more  eligible  fituation  for  the  reception  of  flip¬ 
ping  than  Karakakooa  affords;  on  this  report  I 
placed  little  reliance,  but'  as  I  expected  to  have 
a  future  opportunity  of  afeertaining  the  fact,  it 
was  of  little  importance  on  the  prefent  occafon. 
Mr.  Pu  p:ct  informed  me  alfo,  that  I  fhould  find 
Karakakooa  a  more  formidable  place  than  I  ex¬ 
pected,  as  he  had  underftood  from  thofe  in  the 
Jackall  who  had  vifited  it*  that  it  was  by  no 
means  a  dcfirable  ftopping  place  for  fmall  veflels; 
fince  Tamaahmaah  had  procured  from  the  fcveral 
-traders  a  number  of  cannon,  wdth  a  proper  af- 
firtment  of  ammunition.  That  thefc  cannon 
were  planted,  and  in  fome  meafure  protected  by 
fionc  w^alls,  thrown  up  by  the  natives  along  the 
beach  in  the  bay  before  his  houfes  ;  fituated  in 
the  fame  place  where  the  habitations  of  the 

O  4  priefts 
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priefts  were  deftroyed^,  after  the  unfortunate  death 
of  Captain  Cook. 

Calms  and  light  baffling  winds  detained  us  in 
this  inaftive  fituation,  which  was  rendered  ex¬ 
tremely  unpleafant  by  a  heavy  irregular  fwelff 
and  by  oppreffively  hot  fultry  weather.  A  cir-? 
cumftance  now  occurred  that  contributed  to 
make  me  infinitely  more  diffatisfied  wfith  this 
irkfome  detention  from  the  fliore.  The  only 
bull  that  remained,  and  a  cqw  that  had  brought 
forth  a  dead  calf,  were  no  longer  able  to  ftand 
on  their  legs,  and  it  w^as  evident,  that  if  a  fpeedy 
opportunity  did  not  offer  itfelf  for  relieving 
them  by  fending  them  on  fhore,  their  lives  could 
not  poffibly  be  prefervcd.  The  lofs,  particu¬ 
larly  of  the  bull,  would  have  been  a  cruel  difapr 
pointment  to  my  wifhes ;  but  as  favourable  cir- 
cumftances  often  take  place  when  Icafl:  expe^ted^ 
fo  it  was  on  this  occafion, 

,  In  the  afternoon  of  Tuefday  the  igth  w^e  were 
vifited  by  many  canoes,  though  at  the  diftance 
of  eight  or  nine  leagues  from  the  land.  In  one 
of  thefe  w^as  a  chief  named  Crymamaliooy  half 
brother  to  Tamaahmaahy  and  chief  of  the  diftridl 
of  Ahiedo.  Tb  him  and  to  his  friends  I  made 
-  fuch  prefents  as  were  confidered  by  Kahowmotoo 
highly  fuitable  to  his  rank,  and  which  were  ac¬ 
cepted  with  marks  of  great  approbation  and  con-. 

-  •  tent : 
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tent :  this  Induced  me  to  hope,  that  by  his  good 
offices  I  fhould  be  enabled  to  get  thefe  poor  ani¬ 
mals  conveyed  to  the  ftiore.  As  his  canoe  was 
fufficiently  large  and  roomy,  I  requefted  he 
would  confent  to  their  being  put  into  it,  but  to 
my  great  furprife  a  thoufand  evafions  and  excufcs 
were  inimediately  ftarted.  Anxious  for  the  fu¬ 
ture  advantages  thefe  people  would  derive  by  the 
propagation  of  thefe  animals,  I  probably  difco- 
vered  much  earneftnefs,  whilfi:  endeavouring  to 
prevail  with  Crymamalioo  to  lend  me  his  affift- 
ance,  in  fecuring  to  himfelf  and  countrymen  fo 
important  a  benefit.  This  he  certainly  perceived, 
but  poffeffiug  no  defire  to  oblige,  iior  any  pa¬ 
triotic  zeal,  he  was  only  ftudious  to  turn  my  irir 
treaties  to  his  own  particular  advantage.  After 
Kalwwtnotoo  had  anxioudy  interfered,  but  with 
the  fame  fuccefs,  I  offered  Crymamalioo  (well 
knowdng  that  avarice  is  a  predominant  paffion 
\vith  many  of  thefe  illandcrs)  a  moderate  recom- 
pence,  only  for  allowing  his  canoe  to  perform 
this  fervice.  He  inftaritly  waved  all  his  former 
objedlions,  and  the  bull  and  cow  were  foon  com¬ 
fortably  placed  in  his  canoe,  in  which  there 
w^ere  fomc  vegetables  that  the  bull  ate,  feem- 
ingly  with  much  appetite ;  this  gave,  me  great 
pleafure,  as  I  was  now^  in  hopes  that  he  vv^ould 
foon  recover  by  the  help  of  proper  nourifliing 
food,  w  hich  the  fliore  abundantly  fupplied. 

‘  .  '  '  '  ”  The 
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The  next  morning,  Wcdncfday  the  20th,  we 
had  again  iucreaied  oiir  diftancc  irom  Owhyhee; 
but  towards  noon,  with  a  light  breeze  from  the 
fouth“  weft  ward,  wc  made  all  fall  for  the  ifland. 
As  wc  approached  we  wxre  met  by  ieveral  large 
and  fmal!  canoes,  laden  wdth  the  fcvcral  produc- 
tions  of  the  country,  wdilch  were  exchanged  by 
the  natives  in  the  moft  honeft  and  civil  manner, 
for  our  various  articles  of  traffic  ;  amongffithefe, 
red  and  blue  woollen  cloths,  with  printed  linens, 
feemed  the  commodities  in  the  highefr  effima- 
tlon.  Beads  and  other  trinkets  w’ere  accepted  as 
prefen ts,  but  were  confidercd  as  unworthy  any 
return. 

Amongfi:  our  numerous  vifitors  w^as  Tamaali- 
maali^  eldeft  ,fon,  and  prefumptive  heir  to  the 
Ibvcreignty  of  Owhyhee.  Fie  was  a  boy  about 
nine  years  of  age  ;  pofleffmg  a  Ihrewd  and  lively 
appearance. 

In  return  for  the  prefents  I  had  made  him,  he 
prefented  me  on  leaving  the  fliip  with  three  or 
four  hogs,  and  promlfcd  me  a  further  fupply  in 
the  morning. 

By  this  time  we  had  nearly  reached  Tyahta- 
tooa.  Mr.  Whldbey  was  dbpatched  in  the  cut¬ 
ter  to  examine  the  anchorao:;c,  as  in  the  event  of 
its  belna;  found  funerior  to  that  of  Karakakooa,  I 
purpofed  giving  Tyahtatooa  the  preference  for 
the  tranfading  of  all  our  material  bufinefs  be¬ 
fore 
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fore  we  proceeded  to  the  other  place,  where  in 
cafe  of  any  difagreement  with  the  inhabitants, 
we  might  be  much  inconvenienced  by  the  can^ 
non,  of  which  they  were  faid  to  be  poffeffed. 

A  calm  fucceedcd  the  rifing  of  the  fun.  This 
continuing  until  ten  in  the  forenoon  of  Thurf- 
day  the  21  ft,  we  were  again  driven  a  confiderable 
diftance  from  the  land  ;  but  a  S.  W.  breeze  then 
ipringing  up,  enabled  us  to  fteer  towards  Tyah- 
tatooa. 

About  noon  I  was  honoured  with  the  prefence 
of  Tamaahmaah,  the  king  of  Owhyhee,  whofe 
approach  had  been  announced  fbmetime  before 
his  arrival. 

Not  only  from  Captain  King’s  defcription, 
but  alfo  from  my  own  memory,  as  far  as  it 
would  ferve  me,  I  expected  to  have  recognized 
my  former  acquaintance  by  the  moft  favage 
countenance  wx  had  hitherto  feen  amongft  thefe 
people  ;  but  I  was  agreeably  furprlzed  m  finding 
that  his  riper  years  had  foftened  that  ftern  fero¬ 
city  which  his  younger  days  had  exhibited,  and 
had  changed  his  general  deportment  to  an  ad- 
drefs  charafteriftic  of  an  open,  cheerful,  and  fen- 
fible  mind  ;  combined  with  great  generofity,  and 
goodnefs  of  dlfpofition.  An  alteration  not  un¬ 
like  that  I  have  before  had  occafion  to  notice  in 
the  character  of  Ponnirrey  at  Otaheite. 

Tamaahmaah 
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Tamaahmaah  came  on  board  in  a  very  large 
canoe,  accompanied  by  John  Young,  an  Englifli 
feamart,  who  appeared  to  be  not  only  a  great 
favourite,  but  to  poffefs  no  fmall  degree  of  in¬ 
fluence  with  this  great  chief.  Terrelioa,  who 
had  been  fent  to  deliv^cr  the  bull  and  cow  to  the 
king,  was  alfo  of  the  party,  and  informed  me 
that  the  cow  had  died  in  her  palfage  to  the 
ifland,  but  that  the  bull  arrived  fafe,  and  was 
lodged  in  a  houfe  where  he  ate  and  drank  hear¬ 
tily. 

After  the  ufual  ceremonies  and  aflurances  of 
friendfhip  had  paffed  between  Tamaahmaah  and 
jnyfelf,  he  faid  that  the  queen,  with  feveral  of 
his  friends  and  relations  .were  in  the  canoe  along- 
fide,  and  requefted  they  might  be  admitted  on 
board.  This  was  inftantly  granted,  and  I  w^as 
introduced  to  her  majefty,  who  we  had  previ- 
oufly  underftood  was  the  daughter  of  Kahow^ 
motoo^  by  his  favorite  wife  now  on  board,  Nama-^ 
fianna.  The  meeting  of  the  daughter  and  her 
parents  fufficlently  indicated  the  relation,  and 
the  affedtion  that  fubfilied  betwxen  them.  She 
appeared  to  be  about  fixteen,  and  undoubtedly 
did  credit  to  the  choice  and  tafte  of  TamaaJi^ 
maah,  beinc  one  of  the  finefi:  W'Omen  we  had 
yet  feen  on  any  of  the  iflands.  It  was  pleafing 
to  obferve  the  kindnefs  and  fond  attention,  with 

wTJch 
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which  on  all  occafions  they  feemed  to  regard 
each  other ;  and  though  this  mode  of  behaviour 
in  public  would  be  confidered  as  extravagant  in 
the  poliflied  circles  of  foclety,  yet  to  us^,  fo  far 
removed  from  the  civilized  world,  the  profufion 
of  tendernefs  was  very  admiffible,  and  could  not 
be  regarded  without  a  warmth  of  fatisfadlion  at 
thus  wltneffing  the  happinefs  of  our  fellow  crea¬ 
tures  ;  though  fo  far  behind  us  in  that  ftate  of 
civilization,  from  which  alone  we  imagine  the 
effential  comforts  and  happinefs  of  life  can  be 
derived. 

The  foie  objedl  of  this  vifit  was  to  invite  and 
intreat  our  proceeding  to  Karakakooa  :  to  their 
folicitations  I  replied,  that  our  boat  was  exa¬ 
mining  Tyahtatooa,  and  that  on  her  return  I 
fliould  determine.  With  this  anfwer  they  were 
perfedlly  fatisfied,  but  obferved,  that  I  Ihould  not 
find  it  fo  convenient  as  Karakakooa. 

I  was  much  pleafed  with  the  decorum  and 
general  condudl  of  this  royal  party.  Though  it 
confifted  of  many,  yet  not  one  foUclted  even  the 
mofl:  Inconfiderable  article  ;  nor  did  they  appear 
to  have  any  expeftation  of  receiving  prefents. 
They  feemed  to  be  particularly  cautious  to  avoid 
giving  the  leafi:  caufe  for  offence  ;  but  no  one 
more  fo  than  the  king  himfelf,  who  was  fo  feru- 
pulous,  as  to  enquire  when  and  W’^here  it  was, 
proper  for  him  to  be  feated.  The  inhabitants, 

who 
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w'ho  had  affcmbled  round  the  lhip^>,  were  by  this 

time  very  numerous  ;  on  being  denied  their  re- 

quefts  to  be  admitted  on  board,  which  was  ob- 

ferved  towards  all  but  the  principal  chiefs,  they 

remained  perfectly  quiet  in  their  canoes,  and  in 

a  moft  orderly  manner  carried  on  an  honeft  and 
»  ♦ 

friendly  intercourfc. 

The  demand,  amounting  to  clamour,  for  arms 
and  ammunition,  which  on  our  firfi:  arrival 
fcemed  at  that  time  to  be  fo  formidable  an  ob- 

f 

ftacle  to  our  procuring  refrefliments,  appeared 
now  to  be  entirely  done  away,  whilft  the  cordial 
manner  in  which  we  had  been  received  and 
•treated,  the  profufion  of  good  things  we  had 
purchafed  at  an  eafy  rate,  and  the  value  attached 
to  our  articles  of  traffic,  impreffed  me  with  a 
more  favorable  idea  of  the  charadler  of  thefe 
people  than  that  which  had  been  recently  given 
to  the  world. 

Being  determined  that  nothing  ffiould  be 
wanting  on  my  part  to  preferve  the  harmony  and 
good  underftanding  that  feemed  to  have  taken 
place  between  us ;  and  having  learned  from 
Young,  that  our  royal  vifitors  did  not  entertain 
the  moft  diftant  idea  of  accepting  any  thing  from 
me  until  they  had  firft  fet  the  example  ;  I  con- 
fidered  this  a  good  opportunity  to  manifeft  our 

friendly  difpofition  towards  them,  by  prcfents 

( 

fuitable  to  their  refpedlivc  ranks  and  fituations ; 

in 
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in  the  hope  that  by  fiich  an  early  compliment  I 
Ihould  confirm,  or  perhaps  heighten  the  favor « 
able  opinion  of  us,  that  they  already  fccmcd  to 
have  imbibed.  Accordingly,  fuch  articles  were 
diftributed  as  I  knew  were  llkelv,  and  (as  they 
afterw^ards  proved  to  be)  highly  acceptable  to  the 
w  hole  party.  Permiffion  was  now  requefted  for 
the  friends  and  relations,  who  cvere  alongfide  in 
their  canoes,  to  be  fuffered  to  vifit  the  fliip.  I 
calily  comprehended  wdiat  was  the  real  objedl  of 
the  rcqiieft,  wdiich  foon  became  evident  by  the 
behaviour  of  the  new  ‘  vifitors,  who,  of  both 
iexes,  and  diftcrent  ages,  inftantly  found  their 
way  aft,  and  nearly  filled  tlie  cabin  ;  until  Ta- 
maalirnaah  defired  that  no  more  iliould  be  ad¬ 


mitted  into  the  iliip  ;  and  then  demanded  of  me, 
if  it  were  my  intention  to  make  thofe  now  on 
board  any  prefents  ?  On  his  being  anfwered  in 
the  affirmative,  he  undertook  the  diftribution. 
himfelf,  and  was  fo  economical  as  to  give  me 
feveral  opportunities  to  make  feme  addition  to 
his  dlfpenfations,  which  were  more  bountifully 
beftowed  on  fome  of  the  men,  than  on  the  ge¬ 
nerality  of  the  women.  The  ladies  however 
were  no  lofers  on  this  occafion.  The  deficiency 
of  Taniaahmaalis  attention  being  otherways  am¬ 
ply  fupplied,  produced  no  fmall  degree  of  mirth, 
in  wTich  TamaaJimaak  bore  a  very  confidcrable 
part.  This  diftribution  being  finiflicd,  and  the 

'  whole 
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whole  party  made  very  happy,  the  king,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  what  he  had  before  received,  'was  pre- 
fented  with  a  fcarlet  cloaks  that  reached  frorri 
his  neck  to  the  ground,  adorned  with  tinfel  laccj- 
trimmed  with  various  coloured  gartering  tape^ 
with  blue  ribbons  to  tic  it  down  the  front.  The 
looking  glaffes  being  placed  oppofite  to  each 
other  difplayed  at  once  the  whole  of  his  royal 
perfon ;  this  filled  him  with  rapture,  and  fo  de¬ 
lighted  him  that  the  cabin  could  fcarcely  con¬ 
tain  him.  His  eeftafy  produced  capering,  and 
he  fbon  cleared  the  cabin  of  many  of  our  vifitors, 
whofe  numbers  had  rendered  it  very  hot  and  un- 
plcafant.  He  himfelf  foon  followed,  and  after 
ftrutting  fome  little  time  upon  deck,  he  ex- 
pofed  himfelf  in  the  moft  confpicuous  places, 
feemingly  with  the  greateft  indifference,  though 
in  reality  for  the  foie  purpofe  of  attrafdng  the' 
admiration  and  applaufc  of  his  fubjedfs.  The 
acclamations  that  his  appearance  produced  from 
theTurrounding  multitude  were  evidently  grati- 
fying  to  his  vanity  ;  yet  his  joy  and  fatisfadlion 
wnre  incomplete  until  tw'o  in  the  afternoon,’ 
when  Mr.  Whidbey  returned,  and  reported,  that 
although  the  anchorage  at  Tyahtatooa  feemed 
convenient,  yet  it  was  infinitely  more  expofed 
than  any  part  of  the  anchorage  at  Karakakooa. 

I  had  by  this  time  underftood  that  the  ac¬ 
count  ot  Tamaalimaali  ^  cannon  and  fortification 

was 
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was  entirely  void  of  truth  ;  and  as  there  could 
be  ho  hefitation  which  of  the  two  fituations  to 
prefer>  from  Mr.  Whidbey’s  reprefentation,  we 
fteered  immediately  for  Karakakooa.  Tamaah- 
maali  foon  became  acquainted  with  my  determi^ 
nation.  The  high  degree  of  fatisfadlion  he  ex- 
prefled  on  this  occafion  was  not  eafily  to  be  de- 
fcribed,  as  I  could  not  recoiled;  in  any  former  in- 
ftance  ever  to  have  noticed  fenfations  like  his,  in 
the  countenance  or  behaviour  of  any  perfon. 

The  breeze  was  too  gentle,  and  the  day  was 
too  far  advanced  to  reach  Karakakooa  before 
night ;  when  the  general  happinefs  of  our  party 
received  fome  fmall  degree  of  check. 


Notw’ithfliandlng  the  prefent  harmony,  and 
the  profped  of  its  continuance,  I  confidered  it 
highly  important  not  to  relax  in  any  of  the  pre-* 
cautions  I  had  taken  on  former  occafions ;  but 
to  be  mofl:  vigilantly  on  our  guard,  and  to  w  atch 
with  a  jealous  eye  over  the  behaviour  of  thele 
ambitious  chiefs.  Had  I  permitted  any  of  them 
to  have  flept  on  board,  which  they  are  very  fond 
,  of  doing,  our  caution  would  naturally  have  lef- 
fened,  by  a  continuanee  of  their  then  docile  be¬ 
haviour,  and  had  one  been  admitted  to  this  in¬ 
dulgence,  many  others  could  not,  without  giv^ 
ing  great  offence^  have  been  refufcd.  Their 
numbers  might  thus  have  increafed  beyond  ex- 
pedlation,  and  by  diftributing  themfelves  unob-* 
VoL.  IIL  P  ferved 
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ferved  in  different  parts  of  the  fhlp,  a  favorable 
opportunity  might  have  been  feized,  had  they 
been  fo  inclined,  when  we  leaft  expefted  danger, 
to  carry  any  ambitious  projefts  into  executirii. 
Having  uniformly  adhered  to  the  maxim,  that 

prevention  is  better  than  puniflbment,”  T  de¬ 
termined  in  no  inftance  whatever,  fo  far  as  it 
was  in  our  power,  to  fuffer  the  leaft  temptation 
to  be  laid  in  their  way,  either  in  and  about  the 
jfhlp,  or  in  any  of  our  tranfaftions  with  them  on 
fliore.  On  this  occalion  however  a  difficulty 
arofe,  by  KaJiowmatoo  having  remained  on  board 
three  nights  fucceffively.  After  explaining  that 
this  would  not  have  happened,  had  not  the  fhip 
been  unavoidably  driven  to  a  great  diftance  from 
the  land,  the  whole  party  appeared  pretty  w’ell 
fatisfied,  and  about  dark  retired  to  the  fhore  in 
high  fplrits,  and  in  extremely  good  humour^ 
fome  of  them  having  taken  their  grog  and  wine 
Very  cheerfully. 

By  feven  the  next  morning,  Friday  the  22d, 
we  were  abreaft  of  Karakakooa  bay,  from  whence, 
and  the  adjacent  fhores,  we  were  vifited  by  a 
vaft  concourfe  of  people,  who  brought  in  their 
canoes  the  greateft  abundance  of  refreffiments, 
and  w^ho  feemed  to  be  as  eager  to  exchange 
them  for  our  articles  of  traffic,  as  on  the  firft  dif- 
covery  of  thefe  iilands.  But  as  we  w^ere  well 
ftored  with  fuch  good  things,  I  direded  that  no 


more 
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more  fhould  be  purchafed  until  the  fhip  was 
properly  fecured.  This  was  efFeiled  by  noon  ; 
the  beft  bower  anchor  lying  to  the  S.S.W.  in 
22  fathoms>  and  the  fmall  one  E.  N.  E.  in  i2 
fathoms  water^  foft  fandy  bottom*  The  points 
of  the  Bay  lying  S.  5  W.  and  87  W.  diftant 
from  Kakooa  the  neareft  fliore^  about  the  length 
of  a  cable  and  half*  ■ 

This  village  as  already  ftated>  we  found  to  be 
the  refidence  of  Tamaahmaah  ;  from  whence, 
before  the  (hip  was  well  fecured>  eleven  large  ca^ 
noes  put  off  from  the  Ihore  with  great  order, 
and  formed  two  equal  fides  of  an  obtufe  triangle! 
The  largeft  canoe  being  in  the  angular  points 
was  rowed  by  eighteen  paddles  on  each  lide ;  in 
this  was  his  Owhyhean  /  majefty,  drelfed  in  a 
printed  linen  gown,  that  Captain  Cook  had  given, 
to  Terreoboo ;  and  the  moft  elegant  feathered 
cloak  I  had  yet  feen,  compofed  principally  of 
beautiful  bright  yellow  feathers,  and  reaching 
from  his  fhoulders  to  the  ground  on  which  it 
trailed*  On  his  head  he  wore  a  very  handfome 
helmet,  and  made  altogether  a  very  magnificent 
appearance.  His  canoe  was  advanced  a  little 
forward  in  the  proceflQon,  to  the  adllohs  of  which 
the  other  ten  ftridlly  attended,  keeping  the  moft 
exad:  and  regular  time  with  their  paddles/  and 
inclining  to  the  right  or  left  agreeably  to  the  di- 
redlions  of  the  king,  who  conduced  the  whole 
^  P  2  bufineft 
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bufmefs  with  a  decree  of  adroltnefs  arid  uni- 
formity,  that  manifefted  a  knowledge  of  fuch 
movements  and  manoeuvre '  far  beyond  what 
could  reafonably  have  been  expedled.  In  this 
manner  he  paraded  round  the  vefl'els^  with  a  fle  w 
and  folemn  motion.  This  not  only  added  a  great 
dignity  to  the  proceffion,  but  gave  time  to  the 
crowd  of  canoes  alongfide  to  get  out  of  the  way. 
He  now  ordered  the  ten  canoes  to  draw  uo  in  a 

i 

line  under  our  fiern,  whilft,  with  the  utmoft 
jxertions  of  his  paddlers,  he  row^ed  up  along  the 
ftarboard  fide  of  the  fliip;  and  though  the  canoe 
was  going  at  a  very  great  rate^  flie  was  in  an  in- 
ftant  flopped^  with  that  part  of  the  canoe  wdrere 
his  majefty  was  ftanding  immediately  oppofite 
the  gangway. 

He  lnftant}y  afeended  the  fide  of  the  fliip,  and 
taking  hold  of  my  hand,  demanded,  if  we  were 
fincerely  his  friends  ?  To  this  I  anfwered  in  the 
affirrnativG  ;  he  then  faid,  that  he  underftood  we 
belonged  to  King  George,  and  afked  if- he  was 
likewife  his  friend  ?  On  receiving  a  fatisfactory 
anfwer  to  this  queftiom,  he  declared  that  he  w  as 


our  firm  good  friend  ;  and,, according  to  the  cuf- 
tom  of  the  country,  in  tefthiiony  of  the  fincerity 
of  our  declarations  wc  faluted  by  touching  nofes. 
He  then  prefented  me  with  four  very  handfome 
feathered  helmets,  and  ordered  the  ten  large  ca- 
noes  tjiat  were  under  the  flera  to  come  on  the- 


ftarboard 
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ftarboard  fide.  Each  of  thefe  contained  nine  very^ 
large  hogs,  whilfl:  a  fleet  of  finallef  canoes,  con¬ 
taining  a  profufion  of  yegetables,  were  ordered  by 
him  to  deliver  their  cargoes  on  the  oppofite  fide. 
This  fupply  was  more  than  we  could  poffibly  dif- 
pofe  of ;  fome  of  the  latter  he  was  prevailed  iipon^ 
to  refer ve  ;  but  although  our  decks) -aS' welTas 
thofe  of  the  Chatham,  were  already  encumbered 
with  their  good  things,  he  v;ould  not  fufFer  one' 
hog  to  be  returned  to  the  fihore. 

The  remaining  live  flock  1  had  bri  br  rd,  con- 
fiftins:  of  five  cows,  two  ewes  and  a  ram,  were 
fent  on  fhore  in  fome  of  his  canoes ;  thefe  were 
all  in  a  healthy  flate  though  in  low  condition, 
and  as  I  flattered  myfelf  the  bull  would  recover, 
I  had  little  doubt  of  their  fucceeding  to  the  utmofl: 
of  my  wifhes.  I  cannot  avoid  mentioning  the 
plcafure  I  received,  in  the  particular  attention  paid 
hyTamaahmaah  to  the  placing  of  thefe  animals  in 
the  canoes.  This  bufmefs  was  principally  done 
by  himfelf ;  after  which  he  gave  the  fliridtefl:  in- 
jundlions  to  his  people  who  had  the  charge  of 
them,  to  pay  implicit  obedience  to  the  diredlions 
of  our  butcher,  who  was  fent  to  attend  their  land¬ 
ing.  At  the  departure  of  thefe  canoes,  I  was  un¬ 
acquainted  with  the  extent  of  TamaahmaaJi  s  in- 
. tended  compliment.  In  addition  to  his  magnifi¬ 
cent  prefent  of  provifions,  other  canoes  were  now’ 
ordered  alongfide,  from  which  a  large  quantity  ot 
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cloth,  mats,  and  other  articles  of  their  own  ma- 
nufad:ure,  were  delivering  into  the  fhip  ;  but  we^ 
were  fo  much  incommoded,  that  there  was  no 
poffibllity  of  taking  care  of  thefe  valuables,  and 
on  promiling  to  receive  them  on  a  future  day,  the 
king  permitted  them  to  be  returned  to  the  fliore, 
particular  charge  to  one  of  his  attendants, 
to  whom  they  were  intrufted,  to  be  very  careful 
of  them,  as  they  belonged  to  me,  and  not  to 
himfelf. 

This  prefent,  though  not  accompanied  by  the 
elegant  entertainments  that  followed  thofe  made 
by  Fenow  and  Powlahow  to  Captains  Cooke  and 
Clerke  at  the  Friendly  iflands,  was  however  highly 
worthy  of  a  generous  and  noble  mind  ;  efpecially 
Ivhen  the  rmanner  is  adverted  to,  in  which  it  was 
made,  as  a  token  of  the  fincerity  of  the  king’s 
^vifhes  and  defire  to  efliablifii,  upon  a  firm  and 
permanent  bafis,  our  mutual  good  underflianding 
and  harmony;  and  polfibly,  in  fbme  meafure,-  as 
a  tequital  for  the  fervice  I  had  rendered  his  coun¬ 
try  in  the  introduellon  of  the  fheep  and  cattle. 
On  this  fcore,  however,  I  foon  convinced  him 
that  I  required  no  return  ;  as  in  fo  doing  I  only, 
complied  with  the  dlredlions  of  my  fovereign,  in 
his  humane  and  friendly  difpofitlon  towards  them, 
by  adding  as  much  as  was  in  my  power  to  their 
comfort  and  happinefs.' 

Thefe  tranfadions  did  not  pafs  unobferved  by 

Kahow- 
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Kahowmotoo,  who  ftridly  attended  to  every  oc¬ 
currence.  He  appeared  to  be  much  rejoiced  at 
the  introduftion  of  the  llieep  and  cattle  on  the 
liland,  yet  he  could  not  refrain  from  obferving, 
that  he  confidered  it  a  very  unequal  dlftribution, 
to  give  all  the  large  cattle  to  Tamaahmaah,  and 
none  to  himfelf,  Timma,  or  other  principal  chiefs. 
In  reply  to  thefe  oblervatlons,  I  pointed  out  that 
I  had  already  done  Tamaahmaah  an  injuftice,  by 
giving  him,  Kahowmotoo,  the  fheep  originally  de- 
figned  for  the  king.  That,  under  this  confidera- 
tion,  he  ought  to  be  perfedlly  contented  ;  and  as 
there  was  a  probability  of  my  returning,  that  I 
fhould  endeavour  to  bring  with  me  a  fupply  of 
thofe,  and  very  likely  fome  other  ufeful  animals, 
by  which  I  fliould  have  it  in  my  power  to  oblige 
him,  and  the  reft  of  our  friends  in  Owhyhee* 
Kahoivmotoo  paid  particular  attention  to  this  con- 
verfation  and  feemed  to  be  tolerably  well  fatisfied; 
which  gave  me  hopes  that  I  fliould  be  able  to 
fteer  a  middle  courfe  between  thefe  jealous  chiefs; 
but  whilft  we  w^ere  at  dinner,  another  impedi¬ 
ment  occurred  by  the  arrival  of  T'tanna. 

On  his  entering  the  cabin,  I  again  recognized 
the  identical  Tamaahmaah  I  had  known  fome 
years  before,  by  the  favage  aufterity  and  gloom 
that  was  now  diffufed  over  the  countenance  of 
that  chief.  Tlanna  was  neverthelefs  received  by 
me  with  due  civility  and  cordiality,  which  by  the 
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increafed  fullennefs  of  the  king’s  countenance, 
feemed  greatly  to  augment  his  diflike  to  the  pre¬ 
fence  of  our  new  vifitor>  Tianna  prefented  me 
with  a  helmet,  and  defired  that  I  would  order 
fome  hogs,  which  were  in  the  canoes  that  had  at¬ 
tended  him,  to  be  taken  into  the  fliip.  Thefe 
proved  to  be  fifteen  of  the  fineft  animals  of  this 
defcription  I  had  ever  feen  at  any  of  thefe  iflands; 
but,  in  confequence  of  the  numbers  already  on 
board,  I  was  under  the  neceffity  of  declining 
them,  which  could  only  be  done  under  a  promife 
of  receiving  them,  as  foon  as  our  flock  on  board 
ftiould  be  exhauftcd.  With  this  affurance 
an7ia  was  perfectly  contented ;  but  it  awakened 
the  envious  difpofition  of  Kahowmotoo,  who  con-* 
tended,  that  he  was  not  treated  with  the  friends 
fhip  I  had  profeiTed  towards  him,  fince  twenty 
very  fine  hogs  of  his  had  been  returned  uncon¬ 
ditionally.  Whilft  I  was  endeavouring  to  pacify 
him,  by  ftating  that  I  had  no  other  intention 
than  to  accept  his  kind  and  friendly  prefent,  the 
inftant  the  animals  could  be  received  on  board; 
the  king,  who  fmce  Tianna  s  appearance  had  fat 
in  the  moft  fullen  filence,  and  had  not  uttered  a 
Angle  word,  replied  with  fome  warmth,  that  I  had 
no  occafion  for  hogs!,  or  other  productions  of 
Owhyhee,  from  Kakowmotoo,  Tianna,  or  any  other 
chiefs  as  he  had  many  more  to  fupply  oyr  wants, 

when 
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when  thofe  which  he  had  prefented  were  ex- 
haufted.  Under  thefe  circumftances  of  rivalfhip, 
it  became  no  eafy  matter  to  afcertaln  and  purfue 
a  line  of  condadl,  which  fhould  be  equally  agree¬ 
able  and  accommodating  to  the  bountiful  difpo- 
;(jtIons  of  thefe  contending  chiefs. 

I  was  however  fully  determined  on  the  mea- 
fures  to  be  purfued  ;  to  pay  my  principal  court  to 
Tamaalmaah,  as  the  king  of  the  whole  iflatid, 
and  to  treat  the  other  chiefs  with  a  due  degree 
of  refpedl  and  attention.  And  though,  at  firft, 
this  fort  of  conduft  might  occafion  fome  diffatif- 
faclion,  yet  I  entertained  no  doubt  that  it  would 
foon  wear  away. 

After  this  difcuffion  on  the  fubjed:  of  pigs  and 
poultry  was  brought  to  a  conclufion,  the  king  had 
a  fhort,  though  ferious,  converfation  with  Tianna; 
the  fubjed  matter  we  did  not  rightly  compre¬ 
hend,  but  we  underftood  it  to  refped  his  coming 
from  the  north-weft  part  of  the  ifland  without 
the  king’s  knowledge  or  permiffion.  On  this 
being  fettled,  fome  jokes  pafibd  between  them, 
when  the  latter  gradually  refumed  his  ufual  cheer- 
fulnefs,  and  harmony  feemed  to  be  again  re-eftab- 
liflied  on  all  fides. 

Tamaahmaah  underftanding  that  I  Intended  to 
ered  the  tents  and  obfervatory  on  fhore,  gave  me 
the  ftrongeft  aifurance  that  no  injury  nor  offence 
fbould  take  place,  provided  we  would  fubferibe 

to 
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to  fuch  regulations  as  he  fhould  point  out,  tend- 
•  ing  to  the  prefervation  of  that  harmony  which  fb 
happily  exifted  at  the  prefent  moment. 

In  confequence  of  the  convenience  with  which 
we  could  lie  near  to  that  part  of  the  fliore  where 
the  tents  and  obfervatories  of  the  Refolution  and^ 
Difcovery  were  eredled  in  the  year  1779?  on  their 
unfortunate  vifit  to  this  ifland,  I  preferred  that 
Ration  to  any  other  part  of  the  bay,  for  the  fer- 
vices  we  had  now  to  perform.  Here  thofe  whofe 
bufinefs  required  their  relidence  on  fliore,  w^ould 
be  fully  protected  by  the  fhip  againfl:  any  furprize 
or  attack  from  the  natives  of  the  country.  But 
this  fituation  we  could  not  Immediately  occupy, 
as  it  was  part  of  the  confccrated  ground  of  the 
morai,  which  it  was  unlawful  for  us  to  enter 
during  the  continunace  of  the  periodical  taboo 
that  was  to  commence  this  evening  at  fun-fet, 
and  to  end  at  fun-rife  of  the  24th  ;  during  which 
interval  there  could  be  no  communication  be¬ 
tween  the  fliore  and  fhip  :  but  as  foon  as  the  in- 
terdidfion  fliould  ceafe,  the  king  promifed  to  re¬ 
turn  on  board,  after  ilfuing  his  orders  and  injunc¬ 
tions  that  our  party  fliould  be  properly  received, 
and  fufficiently  guarded. 

The  whole  of  Saturday  the  23d,  wx  remained 
in  the  mofl:  perfect  filence  ;  not  a  canoe  was  feen 
afloat,  excepting  a  few  that  went  out  of  the  Bay 
to  take  fifli.  This  degree  of  quiet  was  a  very 
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agreeable  change,  and  a  great  relief  to  us,  having 
the  preceding  day  been  almoft  ftunned  by  the 
clamour  and  intolerable  noife  of  near  three  thou¬ 
sand  people  of  both  fexes,  in  their  canoes,  or  fwim- 
ming  about  the  veiXels,  Much  to  their  credit, 
however,  it  was  in  this  circumftance  only  that 
their  company  was  unpleafant ;  for  they  conduct¬ 
ed  themfelves  with  great  honefty,  and  in  every 
other  refpeCl  behaved  with  the  greateft  civility  and 
good  humour. 

On  our  paifage  from  the  coaft  of  America,  we 
had  reafon  to  believe  that  the  main  mail  was  ma¬ 
terially  defective;  a  fiHi  w^as  here  put  on,  that 
reached  from  the  main  deck  to  the  upper  part  of 
the  check,  and  fuch  other  repairs  were  undertaken 
as  the  rigging,  fails,  &c,  required. 

Agreeably  to  his  promife  Tamaahmaah,  at¬ 
tended  by  Young,  repaired  on  board  immediately 
after  fun-rife  on  Sunday  24th.  He  informed  me 
that  all  the  neceffary  directions  refpeCling  our 
tents,  &c.  were  left  with  perfons  properly  autho¬ 
rized  to  take  charge  of  them,  and  that  they 
iiiight  be  fent  on  Ihore  whenever  I  pleafed.  This 
was  inftantly  done  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Whid- 
bey;  and  fooii  after  breakfaft,  accompanied  by 
the  king,  Mr.  Puget,  and  fome  of  the  officers,  I 
went  on  ffiore  with  a  guard  of  fix  marines  to  be 
left  for  the  protection  of  our  party  there.  I  was 
made  very  happy  by  finding  that  the  prefence  of 

fuc- 
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fuch  a  guard  had  riot  been  in  the  ieaft  neceffary; 
as  the  perfon  appointed  by  under 

the  immediate  dircftions  of  Young  who  hid  ac¬ 
companied  Mr.  Whidbey,  had  conduced  himfelf 
with  the  greateft  propriety,  and  had  adted  in 
every  refpe6t  fo  very  conformably  to  Mr.  Wh id- 
bey’s  inftruftions,  that  a  guard  on  iliore  fcemed 
almoft  an  unneceffary  precaution.  In  point  of 
dignity,  however,  if  not  of  fecurity,  I  confidered 
.fitch  formalities  as  indifpenfible;  but  being  well 
aware  of  the  avidity  with  which  mufkets  and 
ammunition  were  here  fought  after,  I  did  not  lead 
them  into  any  temptation  by  fending  on  fhore 
any  fpare  fmall  arms,  or  the  field  pieces,  left  ftich 
a  valuable  booty  might  ftimulate  them  to  a 
breach  of  that  integrity,  which  at  prefent  feemed 
to  regulate  all  their  acftions.  Yet,  as  I  did  not 
think  it  prudent  to  place  unlimited  confidence 
in  the  fincerity  of  their  profeffions,  the  field  pieces 
'were  mounted  on  the  quarter  deck  in  readinefs 
for  aftion,  either  in  that  fituation,  or  to  be  tranf- 
ported  to  the  fhore  at  a  moment’s  notice.  The 
guns  were  all  fliotted,  plenty  of  ammunition  was 
at  hand,  and  a  fmall  anchor  an4  hawfer  laid  out 
'for  a  fpring  on  the  cable.  Four  centinels  were 
always  at  their  polls,  with  a  certain  number  of 
fmall  arms  kept  conftantly  loaded,  and  every  man- 
in  the  fliip  was  at  all  times  ready  to  fly  to  quar¬ 
ters.  Thefe  precautions  did  not  pafs  unregarded 
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by  Tamaalimaah\  who,  in  the  confidence  of  our 
friendfhip,  inftcad  of  being  difpleafcd,  or  appre¬ 
hending  any  danger  from  the  occafxon,  highly 
applauded  the  meafures  that  w^cie  taken;  as  they 
would  efFedlualiy  prevent  the  ill  difpofed  part  of 
his  people  from  planning  or  atterapting„any  en- 
terprize  to  our  prejudice.  I  learned  from  him- 
that  he  had  iffued  the  ftridleft  Injunctions  tO' 
prevent  any  offence,  or  .caufe  of  complaint,  ariP 
ing  from  any  improper  conduct,  or  behaviour  in 
his  fubjects,  and  that  he  entertained  no  doubt  oi 
their  being  punctually  attended  to  and  obeyed. 

The  king  obferved,  there  were  perfons  in  the 
neighbourhood,  who  were  fervants  and  vailhls 
belonging,  not  only  to  the  chiefs  of  the  other 
iflands  who  were  his  inveterate  enemies,  but  alfo 
to  many  belonging  to  Owhyhee,  who  wxre  not 
better  inclined;  and  conceiving  it  to  be  very  like¬ 
ly  that  fome  of  thefe  might  think  proper  to  make 
depredations  on  our  property,  or  to  infult  our 
perfons,  he  had  taken  due  precaution  to  prevent 
any  fach  mifcliievous  defign  ;  fearing  left  I  might 
be  impelled  to  feek  fuch  redrefs  as  would  prove 
fatal  to  his  perfon  or  his  government,  or  probablj 
to  both;  although  he  and  his  people  might  he 
perfectly  unconcerned  in  the  oftence  committed. 

This  converfation  v/as  urged  by  Tamaahmaah 
in  the  cooleft  manner,  though  in  the  moft  for¬ 
cible  language,  and  concluded  by  hoping,  that  I 

would 
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would  caufe  fuch  meafures  to  be  purfued  for  the 
regulation  of  our  conduct  towards  them,  as  would 
avoid  all  poffible  chance  of  any  mifunderftand- 
ing.  To -this  end  he  made  the  following  rc- 
quefts;  that  I  would  give  the  moft'pofitive  or¬ 
ders  that  none  of  our  people,  on  any  account 
whatfoevcr,  fhould  be  fuffered  to  enter  their 
moral’s,  or  confecrated  places,  or  be  permitted  to 
infringe  on  their  rights  or  facred  privileges ;  that 
no  perfon  Ihould  be  allowed  to  flray  about  the 
country ;  and  that  I  would  fcrupuloufly  adhere 
to  my  practice  of  admitting  none  but  the  princi¬ 
pal  chiefs  into  the  veffels ;  and  that  in  the  day 
time  he  fhould  be  frequently  on  board.  This,\ 
he  faid,  would  deter  the  lawlefs  from  any  im¬ 
proper  conduct,  whilfi:  in  their  canoes  about  the 
veffels  for  the  purpofe  of  trading  ;  that  when  any 
of  our  people  wifhed  to  travel  into  the  countryf 
they  fhould  firft  apply  to  him,  and  he  would  ap¬ 
point  a  proper  perfon  to  be  their  guide ;  and  a 
number  of  others  in  whom  he  could  confide, 
to  protedl  them,  carry  their  baggage,  and  render 
them  every  fervice  of  w^hich  they  might  ftand  in 
need;  that,  under  thefe  regulations,  as  many  of 
the  officers  and  people  as  were  inclined  to  make 
excurfions,  might  extend  their  travels  over  the 
whole  illand,  provided  they  committed  no  aft 
contrary  to  the  advice,  of  their  guides,  and  he 
would  himfelf  be  accountable  for  their  fafety, 

and 
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and  alfo  for  their  receiving  every  at*^‘"ntion  of 
friendly  hofpitality;  that  if  any  of  the  na  ives 
were  daring  enough  to  commit  any  ads  of  fraud, 
or  were  guilty  of  other  irregularities,  the  oifend- 
ers  fhould  be  delivered  over  to  him;  by  which 
means  a  more  public  example  would  be  made, 
and  they  would  receive  a  feverer  punifhment 
than  he  conceived  it  was  likely  I  fhould  caufe  to 
be  inflicted. 

Regulations  fo  w^'cll  concerted,  and  didated  by 
fo  much  good  fenfe  and  found'  policy,  could  not 
fall  to  meet  my  hearty  concurrence,  and  to  in- 
fure  my  utmoft  exertions  to  have  them  duly 

Thefe  w^ere  all,  Tamaahmaah  faid,  which  oti 
his  part  he  had  to  propofe  ;  but  he  begged  that 
I  would  make  fuch  additions  to  them  as  cir- 
cumftances  might  hereafter  require. 

Convinced  of  the  advantage,  as  well  as  the- 
neceffity,  of  prefcrving  peace  wd*th  thefe  people, 
not  only  on  the  fcore  of  humanity,  but  as  it  re- 
fpeded  our  own  prefen t  and  future  welfare  ;  it 
became  Indifpenlibly  requiflte  that  I  fhould  leave 
no  objed  unattended  to,  that -was  likely  to  co¬ 
operate  wdth  the  judicious  meafures  the  king  had 
concerted. 

Notwithftandlng  that  the  fpot  on  which  our 
tents  and  obfervatories  were  fituated,  became  con- 
fecrated  frgm  its  vicinity  to,  or  rather  from  form- 
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ing  a  part  of,  the  moral,  yet  it  was  very  much 
confined>  and  afforded  but  little  room  for  our 
people  to  aft  in  their  defence,  fhould  any  fudden 
change  take  place,  and  the  natives  be  holfilely 
inclined.  In  the  event  of  any  mifunderftandlngj^ 
I  was  by  no  means  certalnj  that  the  fanffity  of 
the  place  would  render  facred  the  perfons  of  our 
party  refiding  within  its  precinfls ;  and  fliould 
they  be  unfortunately  cut  off,  the  lofs  of 'our  in-^ 
ftruments  and  chronometers  would  certainly  fol¬ 
low  ;  many  important  objefls  of  our  Yoyage> 
would  neceffarily  be  defeated  ;  and  confequences 
of  a  more  ferious  nature  might  enfue* 

Thefe*  important  confiderations  led  me  feri-* 
oully  to  reflect,  in  what  inftances  the  precautions 
of  TamaaJimaah  could  be  ftrengthened.  Little 
apprehenfion  exiffed  with  me,  except  from  the 
infatiable  defire  thefe  people  poffeffed  for  arms> 
particularly  mufkets  and  piftols.  Thefe  were 
apparently  the  only  temptations  to  a  breach  of 
the  fubfifting  cordiality  and  friendfhip.  To  pre¬ 
vent  therefore  any  of  thefe  from  being  thrown 
in  their  way,  by  the  careleffnefs  of  thofe  who 
might  occafionally  be  permitted  to  amufe  them- 
felves  on  fliore,  I  gave  directions  that  no  one 
fhould  take  on  thefe  occafions  any  arms,  except¬ 
ing  a  fmall  pair  of  pocket  piftols  ;  which  were  to 
be  kept  intirely  out  of  fight,  and  from  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  Indians,  until  the  moment  when 
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felf-prefervatlon,  or  any  other  abfolute  neceffity> 
fhould  call  them  into  action.  This  reftriction 
was  fuggefted  by  my  own  experience  in  feveral 
inftances  at  different  iflands  in  thefe  feas  ;  where 
I  have  feen  even  confiderate  officers,  as  well  as 
midfhlpmen,  when  on  fhore  with  a  gun,  either 
fatigued  by  the  heat  of  the  climate,  or  difap- 
pointed  by  the  want  of  game,  intruft  their  fowl¬ 
ing  pieces  to  an  attendant  native,  who  would 
watch  for  a  good  opportunity  to  make  off  with 
it;  or,  by  holding  fire  arms  carelefsly  in  a  crowd 
of  the  natives,  have  them  wrenched  from  their 
hands,  and  inftantly  conveyed  out  of  fight. 
Amongft  a  much  more  docile  race  than  thofe  of 
the  Sandwich  iflands,  the  mofl  unpleafant  con- 
fequences  have  followed  thefe  mifad ventures; 
not  only  all  fupplles  of  refreflirnents  have  been 
flopped,  but  the  blood  of  innocent  natives  has 
been  fhed  on  being  fired  upon  for  the  thief,  by 
the  companions  of  the  perfon  robbed;  but  amongft 
thefe  clever,  defigning,  refolute  people,  w^orfe  re- 
fults  were  to  be  expecSed,  efpeclally  if  any  of  the 
diffatisfied  and  turbulent  chiefs  fliould  chance  to 
be  concerned. 

Th  is  w^as  by  no  mean's  unlikely  to  take  place ; 
and  fhould  they  once  fucceed  in  any  trifling  at¬ 
tempt,  they  might,  when  w^holly  unexpedled  by 
us,  in  order  to  delay  or  prevent  punifliment, 
purfue  their  objedl  to  a  fatal  and  ferious  end. 

Vox.  III.  Q  For 
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For  the  prefervation  therefore  of  our  prefent 
happy  intercourfe,  I  deemed  it  expedient,  and 
confequently  directed,  that  the  whole  of  thefe 
regulations  fhould  be  moil  rigidly  obferved;  and 
though  they  caufed  fome  diffatisfadlion  to  in- 
confiderate  individuals,  yet  for  the  faithful  dif- 
charge  of  his  Majefty’s  fervice  entrufted  to  my 
execution,  and  for  the  fecurity  and  happinefs  of 
his  fubjedls  under  my  command,  I  demanded 
and  enforced  a  ftridl  obedience  to  thefe  orders, 
as  well  as  thofe  formerly  iffued  refpedling  our 
traffic  with  the  Indians,  which  were  carried  into 
execution  on  our  firft  arrival. 

This  morning  on  fhore  I  met  with  two  tea¬ 
men,  one  an  Irifhman,  who  had  deferted  from 
an  American  trader  about  three  months  fince, 
named  John  Smith ;  the  other  whofe  name  was 
Ifaac  Davis,  had  been  unfortunately  captured  by 
thefe  illanders  in  the  fchooner  Fair  American,  as 
was  noticed  on  our  former  vifit  to  Attowai.  But 
as  the  inforrnation  I  then  received  now  feemed 
to  differ  materially  from  the  truth,  and  as  the 
circumiftances  of  this  tranfadlion,  together  with 
the  treatment  which  this  poor  fellow  and  Young 
have  fince  received,  refle(5t  not  lefs  credit  on 
themfelves  for  their  good  fenfe  and  propriety  of 
conduct,  than  on  Tamaahrnaah  for  his  humanity 
and  juftice,  I  ffiall  proceed  to  ftate,  in  the  ab- 
ffract,  the  report  made  to  me  both  by  Young  and 

Davis  ^ 
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Davis  ;  and  as  I  have  not  any  doubt  of  the  ve¬ 
racity  of  either,  their  information  will  ferve  in  a 
great  degree  to  illuftrate  the  different  character^ 
of  fome  of  the  ruling  people  of  thefe  illands^  and 
prove  how  requifite  it  is,  that  every  precaution 
fhould  be  taken,  by  vifitors  to  this  country  froiri 
the  civilized  world.  For  although  I  had  every 
reafon  to  be  fatisfied  of  Tamaahmaalx  s  abhor¬ 
rence  of  violence  and  injuftice,  yet  It  did  not  ap¬ 
pear  that  his  authority,  was  always  equal  to  re- 
ftraining  the  ambitious  defires,  that  governed  the 
conduct  of  many  of  the  fubordinate  chiefs. 

'  John  Young  w'as  boatfwain  of  an  Americari 
fnowi  called  the  Eleanor,  mounting  ten  guns; 
navigated  by  ten  Americans  and  forty -five  Chi- 
nefe>  or  other  inhabitants  of  that  country,  and 
commanded  by  Mr.  Metcalf,  on  a  commercial 
voyage  to  the  coaft  of  North- Weft  America  in 
the  fur  trade  ;  in  which  purftiitMr.  Metcalf  had 
likewife  embarked  his  fon,  a  vouth  of  about 
eighteen  years  ot  age,  in  a  fmall  fchooner,  called 
the  Fair  American,  of  about  twenty-fix  tons  bur¬ 
then,  and  navigated  with  five  men,  one  of  whoni 
was  Ddvis  the  mate. 

Thefe  two  veffels  had  failed  from  China,  and 
in  the  year  l  7BQ  the  Fair  American  was  detained 
by  the  Spaniards  at  Nootka,  but  the  Eleanor 
came  on  in  the  autumn  of  that  year  to  the  Sand- 
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wich  iflands,  and  rernainGd  principally  about 
Owhyhee  during  the  winter. 

Young  ftated,  that  in  February  1790,  they 
proceeded  to  Mowree,  where  a  boat  belonging  to 
the  fnow,  with  one  man  in  her,  was  ftolen  by  the 
natives  from  the  ftern  of  the  velfel ;  and,  on  a 
reward  being  offered  for  the  boat  and  the  man, 
Mr.  Metcalf  was  informed,  that  the  former  was 
broken  to  pieces,  and  that  the  latter  had  been 
killed.  The  bones  of  the  man  were  then  de¬ 
manded,  which,  with  the  ftem  and  ftern-poft  of 
the  boat,  were  carried  on  board  the  fnow  in  about 
three  days.  The  natives  in  the  mean  time  had 
continued  to  trade  with  the  crew;  and  after  de¬ 
livering  up  the  remains  of  the  man,  and  parts  of 
the  boat,  they  fuppofed  the  anger  of  thofe  on 
board  was  intirely  appeafed,  and  demanded  of 
Mr.  Metcalf  the  reward  he  had  offered.  This, 
Mr.  Metcalf  replied,  they  fhould  foon  have,  and 
immediately  ordered  all  the  guns  to  be  loaded 
with  mu{ket  balls,  and  nails ;  and  having  tabooed 
one  fide  of  the  fhip  in  order  to  get  all  the  canoes 
on  the  flarboard  fide,  next  the  fliore,  the  ports 
were  hauled  up,  and  the  guns  fired  amongfl  the 
canoes.  The  guns  between  decks,  being  nearly 
upon  a  level  with  the  canoes,  did  great  execu¬ 
tion,  as  did  the  fmall  arms  from  the  quarter-deck 
and  other  parts  of  the  fhip.  On  this  occafion, 

Young 
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Young  reprefented  that  upwards  of  an  hundred 
were  killed,  and  a  great  many  were  wounded. 

Having  thus  taken  fuch  revenge  as  he  con- 
fidered  equivalent  to  the  injury  received,  Mr. 
Metcalf  quitted  Mowree,  and  returned  with  his 
velTel  to  Owhyhee  ;  where,  to  all  appearance, 
they  were  on  very  good  terms,  with  the  chiefs, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  that  ifland. 

On  the  17th  of  March,  Young  had  permif- 
fion  to  be  on  fhore  until  the  next  day,  when  the 
fnow^  flood  clofe  in,  and  fired  a  gun  as  a  fignal 
for  him  to  return  on  board ;  but,  to  his  very 
great  aftonifhment,  he  found  the  canoes  all 
booed,  and  hauled  up  on  the  fliore,  and  was  in¬ 
formed  by  Tamaahmaah,  that  if  he  attempted  to 
take  a  canoe  by  himlelf,  he  w^ould  be  put  to 
death,  but  that  he  fhould  have  a  canoe  the  next 
day.  Having  no  other  refource.  Young  was 
obliged  to  fubmit;  and  in  the  evening  he  was 
informed,  that  the  fchooner  Fair  American  had 
been  captured  by  Tamaahmootoo,  to  the  fouth- 
ward  of  Toeaigh  bay  ;  and  that  Mr.  Metcalf’s 
fon,  and  the  four  men  compofing  the  crew,  had 
been  barbaroufly  murdered, 

The  fnow  remained  two  days  olF  Karakakooa, 
firing  guns,  and  ftanding  in  Ihore,  as  a  fignal  for 
Young ;  but  after  the  news  was  confirmed  of 
the  fchooner  having  been  captured,  the  king 
would  not  permit  him  to  leave  the  ifland,  but 
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behaved  to  him  in  the  klndcft  manner ;  telling 
him  that  he  fhould  not  be  hurt,  and  that  he 
fhould  be  at  liberty  to  depart  in  the  next  fhip 
that  arrived  ;  but  that  he  would,  on  no  account, 
allow  a  canoe  to  go  off  to  the  fnow,  left  his  peo¬ 
ple  fhould  be  killed. 

Tamaahmaah^  who  had  been  on  the  ftridteft 
terms  of  friendfbip  with  Mr.  Metcalf  and  his 
people,  took  Young  immediately  to  his  houfe, 
where  he  was  treated  with  every  kindnefs  and 
attention. 

The  -king,  being  exceffively  concerned,  and 
very  angry  at  the  late  inhuman  bufmefs,  collected 
a  very  coniiderable  force  ;  and,  as  if  he  intended 
to  chaftife  thofe  who  fhould  be  found  the  perpe- 
petrators  of  this  barbarous  tranfadlion,  he  fat  out, 
accompanied  by  Young,  on  the  2 2d  of  the  fame 
month,  in  order  to  inouire  into  the  circumftances 
that  could  have  caufed  fo  great  a  breach  of  hoft 


pitality.  The  fchooner  was  found  in  the  fitua- 

tion  already  defcribed,  deftitute  of  almoft  every 


thing  that  was  moveable.-  Tamaahmaah  de¬ 
manded  that  the  veffel  fhould  inftantly  be  deli¬ 
vered  up  to  him,  that  he  might  reftore  her  to, 
the  proprietor  Mr.  Metcalf,  Ihould  he  ever  again 
vifit  Owhyhce.  This  was  complied  with  by 
Tarnaahmoot 00,  who  received  from  the  king  a  very 
lharp  rebuke  for  the  great  impropriety  of  his  late 
conduft  in  the  capture  of  the  fchooner,  and  his 
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unpardonable  barbarity  in  murdering  the  com¬ 
mander  and  the  people ;  in  excufe  for  which,  he 
alledged  he  had  been  ftruck  and  otherways  ill 
treated  by  the  father  of  the  unfortunate  young 
man. 

Here  they  found  Ifaac  Davis,  the  mate,  ftill 
alive,  but  in  a  moil  deplorable  condition.  Ta- 
7naahmaali  ordered  that  he  fhould  immediately  be 
taken  to  his  refidence,  and  gave  particular  in¬ 
junctions  that  he  fhould  receive  every  affiftance 
in  their  power  to  beftow. 

From  Davis  I  learned,  that  he  had  been  treated 
by  Tarnaahmaah  and  his  attendants  with  a  de¬ 
gree  of  humanity,  kindnefs,  and  careful  atten¬ 
tion,  that  he  could  not  have  believed  thefe  people 
were  capable  of  lliewing. 

The  following  is  his  accourit  of  the  melancholy 
fate  of  the  younger  Metcalf  and  his  people,  on 
the  capture  of  the  fchooner  by  Tamaahmootoo\ 
which  I  have  every  reafon  to  believe  is  a  true  and 
fair  ftatement  of  that  unjuftifiable  trgnfaction. 

The  Ichooner,  being  clofe  in  with  the  land, 
and  nearly  or  intirely  becalmed,  flie  was  vifited 
by  TamaaJimootoo,  a  very  powerful  chief,  who 
was  attended  by  a  great  number  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants.  Many  of  thefe,  as  well  as  their  chief, 
made  confiderable  prefents  to  the  young  com¬ 
mander,  and  others  fold  their  hogs  and  vegeta¬ 
bles  for  little  or  nothing ;  and  in  order  to  ingra- 
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tiate  themfelves  farther  in  the  good  opinion  of 
Mr.  Metcalf,  and  to  gain  his  permiffion  for  their 
entering  his  veffel,  they  told  him  that  the  fnow 
was  but  a  little  way  to  the  weftward,  and  that 
he  would  fee  his  father  before  night. 

Davis,  who  was  at  the  helm,  reprefented  the 
impropriety  of  this  meafure  to  Mr.  Metcalf,  and 
laid  that  he  thought  the  behaviour  of  the  na¬ 
tives  had  a  very  fufpicious  appearance ;  but  all 
he  could  urge  was  to  no  effect ;  the  young  com¬ 
mander,  perfectly  fatisfied  of  their  friendly  in¬ 
tentions,  replied  that  they  would  do  them  no 

harm,  and  allowed  as  many  as  thought  proper  to 
*  » 

come  on  board  his  veffel.  In  a  few  minutes  he 
was  feized  by  Tamaahmootoo,  thrown  overboard, 
and  was  no’ more  feen.  Davis  having  a  piftol  at 
hand,  fnapped  it  at  the  chief  on  his  feizing  his 
commander,  but  it  unfortunately  miffed  fire. 
He  was  then  thrown  overboard  himfelf,  and  moft 
inhumanly  treated  whilft  in  the  water ;  the 
women  ftripped  him  there  of  his  cloaths,  and 
the  men  endeavoured  to  murder  him  with  their 
paddles,  being  otherways  all  totally  unarmed. 
But  Davis  being  a  good  fwimmer,  and  a  very 
ftrong  athletic  man,  efcaped  from  one  canoe  to 
another  before  his  purfuers,  in  order  to  preferve 
his  life,  which  he  appeared  to  be  incapable  of 
prolonging  but  for  a  few  moments.  At  length, 
exhaufted  by  fatigue,  and  the  lofs  of  blood,  w^hich 

had 
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had  been  very  confiderable  from  the  wounds  he 
had  received,  he  was  hauled  into  a  large  double 
canoe  ;  and  as  they  had  no  weapon  or  inftrument 
with  \yhich  they  could  put  him  to  death,  he  was 
held  with  his  throat  acrofs  the  rafter  that  unites 
the  two  canoes,  whilft  the  inhuman  wretches 
jumped  upon  his  neck  and  flioulders,  with  the 
intention  of  thus  depriving  him  of  life,  but  ftill 
without  efFe<^ ;  till,  l^eing  tired  with  their  cruel¬ 
ties,  they  ceafed  to  perfecute  him. 

After  a  fhort  refplte  he  recovered  a  little,  and 
looking  up  to  the  moft  adive  of  the  party,  faid 
my  tie  y  rnytky'  fignifying  good the  man, 
inftantly  replied  arrowhahy'  meaning,  that  he 
pitied  him,  and  inftantly  fainted  him,  by  touch¬ 
ing  nofes,  gave  him  fome  cloth,  and  affifted  him 
to  wipe  and  bind  up  his  wounds.  After  this  he 
had  no  other  injury  offered  to  him  ;  on  his  being 
taken  on  fhore  he  was  kindly  treated  by  Harapy, 
brother  to  Kahowmotoo,  who  nurfed  him,  and 
expreffed  great  concern  for  his  deplorable  con¬ 
dition  ;  but  Tamaahmootoo,  notwithftanding  the 
ftate  he  was  in,  took  him  in  triumph  through 
the  village,  and  made  a  jeft  of  him. 

Dav  is  further  ftated,  that  Tamaahmootoo  took 
every  thing  out  of  the  fchooner  that  he  poffibly 
could,  before  the  arrival  of  the  king  and  Young; 
that  he  was  rejoiced  to  fee  the  latter,  and  thought 

he  had  come  from  the  fnow  to  fetch  the  fchooner ; 

* 

but 
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but  when  they  met,  and  he  had  heard  the 
fnow  was  gone,  and  that  Young  had  been  in¬ 
formed  of  the  particulars  of  the  late  cruel  tranf- 
aftion,  they  were  both  htting  in  the  greateft  af¬ 
fliction,  when  the  king  came  to  them,  caught 
them  in  his  arms  and  comforted  them  ;  and  faid, 
that  no  one  fliould  hurt  them  whilft  he  could 
protect  them.  The  king  then  gave  directions 
that  he  fliould  be  properly  taken  care  of,  and  told 
him  he  was  very  forry  for  what  had  happened, 
but  that  he,  Davis,  fliould  live  with,  and  be  pro¬ 
tected  by  him. 

After  this,  the  king  reprimanded  Tamaahr 
mootoo  in  fuch  terms,  that  Davis  faw^  tears  in  the 
eyes  of  the  latter.  Tamaahmaah  then  took  pof- 
feffion  of  the  fchooner  for  the  right  owner.” 

Although  there  can  be  no  poffible  excufe  of¬ 
fered  in  vindication  of  the  unjuftlfiable  conduct 
of  this  turbulent  and  ambitious  chief,  yet  it  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  been  almofl:  as  inexcufeable  on  the 
part  of  the  elder  Metcalf,  that  he  fliould  have 
thrown  fuch  a  temptation  in  his  way.  The  vef- 
fel  in  queftlon  had  been  a  pleafure  boat,  and  was 
lengthened  at  China ;  her  gunwale  w-as  not  a 
loot  higher  than  that  of  the  double  canoes  of  this 
country,  and  being  navigated  and  protedied  by 
five  perfons  only,  under  the  command  of  an  in¬ 
experienced  young  man,  fhe  became  not  lefs  a 
defiraole  acquifition  to  Tamaalimootoo  than  a 

prize 
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prize  of  eafy  attainment.  To  rifk  therefore  a 
veflel  fo  circumftanced,  amongft  a  fet  of  In¬ 
dians,  whofe  daring  and  ambitious  charadler  was 
fo  well  known  in  every  corner  of  the  civilized 
world,  mufi;  ever  be  regarded  as  highly  impru¬ 
dent  and  inconfiderate. 

♦ 

John  Young,  who  was  about  forty-four  years 
of  age,  born  at  Liverpool,  and  Ifaac  Davis,  then 
thirty-fix  years  old,  born  at  Milford,  have  from 
this  period  refided  intirely  with  Tamaahmaah ; 
are  in  his  moil  perfect  confidence,  attend  him  in 
all  his  excurfions  of  bufinefs  or  pleafure,  or  ex¬ 
peditions  of  war  or  enterprize  ;  and  are  in  the 
habit  of  daily  experiencing  from  him  the  greateft 
refpe^t,  and  the  high  eft  degree  of  efteem  and 
regard.  Near  the  bay  of  Whyeatea  the  king 
has  given  them  three  very  fine  eftates  ;  and  Ka- 
howmoioo,  who  is  the  firm  friend  of  Tamaah--' 
maah^  not  only  from  connexion,  but  a  fincerc 
regard,  and  who,  from  his  atchievements  in  war 
and  advice  in  counciL  is  confidered  as  the  fecond 
chief  in  the  ifland,  has  likewfife  lliewn  them,  on 
all  occafions,  the  greateft  marks  of  friendlliip  and 
refpedl,  and  has  prefented  each  with  a  very  fine 
eftate  near  the  eaft  point  of  the  ifiand.  Kava- 
heero  and  Commanoway  who  are  confidered  the 
next  chiefs  in  power  and  authority  to  the  two 
former,  have  alfo  treated  them  both  in  the  moft 
friendly  manner  ;  but  neither  of  them  could 
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{peak  of  Tianna  in  the  fame  favorable  terms. 
This  chief  eyes  them  with  great  jealoufy,  and 
has  made  fome  attempts  on  their  lives  ;  parti¬ 
cularly  on  the  return  of  Captain  Colnett  from 
St.  Bias.  On  this  occafidn,  Captain  Colnet,  un- 
derftanding  that  there  were  two  white  men  on 
the  ifland,  very  humanely  dcllred,  by  letter,  that 
they  would  repair  on  b'^ard  his  veflel,  and  that 
he  would  afford  them  ail  the  protedlion  and  fer- 
vice  in  his  power.  Young  and  Davis  being  ex¬ 
tremely  averfe  to  their  prefent  way  of  life,  con¬ 
certed  a  plan  for  efcaping  to  Captain  Colnett’s 
veflel ;  a  meafure  very  contrary  to  the  wifhes 
and  inclinations  of  Tamaahmaah  and  the  chiefs 
of  the  ifland  ;  left  revenge  for  the  capture  of  the 
fchooner  iliould  follow^  their  departure,  to  pre¬ 
vent  which  they  were  always  very  narrowly 
watched,  and  ftrongly  guarded,  whenever  any 
veflfel  was  in  fight. 

In  reply  to  Captain  Colnett’s  letter  Young 
wrote  to  him,  and  ftatcd  how  he  and  Davis 
came  to  be  on  the  ifland,  what  had  happened 
with  refpeft  to  the  fchooner,  and  the  means  that 
were  ufed  to  prevent  their  efcaping.  This  letter 
was  fent  off  by  one  of  their  attendants,  who, 
meeting  Ttanna,  fliewed  him  the  letter.  This 
Tlamia  immediately  took  to  the  king,  and,  in 
confequence  of  his  voyage  to  China,  and  having 
lived  fo  long  in  the  fociety  of  Engllflimen,  per- 

fuaded 
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fuaded  the  king  that  he  could  read  its  contents. 
He  pretended  that  Young  and  Davis  had  defired 
Captain  Colnett  to  get  the  king  into  hi^  poUef- 
fion,  and  to  keep  him  until  the  fchooner  and 
they  were  delivered  up  to  him  ;  and  that  he 
then  fliould  kill  the  king  and  many  more  of  the 
illanders.  To  prevent  this  calamity,  he  earneftiy 
advifed  the  king  to  kill  Young  and  Davis ;  after 
which,  he  faid,  no  one  would  know  any  thing 
about  them  but  themfelves. 

Captain  Colnett  concluding  the  two  men 
were  prevented  by  the  natives  from  getting  off 
to  him,  very  kindly  wrote  them  another  letter, 
and  faid,  that  if  they  we  fo  circumftanced,  he 
begged  they  would  fend  for  any  thing  they 
wanted,  and  if  he  had  it,  it  fliould  be  fent  on 
fliore  to  them.  To  this  very  kind  letter  Young 
wrote  an  anfwer,  and  told  the  man  who  under¬ 
took  to  carry  it  on  board  that  the  Captain  would 
make  him  a  handfome  prefent  for  fb  doine;.  The 
next  day  the  man  returned,  and  faid  he  w^as 
afraid  to  deliver  the  letter,  as  the  king  had  given 
orders,  that  every  man  fliould  be  punifhed  with 
death,  who  fliould  carry  any  thing  from  either 
Young  or  Davis  to  Captain  Colnett.  This  dlf- 
appointment  determined  them  if  poffible  to  effect 
their  efcape. 

They  had  in  their  pollcflion  two  mufleets, 
with  fome  powder  and  fliot  ;  they  loaded  their 

pieces 
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pieces  and  fat  out,  but  before  they  had  got  near 
to  the  water  fide  oppofite  to  the  veflel,  they 
were  followed  by  a  great  number  of  the  inha¬ 
bitants,  who,  being  fearful  of  their  guns,  did  not 
moleft  them.  Some  of  the  natives  however 
endeavoured  to  prevent  their  reaching  a  point, 
that  was  nearly  furrounded  by  water,  from 
whence  being  near  to  the  ililp,  they  were  in 
hopes  of  effedting  their  purpofe.  In  accomplifh- 
ing  this.  Young  was.  obliged  to  ftrike  one  man 
with  the  but  of  his  piece,  (for  they  did  not  like 
to  fire)  and  unfortunately  broke  its  ftock.  They 
had  not  long  been  here  before  the  king  arrived 
in  his  canoe,  attended  by  many  others.  Ta- 
maahmaa/i  very  difpaffionately  advifed  them  to 
return  from  whence  they  had  come ;  and  faid,  ‘ 
that  he  would  do  any  thing  they  could  wifh  to 
render  their  lives  more  comiortable,  but  that  he 
could  not  confent  they  (liould  leave  the  ifland  ; 
affuring  them  that  his  people  w^ould  rebel,  and 
put  him  to  death,  the  inftant  they  took  their  de¬ 
parture.  T'lamta,  who  w^as  prefent,  feemed  to 
be  of  a  different  opinion  ;  and  offered  to  take 
Young  and  Davis  on  board  Captain  Colnett’s 
veffel,  in  his  own  canoe.  But  the  king,  well^. 
knowing  that  Tiaima  only  wanted  to  accomplifli 
their  deftruftlon,  immediately  interpofed ;  and 
in  the  kindeft  and  molt  perfuafive  manner  re- 
quefted  they  would  on  no  account  accept  Ti- 

annas 
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annd^  offer,  but  that  they  would  return  in  his 
canoe  with  him.  The  confidence  they  repofed 
in  Tamaalimaah,  that  they  ihould  be  fubjed  to 
no  inconvenience  in  coniequence  of  their  at¬ 
tempt  to  efcape,  and  the  earneftnefs  with  which 
he  folicited  them  to  go  back  with  him,  at  length 
had  the  defired  effed,  and  they  both  embarked 
on  board  his  canoe.  Davis  was  in  the  fore  part, 
and  Young  in  the  after  part  of  the  canoe,  when 
they  wxre  boarded  by  many  others;  and  Ta- 
maahmaah,  obferving  fome  violence  was  likely 
to  be  offered  to  Davis,  went  forward  to  refeue 
him,  and  to  prevent  any  accident  took  Davis’s 
mufket  away  from  him  ;  in  the  mean  time 
many  of  the  natives  fell  upon  Young,  who  re¬ 
ceived  feveral  wounds  before  the  king  could  re¬ 
turn  to  his  affiftance,  who  was  obliged  to  ftrlke 
feveral  of  them  with  his  paddle  before  they 
would  defift. 

After  this  projed  was  defeated,  Young  and 
Davis  were  never  fuffered  to  be  both  afloat  at  the 
'fame  time  until  our  arrival ;  and  they  were  given 
to  underftand,  that  the  efcape  of  the  one  would 
be  fatal  to  the  other.  This  feemed  to  be  a  very 
political  meafurc,  as  the  intereft  they  had  in 
each  other’s  happinefs  and  welfare,  and  the  fin- 
'  cere  friendlhip  and  regard  that  fubfifted  betw  ecu 
them,  could  not  efcape  the  obfervaticn  of  Ta~' 
maahmaah ^  who  would  readily  fuggefl:  the  expe¬ 
diency 
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diency  of  fuch  an  interdlftion.  Thus  have  Young 
and  Davis  fince  remained,  obferving  that  fidelity 
towards  each  other,  which  the  true  principles  of 
honor  diftate  under  fuch  circumftances. 

Young  and  Davis  had  now  been  rcfident  in 

Owhyhee  nearly  three  years,  which  had  afforded 

« 

to  each  of  them  frequent  oppottiinlties  of  notic*^ 
ing  the  characters  of  the  principal  chiefs,  and 
leading  people  on  the  ifland.  I  derived  from  them 
fuch  information  refpecting  the  conduct  of  certain 
chiefs  as  may  be  confidered  important ;  at  Icaft  to 
thofe  whofe  purfuits  may  lead  them  into  thefe 
feas. 

Tlanna^  they  reprefented,  as  poffeffing  the  moft 
turbulent  and  ambitious  difpofition,  with  great 
aftivity  of  mind,  and  a  thorough  contempt  of 
danger*  Had  his  power  been  fufficlent,  or  had 
his  plots  and  defigns  been  countenanced  and 
adopted  by  Tamaahmaah^  they  muft  have  prov¬ 
ed  fatal  to  many  of  the  fmall  trading  veffels 
^  that  have  vifited  thefe  iflands.  Ever  fince  Tianna 
had  been  fettled  on  Owhyhee  with  the  arms  and 
ammunition  he  had  brought  from  China,  his 
mind  had  conftantly  been  dlrec^ted  to  the  feizing 
of  every  fmall  veffel  that  had  arrived  amongft 
them;  whilft  the  plans  he  had  repeatedly  concert¬ 
ed  for  fuch  enterprlzes  had  been  feconded  by  his 
brother  Nomatahah  and  Tamaahmoottooy  and  as^ 
uniformly  oppofed,  and  over-ruled  by  Tamaah^ 

maah 
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maah,  Kahovcmotoo,  Crymamahoo,  and  Cavaheero, 
The  chief,  ComfnanozVy  was  of  the  king’s  pacific 
party,  had  uniformly  rejedtcd  the  counfels  of  T/- 
anna,  and  was  adverfe  to  his  ambitious  projefts, 
excepting  in  one  inftance  ;  that  of  the  capture  of 
the  floop  Princefs  Royal.  In  juftification  how¬ 
ever  of  his  condudl  on  this  occafion,  he  fays,  the 
reafon  that  induced  him  to  concur  in  that  enter- 
prize,  was,  that  the  Spaniards  had  taken  the  Prin¬ 
cefs  Royal  from  the  Englifh,  and  therefore  he 
thought  there  could  be  no  harm  in  taking  her 
from  the  Spaniards. 

Nomatahah  and  TamaaJmiootoo  are  artful,  de- 
figning,  and  reftlefs  characters,  and  have  dlfpofi- 
tions  to  act  on  all  occafions  of  hazard,  or  unlaw¬ 
ful  attempt,  in  conjunction  with  Tianna,  One 
lingle  inftance  may  ferve  to  Ihew^  with  what  art 
their  projects  are  defigned,  and  with  what  fuccefs 
they  are  likely  to  be  attended. 

About  two  months  before  the  capture  of  the 
Fair  American,  whilft  Mr.  Metcalf  was  lying  with 
his  fnow  in  Karakakooa  bay,  it  was  propofed  to 
Tamaahmaah  by  thefe  chiefs  to  feize  the  fnow, 
to  put  as  many  of  her  crew  to  death  as  they 
thought  neceflary,  but  to  re  ferve  a  fufScient  num-, 
ber  to  navigate  her,  and  to  inftrudl  them  in  the 
management  of  fuch  veffels.  By  this  acquifttion 
fo  great  an  advantnge  would  be  gained  over  the 
-reft  of  the  iflands,  as  would  make  the  conqueft 
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of  them  all  very  eafy;  for  under  the  power  that 
Tamaahmaah  would  then  have,  they  muft  inevi¬ 
tably  be  reduced  to  fubjection. 

The  mode  propofed  by  Tianna  for  the  accom- 
plifliment  of  this  project  was,  that  whilfi:  the  crew 
were  engaged  aloft  in  furling  the  fails  after  they 
had  been  loofed  to  dry,  which,  in  confequence  ot 
the  then  rainy  feafon,  was  a  daily  pradlice  on  board 
the  veffel,  thefe  chiefs,  with  others  on  whom 
they  could  depend,  being  affembled  on  board  for 
this  exprefs  purpofe,  lliould  murder  all  thofe  who 
remained  upon  deck,  and  put  as  many  of  the 
others  to  death,  as  they  confidered  neceffary,  on 
their  coming  down  out  of  the  rigging.  Tianna 
reduced  the  fuccefs  of  this  exploit  nearly  to  a  cer¬ 
tainty,  as  he  had  been  two  or  three  times  on  board 
the  veffel  whilfi:  her  fails  were  furling,  and  faw 
with  what  eafe  his  plan  could  be  carried  into 
effect. 

Notwithflanding  TamaaJpiaah  revolted  at  the 
Idea  of  this  barbarous  fcheme,  and  with  great 
abhorrence  rejected  the  propofals  of  Tianna,  he 
very  fortunately  ftill  remained  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood.  For  when  the  projectors,  inftead  of  fub- 
feribing  to  the  orders  of  their  king,  and  abandon¬ 
ing  their  cruel  defign,  repaired  on  board  the  vef- 
fel,  Tamaahmaah  on  becoming  acquainted  that 
they  were  fo  affembled,  went  in  perfon  immedi¬ 
ately  Oil  board,  and  ordered  them  out  of  the  vef¬ 
fel ; 
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fcl ;  adding  threats,  that  if  they  did  not  Inftantly 
comply,  he  would  inform  Mr.  Metcalf  of  the 
danger  that  awaited  him.  They  denied  having 
vifited  the  fhip  with  any  hoftlle  intention  ;  and 
Mr.  Metcalf  left  the  ifland  without  having  the 
leaft  knowledge  of  the  confpiracy  that  had  been 
formed  for  his  deftruction  ;  and  which  had  been 
the  cafe  alfo  with  the  Princefs  Royal,  and  feveral 
other  yeffels,  againft  which  their  plots  had  been 
equally  well  concerted  ;  but,  by  the  timely  inter¬ 
ference  of  Tamaahmaah,  their  barbarous  projects 
had  been  defeated,  and  the  lives  of  many  civilized 
people  preferved. 

On  this  fubjedl  I  had  queftioned  both  Tamaah^ 
maali  and  Kahowmotoo,  w^ho  confirmed  the  in¬ 
formation  given  by  Young  and  Davis  ;  and  in  ad- 
.  dition  to  it  they  Rated  to  me,  that  in  council  T/- 
an?ta  was  always  for  war  and  coercive  meafures, 
by  which  condudl  he  had  not  only  incurred  their 
difapprobation,  but  that  Tamaahmaah  had  obliged 
him  to  quit  his  former  refidence  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Karakakooa,  and  to  retire  to  the  north-* 
weft  part  of  the  ifland.  ^ 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

TranfaSllom  at  Karakakooa  Bay — Vijit  from  the 
IVidow  ofTerreeohoo — An  Indian  Sham-fight — 
Propofials  for  a  general  Peace  amongji  the  In¬ 
dians —  Q^uit  Owhyhee — Aftronomical  Ohferva-^ 
tions, 

Having  now  opened  a  friendly  communi¬ 
cation  with  the  chiefs,  and  adopted  mea- 
fures  for  eftablifhing  and  preferving  the  good  un- 
derftanding  that  had  taken  place  betw^een  the  in¬ 
habitants  and  ourfelves,  one  thing  only  appeared 
neceffary  to  make  our  fituation  perfedliy  com¬ 
fortable  :  this  was,  to  difcover  fome  means  of 
recruiting  our  fupply  of  water,  wEich  Karakakooa 
does  not  naturally  furnifli.  On  viiiting  the  well 
from  which  the  Refolution  and  Difeovery  had 
obtained  theirs,  I  found  that  it  contained  but  a 
fmall  quantity,  and  this  fo  exceffively  brackifh, 
that  I  was  fearful  of  its  bad  efFefts  on  the  health 
of  our  people  ;  and  as  there  was  no  better  within 
our  reach,  I  applied,  on  Monday  the  25th,  to 
Pamaahmaah  for  his  affiftance  to  relieve  our 
wants.  The  vaft  confumption  of  water  by  the 
cattle  on  our  pail  age  hither,  made  the  quantity 
vve  now  required  very  confiderable,  and  he  was 
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for  fome  time  at  a  lofs  to  devife  the  beft  means  for 
procuring  a  fufficiency.  At  length  he  propofed 
that  a  certain  number  of  his  canoes,  each  taking 
one,  two,  or  three  puncheons,  according  to  their 
fize,  Ihould  be  fent  to  different  places  on  this  fide 
of  the  ifland,  and  there  be  filled  with  water 
brought  by  the  natives  in  calabafhes  to  the  cafks 
at  the  fea  fide,  from  the  little  wells  in  their  plan¬ 
tations. 

Th  is  plan  being  determined  upon,  a  dozen 
puncheons,  by  way  of  experiment,  were  put  into 
the  canoes,  the  deff  ination  of  fome  of  which  was 
at  that  diffance,  that  they  were  not  expedled  to 
return  in  three  days.  Six  of  the  cafles,  however, 
w^cre  brought  back  full  of  moft  excellent  w^ater 
-the  following  morning,  Tuefday  the  26th,  for 
which  fervice  thofe  employed  feemed  amply  re¬ 
warded  by  receiving  a  piece  of  iron  about  6  inches 
long,  and  two  inches  in  breadth,  being  the  price 
fixed  by  the  king  for  filling  each  cafk:,  who  alfo 
dlrecled  that  the  people  of  the  neighbourhood 
fnould  bring  down  water  for  fale  ;  this  was  fur- 
nifhed  in  tolerable  abundance,  and  they  adled  in 
this,  as  in  other  articles  of  traffic,  wdth  the  great- 
eft  honcfty  and  proprietyof  condudl. 

The  king  fpent  the  day  in  vifiting  the  two 
veffels,  though  he  pafTed  rnoft  of  his  time  on 
board  the  Difcovery,  where  his  obfervation  w^as 
conftantly  awake,  and  few  of  our  moft  common 

R  3  operations 
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operations  efcaped  his  notice ;  all  his  enquiries 
were  pertinent,  directed  to  ufeful  objectSj  and  cal-^ 

culated  to  obtain  information  that  would  here™ 

/ 

after  anfwer  fome  good  purpofe. 

On  miffing  his  early  vifit  the  next  morning, 
Wednefday  the  27th,  I  received  a  meffage  from 
him,  that  an  axe  and  fome  fmall  articles  belong™ 
ing  to 'the  Chatham  had  been  ftolen  by  the  wo¬ 
men  who  had  been  permitted  to  deep  on  board, 
and  who  had  efcaped  to  the  lliore  undetefted. 
Our  fird:  knowledge  of  the  theft  was  by  this  mef¬ 
fage  from  Tamaahmaah,  who  informed  me  that 
the  offender,  a  young  woman,  was  in  cuftody, 
and  tluit  the  inftant  the  ftolen' goods  were  re¬ 
covered,  they  fhould  be  returned  to  the  place  from 
whence  they  had  been  taken.  This  was  done 
about  break  faff  time,  after  which  be  fpent  the 
remainder  of  the  day  with  me,  and  gave  me  the 
unwelcome  intelligence,  that  the  bull  for  whofe 
recovery  I  was  fo  very  folicitous,  was  dead.  On 
this  mortifying  occafion  I  much  regretted  that  I 
had  not  followed  the  advice  of  KaJiozvmotoo,  from 
whofe  connedlion  with  the  king  I  mod:  probably 
might  have  relied  with  perfedl  fecurity  on  his 
offers,  of  taking  charge  of  the  cattle  at  Toeaigh. 
Two  of  the  young  coves,  however,  appeared  to  be 
in  calf;  this  encouraged  me  to  hope  that  his  lofs 
would  be  repaired  by  one  of  them  bringing  forth 
a  male.  The  fined:  of  the  two  ewesj  I  was  mow  " 

informed 
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informed  was  killed  by  a  dog  the  day  after  the 
cattle  were  landed  ;  whofe  life  was  inftantly  for¬ 
feited  for  the  tranfgreffion. 

Our  plail  for  procuring  water  anfwered  very 
well ;  the  cafks  were  taken  the  greateft  care  of, 
and  were  pundlually  and  regularly  returned  ;  fo 
that  by  this  evening  we  had  acquired  eight  tuns 
ef  excellent  water. 

'  On  Thurfday  afternoon  the  28th,  Kerneecuher^ 
rey,  the  unfortunate  widow  of  the  late  Tereeoboo, 
favored  me  wdth  a  vifit.  After  lamenting  the 
death  of  her  hufband,  and  witnelling  nearly  the 
extirpation  of  his  whole  race,  fhe  had  furvived  to 
this  time  in  a  ftate  of  captivity.  Under  thefe 
melancholy  circumftances,  fhe  had  rnet  in  Ta- 
maahmaali  not  only  a  humane  and  generous  con¬ 
queror,  but  a  friend  and  a  protedlor. 

During  the  confiidl  at  the  revolution,  he  was 
under  the  neceffity  of  ufing  fome  violence  to 
flielter  her  from  the  revenge  of  his  neareft  rela¬ 
tions,  and  the  fury  of  the  mob,  who  loudly  de¬ 
manded  her  immediate  execution,  and  the  lives 
of  all  her  huiband’s  adherents.  Although  on  my 
vifit  to  thefe  iflands  in  the  year  1779  was 
then  advanced  in  life,  yet  I  perfectly  recolledled 
the  features  of  her  countenance.  The  high  de¬ 
gree  of  fenfibllity  and  vivacity  it  then  polTeffed, 
compared  with  her  prefent  appearance,  too  plainly 
befpoke  the  forrow  and  dejedion  fhe  had  fince 
experienced.  ^  * 
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In  a  very  feeble  faltering  voice  fhe  faid,  that 
we  had  been  formerly  acquainted,  that  fhe  had 
come  with  Tamaahmaah  to  pay  me  a  vifit  and  fee 
the  fliip,  prefented  me  at  the  fame  time  with  a 
fmall  feathered  cap,  which  was  all  file  had  now 
in  her  power  to  beftow.  My  name  was  pcrfedly 
familiar  to  her,  but  my  perfon  was  fo  altered, 
that  it  was  fome  time  before  fne  Vv^as  quite  recon¬ 
ciled  to  the  change  that  fourteen  years  had  pro¬ 
duced.  Curiofity  induced  her  to  vifit  moft  parts 
of  the  fhip ;  and  whilfi;  flie  was  fo  engaged,  a 
flight  degree  of  cheerfulnefs  feemed  to  obtrude, 
and  for  a  moment  appeared  to  fufpend  the 
weighty  afflictions  that  her  declining  years  were 
fcarcely  able  to  fuftain.  Satisfied  with  the  furr 
rounding  objeCts,  and  gratified  in  her  inquiries 
after  many  of  the  officers  and  fbme  of  the  people 
of  the  Refolutlon  and  Difcovery,  I  prefented  her 
with  an  afTortment  of  valuables  fuitable  to  her 
former  dlftinguifhed  fituation,  and  obtained  from 
Tamaahmaah  a  moft  folemn  promife  in  her  pre- 
fence,  that  the  articles  I  had  given  her  fhould 
not  be  taken  from  her  by  himfelf  or  any  other 
perfon. 

Kahowmotoo ^  who  with  a  part  of  his  family  had 
been  our  conftant  vlfitors  in  the  day  time,  and 
whofe  good  offices  had  been  uniformly  exerted  to 
the  utmoft  of  his  ability  in  our  fervice,  took  a 
very  friendly  leave  on  Friday  morning  the  ift  of 

March, 
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March,  for  the  purpofe  of  collefting  fuch  things 
as  would  be  moft  acceptable  to  us  after  cuitting 
Karakakooa  ;  it  being  my  intention  to  vifitToe- 
aigh  previoufly  to  my  departure  from  this  iiland. 
On  this  occafion  I  prefented  him  with  fome  ufeful 
articles  that  were  highly  acceptable  to  him,  parti¬ 
cularly  a  fuit  of  fails  made  of  old  canvafs  for  his 
largefl  canoe,  and  a  cloak  "of  fcarlet  cloth  made 
after  the  fafhion  of  that  I  had  given  to  Tamaah^ 
vuiafi,  but  not  quite  fo  gaudily  decorated. 

Mr.  Menzies,  who  had  departed  on  Monday 
in  purfuit  of  botanical  refearches,  accompanied 
by  one  of  the  midlhipmen  of  the  Difcovery,  on 
an  excurfion  into  the  country,  returned  to  the  fhip 
this  morning.  He  had  been  attended  by  a  guide 
and  eight  people  appointed  for  that  purpofe  by 
^Famaahmaah,  From  thefe  people  he  had  received 
the  greateft  attention  and  civility,  and  through 
all  the  inhabited  parts  of  the  country  they  had 
palTed,  had  been  treated  with  the  utmoft  refpe<ft 
and  hofpitality. 

On  Saturday  the  2d,  moft  of  our  material  buli-^ 
nefs  being  by  this  time  accomplifhed,  our  wood 
and  water  completely  replenifhed  ;  and  finding 
that  on  application  to  the  chiefs  a  fufficient 
quantity  of  refrefhments  were  inftantly  fupplied, 
1  annulled  the  order  prohibiting  a  general  barter,, 
and  gave  permiffion  for  the  purchafing  of  curio- 
fit  ies. 


Accom- 
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Accompanied  by  Taniaahmaah  and  fome  of  the 
officers^  on  Sunday  the  3d,  I  vifited  the  three  vil¬ 
lages  in  this  bay  ;  and  firfi:  of  all  the  fatal  fpot, 
where  Captain  Cook  fo  unexpedledly,  and  fo  un¬ 
fortunately  for  the  wor^d,  was  deprived  of  his  va¬ 
luable  life.  This  melancholy,  and  ever  to  be  de- 
plored  event,  the  natives  are  at  much  pains  exactly 
to  reprefent,  to  produce  reafons  for  its  taking 
place,  and  to  lliew  that  it  fulfilled  the  prophecies 
of  the  priefts,  who  had  foretold  this  fad  cataftro- 
phe.  But  as  tliefe  are  matters  that  require  fur¬ 
ther  examination,  I  Iball  defer  them  to  future 

confideratlon. 

/ 

At  this  place,  as  W'cll  as  at  the  other  villages, 
the  inhabitants,  w'ho  were  very  numerous,  be¬ 
haved  with  the  utmoft  civility  and  decorum.  It 
may  not  however  be  unimportant  to  obferve,  that 
we  repaired,  on  ihore  with  both  boats  wxll  armed, 
our  men  drefied,  as  was  the  ufual  pradlice  on  a 
Sunday,  in  their  beft  attire,  and  with  a  guard  of 
marines.  Poffibly  our  appearance  had  fome  in¬ 
fluence  on  their  general  behaviour,  though  for 
my  own  part,  I  entertained  not  the  leaf;  fufpicion 
that  fuch  protedlion  was  at  all  nccciTary.  The 
vanity  of  Tainaahmaah  was  however  highly  gra¬ 
tified  by  the  parade,  and  he  much  regretted  that 
he  had  not  an  Englifli  drefs  to  wxar  upon  this  oc- 
tafion.  For  this  he  had  fubftltiited  a  garment 
I  had  given  him,  that  had  not  before  been  ex-^ 

nofed 
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pofcd  to  public  view,  which  much  attracted  the 
notice  and  applaufe  of  the  furrounding  multitude, 
Tm?ma,  with  fcvcral  other  chiefs, were  alfo  pre-^ 
fent  ;  the  latter  had  every  appearance  of  a  cheer¬ 
ful  and  happy  difpofition ;  but  the  countenance 
of  the  ambitious  Ttanna  could  not  conceal  the 
.envy  he  felt  in  not  being  treated  with  the  hime 
degree  of  refpe^t  that  was  ilicwnto  his  fovercign. 
His  jealoufy  became  conlpicuoufly  evident  in  our 
walk  through  the  village,  by  his  afking  in  a  furly 
tone  of  voice,  why  I  gave  that  man  lo  many  things 
and  hlmfelf  fo  few  ?  This  X  endeavoured  to  ex-^ 
plain,  though  poffibly  not  intirely  to  his  fatlslac- 
tion^ 

Nothing  worthy  of  notice  occurred  during  our 
perambulation  on  Ihore  ;  which,  being  ended,  we 
returned  on  board  to  dinner. 

Notvfithflianding  we  had  completely  finiilied 
the  principal  bufmefs  of  refitting  the  veffeis,  yet 
as  I  confidered  the  meridian  of  this  place  to  have 
been  accurately  and  unalterably  fixed  by  Captain 
Cook  and  Captain  King,  for  the  better  regulation 
of  our  chronometers,  1  much  wiilied  for  the  fur¬ 
ther  obfervations  of  a  day  or  tw  o  at  the  obferva- 
tory  ;  and  having  promifed  to  give  the  king  an 
entertainment  with  fire-works,  that  exhibition 
was  fixed  for  Monday  evening;  and  that  he  might 
contribute  to  the  pleafures  of  the  day,  he  pro- 
pofed  to  have  a  fliam-battle  on  fhore  in  the  after¬ 
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noon,  between  fuch  of  his  beft  warriors  as  could 
be  affembled  on  fo  fhort  a  notice. 

On  ]V..onday  the  4th,  as  foon  as  dinner  was 
over,  we  were  fummoned  to  this  review,  and  as 
T'amaahmaah  confidered  all  ceremonies  and  for¬ 
malities  on  my  part  as  adding  to  his  confequence, 
he  requefted  that  I  would  be  attended  on  fnore 
by  a  guard. 

We  found  the  warriors  affembled  towards  the 
north  corner  of  the  beach,  without  the  limits  of 
the  hallowed  ground.  The  party  confifted  of 
about  an  hundred  and  fifty  men  armed  with 
ipears;  thefe  were  divided  into  three  parties 
nearly  in  equal  numbers,  two  were  placed  at  a 
little  diftance  from  each  other  ;  that  on  our  right 
was  to  reprefent  the  armies  of  Titeeree  and 
Tahy  that  on  the  left  the  army  of  Tamaahmaah. 
Their  fpears  on  this  occafion  were  blunt  pointed 
ftichs,  about  the  length  of  their  barbed  ones; 
whilfl,  on  each  wing,  we  were  to  fuppofea  body 
of  troops  placed  to  annoy  the  enemy  with  ftones 
from  their  dings.  The  combatants  now  advanced 
towards  each  other,  feemingly  without  any  prin¬ 
cipal  leader,  making  fpeeches  as  they  approached, 
which  appeared  to  end  in  vaunts  and  threats 
from  both  parties,  when  the  battle  began  by' 
throwing  their  lham  fpears  at  each  other.  Thefe 
were  parried  in  moil:  inftances  with,  great  dexte¬ 
rity,  but  fuch  as  v/ere  thrown  with  effect  pro¬ 
duced 
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duced  coiitufions  and  wounds,  which,  though 
fortunately  of  no  dangerous  tendency,  were  yet 
very  confiderable,  and  it  was  admirable  to  ob- 
ferve  the  great  good  humour  and  evennefs  of 
temper  that  was  preferved  by  thofe  who  were 
thus  injured.  This  battle  was  a  mere  fkirmlfh, 
neither  party  being  fupported,  nor  advancing  in 
any  order  but  fuch  as  the  fancy  of  the  indivi¬ 
duals  directed.  Some  would  ad  stance  even  from 
the  rear  to  the  front,  where  they  would  throw 
their  fpears,  and  inftantly  retreat  into  the  midft 
of  their  alTociates,  or  would  remain  picking  up 
the  fpears  that  had  fallen  without  efFedl.  Thefc 
they  would  fometimes  hurl  again  at  the  foe,  or 
haftily  retreat  with  two  or  three  in  their  pof- 
feffion.  Thofe,  however,  who  valued  them- 
felves  on  military  atchlevements,  marched  up  to¬ 
wards  the  front  of  the  adverfe  party,  and  in  a 
vaunting  manner  bid  defiance  to  the  whole  of 
their  adverfaries.  In  their  left  hand  they  held 
their  fpear,  with  which  in  a  contemptuous  man¬ 
ner  they  parried  fome  of  thofe  of  their  opponents, 
whilft  with  their  right  they  caught  others  in  the 
ad:  of  dying  immediately  at  them,  and  inftantly 
returned  them  with  great  dexterity.  In  this  ex- 
erclfe  no  one  feemed  to  excel  his  Owhyhean  ma- 
jefty,  who  entered  the  lifts  for  a  fhort  time,  and 
defended  himfelf  with  the  greateft  dexterity, 
much  to  our  furprize  and  admiration ;  in  one  in- 

ftance 
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ftance  particularly,  againft  fix  fpears  that  werd 
hurled  at  him  nearly  at  the  fame  inflant;  thred 
he  caught  as  they  were  flying,  with  one  hand, 
two  he  broke  by  parrying  them  with  his  fpear 
in  the  other,  and  the  fixth,  by  a  trifling  inclina¬ 
tion  of  his  body,  paflbd  harmlefs. 

This  part  of  the  combat  was  intended  to  re- 

JL 

prefent  the  king  as  having  been  fuddenly  dif-^ 
covered  by  the  enemy,  in  a  fituatlon  where  he 
was  leafl:  expefted  to  be  found;  and  the  fliower 
of  darts  that  wxre  inftantly  diredled  to  that  quar¬ 
ter,  were  intended  to  fliew  that  he  was  in  the 
tnofl;  imminent  danger;  until  advancing  a  few 
paces,  with  the  whole  body  of  his  army  more 
clofely  connebled,  and  throwing  their  fpears  with 
their  utmoft  exertion,  he  caufed  the  enemy  to 
fall  back  in  fome  little  confufion,  and  he  himfelf 
rejoined  our  party  without  having  received  the 
leafl:  injury. 

The  confequences  attendant  on  the  firfl:  man 
being  killed,  or  being  fo  wounded  as  to  fall  ori 
the  difputed  ground  between  the  contending  ar¬ 
mies,  were  next  exhibited. 

This  event  caufes  the  lofs  of  many  lives  and 
much  blood,  in  the  conflidl  that  takes  place  in 
order  to  refcue  the  unfortunate  individual,  wTo, 
if  carried  ofl'  by  the  adverfe  party  dead  or  alive, 
becomes  an  Immediate  facrifice  at  the  morai. 
On  this  occafion  the  wounded  man  was  fuppofed

to  be  one  of  Titeerees  foldiers,  and  until  this  hap¬ 
pened,  no  advantage  appeared  on  either  fide;  but 
now  the  difpute  became  very  ferious,  was  well 
fupported  on  all  fides,  and  victory  ftill  feemed  to 
hold  a  level  fcale,  until  at  length  the  fuppofed 
armies  of  Talo  and  Theeree  fell  back,  whilft  that 
of  "I^amaalimaah  carried  off  in  triumph  feveral 
fuppofed  dead  bodies,  dragging  the  poor  fellows, 
(who  already  had  been  much  trampled  upon)  by 
the  heels,  fome  diftance  through  a  light  loofe 
fand ;  and  who,  notwithftanding  that  their  eyes, 
ears,  mouth,  and  noftrils  were  by  this  means  fil¬ 
led,  were  no  fooner  permitted  to  ufe  their  legs, 
than  they  ran  into  the  fea,  waihed  themfelves, 
and  appeared  as  happy  and  as  cheerful  as  if  no¬ 
thing  had  happened. 

In  this  riot-like  engagement,  for  it  could  not 
poffibly  be  confidered  any  thing  better,  the  prin¬ 
cipal  chiefs  were  confidered  to^bear  no  part ;  and 
on  its  being  thus  concluded,  each  party  fat  quiet- 
ly  down  on  the  ground,  and  a  parly,  or  fome 
other  fort  of  converfation  took  place.  The  chiefs 
were  now  fuppofed  to  have  arrived  at  the  theatre 
of  war,  which  had  hitherto  been  carried  on  by 
the  common  people  only  of  both  parties  ;  a  very 
ufual  mode  of  proceeding,  I  underftood,  among 
thefe  iflanders.  They  now  on  both  fides  came 
forw^ard,  guarded  by  a  number  of  men  armed 
•with  fpears  of  great  length,  called  palJaloos, 

Thefe 
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Thefe  ^veapons  are  never  relinqulflied  but  by- 
death,  or  captivity  ;  the  former  is  the  moft  com¬ 
mon.  They  are  not  barbed,  but  reduced  to  a 
fmall  point,  and  though  not  very  fliarp,  yet  are 
capable  of  giving  deep  and  mortal  wounds  by 
the  force  and  manner  with  which  they  are  ufed. 
The  miffive  fpears  are  all  barbed  about  hx  inches 
from  the  point,  and  are  generally  from  fevcn  to 
eight  feet  long. 

The  warriors  who  were  armed  with  the  pal- 
laloos,  now^  advanced  with  a  confiderable  degree 
of  order,  and  a  fcene  of  very  different  exploits 
commenced  ;  prefenting,  in  comparifon  to  what 
before  had  been  exhibited,  a  wonderful  degree  of 
improved  knowledge  in  military  evolutions.  This 
body  of  men,  compofing  feveral  ranks,  formed  in 
clofe  and  regular  order,  conftituted  a  firm  and 
compacft  phalanx,  which  in  ad:ual  fervice,  1  was 
informed,  was  not  eafily  to  be  broken.  Having 
reached  the  fpot  in  conteft,  they  fat  down  on 
the  ground  about  thirty  yards  afunder,  and  point¬ 
ed  their  pallaloos  at  each  other.  Aftei;  a  fliort 
interval  of  filence,  a  converfation  commenced, 
and  Taio  was  fuppofed  to  ftate  his  opinion  re- 
fpecllng  peace  and  war.  The  arguments  feemed 
to  be  urged  and  fupported  with  equal  energy  on 
both  fides.  When  peace  under  certain  ftipula- 
tions  was  propofed,  th.c pallaloos  were  inclined  to¬ 
wards  the  ground,  and  when  war  was  announced, 

their 
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their  points  were  raifed  to  a  certain  degree  of 
elevation.  Both  parties  put  on  the  appearance 
of  being  much  upon  their  guard,  and  to  watch 
each  other  with  a  jealous  eye,  whilft  this  nego- 
ciation  was  going  forward  ;  which,  however,  not 
terminating  amicably^  their  refpective  claims  re¬ 
mained  to  be  decided  by  the  fate  of  a  battle* 
Nearly  at  the  fame  inftant  of  time  they  all  arofe; 
and,  in  clofe  columns,  met  each  other  by  flow 
advances.  This  movement  they  conducted  with 
much  order  and  regularity,  frequently  Ihifting 
their  ground,  and  guarding  with  great  circum- 
fpection  againft  the  various  advantages  of  their 
opponents ;  whilft  the  inferior  bands  were  flip- 
pofed  to  be  engaged  on  each  wing'with  fpears 
and  flings.  The  fuccefs  of  the  conteft,  however, 
feemed  to  depend  intirely  on  thofe  with  th.Q  pal- 
lalooSi  who  firmly  difputed  every  inch  of'  the 
ground,  by  parrying  each  other’s  lunges  with  the 
greateft  dexterity,  until  fome  to  the  left  of  Titee- 
ree  s  centre  fell.  This  gteatly  encouraged  Ta 
rnaalimaali  s  party,  who,'  rufhing  forward  with 
fliouts  and  great  impetuofity,  broke  the  ranks  of 
their  opponents,  and  victory  was  declared  for  the 
arms  of  Owhyhee,  by  the  fuppofed  death  of  fe- 
veral  of  the  enemy ;  thefe  at  length  retreated  ; 
and  on  being  more  clofe'ly  prelTed,  the  w^ar  w^as 
decided  by  the  fuppofed  death  of  Tltcerce  and 
VoL.  IIL  S  Taio\ 
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Tato  ;  and  thofe  who  had  the  ho.nor  of  perfo- 
nating  thefe  chiefs,  were,  like  thofe  before,  drag¬ 
ged  in  triumph  by  the  heels  over  no  fmall  extent 
of  loofe  fandy  beach,  to  be  prefented  to  the  vic¬ 
torious  Tamaahmaah,  and  for  the  fuppofed  pur- 
pofe  of  being  facrificed  at  his  morai.  Thefe 
poor  fellows,  like  thofe  before  mentioned,  bore 
their  treatment  with  the  greateft  good  humour. 

The  firfl:  exhibition  appeared  to  be  extremely 
rude,  diforderly,  and  ineffectual,  though  much 
dexterity  was  certainly  fhewn;  but  from  the 
manner  in  which  the  pallaloos  were  managed,  it 
would  feem  that  they  are  capable  of  fuftaining  a 
very  heavy  affault. 

Thefe  military  exploits  finifhed  towards  fun- 
fet,  and  as  foon  as  it  was  dark  v/e  entertained  the 
king  and  a  large  concourfe  of  his  people  with  a 
difplay  of  fire  vmrks.  TamaaJwiaah  and  fome 
of  the  chiefs  recolleCled  to  have  feen  a  few  in¬ 
different  ones,  that  were  fired  by  captain  Cook 
on  his  being  vifited  by  Terreeaboo;  but  ours,  be¬ 
ing  in  higher  prefervation,  of  greater  variety,  and 
in  a  larger  quantity,  were  viewed  by  the  fevxral 
chiefs,  v/ho  were  the  only  perfons  admitted  with¬ 
in  our  tabooed  precinCfs,  with  the  greateft  mix¬ 
ture  of  fear,  furprize,  and  admiration;  and  by 
the  repeated  burffs  of  acclamation  from  the  nu¬ 
merous  body  of  the  inhabitants  affembled  on  the 
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occafion,  it  was  hard  to  determine  which  of  thefe 
pafiions  moft  generally  preponderated. 

The  following  morning,  Tuefday  the  5  th/ 
Cavahero,  the  chief  of  Kowrooa,  w  ho  was  of  our 
party  the  preceding  evening;  informed  me,  that 
on  his  return  home,  the  inhabitants  of  that  village 
at  firft  confidered  what  they  beheld  as  a  diveriioit 
only,  but  from  the  time  it  lafted,  and  the  con¬ 
tinual  clamour  that  they  had  heard,  they  had  be¬ 
come  very  much  alarmed,  and  fufpefted  that 
fome  mifunderftanding  had  taken  place  between 
us  and  Tamaahniaah  ;  and  that  w^e  were  deftroy- 
ing  him,  with  all  his  people  and  hgufes,  on  thi^ 

,  fide  of  the  country.  The  fame  opinion  had  pre¬ 
vailed  with  moft  of  the  women  who  wxre  oh 
board  the  veffeis,  and  who  were  not  eafily  per- 
fuaded  to  believe  otherwife. 

Thefe  intimations  afforded  me  an  opportunity 
which  I  did  not  fuffer  to  efcape;  to  imprefs  on 
their  minds  the  very  great  fuperiority  we  poffef- 
fed,  Ihould  we  ever  be  obliged  to  aft  towards 
them  as  enemies.  The  ilcy  and  water  rockets, 
balloons,'  hand  grenades;  &c.  &e.  I  reprefcnted  to 
be  like  guns  fired  without  ftiot,  w'hen  defigned 
for  entertainment ;  but  like  them  canable  of 
being  rendered  formidable  and  deftruftive  wea¬ 
pons,  when  occafion  might  require.  Of  this 
they  feemed  to  entertain  no  doubt,  and  were 
anxious  beyond  meafure  to  be  provided  with  a 
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few,  for  their  prote6lion  agamft  Taio  and  Tlteeree, 
On  this  fubje6l  the  king  was  fo  exceffively  pref- 
fing,  that  I  was  Induced  to  indulge  him  by  com^ 
plying  with  his  requeft.  I  gave  to  the  charge  of 
,  Young,  who  with  his  comrade  Davis  had  fo  con¬ 
ducted  themfelves  as  to  be  intitled  to  our  con- 
fidence,  a  dozen  fky  rockets,  and  half  that  number 
of  effective  hand  grenades,  for  the  foie  purpofe  of 
Tamaahmaafi  s  protection,  and  with  the  ftricteft: 
injunffions,  that  they  fliould  never  be  ufed  but 
with  this  defign.  I  llkewife  exhorted  them  on 
no  pretence  to  attend  Taynaahmaah,  or  affift  him, 
in  any  ambitious  fchemes  for  the  conqueft  of  the 
neighbouring  iflands ;  but  to  fupport  him  to  the 
utmoft  of  their  power,  not  only  in  the  defence  of 
his  ifiand  againft  foreign  invafion,  but  in  main¬ 
taining  his  authority  againft  domeflic  infurrec- 
tlon. 

I  had  embraced  every  opportunity,  and  had 
met  with  no  little  difficulty  to  convince  TamaaL- 
inacili,  and  the  chiefs  who  had  been  our  conftant 
vifitors,  that  a  peaceable  mode  of  life  was  infi¬ 
nitely  to  be  preferred,  and  more  conducive  to 
their  real  happinefs,  than  the  continued  ftate  of 
v/arfare  that  had  fo  long  difgraced  their  iflands ; 
without  any  other  motive  that  could  be  urged 
as  an  excufe  for  defpolling  each  other’s  lands,  or 
dellroying  their  fellow  creatures,  than  a  wild  and 
inordinate  ambition  to  polfefs  themfelves  of  each 
""  .  other’s 
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Other’s  territories,  which  experience  had  fhewn 
them  they  were  incapable  of  retaining  after  con- 
qncft. 

Thefe  and  fimilar  arguments  I  had  repeatedly 
made  ufe  of,  for  the  defirable  purpofe  of  bringing 
about  a  general  pacification  with  the  contending 
fovereigns  of  thefe  lllands  ;  and  had  at  length  fuc- 
ceeded  fo  far,  as  to  induce  the  king,  and  moll 
of  the  chiefs,  to  give  the  matter  their  ferious 
confideration.  One  obftacle,  how^ever,  feemed 
to  be  infurmountable.  The  w'ant  of  confidence 
in  all  the  ruling  parties.  Such  a  negociatioii 
could  only  take  place  by  perfonal  conference,  and 
were  a  chief  to  be  fent  from  hence  to  Mo  wee, 
with  full  powers  to  enter  upon  fo  defirable  a  bu- 
fmefs,  it  w^as  alledged  the  people  there  would  have 
no  good  opinion  of  his  intentions  ;  and,  confider- 
ing  him  as  a  fpy,  would  inftantly  put  him  to 
death. 

I  endeavoured  to  do  away  this  objeflion,  by 
olFering  to  take  any  chief  fo  empowered  on  board 
the  fhip,  and  to  tow  his  canoe  to  Mowee,  w'here 
I  would  protefl  'him,  and  remain  until  the  nego- 
ciation  was  at  an  end.  This  was  not  confidered 
as  a  fufficlent  protefllon,  as  the  ambaiTador  would 
be  fafe  no  lona:er  than  I  fliould  remain  on  the 

O 

fpot.  The  bufinefs  however  did  not  reft  here  ; 
for  being  on  fhore  the  day  before  Kahowniotoo’ s 
departure,  I  w’as  folicited  to  attend  a  council  of 
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the  chiefs  at  TamaahmaaK 's>  houfe.  Here  much 
was  fa  id  on  the  fubjedl  of  the' peace  I  had  fo 
earneftly  recommended.  The  king  and  feveral 
of  the  chiefs  feemed  to  be  well  convinced  of  the 

( 

jbenefits  with  which  a  peace  would  be  attended; 
on  this  part  of  the  difeourfe  little  was  faid  by 
Kahowmotoo  or  Ttamia,  but  that  they  were  con¬ 
vinced  that  little  confidence  could  be  placed  in 
Titee)  'ee.  They  were  however  of  opinion,  that  the 
bell:  method  of  infuring  fuccefs  would  be,  that 
I  fliould  take  a  chief  of  Owhyhee  to  Mowxe, 
and  having  fhewn  to  Tlteeree  and  Tato  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  making  peace,  and  convinced  their 
minds  of  the  propriety  of  fo  doing,  and  of  the 
inclination  of  Tamaahmaah  to  accomplifh  this 
happy  objecl,  that  I  fliould  return  with  Taio  to 
, Owhyhee,  where  they  would  immediately  enter 
heartily  into  the  bufinefs  with  him,  and  leave  all 
difputed  points  to  be  adjufted  by  me,  as  the 
mutual  friend  of  both  parties. 

There  was  doubtlefs  a  great  deal  of  folid  fenfe 
in  this  mode  of  arguing,  and  probably  there  was 
no  other  mode  fo  likely  to  have  been  attended 
with  fuccefs ;  but  1  was  fo  much  preffed  for 
time,  that  it  was  impofifible  for  me  to  have  made 
\the  experiment.  On  my  ftating,  that  the  want 
of  time  put  it  totally  out  ot  my  power  to  com¬ 
ply  with  this  arrangement,  wliich  I  fhould  other- 
wife  have  cheerfully  acceded  to,  feme  conver-  • 

fation. 
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verfation,  that  I  did  not  underftand,  pafTed  in  a 
low  voice  between  the  king  and  Kahowmotoo\ 
after  which  the  former  requefted,  as  I  fccmed  fo 
defirous  of  elfedting  a  peace  between  the  two 
iflands,  that  I  would  ufe  my  endeavours  when  I 
went  to  Mowee  to  bring  this  matter  about, 
and  that  on  my  return  next  autumn  to  thefe 
idands,  I  fhould  vifit  Mowee  firft,  and  if  1  then 
found  the  bufmefs  unaccompiiflied,  diould  bring 
Tato  under  my  protection  to  Owhyhee,  where 
every  thing  fhould  be  adjufted  and  fettled  in  the 
manner  before  propofed.  To  this  I  gave  no  pofi- 
live  anfwer,  wifhing  firft  to  know  on  what  terms 
Tamaahmaah  w'ould  agree  to  peace  ;  to  this  it  w^as 
replied,  that  Mowee,  Morotoi,  and  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  ifiands,  fliould  be  ceded  to  his  fove- 
reignty  of  Owhyhee,  in  right  of  his  laft  con- 
queft  ;  and  that  Titeeree  and  Taio  ihould  re¬ 
main  in  the  quiet  poireliion  of  Woahoo,  At- 
towai,  and  the  reft  of  the  fmall  ifiands  to  lee¬ 
ward. 

This  exorbitant  demand  I  was  confident  would 
never  be  liftened  to,  and  I  therefore  declined 
having  any  thing  more  to  do  in  the  bufmefs, 
until  terms  fliould  be  offered  that  misfit  incline 
the  oppofite  party  to  be  defirous  of  an  accommo¬ 
dation. 

After  much  converfation  refpccling  the  mag¬ 
nitude,  population,  and  fertility  of  Owhyhee, 
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which  was  itated  to  be  equal  if  not  fuperior  tq 
all  the  iflan^is  colledlively  taken,  the  right  which 
Titeeree  held  in  the  fovereignty  of  Mowee  and 
its  neighbouring  iflands  was  next  difcufled.  As 
the  pofi'cffion  of  thcfe  territories  appeared  to 
have  been  in  the  family  of  Titeeree  for  many 
ages,  I  ftated  that  it  was  not  likely  he  fhould 
eafily  rclinquifh  his  pretenfions  ;  and  though  he 
might  be  tempted  to  do  fp  on  certain  conditions, 
at  the  moment,  vet  after  he  had  re-eftablifhed 
his  powxr,  and  recruited  his  ftrength  in  men  and 
canoes,  there  could  not  be  a  doubt  but  he  wouW 
endeavour  to  re-affume  *the  dominions  of  his 
forefathers,  and  then  the  fame  devaftatlon  and 
w^arfare  would  be  again  revived. 

Thefe,  and  other  arguments  to  the  fame  eifefl:, 
induced  the  king  and  his  counfellors  to  llften  to 
the  conditions  1  prepofed.  They  were  founded 
on  the  fpirit  of  their  original  laws,  and  the  an¬ 
cient  cuftom  of  governing  Qwhyheeand  Mowee, 
with  the  iflands  in  their  immediate  vicinity;  at 
w^hich  time,  according  to  their  own  account, 
they  lived  in  great  harmony  and  irlendfliip  with 
each  other.  My  hrft  propofition  was,  that  Owhy- 
hee  fhould  remain  a  feparate  and  di.ftindt  govern¬ 
ment  of  itfelf,  under  the  authority  of  Tamaah- 
viaahdiXidi  his  heirs;  that  Titeeree  and  Taio  fhould 

i 

remain  in  the  fovereignty  of  the  other  Iflands,  as 
diftindl  or  foreign  dominions  ;  and  that  the  king 
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.of  Owhyhce  fhould  furrender  all  claim  or  pre- 
tendons  to  thofe  territories;  experience  having 
already  demonftrated  his  Inability  of  retaining 
conquered  countries,  without  endangering  his 
authority,  and  difturbing  his  peace  at  home; 
After  due  confideratlon,  It  was  agreed  that  I 
ftould  on  my  arrival  at  Mo  wee  ufe  my  endea¬ 
vours  to  eftablifh  a  permanent  peace  on  my  own 
principles ;  and,  by  a  letter  to  Young  from 
thence,  inform  TamaaJunaah  with  the  progrefs 
pf  my  negociation,  wdilch  they  promifcd  to  con¬ 
clude  and  ratify,  if  a  chief,  properly  authorized, 
brought  the  letter  from  Mo  wee. 

I  avoided  noticins;  this  bufmefs  whilil  it  was 
pending,  in  the  order  of  my  narrative,  under  the 
idea  that  new  objcdtions  would  arife  from  after 
confj derations,  and  additional  confultations  on 
the  fubjedl ;  all  matters  however  now  feemed 
finally  adjufted,  and  it  may  not  be  uninterefting 
to  ftate  the  circumftances  that  firft  gave  rife  to 
this  difpofition  towards  peace,  as  I  do  not  claim 
the  merit  of  the  thought  having  originated  with 
myfelf. 

The  king  and  feveral  of  the  chiefs  folicited 
my  affiftance  in  the  conquefi:  they  meditated  of 
all  the  iflands  to  leeward.  They  entertained 
great  hopes  of  my  concurrence  from  the  friend- 
fliip  I  had  uniformly  maiiifeftcd,  and  from  the 
utter  abhorrence  1  had  as  uniformly  expreffed  ’of 

the 
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the  cruel  and  horrid  murder  of  our  countrymen 
at  Woahoo,  belonging  to  the  Daedalus.  This 
veffel  they  confidered  as  belonging  to  me,  and 
for  the  purpofe  of  exciting  my  revenge,  and  in¬ 
ducing  my  compliance  with  their  wifnes,  they 
alledged,  that  this  lamentable  outrage  was  com¬ 
mitted  in  the  prefence,  and  by  the  pofitive  or¬ 
der,  of  Tiieeree  s  brother.  This  aiTertion  however 
feemed  to  be  intended  for  no  other  purpofe  than 
to  aggravate  the  crime  of  their  neighbours,  and 
to  increafe  our  misfortune :  and  they  were  not 
iefs  difappointed  than  furprifed  that,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  forcible  reafons  they  had  urged,  I 
peremptorily  refufed  them  any  affiftetnce.  In- 
ftead  of  encouraging  hoftilities  between  them,  I 
pointed  out  the  many  important  advantages  that 
would  refult  from  a  friendly  intercourfe  with 
each  other ;  and  recommended,  that  a  perma¬ 
nent  peace  fliould  be  cftablilhed  with  the  inha¬ 
bitants  of  all  the  iilands.  Still  they  endeavoured 
to  prevail  upon  me  to  lifteii  to  their  folicitations, 
and  difregarding  the  pacific  meafures  I  had  re¬ 
commended,  thought  to  influence  my  conduct 
by  reprcfentiiig,  that  Mr.  Ingraham,  command¬ 
ing  the  American  brig  Hope,  on  fome  mifun- 
derftanding  w^lth  Titeeree  and  Taio^  had  fired  fe- 
veral  (hot  at  them  as  they  w’cnt  from  his  veflel 
to  the  fliiore  ;  and  that  in  conf'equence  of  this 
treatment,  thofe  chiefs  had  given  diredtions  to 

the 
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the  inhabitants  of  all  the  iflands  under  their  au¬ 
thority,  to  kill  every  white  man  they  fhould 
meet  with,  whether  Englifli,  American,  or  of 
any  other  nation.  What  impreffion  this  intelli¬ 
gence  might  have  made  at  any  otlier  time  I  can¬ 
not  fay,  but  on  this  occafion  it  did  not  in  the 
leaf!:  tend  to  affedl  my  determination,  founded 
on  the  caufe  of  humanity,  and  many  weighty 
political  confiderations. 

A  general  periodical  taboo  was  to  take  place 
this  evening,  Tuefday  the  5th,  and  as  moft  of 
the  chiefs  our  friends  had  difpofed  of  fuch  mat¬ 
ters  as  they  had  brought  for  our  fervice,  they 
took  their  leave,  knowing  our  departure  was 
nigh,  and  returned  to  their  refpedtive  places  of 
abode  ;  well  fatisfied  with  their  vifit,  and  in¬ 
treating  us  to  return  again  foon  to  Owhyhee. 

The  taboo  demanded  the  removal  of  our  tents, 
obfervatory,  &c.  thefe  of  courfe  were  duly  re¬ 
ceived  on  board ;  and  I  acquainted  Tamaahmaah 
that  it  was  my  intention  to  fail  on  Wednefday 
night,  or  the  following  morning.  The  king 
earneftly  requefted  that  we  fliould  not  depart 
until  Friday,  as  he  fhould  then  be  able  to  accom¬ 
pany  us  fome  dlftance  along  the  ifland  to  the 
northward  ;  but  as  the  feafon  w^as  fall  advanc¬ 
ing,  I  entered  into  no  engagement,  but  left  our 
ftay  to  the  event  of  circumilances. 

Tamaahmaah  conceiving  this  might  be  his 
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laft  vifit,  prefentcd  me  with  a  handfome  cloak 
formed  ot  red  and  yellow  featherS;,  with  a  fmall 
colleftion  of  other  native  curiofities ;  and  at  the 
fame  time  delivered  into  my  charge  the  fuperb 
cloak  that  he  had  worn  on  his  formal  vifit  at  our 
arrivaL  This  cloak  was  very  neatly  made  of 
yellow  feathers;  after  he  had  difplaycd  its  beauty, 
and  had  fliewn  me  the  two  holes  made  in  differ¬ 
ent  parts  of  it  by  the  enemy’s  fpears  the  firft  day 
he  wore  it,  in  his  laft  battle  for  the  fovereignty 
of  this  ifland,  he  very  carefully  folded  it  up,  and 
defired,  that  on  my  arrival  in  England,  I  would 
prefent  it  in  his  name  to  His  Majefty,  King 
George ;  and  as  it  had  never  been  worn  by  any 
perfon  but  himfelf,  he  ftridlly  enjoined  me  not 
to  permit  any  perfon  whatever  to  throw  it  over 
their  flioulders,  faying,  that  it  was  the  moft  va¬ 
luable  thing  in  the  ifland  of  Owhyhee,  and  for 
that  reafon  he  had  fent  it  to  fo  ereat  a  monarch, 
and  fa  good  a  friend,  as  he  confidered  the  King 
of  England. 

This  donation  I  am  well  perfiaded  was  dic¬ 
tated  by  his  own  grateful  heart,  wdthout  having 
received  the  leaft  hint  or  advice  from  any  perfon 
whatever,  and  w^as  the  effedt  of  principles,  highly 
honorable  to  more  civilized  minds.  The  cloak 
I  received,  and  gave  him  the  mold  pofitive  affur- 
aiicc  ot  adting  agreeably  with  his  diredtions. 

Although  TamaaJunaah  confidered  himfelf  to 

'  be 
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be  amply  rewarded  by  the  different  articles  I  had 
from  time  to  time  prefented  him  with,  yet,  thc^ 
very  efTcntial  fervices  he  had  rendered  us,  his 
fteady  friendfhip,  and  the  attachment  he  had 
fliewn  to  our  welfare,  demanded,  I  thought, 
fome  additional  teftimony  of  our  general  appro¬ 
bation.  For  this  purpofe  I  felecSed  a  number  of 
ufeful  as  well  as  ornamental  articles  ;  amongft 
the  latter  were  two  cloaks  fimilar  to  thofe  I  had 
before  prefented  him,  and  a  quantity  of  plain 
and  coloured  gartering  tape  ;  this  was  held  in 
great  efiimation,  efpecially  when  two  or  three 
forts  were  fewn  together  to  form  that  part  of 
their  drefs  called  the  maro^  about  three  yards  long, 
and  fix  inches  broad.  The  , ufeful  matters  con- 
fifted  of  a  variety  of  culinary  utenfils  and  imple- 
ments  of  hufbandry,  with  fome  imlths  and  car- 
penters  tools.  With'  this  acquifition  he  was 
greatly  delighted,  and  exprefled  much  furprife  at 
the  liberality  of  the  prefent. 

He  then  in  the  moft  afFedtlonate  manner  took 

'  f 

his  leave,  not  only  of  myfelf  and  all  the  officers, 
but  of  every  perfon  he  faw  on  deck  ;  and  re- 
quefting  that  I  would  remain  until  Friday  morn-’ 
ing,  which  however  I  did  not  think  advli'cablc  to 
promlfe,  he  left  the  fliip  with  confidcrable  re- 
Judiance. 

Amongft  thofe  who  had  accompanied  the  king 
on  this  viiit,  wxre  two  chiefs,  one  named  Cryma- 
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koo,  the  other  Quoti,  but  more  commonly  called 
■Kookinney,  which  in  their  language  means  quick^ 
nejl\  To  the  care  of  thefe  chiefs  Mr.  Whidbey 
and  the  obfervatory  had  been  entrufted,  with  an 
additional  guard  of  fome  natives  of  the  order  of 
the  priefthood,  each  of  whom  ftrove  to  furpafs  the 
other  in  adls  of  fervice  and  civility.  The  fituation 
that  the  two  chiefs  filled,  and  the  fuperiority  they 
pofleffed,  afforded  them  more  frequent  opportu¬ 
nities  than  the  reft  of  manifefting  their  friendly 
intentions,  in  a  uniform  fteadinefs  deferving  the 
higheft  commendation. 

As  an  acknowledgment  for  their  fervices  and 
fidelity,  I  requefted  that  TamaaJimaah  would  point 
out  to  me  fuch  articles  as  would  be  moft  worthy 
of  their  acceptance ;  thefe  were  prefented  to  them^ 
and  they  were  highly  gratified  by  this  compli¬ 
ment  to  their  integrity. 

There  were  none  of  the  chiefs  who  feemed  to 
feel  fo  much  regret  on  our  departure  as  thefe  two 
young  men.  They  had  been  conflantly  with  Mr. 
Whidbey  in  the  marquee,  and  had  acquired  fuch 
a  tafte  for  our  mode  of  living,  that  their  utmoft 
endeavours  were  exerted  to  imitate  all  our  ways* 
and  they  feemed  fo  perfedlly  happy  and  pleafed 
with  our  fociety,  that  they  were  Icarcely  ever  ab- 
fent  unlefs  Vv^hen  fent  for  by  the  king.  Their 
attachment  was  by  no  means  of  a  childifli  nature, 
or  arifing  only  from  novelty ;  it  was  the  ef¬ 
fect 
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fe6l  of  reflexion;  and  the  confcioufnefs  of  their 
own  comparative  inferiority.  This  directed  their 
minds  to  the  acquirement  of  ufeful  inftrudlion, 
from  thofe  whom  they  acknowledged  to  be  fo  in¬ 
finitely  their  ftiperiors.  Their  coiiverfatlon  had 
always  for  its  objeft  important  information,  not 
frivolous  inquiry  ;  and  their  queftions  were  of  a 
nature  that  wmild  not  have  dlfcredited  much 
more  enlightened  obfervers.  Their  vivacity  and 
fenfibility  of  countenance,  their  modeft  behaviour, 
evennefs  of  temper,  quick  conception,  and  the 
pains  they  took  to  become  acquainted  with  our 
language,  and  to  be  inftrudted  in  reading  and  wTit- 
ing,  befpoke  them  to  have  not  only  a  genius  to  ac¬ 
quire,  but  abilities  to  profit  by  inftrudllon. 

It  appeared  to  us  very  fmgular  that  thefe  tw^o 
young  men,  wdio  were  nearly  allied  to  the  moft 
inveterate  enemies  of  Tamaahrnaah,  fhould  have 
been  felecled  by  him  from  the  numerous  train  of 
favorites  attending  on  his  perfon,  to  be  his  mofl: 
intimate  and  confidential  friends.  Crymakoo,  wTo 
was  about  twenty- four  years  of  age,  wus  fon  to 
a  chief  of  the  firft  confequence  in  Mowce,  and 
one  of  Titeeree  s  principal  warriors.  In  his  early 
infancy  he  was  taken  under  the  care  ot  TiWiaaJi-- 
maah.  brought  no  bv  him  and  had  for  fome  years 

^  C)  l  j  J 

paft  poffefled  the  confidence,  and  been  the  con- 
itant  companion,  of  the  kina:,  for  whofe  interelf: 
and  profperity  he  entertained  the  greateff  regard; 
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and  in  return,  he  was  invefted  by  his  prince  with 
an  authority  almoft  equal  to  his  own.  Quoti^ 
though  not  poffeffing  at  this  time  power  and  au¬ 
thority  equal  to  that  of  CryjnakoOy  yet  feemed  to 
divide  with  him  the  affection  and  efteem  of  the 
king.  He  was  about  the  age  of  eighteen  ;  and 
notwithftandlng  that  he  was  inferior  in  point  of 
figure  and  addrefs  to  Crymakoo^  whofe  perfon  and 
deportment  excelled  in  a  great  degree  any  of  the 
iflanders  wx  had  feen,  yet  he  had  a  very  engaging 
manner,  and  a  plcafing  mode  of  conducing  him- 
felf.  In  his  intellectual  endowments  he  feemed 
to  poffefs  a  great  fiiperiority  over  Crymakoo.  This 
youth  was  the  reputed  fon  of  Terreeohoo  by  Na^- 
mahannuy  the  favorite  wife  of  Kahowmotoo,  but 
report  whifpered  that  he  was  a  much  nearer  re¬ 
lation  than  that  of  coufin  to  Tamaahmaah. 

All  our  external  bufinefs  being  completely 
finifhed,  little  elfe  remained  to  be  done  but  to  bend 
the  fails,  and  get  the  veffels  ready  for  fea  ;  this 
fervice  was  performed  the  next  day,  Wednefday 
the  0th,  when  all  our  friends  who  continued  or 
refided  in  the  nei2:hbourhood  were  in  facred  re- 
tirement.  This  taboa  was  not  obferved  by  the 
lower  orders  of  the  people  wdth  the  fame  degree 
of  ftrlctnefs  as  that  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
chapter.  Many  of  the  men  w  ere  bufily  employed 
in  their  trafiic  alongfide,  but  no  wxman  was  per¬ 
mitted  to  be  afloat. 


On 
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On  this  occafion  I  think  it  important  to  ftate, 
that  ever  fmce  permiffion  had  been  granted  for  a 
general  traffic  with  the  iilanders,  I  had  attentively 
watched  its  effect,  and  could  not  have  had. a  bet¬ 
ter  opportunity  to  be  convinced,  how  abfolutely 
requifite  it  is  that  a  prohibition  on  a  general  trade, 
between  the  crews  and  the  natives,  ffiould  take 
place  on  board  all  European  or  American  veffels, 
until  the  more  important  bufinefs,  of  procuring 
the  neceffary  fupplies  of  refreffiments,  wood  and 
water,  be  accompliffied.  Whllft  the  prohibition 
was  in  force  on  board  the  Difeovery,  all  the  effen- 
tial  articles  were  brought  to  market,  and  pur-^ 
chafed  by  us  as  faff  as  they  could  conveniently 
be  received;  and  any  number  of  hogs,  or  quantity 
of  vegetables,  might  have  been  procured  during 
that  period.  But  no  fboner  were  thefe  reftric- 
tions  difeontinued,  and  our  people  at  liberty  to 
indulge  themfelves  in  the  purchafe  of  what  at 
the  moment  they  efteemed  to  be  curlofities,  than 
almoft  all  our  effentlal  fupplies  ceafed  to  be 
brought  from  the  fbore,  and  the  few  articles  of 
that  defeription  which  did  appear  alongfide,  were 
increafed  in  price  four  or  five  hundred  per  cent, 
even  at  that  rate  I  endeavoured  to  purchafe  our 
daily  confumption  of  water,  but  could  not  fucceed. 
The  depreciation  in  the  value  of  our  own  com- 
rnodlties  was  alfo  the  confequence  of  the  permif¬ 
fion  for  a  general  trade,  from  the  extravagarit 
VoL,  III.  T  prices 
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prices  given  by  the  crew  in  outbidding  each  other 
for  infignificant  articles,  which  were  no^  fooner 
poffefled  than  they  were  neglefted,  and  often  in  a 
few  days  were  thrown  overboard. 

The  weather  became  cloudy  with  fome  rain  in 
the  afternoon,  and  the  wind  was  unfteady,  blow¬ 
ing  in  fqualls  very  hard  from  the  northern  quar¬ 
ter.  This  continued  all  night,  and  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  of  Thurfday  the  7th,  brought  a  very  heavy 
fwell  into  the  bay,  that  obliged  us,  much  to  the 
fatisfaftion  of  Tamaahmaah  and  our  friends  on 
ihore,  to  remain  ftd^^ionary.  Soon  after  fun-rife 
they  all  flocked  round  us  with  their  ufual  affability 
and  friendfliip  ;  the  king  however  was  not,  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  general  pradice,  amongfl  the  ear- 
lleft.  A  delay  had  been  occafioned  by  his  waiting 
to  come  oft  in  great  ftate  in  one  of  hislargeft  ca¬ 
noes,  that  we  had  rigged  for  him  with  a  full  fuit 
of  canvas  fails,  floop  falliion,  to  which  I  had  added 
a  union  jack  and  a  pendant;  but  thefe  not  having 
been  placed  according  to  his  diredions,  required 
alteration  ;  and,  that  they  might  be  quite  in  pro¬ 
per  order,  he  cruized  for  fome  time  about  the  bay,’ 
)  before  he  came  alongfide.  On  his  arrival  we 
found  him  highly  delighted  with  his  man  of  war, 
but  he  obferved  that  fhe  would  make  a  much  bet¬ 
ter  appearance  with  a  few  fwivels  properly  mount¬ 
ed  ;  I  agreed  with  him  in  this  opinion,  but  the 
words  Taboo.  King  George*’  were  fufticient  to 

prevent 
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prevent  a  fyllable  more  being  urged  on  that  fub- 

jeft. 

Tamaahmaak,  knowing  my  intention  of  vifiting 
Kahowmoioo  in  my  way  to  Mo  wee,  informed  me, 
that  he  had  fent  directions  to  the  perfons  on  his,^ 
eftates  at  Toeaigh  to  fupply  us  with  a  full  (tock  of 
hogs  and  vegetables,  and  any  thing  elfe  the  coun¬ 
try  afforded  ;  and  that  he  might  be  certain  that 
'  his  orders  would  be  duly  executed,  he  requefted 
that  Young  and  Davis  might  attend  us  thither  > 
as  it  was  impoffible  for  him  to  abfent  himfelf 
from  Karakakooa  until  certain  ceremonies  had 
taken  place,  in  confequence  of  his  having  cele¬ 
brated  the  feftwal  of  the  new  year  in  this  diftrid: ; 
and  of  his  having  tranfgrefled  the  law  by  living 
in  fuch  focial  intercourfe  with  us,  who  had  eaten 
and  drank  in  the  company  of  women. 

On  the  evening  of  our  departure,  Tamaahmaah 
was  to  refign  himfelf  to  the  ftrict  obedience  of  a 
taboo  thdit  was  then  to  commence.  On  this  oc- 
cafion,  all  his  people  who  had  been  in  commer¬ 
cial  intercourfe  wdth  us,  were  to  lay  before  him 
the  whole  of  the  treafure  they  had  acquired,  and 
to  render  to  him  the  cuftomary  tribute.  The 
prefcnts  that  the  king  himfelf  had  received  would 
alfo  be  expofed  to  public  view,  when  certain 
prlefts  would  perform  prayers,  exhortations,  and 
other  functions  of  their  office.  Thefe  ceremo¬ 
nies  frequently  continue  without  flopping,  neaf 

T  2  half 
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half  a  day,  and  are  fometimes  repeated  ten  days 
fucceffively. 

On  the  morning  of  Friday  the  8  th,  the  weather 
being  pleafant,  with  a  gentle  breeze  from  the 
land,  we  failed  from  Karakakooa,  and  flood  along 
fhore  to  the  northward  ;  about  four  miles  from 
our  laft  ftation  we  paflhd  a  fmall  creek,  where  we 
favv  the  captured  fchooncr  laid  up,  and  a  houfc 
built  over  it  to  protect  her  from  the  fun.  About 
this  time  Tamaahmaah  with  his  queen  and  moft 
of  his  attendants  had  overtaken  us.  I  took  this 
opportunity  of  refumlng  this  unfortunate  fubject, 
and  underftood  from  Tamaahmaah,  that  it  was 
his  intention  to  return  the  fchooner  to  Mr.  Met¬ 
calf  her  owner.  This,  Tamaahv2aah to 
do;  either  to  Mr.  Metcalf  hi  mfelf,  or  to  the  com¬ 
mander  of  any  veffel  authorized  by  Mr.  Metcalf 
to  receive  her.  Young  bore  witnefs  to  the  king’s 
fincerity,  and  faid  that  this  had  been  his  conftant 

•f' 

language,  from  the  moment  he  became  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  melancholy  caufe  of  her  detention. 
From  Young  we  learned,  that  the  fchooner  was 
now  of  little  value,  having  nearly  fallen  to  pieces 
for  want  of  the  neceflary  repairs. 

The  royal  party  remained  on  board  until  about 
ten  in  the  forenoon,  when,  after  taking  an  affec¬ 
tionate  leave  of  us  all,  and  expreffing  the  greatefl 
concern  at  the  fhortnefs  of  our  vifit,  they  return¬ 
ed  to  Karakakooa.  , 
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■  With  a  favorable  breeze  from  the  fouth-weft 
we  continued  our  route  to  the  northward,  within 
about  two  miles  of  the  land.  Some  rocks  and 
breakers  w^ere  feen  lying,  about  halfway  from  the 
fliore,  off  the  weft  point  of  the  ifland,  and  extend¬ 
ing  two  or  three  miles  from  thence  towards 
Tocaigh.  To  the  north  of  thefe  the  bottom  is 
free  irom  rocks,  where  vcfl'els  may  anchor,  but 
the  fttuation  does  not  afford  any  frefh  water;  and 
it  js  befides  objectionable,  on  account  of  its  being 
expoled  to  the  north  winds,  which,  witih  thofp 
thacblow  irom  the  north-weftward,  are  the  moft 
violent  and  dangerous  known  in  this  country. 
TLovvards  the  evening  wa  were  pretty  far  ad¬ 
vanced  in  the  bay,  wdicre,  with  a  moderate  breeze 
frorn  the  land,  we  plied  during  the  night. 

Our  i{vzi\A  K.ahowmotOQ,  agreeably  to  his  pro- 
mife,  vifited  us  the  next  morning,  Saturday  thq 
C)th,  and  prcfented  me  wdth  twenty  fine  hogs, 
and  a  large  aifortment  of  vegetables  ;  to  thefe  he 
was  plcafed  to  add  a  very  handfome  feathered 
cloak. 

The  fervants  of  the  kins;  were  very  alert  In 
obeying  their  mafter’s  orders,  and  brought  eighty 
very  fine  hogs  for  the  Difeovery,  and  half  that 
number,  equally  good,  for  the  Chatham;  wdth 
large  fupplies  of  vegetables  for  both.  They  be¬ 
haved  with  the  utmoft  decorum,  and  ipquired  if 

T  3  any 
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any  more  of  thefe,  or  any  other  articles,  would 
be  wanting,  adding,  that  if  fo,  they  fliould  be 
immediately  provided.  This  abundant  fupply 
was  however  far  beyond  what  we  could  poffibly 
require,  one  third  being  fully  fufEcIent  for  all 
our  purpofes;  the  remainder  was  therefore  di- 
redied  to  be  returned  to  the  fhore. 

During  the  forenoon  we  received  a  vlfit  from 
Tianna,  who  brought  as  a  prefent  to  me  about 
half  a  dozen  fmail  ill-fed  hogs,  for  which  we  had 
neither  room  nor  occafion.  He  was  not  how-^ 
ever  difmiffed  without  a  farewel  prefent,  and 
fuch  a  one,  as  in  my  opinion  he  ought  to  have 
been  extremely  well  contented  with ;  fince,  on 
no  one  of  his  vifits,  which  had  been  very  frequent,, 
excepting  on  the  firft,  had  he  offered  us  any  re- 
frefhments ;  yet  he  had  received  from  me  pre- 
fents  nearly  equal  to  thofe  I  had  made  to  other 
chiefs,  who  had  been  inftrumental  in  fupplylng 
our  wants,  and  anxious  on  all  occahons  to  render 
us  fervice.  Although  Ttanna  could  affume  no 
merit,  either  for  his  fupplies,  or  fervices  beftowed 
upon  us,  yet,  fuch  was  his  envious  pride,  that  in- 
ftead  of  being  thankful  for  what  he  had  not  de^ 
ferved,  he  could  not  refrain  from  expreffions  of 
diffatlsfadfion,  that  he  had  not  been  fliewn  the 
fame  attention  and  refpedl,  and  complimented 
with  articles  of  fimilar  value  to  thofe,  that  had 
been  offered  to  Tamaahmaah,  In  fhort,  his  con- 

verfation 
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verfatlon  was  in  fo  haughty  a  ftile,  and  fo  unlike 
the  general  condudl  of  all  the  other  chiefs  of 
Owhyhee,  that  I  was  induced  to  requeft  that  he 
would  return  the  fcarlet  cloak,  axes,  and  a  variety 
of  other  ufeful  articles  I  had  juft  before  given 
him;  obferving,  that  as  thefe  things  were  in  his 
opinion  fo  inadequate  to  his  claims,  they  could 
not  poffibly  be  worthy  his  acceptance.  With 
this  requeft  however  Tianna  did  not  think  proper 
to  comply,  but  departed,  affcdling  to  be  perfectly 
fatisfied  and  contented,  though  his  countenance 
proclaimed  thofe  defigning,  ambitious,  and  (I  be¬ 
lieve  I  may  with  juftice  add)  treacherous  prin¬ 
ciples,  that  apparently  govern  his  turbulent  and 
afpiring  difpofition. 

Kahowmotooy  who  was  prefent,  exprefled  the 
higheft  di {approbation  of  Tianna  s  conduct  ;  iky¬ 
ing,  that  if  any  one  could  be  diilatisfied,  he  had 
caufe  to  complain,  that  fuch  valuable  preients 
had  been  beftowed  on  a  man  who  had  appeared 
totally  indifferent  to  our  welfare,  and  who  had 
never  even  endeavoured  to  render  us  any  fervice. 
This  obfervation  was  extremely  well  timed,  and 
was  immediately  followed  by  the  moft  grateful 
acknowledgments  for  the  valuable  articles  him- 
felf  and  family  had  received.  Thefe,  he  faid, 
had  far  exceeded  the  utmoft  limits  of  his  expec¬ 
tations. 


T4 
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I  w^as  not  lefs  plcafed  with  the  gratitude  ot 
Kahozvmotoo^  than  with  the  affurance  of  his  be¬ 
ing  fo  well  contented  with  the  felection  of  things 
I  had  given  him,  as  they  were  on  our  part  tri¬ 
butes  very  juftly  due  to  his  fteady,  uniform,  and 
friendly  attention. 

Amongft  other  points  of  information  that  I 
collected  at  Owhyhee,  I  learned  that  Tamaah- 
maahy  having  obtained  fome  intimation  of  our 
intended  vilit,  had  been  exceffively  impatient  for 
our  arrival,  that  he  might  obtain  an  opportunity 
of  difplaying  his  real  and  true  charadter ;  which 
he  underftood  had  been  moft  unjuftly  traduced, 
by  fome  of  the  traders  who  had  vifited  this  ifland 
fince  he  had  acquired  its  government.  Inftruc- 
tions  had  been  given  to  feveral  of  the  mafters  of 
the  trading  veflels  by  their  owners,  diredling  them 
to  be  exceffively  cautious  of,  and  vigilantly  on 
their  guard  againft,  the  -  treacherous,  villainous, 
and  defigning  arts  of  Tamaahmaah ;  thefe  unne- 
ceffiary  admonitions  had  been  explained  to  him  ; 
and  being  confclous  of  his  own  innocence,  his 
concern  was  exceffive,  and  he  impatiently  looked 
forward  to  an  opportunity  of  refcuing  his  cha- 
ra^ler  from  fuch  imputations,  by  exhibiting  his 
real  dlfpofition  to  his  more  candid  vifitors. 

If  what  I  have  here  had  occafion  to  ftate,  re- 
fpefting  the  condudl  and  liberal  /entiments  of 

this 
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this  chief,  be  not  fufficlent  to  wipe  away  the  af-' 
pcrfions  that  have  detra6ted  from  his  good  name, 
i  doubt  not  of  having  yet  a  further  opportunity 
of  producing  fuch  facls,  as  will  effedlually  accom- 
plilli  that  purpofe. 

Ttanna  was  not  ignorant  of  our  prepofTeffion 
for  TarnaaJnnaali  virtues,  and  goodnefs  of  heart; 
this  prompted  his  envy,  to  let  no  occafion  efcape 
for  faying  fomething  to  his  prejudice  and  dif- 
honour,  fo  long  as  any  one  wwdd  liften  to  this 
favourite  topic  of  his  converfation:  and  it  is  by 
no  means  unlikely,  that  w^hen  he  had  fuccefsfully 
implicated  the  king  by  his  artful  contrivances,  iii 
his  crimes  and  mildemeanors,  he  entertained  the 
ambitious  hopes  to  undermine  our  good  opinion 
by  the  continual  repetition  of  his  calumnies,  and 
to  engage  us  to  affift  him  in  the  deftruction  of 
Tamaalimaah,  and  the  aflumption  of  the  govern¬ 
ment.  But,  on  finding  that  his  willies  for  roy¬ 
alty  and  power  were  not  to  be  gratified  by  our 
means,  he  experienced  a  difappointment  that  he 
had  neither  prudence  to  conceal,  nor  fortitude 
to  fupport. 

As  we  had  now  no  further  bufmefs  at  Owhy- 
hce,  we  made  the  beft  of  our  way  out  of  the 
bay  ;  but  calms  and  light  baffling  winds  rendered 
our  fituation  nearly  ftationary.  This  afforded 
fome  of  the  natives  an  opportunity  of  fflewing 

their 
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their  dexterity  in  catching  a  fmall  kind  of  bo- 
netto ;  not  only  an  amuling  but  a  profitable  em¬ 
ployment.  A  fmall  canoe  is  paddled  as  quick 
as  poffible  by  three  or  four  people,  whilfi:  another 
is  in  the  ftern  with  a  fifhing  rod,  a  very  fine  line, 
and  a  neat  fmall  hook;  this  hook  paffing fwiftly 
through  the  water,  is  taken  by  the  bonetto  for  a 
fmall  fifh,  and  to  increafe  the  deception,  the  ang¬ 
ler  is  conftantly  throwing  water  about  his  hook 
with  his  hand,  in  order  that  it  may  be  the  lefs 
diftinctly  feen ;  fo  that  almoft  the  inftant  he 
throws  it  into  the  fea,  it  is  taken  by  the  bonetto. 
This  mode  of  fifliing  was  conducted  with  fo 
much  dexterity,  that  we  faw  great  numbers 
taken,  but  did  not  obferve  one  that  had  been 
hooked  to  efcape.  We  were  not  only  entertain¬ 
ed  with  the  fport,  but  it  furnifhed  an  explana¬ 
tion  of  the  general  and  rigid  taboo  all  over  the 
ifland  at  the  time  we  arrived  on  the  coaft.  It 
now  appeared  to  have  been  in  confequence  of  the 
feafon  having  commenced  for  the  taking  of  thefe 
fifh,  which  are  exceedingly  good  to  eat  when 
frefh,  and  being  caught  in  abundance,  make  a 
very  confiderable  part  of  the  food  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  when  preferved  and  falted. 

In  the  evening  Kaiiowmotoo  with  all  the  na¬ 
tives  took  their  leave,  after  affuring  us  of  a  con¬ 
tinuance  of  their  friendlhip,  and  expreffing  the 
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higheft  fatisfaction  and  happinefs  at  our  vlfit; 
Our  two  countrymen,  Young  and  Davis,  bid  us 
alfo  farewel  with  a  degree  of  reluctance  that  did 
credit  to  their  feelings. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  ftate  in  general 
terms,  that  I  became  perfectly  convinced  that 
the  caufe  of  thefe  two  men  being  left  on  Ihore  at 
Owh}dice  was  not  defertion,  nor  their  own 
choice ;  nor  did  it  arife  from  their  having  been 
difmiffed  by  the  cornmanders  of  velTels  under  • 
whom  they  had  ferved,  for  improper  conducSf 
and  unruly  behaviour ;  but  from  a  feries  of 
events  impoffible  to  forefee  or  provide  againft. 
Their  behaviour  on  the  illand  had  been  merito-^ 
rious  in  the  highefi:  fenfe  of  the  word  ;  fupporting 
by  their  chara<Ser  (for  they  polTeffed  nothing  elfe) 
fuch  a  degree  of  confequence,  that  whllft  it  in- 
fured  thern  the  refpc<S,  it  engaged  the  affections 
and  regard,  of  the  natives ;  and  of  no  one  more 
than  of  the  king  himfelf,  who  did  not  fail  to 
liften  to  their  counfel  and  advice  ;  and  I  am 
well  perfuaded  we  had  been  much  indebted  for 
our  very  friendly  and  hofpitable  reception,  as 
alfo  for  the  orderly  and  civil  behaviour  we  expe^ 
rienced  from  the  generality  of  the  inhabitants, 
by  their  attention  to  the  inftrudlions  aq,d  ex^ 
ample  of  thefe  our  countrymen. 

That  they  might  be  encouraged  to  continue 
in  the  exercife  of  thofe  virtuous  principles  whi(  h 

t  h  e  y 
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they  had  taught,  I  gave  them  a  written  tefti- 
monlal  of  their  good  condud:  ;  and  in  the  molt 
ferious  manner  enjoined  them  to  perfevere  in 
the  path  that  their  own  good  underitandiiig  had 
pointed  oiit ;  and  at  all  times  to  be  ufeful  and 
affifting  to  the  fubjeds  of  every  civilized  power, 
who  might  rcfbrt  to  Owbyliec.  From  the  king 
and  the  principal  chiefs  1  obtained  a  promife  of 
the  continuance  of  their  protedion,  not  only  to 
.  their  perfons,  but  to  tlieir  property  alfo  ;  parti¬ 
cularly,  a  large  affbrtment  of  ufeful  and  necef- 
fary  articles  that  I  had  given  them,  as  well  for 
their  owm  comfort,  and  for  the  fupport  of  the 
confequence  they  had  hitherto  maintained,  as  for 
the  purpofe  of  introducing  fuch  things  into  ufe 
amongft  the  inhabitants. 


I  appointed  to  meet  the  king  and  his  friends, 
with  Young  and  Davis,  on  my  return  to  the 
iflands  from  the  coaft  of  America,,  in  the  bay 
between  the  eaft  and  north-caft  points  of  Ovvhy- 
hce;  where  I  had  been  given  to  underfrand  there 
was  a  commodious  bay  or  port,  that  afforded  fe- 
cure  and  good  anchorage.’ 

The  following  aftronomical  obfervations  made 


at  Karakakooa,  will  conclude  the  narrative  of 
our  tranfadions  during  our  ftay  at  Owhyhee. 
This  Ifland  w^e  quitted  about  eight  in  tlie  even- 
ing,  and  di reded  our  coiirfc,  dole  hauled,  to¬ 
wards  the  eaft  cad  of  Mo  wee.

CHAPTER  VII. 

I 

At  rive  off  Mow  ee — Fartkiilars  relative  to  the  Mur¬ 
der  of  Lleuteuant  Hergejl^  Mr.  Gooch,  and  others 
^ — Converfatmi  r  effecting  a  Peace  with  Owhyhet 
—Reafons  for  Jendhig  the  Chatham  to  Nootka — • 
The  Peace  acceded  to  hy  the  Chiefs — Information 
acquired  hy  an  Pxcurfon  of  the  Boats— -Defar- 
iure from  Mowee. 

By  day-light  in  the  morning'’  of  Sunday  the 
10th  of  March  we  were  well  in  with  the 
eaftern  fliores  of  Mowee,  extending  from  S.'  80' 
W.  to  N.  ]  6  E.  the  neareft  fhore  bore  by  com- 
pafs  N.  02  W.  about  a  league  diftant.  I  was  not 
certain  whether  the  north ernmofi:  land  thus  feeit 
formed  the  eaftern  extremity  of  Mowee  or  not/ 
from  the  diredlion  of  the  coaft  it  fo  appeared,  but' 
its  diftance  to  windward  of  us  was  fo  great,  that 
it  would  have  required  forhe  time  to  have  afeer- 
tained  the  fadt,  and  as  we  could  not  accompllfti 
the  examination  of  both  fides  of  the  illand  on  this 
occafion,  I  availed  rnyfelf  of  the  prevailing  favor¬ 
able  breeze,  and  bore  away  along  the  coaft  about 
two  miles  from  the  fhore.  This  took  a  diredtion- 
S.  72  W.  diftant  lOj  miles  from  hence  to  the 

foutb 
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fouth  point  of  the  ifland  ;  which  is  according  to 
our  obfervations  fituated  in  latitude  20°  34',  lon¬ 
gitude  203°  30'. 

Notwithftanding  that  the  appearance  of  Mo- 
wee  at  a  diftance  has  been  very  accurately  repre- 
fented  by  Captain  King  ;  yet,  as  we  had  an  op¬ 
portunity  of  being  better  acquainted  with  this 
part  of  the  ifland  than  thofe  on  board  the  Refo- 
lution  or  Difcovery  on  that  voyage,  it  may  bo 
ufefql  to  remark,  that  the  part  we  were  abreaft  of 
at  day-light  in  the  morning,  though  terminating 
very  abruptly  in  the  o'cean,  and  though  its  furface 
was  very  uneven,  had  yet  a  verdant  and  fertile 
appearance,  and  was  feemingly  in  an  advanced 
Rate  of  cultivation.  From  the  number  of  villages 

o 

and  diftindl  houfes,  we  were  led  to  confider  it  as 
tolerably  well  inhabited.  ^  This  pleafant  fcene 
v/as  fliortly  changed  on  our  advancing  a  few 
miles  to  the  weftward*  The  face  of  the  country 
became  totally  different,  the  lliores  and  fides  of 
the  hills  had  no  indications  of  being;  inhabited 
and  were  almoft  deftitute  of  vegetable  produc¬ 
tions.  They  appeared  to  be  a  rude  mafs  of  naked 
barren  rocks,  broken  into  many  deep  gulleys, 
that  extended  from  the  mountains  to  the  water 
fide.  Be  fide  thefe,  were  many  fmall  circular 
hills  that  appeared  to  be  compofed  either  of  fand 
or  ftones,  and  had  acquired  a  very  fmooth  furface 
of  a  light  brown  colour.  Perpendicular  veins 
VoL.  III.  U  feparated 
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I  * 

feparated  the  different  ftrata,  and  defeended 
down  the  mountains  ;  thefe,  fo  far  as  our  glalTes 
enabled  us  to  diftinguifli,  betokened  this  part  of 
the  ifland  to  have  undergone  fome  violent  efFe6ls 
from  volcanic  eruptions. 

We  paffed  the  fouth  point  before  mentioned 
at  the  diftance  of  about  half  a  mile  ;  it  is  formed 
by  rugged  craggy  rocks,  and  the’  fea  breaks  at  a 
little  diftance  to  the  north  v\^eft  of  it.  On  ap¬ 
proaching  thefe  breakers  we  gained  foundings, 
and  fuddenly  decreafed  the  depth  of  water  from 
25  to  10  fathoms  rocky  bottom  ;  but,  on  haul¬ 
ing  off  iliore,  we  almoft  inftantly  reached  no 
bottom  with  80  fathoms  of  line.  Whilft  in  this 
fituation,  we  were  vifited  by  a  few'  of  the  poor 
natives  from  a  fmall  fandy  cove,  where  they  had 
fome  miferable  habitations.  The  poverty  of  thefe 
people  was  apparent,  by  their  bringing  only  a 
few  ftmall  packages  of  fait  to  difpofe  of,  and  by 
their  canoes  being  very  fmall  and  out  of  repair. 
Two  miles  to  the  north- weft  of  this  point  w^e 
were  greatly  inconvenienced  by  light  baffling 
winds  and  calm  weather,  w^hilft  without,  or  to 
the  eaftward  of  us,  the  trade  wind  blew  ftrong. 
We  continued  to  make  a  flow  progrefs,  and 
paffed  between  Morokinney  and  Tahowrowa. 

In  the  afternoon,  we  were  vifited  by  a  chief  in 
the  only  decent  canoe  we  had  yet  feen  at  Mo- 
wee.  From  him  I  learned,  that  he  was  fent  by 

Titeeree 
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’Titeeret  to  inquire  who  we  were,  and  if  we 
had  friendly  intentions  towards  the  ifland.  On 
his  firft  queftion  being  anfwered,  he  feemed  in- 
ftantly  to  become  fufpicious  of  the  motives  of 
our  vlfit>  in  confequence  of  the  late  murders  at 
Woahoo.  The  reports  that  had  been  propa¬ 
gated  refpefting  this  unfortunate  melancholy  bu- 
finefs,  made  me  defirous  of  feeing  Tkeeree  and 
TaiOf  in  order  to  obtain  froni  them  the  real  cir- 
cumftances  of  this  fad  affair.  This  I  'communi¬ 
cated  to  the  chiefj  and  told  him  further,  that  if 
the  offenders  fhould  prove  to  have  been  natives^ 
thofe  who  W'ere  concerned  fhould  be  given  up  to 
juftice;  but  that  neither  Tkeeree  nor  Tato  fhould 
receive  the  leaft  injury,  if  I* found  that  they 
were  innocent ;  and,  as  a  pledge  of  my  pacific 
difpofitlon  towards  Tkeeree,  I  returned  by  the 
chief  fuch  a  prefent  as  I  knew  would  be  worthy 
his  acceptance,  and  would  be  mofl:  likely  to  in- 
fure  his  confidence  in  my  firicerity*  I  was  not 
deficient  in  due  acknowledgments  to  the  mef- 
fenger,  in  order  to  fecure  the  faithful  dlfcharge 
of  his  embaffy.  He  informed  me,  that  the  beft 
anchorage  was  near  the  north-weft  part  of  the 
ifland,  called  Raheina,  and  that  if  I  would  pro¬ 
ceed  thither,  Tkeeree  would  not  hefitate,  under 
this,  and  my  other  affurances  of  friendfhip,  to 
pay  us  a  vifit.  Thefe  I  repeated  again,  and  after 
telling  him, that  I  purpofed  to  anchor  near  the

foot  he  had  pointed  out,  the  chief  departed,  ap¬ 
parently  much  gratified  with  the  execution  of 
his  commiflion. 

Towards  fun-fet  we  pafTed  to  the  foiith-weft 
of  Morokinney,  and  meeting  there  a  light  breeze 
from  the  N.  E.  we  worked  up  into  a  large  bay 
on  the  fouth-weft  fide  of  Mo  wee,  lying  before 
the  low  ifthmus  that  unites  the  two  large  lofty 
bodies  of  land  which  compofe  the  ifland.  Here, 
about  midnight,  we  anchored  in  39  fathoms 
*  water,  muddy  bottom ;  and  at  day-light  on 
Monday  morning  the  1  1th,  found  we  had  taken 
a  ftation  towards  the  eaftern  fide  of  the  bay. 
Morokinney,  and  the  S.  E.  point  of  Tahowrowa 
in  a  line,  bearing  by  compafs  S.  11  E.;  the  fouth 

t 

point  of  Mowee  S.  39  E.;  the  neareft  fhore  E. 
by  N.  two  miles,  and  the  wefternmoft  part  of 
Mowee  in  fight  N.  50  W. 

The  appearance  of  this  fide  of  Mowee  was 
'  fcarcely  lefs  forbidding  than  that  of  its  fouthern 
parts,  which  we  had  paffed  the  preceding  day. 
The  fhores,  however,  were  not  fo  fteep  and 
rocky,  and  were  moftly  compofed  of  a  fandy 
beach  ;  the  land  did  not  rife  fo  very  abruptly 
from  the  fea  towards  the  mountains,  nor  was  its 
furface  fo  much  broken  with  hills  and  ,deep 
chafms  ;  yet  the  foil  had  little  appearance  of 
fertility,  and  no  cultivation  was  to  be  feen.  A 
few  habitations  were  promifeuoufly  fcattered 
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near  the  water  fide,  and  the  inhabitants  who 
came  ofF  to  us,  like  thofe  feen  the  day  before, 
had  little  to  difpofe  of. 

The  weather  was  cloudy,  and  the  wind  at  the 
ftation  we  had  taken  was  very  unpleafant,  in 
confcquence  of  the  trade  wdnd  from  the  N.  E. 
reaching  us  at  intervals  in  furious  fqualls,  over 
the  low  land  of  the  ifthmus.  A  ftrong  current 
ietting  to  the  S.  E.  at  the  fame  time,  obliged  us 
to  remain  at  anchor,  and  wait  for  a  more  favor¬ 
able  opportunity  to  proceed. 

About  noon  we  had  the  company  of  a  chief 
named  To-mo-ho-mo-hoy  who  faid  he  was  younger 
brother  to  Titeeree,  and  that  he  had  come  by  his 
orders  to  conduct  us  to  the  befi:  anchorage  at 
Raheina,  where  Tlteeree  himfelf  would  iliortly 
meet  us.  Tomohomoho  produced  a  certificate 
from  Mr.  Brown  of  the  Butter  worth,  recom¬ 
mending  him  as  a  very  ufeful,  friendly,  and  ho- 
nefl  man.  His  canoe  was  a  very  fine  one ;  this 
he  requefted  might  be  towed  a-ftern  of  the  tliip, 
Vvhich  he  recommended  fliould  get  under  fail 
that  wec^might  arrive  before  dark  at  P^aheina ; 
but  in  the  event  of •  any  delay,  directions  had 
been  given  for  fires  to  be  made  in  fuch  fitu- 
ations,  as  would  enable  him  to  place  the  fhip 
with  fecurlty. 

As  the  wind  and  weather  were  more  fettled, 
thefe  requefts  were  complied  with  ;  and  thus, 

U  3  provided 
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provided  with  a  pilot,  the  Chatham  and  our- 
felves  flood  acrofs  the  bay  under  double  reefed 
topfails,  until  we  had  fhut  in  the  ifthmus  ;  when 
the  high  land  intercepting  the  current  of  the 
trade  wind,  the  gale  was  fucceeded  by  light  baf¬ 
fling  airs.  With  thefe,  and  the  afliftance  of  the 
lights  on  the  fliores,  we  arrived  at  our  deftina- 
tion  about  half  pafl  eight  in  the  evening,  when 
•  we  anchored  in  25  fathoms  water,  on  a  bottom 
of  fand,  flones,  and  coral. 

The  next  morning,  Tuefday  the  12th,  we  dif- 
covered  our  fituation  to  be  in  the  place  pointed 
out  in  our  former  vifit  to  thefe  iflands  by  Mr, 
Broughton,  who  then  mentioned  another  an¬ 
choring  place  in  Mowee,  a  little  to  the  fouth- 
ward  of  a  remarkable  round  hill,  on  a  fandy 
beach,  projefling  its  rocky  bafe  into  the  fea.  Its 
top,  having  the  appearance  of  a  crater,  acquired 
the  name  of  Volcano  Hill.  It  lies  N.  26  W., 
about  a  league  from  the  fouth  point  of  Mowee, 
direflly  oppoflte  to  the  barren  and  uninhabited 
iflet  of  Morokinney,  which  lies  fomething  more 
than  two  miles  from  the  fhore  of  that  bay.  Here 
Mr.  Broughton  had  found  regular  foundings  from 
25  to  15  and  7  fathoms,  within  half  a  mile  of 
the  beach,  fandy  bottom.  The  beach,  about 
half  a  mile  long,  appeared  very  convenient  for 
landing  upon  ;  but  I  was  given  to  underfland, 
by  our  pilot  and  others  qf  the  natives,  that  good 

water 
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water  was  not  to  be  procured  even  in  fmall 
quantities 'W^ithin  a  confiderable  dlftance,  and 
that  Its  neighbourhood  was  very  barren  and  thinly 
inhabited. 

In  this  roadfiiead  we  were  pretty  wxll  protefted 

t 

by  the  furrounding  land,  excepting  toward  the 
S.  S.  W.;  in  which  direction  the  wind  feldom, 
if  ever,  blows  violently.  The  Volcano  hill  bore 
by  compafs  S.  54  E.;  Morokinney  S.  40  E.;  Ta- 
howrowa  from  S.  35  E.  to  S.  7  E.;  Rannai  from 
S.  54  W.  to  N.  78  W.;  the  wefternmoft  part  of 
Morotoi  in  fight  N.  GO  W.;  and  of  two  low 
projecting  points  of  land  from  the  fhore  of 
Mow^ee  forming  the  points  of  the  roadftead,  the 
northernmoft  bore  N.  20  W.,  diftant  four  miles 
and  a  half ;  the  foutliernmoft,  S.  04  E.  diftant 
five  miles  ;  and  the  neareft  fliore  N.  E.  by  E., 
half  a  league  diftant. 

The  village  of  Raheina  is  of  fome  extent  to¬ 
wards  the  north-wxft  part  of  the  roadftead  ;  it 
feemed  to  be  pleafantly  fituated  on  a  fpace  of 
low,  or  rather  gently  elevated  land,  in  the  midft 
of  a  grove  of  bread-fruit,  cocoa-nut,  and  other 
trees ;  to  the  eaftward,  the  country  feemed 
nearly  barren  and  uncultivated,  and  the  fhores 
were  bounded  by  a  reef,  on  which  the  furf 
feemed  to  break  with  fo  much  force  as  to  pre¬ 
clude  any  landing  with  our  boats.  In  the  vil¬ 
lage,  the  houfes  feemed  to  be  numerous,  and  to  be

well  inhabited.  A  few  of  the  natives  vifited  the 
flilps ;  thefe  brought  but  little  with  them,  and 
mofi;  of  them  were  in  very  fmall  miferable  ca-^ 
noes.  Thefe  circumftances  ftrongly  indicated 
their  poverty,  and  proved  what  had  been  fre¬ 
quently  afferted  at  Owhyhee,  that  Mowee,  and 
its  neighbouring  iflands,  were  reduced  to  great 
indigence  by  the  wars,  in  which  for  many  years 
they  had  been  engaged. 

Our  native  pilot  feemed  very  proud  of  the 
coniidence  we  had  repofed  on  his  Ikill,  in  con¬ 
ducing  the  fhip  to  this  anchorage  ;  and  that  the 
htuation  he  had  chofen  in  the  night  now  met 
pur  approbation.  From  the  moment  of  his 
coming  on  board,  he  had  pleaded  the  caufe  of 

Theeree  and  Taio  with  all  his  eloquence,  and 

•>  • 

gave  a  poiitive  contradidlion  to  the  reports  in 
circulation,  of  the  murders  having  been  preme¬ 
ditated  by  them  at  Woahoo,  and  committed  by 
their  exprefs  orders,  for  the  foie  purpofe  of  re¬ 
venging  a  difference  that  had  happened  between 
them  and  Mr.  Ingraham,  Thefe  reports,  he 
faid,  he  was  vyell  aware  prevailed  at  Owhyhee  ; 
but  he  denied  them  in  the  moft  pofitive  terms, 
and  afferted,  that  the  conduC  of  the  people  at 
Woahoo,  inftead  of  being  fanCipned  by  their 
chief,  had  incurred  his  higheft  difpleafure  ;  and 
that  2iteeree  on  being  informed  of  the  event, 
fent  inirnediate  orders  that  the  offenders  fliould 

be 
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put  to  death  ;  and  that  in  confequence  of  thefe 
orders  three  men,  who  were  principally  con¬ 
cerned,  had  been  executed. 

This  led  me  to  inquire  of  KonwJiomoho,  if  three 
people  only  had  been  implicated  in  that  barba¬ 
rous  tranfadtion  ?  To  this  he  replied,  that  there 
were  three  or  four  more  confidered  as  equally 
guilty;  but  that  thefe  had  found  means  to  efcape, 
and  had  fled  to  the  mountains,  where  they  had 
eluded  their  purfuers  for  fuch  a  length  of  time, 
that  any  further  fearch  had  been  difcontinued, 
and  the  oiFcnce  had  blown  over,  and  was  nearly 
forgotten. 

I  had  underftood  at  Owhyhee,  that  three  of 
the  principal  offenders  concerned  in  the  murder 
had  been  put  to  death  by  the  orders  of  Titeeree ; 
and  if  we  revert  to  the  circumftances  attending 
our  vlfit  in  laft  March,  feveral  months  flibfequent 
to  the  difpute  with  Mr.  Ingraham,  it  is  more 
than  probable, 'that  had  any  fuch  fanguinary  di- 
redlions,  as  have  been  already  mentioned,  been 
iffued  by  Titeeree,  they  muff  have  been  equally 

in  force  at  the  time  we  were  there,  as  on  the 

«> 

arrival  of  the  Daedalus  not  long  after  our  depar¬ 
ture.  And  though  I  mult  confefs,  that  our  re¬ 
ception  at  Woahoo  did  not  imprefs  me  with  the 
moft  exalted  opinion  of  their  friendly  and  hof- 
pitable  intentions,  yet,  they  did  not  appear  to 
ufe  any  means  for  carrying  fuch  orders  into  ef- 

fed  ; 
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fe6l ;  although  they  had  frequent  opportunities 
in  the  courfe  of  our  walks  through  the  planta¬ 
tions,  where  they  could  eafily  have  interrupted 
our  retreat.  But,  admitting  that  the  people  of 
Woahoo  were  under  fuch  injund;lons,  as  fome 
have  pretended,  and  that  we  were  indebted  for 
our  prefervation  to  the  fmall  force  that  attended 
us,  or  becaufe  that  day  was  taboo  poory,'"  or  a 
day  of  reft  and  prayer ;  yet  thefe  arguments 
would  be  infufticient  on  many  accounts ;  for 
they  could  not  be  reconciled  with  the  friendly, 
trufty,  and  honorable  condudt  purfued  by  the 
chiefs  and  people  on  our  vifit  to  Attowai,  parti¬ 
cularly  on  the  evening  of  our  departure.  Such 
behaviour  towards  us  could  not  poffibly  have 
been  obferved  by  a  people  who  v/ere  under  orders 
from  their  king,  to  kill  every  white  man  who 
might  come  within  their  pow^er. 

Thefe  circumftances  duly  confidered,  render  it 
more  than  probable,  that  Titeeree  and  Taio  were 
innocent  of  the  contrivance,  and  not  concerned 
in  the  perpetration  of  the  murders  at  Woahoo. 

The  different  mercantile  people  who  had  vi- 
ftted  thefe  ifiands  fince  that  unfortunate  period, 
had  taught  the  natives  to  apprehend  the  horror 
and  deteftation  wdth  which  we  regard  unpro¬ 
voked  affaffination.  They  had  apprized  them 
of  the  difference  between  our  fliips,  and  j:he  trad¬ 
ing  vcffcls  that  had  touched  here  for  refrefii- 

ments  > 
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mcnts  ;  that  we  aded^  not  from  the  orders  of 
any  private  individual  but  under  the  fpecial  au¬ 
thority  of  our  foverelgn,  who  had  given  me 
power  to  take  cognizance  of  all  fuch  circum- 
ftances,  and  to  requite  the  barbarity  ol  the  na¬ 
tives  with  the  fevereft  punlfliment. 

No  hint  whatever  of  this  nature  had  ever 
efcaped  my  Hps,fince  the  moment  I  had  to  deplore 
the  melancholy  tranfadion.  I  was  neverthelefs 
fully  determined  in  my  own  mind  not  to  omit 
making  every  enquiry^  nor  to  fufFer  the  crime  to 
pafs  unnoticed  ;  and,  at  the  fame  time,  to  pur- 
fue  fuch  meafures,  as  might  appear  moft  likely 
to  prevent  in  future  fuch  unpardonable  and  fa- 
vage  proceedings. 

To  the  minds  of  the  natives  it  now  appeared 
a  matter  of  great  national  concern  ;  and  in  that 
point  of  view  it  was  confidered  of  fuch  impor¬ 
tance,  as  to  demand  from  me  the  moft  particular 
inveftigation,  and  the  moft  ferious  attention. 

Being  thus  fortunately  poftelTed  of  fo  much 
elTentlal  information  from  Tomohomolio^  1  con¬ 
fidered  myfelf  to  be  fully  provided  to  meet  Tt^ 
ieeree  on  this  diftrefsful  fabjed,  efpecially  as  1 
had  heard  with  great  fatisfadlon  from  Tomoho- 
mohoy  that  the  unfortunate  commander  of  the 
Daedalus  and  his  party  had  been  guilty  of  no 
offence  whatever,  to  provoke  the  untimely  fate 
they  had  fo  unjuftly  met. 

I  now 
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I  now  came  to  *a  determination  of  infixing 
with  Titeeree,  tlvdt  the  remaining  offenders  fhould 
be  brought  to  juft  ice  :  not  by  any  meafures  of: 
force  in  our  power,  but  by  their  own  means. 
That,  on  their  convidtion  the  caufe  of  their  pu- 
iiiftiment  ^fliouid  be  clearly  and  fatisfaduorily 
made  known  to  the  idanders,  vrith  afturances 
that  no  diftance  of  time  would  in  future  fecure 
any  from  detedlion,  or  prevent  the  puniftiment 
which  fuch  crimes  demand. 

A  pufiilanimous  condudl  on  an  occafion  of  this 
nature,  could  not  fail  to  fink  the  charadler  of 
Europeans  into  the  loweft  contempt ;  and  atro¬ 
cities  would  become  more  frequent,  cither  to 
fatlsfy  the  paffions  of  the  avaricious  or  licentious, 
or  the  revenge  of  any  individual,  who  might 
think  proper  to  take  umbrage  if  not  indulged  in 
every  whim  that  his  fancy  might  didlate  ;  to  the' 
disgrace  of  human  nature,  and  the  deftrudlion  of 
the  adventurers  en^asfcd  in  the  commerce  of  the 
North  Pacific  Ocean. 

In  undertaking  to  negociatc  a  peace  on  a  firm 
and  broad  bafis,  between  Owhyhee  and  all  the 
contiguous  iflands,  my  views  were  diredted  to 
the  advantage,  as  well  as  to  the  general  happi- 
nefs,  of  the  inhabitants  on  all  the  ifiands.  The 
new  imprcffions  my  mind  had  received,  tended 
to  convince  me  of  the  important  neceffity  for 
fuch  a  mcafurc,  were  it  only  to  recover  the 

people 
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people  of  Mowee  from  the  deplorable  condition  to 
which  they  had  been  reduced  by  an  eleven  years 
w^ar ;  and,  notwithftanding  that  they  had  not 
fought  a  fingle  battle  during  the  laft  two  years, 
yet  the  detriment  fuftained  by  the  contending 
parties  was  almoft  equally  great.  To  guard  their 
refpedtlve  dominions,  Tamaahmaah  on  the  weft- 
cm  parts  of  Owhyhee,  and  THeeree  on  the  eaft- 
ern  fide  of  Mowee,  had  each  afiembled  a  large 
body  of  men.  By  thefe  means,  not  only  thofe 
parts  w^ere  greatly  impoveriflred  and  exhaufted  of 
fupplies  for  the  maintenance  of  thofe  forces,  but 
the  Inhabitants  being  drawn  from  their  homes  in 
the  different  diftricfts  of  the  country,  the  land 
W'as  necelfarily  neglefted,  and  the  produce  of  the 
foil  w^as  loft  for  want  of  people  to  carry  on  its 
cultivation.  The  war,  and  the  vaft  fupplies  that 
the  half  famifiied  trading  veffels  had  recently 
drawn  from  fome  of  thefe  iftands,  had  left  a  very 
fcanty  portion  for  the  remaining  inhabitants  of 
Mowee,  and  the  other  Iftands  under  the  autho¬ 
rity  of  Titeeree  and  Taio,  This  information  w^as 
communicated  to  me  by  feveral  rcrpeftable 
chiefs  at  Owhyhee,  and  w^as  now  fully  confirmed 
by  TomGhomolio,  particularly  as  to  Mowxe  and 
Morotoi  ;  he  ftated  thefe  as  having  been  the 
principal  feats  of  Ta7naahmaah\  w^ars,  and  that 
Rannai  and  Tohowrowa,  which  had  formerly 
been  confidered  as  fiuitful  and  populous  iftands. 
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were  nearly  over-run  with  weeds,  and  exhaufted 
of  their  Inhabitants  ;  nor  had  Owhyhee  efcaped 
the  devaftation  confequent  on  her  foreign  and 
inteftine  difputcs,  which  had  been  numerous  and 
fevere. 

Every  hour  produced  fome  new  intelligence^ 
to  convince  me  of  the  neceffity  of  bringing,  if  it 
were  poffible,  to  an  immediate  conclufion,  the 
ambitious  pretenfions  of  thefe  fovereigns  ;  being 
now  decidedly  of  opinion,  that  a  continuation 
of  fuch  commotions  would  foon  dcfolate  thefe 
iflands,  and  render  them  incapable  of  affording 
thofe  abundant  and  excellent  fupplies  we  had 
conftantly  derived,  and  without  which  the  Eng- 
lifli  traders  would  be  ill  qualified  to  maintain  the 
commerce  of  north- weft  America.  Whereas,  if 
peace  could  be  happily  eftabliflied,  and  the  inha¬ 
bitants  be  prevailed  upon  to  be  fatisfied,  and  to 
live  in  harmony  and  good  fellowfhip  with  each 
other,  they  would  readily  return  to  their  habita¬ 
tions,  and  to  their  former  employments,  of  cul¬ 
tivating  the  land,  and  the  other  arts  of  peace, 
Thefe  occupations  vvould  be  immediately  re¬ 
fumed  with  great  energy  ;  and  the  ability  of 
procuring  European  commodities,  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  imitating  pur  manners  and  fafhions,  by 
the  produce  of  their  own  labour  and  ingenuity, 
would  ftlmulate  them  to  an  induftry  and  exer¬ 
tion,  that  would  be  attended  with  fo  abundant 
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an  increafe  of  produftions,  as  would  render  the 
fupplles  of  thefe  iilands  alniofi:  inexhauftible ; 
efpecially,  as  the  breed  of  black  cattle,  flicep,  and 
goats,  already  introduced,  when  eftablifhed  under 
fuch  happy  circumftances,  would  foon  greatly  in¬ 
creafe. 

Thefe  ideas  I  communicated  to  Tomohoinoho, 
who  liftehed  to  them  with  greateft  attention, 
and  expreffed  much  pleafure  in  looking  forward 
to  fo  happy  an  event  ;  and  aifured  me,  that  Ti- 
teeree  and  Taio  would  gladly  accede  to  the  mea- 
fures  I  had  to  propofe,  but  that  Tahowniotoo  and 
Tiamia  were  not  to  be  trufted. 

In  the  forenoon  we  were  vifited  by  a  young 
man,  a  citizen  of  the  American  ftates,  who  faid 
that  he  had  deferted  about  three  months  before, 
from  the  fame  American  veffel  that  Smith 
(whom  we  found  at  Ov/hyhee)  had  left,  in 
ccnfequence  of  the  ill  treatment  received  from 
his  commander.  That  he  was  now  in  the  fer- 
vice  of  Tiiceree,  and  his  principal  bufinefs  was  to 
vifit  fuch  fhips  as  might  arrive  at  the  iiland,  and 
to  order  them  fuch  fupplles  of  wood,  water,  and 
refrefliments,  as  they  might  have  occafion  for, 
without  their  commanders  having  the  trouble  of 
bartering  with  the  natives ;  and  that  on  the  de¬ 
parture  of  fuch  velTcls,  fome  fmall  acknowledg¬ 
ment  to  Titeeree  the  king  only  tvas  expeded. 
That  in  virtue  of  his  appointment,  he  had  done 
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VIS  the  favour  of  iffuing  his  direclions  to  this 
effedl.  We  afterwards  found,  however^  that  his 
authority  as  purveyor  had  been  unjuftly  alTumed, 
and  that  his  orders  were  iffued  to  no  purpofe* 
He  likewife  ftated,  that  he  was  directed  by  Ti- 
teeree  to  acquaint  me,  that  he  was  on  his  way 
towards  the  fliip  ;  but  that  his  age  and  infirmi¬ 
ties  prevented  him  from  travelling  otherwife 
than  very  flowly.  This  meflage  made  me  en¬ 
tertain  fome  fufpicion  that  the  king  had  doubts 
of  my  fincerity  ;  and  I  therefore  defired  that  To- 
nioiiomoho  v/ould  either  go  himfelf,  or  fend  fome 
trufty  perfon,  to  difpel  any  groundlefs  apprehen- 
fion  that  Titeeree  might'  be  under.  To  this  re- 
quefl:  he  inftaiitly  replied,  with  a  fmile,  that  Ti- 
ieeree,  confeious  of  his  own  innocence  with  re*- 
fpedl  to  the  offence  committed  at  Woahoo> 
would  have  no  fort  of  objedfion  to  truft  himfelf 
in  our  power ;  and  that  he,  Tomohomoho,  had  re- 
-  ceived  pofitive  diredlions  to  remain  with  us  until 
the  arrival  of  the  king,  to  prevent  any  improper 
behaviour  of  the  natives.  All  this  was  corro¬ 
borated  by  a  chief  named  Tamahanna,  who, 
wdth  his  wife,  were  far  the  handfomeft  couple 
wx  had  feen  on  thefe  iflands.  He  was  next  in 

I 

confequence  to  Titeeree,  and  pofTeffed  at  that 
time  in  Mowee  almoft  the  fovereign  power  over 
its  inhabitants.  Of  thefe  but  few  vifited  us, 
who  brought  nothing  to  difpofe  of,  excepting 

fuch 
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fuch  articles  as  our  people  deemed  crirlofities. 
They  conducted  themfelves  with  great  propriety, 
and  the  little  traffic  that  was  entered  into,  was 
carried  oil  with  the  greateft  honefty. 

On  Wednefday  afternoon  the  13th>  we  were 
honoured  with  the  prefence  of  Titeeree,  who  I 
was  given  to  underftand  was  confidered  as  the 
king  of  all  the  iflands  to  leeward  of  Owhyhee ; 
and  that  from  him  Taio  derived  his  authority. 

There  feemed,  however,  nothing  in  his  cha- 
radler  or  appearance  to  denote  fo  high  a  ftation, 
nor  was  his  arrival  attended  by  any  accumula¬ 
tion  in  the  number  of  the  natives  on  the  ffiores, 
or  in  the  canoes  about  the  veflels.  He  came 
boldly  alongfide,  but  entered  the  fhip  with  a 
fort  of  partial  confidence,  accompanied  by  fe- 
veral  chiefs  who  conftantly  attended  him  ;  his 
age  I  fuppofed  muft  have  exceeded  fixty ; 
was  greatly  debilitated  and  emaciated  ;  and^ 
from  the  colour  of  his  ffiln,  I  judged  his  feeble- 
nefs  to  have  been  brought  on  by  an  exceffive  ufe 
of  the  ava.  His  faultering  voice  befpoke  the 
decline  of  life  ;  and  his  countenance,  though 
furrowed  by  his  years  and  irregularities,  ftill  pre- 
ferved  marks  of  his  having  been,  in  his  Juvenile 
days,  a  man  of  pleafmg  and  cheerful  manners,  with 
a  confiderable  degree  of  fenfibility,  which  the 
iron  hand  of  time  had  not  yet  entirely  obliterated. 

Amongft  the  articles  I  prefented  to  Titeeree  on 
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this  occalion,  was  a  cloak,  fimllar  to  thofe  I  had 
given  Tamaahmaali S';  this-  highly  delighted  him; 
and  he  was  alfo  well  pleafed  with  the  other  pte- 
fents  he  received.  In  proportion  to  their  rank, 
and  the  fituations  they  held,  his  whole  fuite  were 
complimented,  and  all  feemed  well  fatisfied  with 
their  vifit. 

After  a  iliort  converfation  refpecking  the  ftay 
I  purpofed '  to  make  at  Mo  wee,  and  Mands  to 
leeward,  with  other  mifcellaneous  matters,.  I  in¬ 
troduced  the  fubjedl  of  a  peace  wnth  Owhyhee, 
and  w^as  attended  to  with  great  earneftnefs  ;  not 
only  by  the  king,  but  by  the  whole  of  his  attend¬ 
ants,  wdio  feemed  unanimoufly  defirous  for  thc- 
accomplllliment  of  fo  beneficial  an  object,  and  a 
meafure  fo  important  to  their  future  happinefs 
and  tranquillity.  They  appeared  to  be  perfectly 
convinced  of  my  good  intentions  as  a  mediator  ; 
but  the  fame  want  of  confidence  prevailed  here 
as  at  Owhyhee.  They  all  agreed,  that  no  faith 
could  be  repofed  in  the  integrity  of  the  Owhy- 
hcan  chiefs  ;  and  that  if  peace  was  again  re- 
ftored,  the  fevcral  chiefs  who  had  been  afiem- 
bled  inMowce  for  their  general  protedtion,  would 
retire  to  their  refpedtive  iflands  ;  and  Movvee 
and  its  dependencies  would  be  again  left  open 
to  the  invafion  of  Tamaalimaahy  whofe  uncon¬ 
querably  ambitious  fpirit,  they  faid,  would  not 
allow  him  to  negledl  fo  favorable  an  opportunity. 
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I  endeavoured  to  combat  thefe  prejudices  by 
every  argument  I  could  make  ufe  of,  and  affured 
them,  that  I  firmly  believed  that  Tamaahmaah, 
and  the  people  of  Owhyhee,  were  as  defirous  of 
peace  as  they  could  poffibly  be ;  that  the  king 
was  fincere,  and  that  I  was  convinced  he  would 
moft  religioully  abide  by  fuch  conditions  as  might 
be  mutually  approved.  Our  deliberations  how¬ 
ever  drawing  to  no  conclufion,  it  was  agreed  to 
adjourn  the  fubjedf  until  the  arrival  of  Talo  from 
Morotoi,  who  was  expected  in  the  courfe  of  the 
following  day. 

The  royal  party  appearing  to  be  perfedlly  fa- 
tisfied  of  our  friendly  intentions,  I  demanded  of 
Titeeree,  what  offence  had  been  committed  by 
the  late  Mr.  Hergeft,  and  Mr.  Gooch,  to  occa- 
fion  their  having  been  put  to  death  ?  To  this 
queftion  they  all  replied,  that  neither  of  thofe 
gentlemen,  tior  any  other  perfon  belonging  to 
the  Daedalus,  had,  to  their  knowledge,  been 
guilty  of  any  offence  whatever.  I  then  requefted 
to  know,  what  was  the  reafon  of  their  having 
been  murdered  without  any  provocation  on  their 
part;  and  who  was  the  chief  that  gave  orders 
for  that  purpofe,  or  that  was  by  any  other  means 
the  caufe  of  their  lofing  their  lives  ?  This  quef- 
tioii  was  alfo  anfwered  by  the  folemn  deelaration 
of  the  whole  party,  that  there  was  no  chief  pre- 
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font  on  that  melancholy  occafion  ;  nor  was  any 
chief  in  the  leaf!:  degree  concerned  ;  but  that 
the  murder  was  committed  by  a  lawlefs  fet  of 
ill-minded  men  ;  and  that  the  inftant  Titeeree 
had  become  acquainted  with  the  tranfadtion,  he 
had  ordered  all  thofe  who  had  been  principally 
concerned  to  be  put  to  death ;  and  in  confequence 
of  his  diredlion,  three  of  the  offenders  had  fuffered 
that  punifhment.  I  then  defired  to  know  if  three 
people  only  had  been  concerned  ?  The  king  then 
replied,  that  many  were  prefent  at  the  time,  but 
i?hat  only  three  or  four  more  wxre  concerned  in 
the  murder  ;  who  would  likewife  have  fuffered 
death,  had  they  not  found  means  to  efcape  to 
the  mountains,  where  they. had  fecreted  them- 
felves  for  fome  time  ;  but  that  he  underftood 
they  had  returned,  and  were  now  living  on  or 
near  an  eftate  belonging  to  Tomohornolio,  Thefe 
proteftations  correfponding  with  the  evidence 
before  related,  induced  me  to  give  credit  to  the 
afferted  innocence  of  the  chiefs,  and  the  guilt  of 
the  perfons  criminated  by  them.  As  punidiment 
ought  to  fall  on  thofe  alone,  I  demanded  that 
three  or  four,  who  were  known  to  have  been 
principals  in  the  horrid  adl,  fliould  be  fought, 
and  punifhed  according  to  the  helnoufnefs  of 
their  crime ;  not  by  us,  but  by  thcmfelves,  with¬ 
out  the  lead:  interference  on  our  part.  And  that 
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the  punifliment  of  the  murderers  might  be  made 
as  public  and  impreffive  as  poffible,  I  recom¬ 
mended  that  it  lliould  take  place  alongfide  of  the 
fhip,  in  the  prefence  of  the  natives  ;  and  that 
the  ipedators,  as  well  as  all  the  abfent  Inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  leveral  iflands,  under  the  JurifdicSion 
of  Titeeree,  or  the  inferior  chiefe,  fhouid  be  made 
thoroughly  acquainted,  that  the  criminals  had 
been  punifhed  for  having  been  guilty  of  murder, 
or  for  aiding  and  affifting  therein,  and  for  that, 
crime  only :  and  that  In  future,  neither  chiefs, 
nor  private  individuals,  who  might  commit  fuck 
a<3:s  of  barbarity,  Ibould  be  excuied,  or  efcape 
fimilar  punilhment,  be  the  diftance  of  time  ever 
fo  great,  fo  long  as  the  effending  parties  had  life, 
or  the  Englllh  continued  to  vlfit  thefe  iflands. 

Thefc  propofitions  met  not  the  fmallefl:  oppo- 
lition,  but  on  the  contrary,  much  to  the  credit 
and  honor  of  the  whole  party,  were  readily  and 
cheerfully  agreed  to  in  every  particular.  This 
being  the  cafe,  I  dciired  that  a  chief  might  be 
appointed  to  attend  us,  for  the  purpofe  of  carry^ 
ing  thefe  refolutions  into  effexh:,  and  cauflng  juf- 
tice  to  be  properly  executed.  After  a  flaort  con- 
fultatlon,  Tlteerec  nominated  Tmmliomoho ^  and 
invefted  him  with  due  authority,  not  only  for 
this  fuinflion,  but  for  the  iupplying  of  our  wants, 
as  far  as  the  country  might  be  able  to  afford. 

Being  defijous  that  a  more  minute  furvey  of 
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this  fide  of  Mowee  jfhould  be  made  in  the  boats, 
I  acquainted  Titeeree  with  my  wifhes ;  and  in. 
order  that  thefts,  or  other  improper  behaviour, 
might  not  be  experienced  from  the  different 
iflanders  they  might  meet,  I  requefted  that  a 
chief  fhould  be  appointed  to  attend  the  expedi¬ 
tion.  Titeeree  replied,  that  the  orders  he  had 
ifTued  were  fufficient  to  anfwer  every  purpofe  ; 
but,  that  if  I  was  particularly  defirous  of  the  at¬ 
tendance  of  a  chief,  Tomohomoho  fhould  under¬ 
take  the  charge.  Matters  being  thus  arranged, 
Mr.  Whidbey  received  my  diredtions  to  proceed 
on  this  fervice  in  our  cutter,  accompanied  by  that 
of  the  Chatham  ;  which  took  place  accordingly 
early  the  next  morning. 

In  the  forenoon  of  Thurfday  the  14th,  we 
were  again  favored  with  the  company  of  Titeeree 
and  his  party.  Whilft  our  boats  were  engaged 
in  the  furvey,  Mr.  Menzies  wiflied  to  make  an 
excurfion  into  the  country ;  and  on  his  dcfire 
being  made  known  to  the  king,  together  with 
mine,  that  a  chief  might  be  appointed  to  accom¬ 
pany  him  who  fliould  be  anfwerable  for  the  be¬ 
haviour  of  the  natives,  Tomotvha,  the  chief  of 
the  diftridl,  with  a  young  chief  called  Tea^ow^ 
whan-iiee,  were  accordingly  nominated  for  his 
guides  and  protedlors. 

This  young  chief  was  one  of  the  king’s  fons  ; 
he  appeared  to  be  about  fifteen  years  of  age,  was 
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well  made,  and  had  a  pleafing,  fcnfiblc,  and  open 
countenance.  If  the  American  failor’s  informa¬ 
tion  could  be  depended  upon,  this  young  prince 
was  invefted  with  very  confiderabie  power  and 
authority.  Thus  guarded,  Mr.  Mcnzies,  with 
two  or  three  of  the  gentlemen  and  the  American 
failor,  fet  out,  relying  with  confidence  upon  the 
declaration  of  the  king,  for  experiencing  every 
civility  and  attention  they  could  poflibly  require. 

Titecree,  coufidering  himfelf  under  an  obliga¬ 
tion  to  make  fome  return  for  the  haiidfome  pre- 
fent  he  had  received,  brought  me  four  fmall  lean 
hogs,  with  a  few  vegetables;  accompanying  them 
with  many  apologies,  ftating  that  his  poverty 
prevented  him  from  making  fuch  acknowledg¬ 
ments,  as  his  inclination  diredted,  or  his  fituation 
demanded.  The  prefent  reduced  condition  of 
the  ifland,  and  confequently  of  his  wealth,  had 
been  wholly  occafioned,  he  faid,  by  the  ravage  of 
TamaalirnaalL  s  forces,  who,  not  content  with  the 
vaft  quantity  of  provifions  confumed  during  their 
ftay  in  thefe  idands,  nor  with  loading  their  ca¬ 
noes  with  the  produdlious  of  the  foil,  had  laid 
wafte  the  lands  ou  all  fides,  broken  the  fences  of 
the  plantations,  throwm  down  the  banks  of  the 
little  canals  made  for  w^aterlng  the  crops,  which 
wxre  torn  up  by  the  roots  ;  and  that  all  the  hogs, 
dogs,  and  fowds,  that  could  not  be  carried  away, 
were  killed,  or  difperfed  over  the  country. 
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*  Such  was  the  deplorable  account  he  related  of 
the  diftreffed  fituation  of  Mowee,  and  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  iflands.  This  had  hitherto  fo  humbled 
and  broken  the  fpirit  of  the  people,  that  little 
exertion  had  been  made  to  reftore  thefe  iflands 
to  their  accuftomed  fertility  by  cultivation;  and 
they  were  at  that  time  under  the  neceffity  of 
colledling  proviiions  from  Woahoo  and  Attowai, 
for  the  maintenance  of  their  numerous  army  on 
the  eaftern  parts  of  the  illand.  I  expreffed  my 
concern  for  the  calamitous  ftate  of  his  domi¬ 
nions,  and  took  that  opportunity  of  again  point-^ 
ing  out  the  beneficial  confequences  that  would 
refult  from  a  peace  with  Tamaahmaah\  and  that 
nothing  fhort  of  this  could  remove  or  repair  thofe 
ferious  difafters  of  which  he  fo  juftly  complained. 
And  as  I  confidered  that  the  prefen t  he  had 
brought  me,  though  in  itfelf  fmall,  might  pof- 
ffbly  have  put  him  to  inconvenience,  I  defired  it 
might  be  returned  *  but  at  the  fame  time  I  af- 
fured  the  king,  that  his  inability  to  afford  me  a 
greater  quantity  of  refrefliments,  would  not  in 
the  leaft  degree  influence  my  conduct  in  pro¬ 
moting  the  welfare  of  hlmfelf  and  his  people,  or 
induce  me  to  withhold  fuch  articles  as  would  be 
of  real  utility  to  him. 

In  the  afternoon  we  were  vifited  by  To/k,  who 
prefented  me  with  a  feathered  cloak  ;  and  in  re¬ 
turn,  arnongil:  other  valuables,  I  prefented  him 
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with  one  of  fcarlet  cloth,  which  in  a  very  fhort 
time  he  gave  to  his  eldcft  brother  and  Ibvereign, 
^Hiteerec,  On  my  afking  the  rcafon  for  fo  haily 
a  difpofal  of  it,  he  replied,  that  the  old  king  w^as 
only  taking  care  of  it  for  Talo  ;  but  I  afterwards 
underftood,  that  it  w^as  a  fort  of  care  that  would, 
free  Taio  from  any  further  trouble  in  the  pof- 
feffion, 

The  day  was  too  far  advanced  to  enter  at  large 
on  the  interefting  ncgociation  I  had  let  on  foot. 
I  briefly  pointed  out  to  Taio  the  outline  of  the 
buliiiefs,  and  w^as  happy  to  find,  that  the  idea  of 
a  peace  with  Owhyhee  feemed  to  afford  him 
more  pleafure  and  fatisfaciion,  than  had  been, 
expreffed  by  any  other  chief  to  whom  tliis  pro- 
pofal  had  been  communicated.  After  a  fliort 
converfation,  he  obferved,  that  wx  had  formerly 
been  very  great  friends  when  I  was  at  Attowai 
with  Captain  Cook  and  Captain  Clerke,  that  he 
ftill  retained  a  very  great  regard  for  me,  and 
•  hoped  v/e  fltould  both  remain  in  the  fame  fenti- 
ments  tovv'ards  each  other.  That,  as  a  proof  of 
the  fincerity  of  his  friend fliip,  he  had  flill  in  his 
poffcflion  a  lock  of  my  hair,  which  I  had  given 
him  at  that  period,  when  at  the  fame  time  I 
refulcd  a  fimilar  pledge  to  iLneino,  and  feveral 
pther  chiefs,  who  were  prefent  on  that  occafion. 
This  ftory,  correfponding  exactly  w’ith  what  I 
had  heard  from  T'lanna  and  IL?ie?no  the  preceding 
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year,  Induced  me  to  alk  where  the  lock  of  hair 
was  ?  To  this  Taio  replied,  that  it  was  onlliore, 
with  fome  other  valuable  teftimonies  of  friend- 
fhip,  that  conftantly  attended  him  in  his  travels 
or  campaigns  ;  and  that  would  bring  it  with 
him  in  the  morning. 

The  circumftance  of  the  hair  having  before 
been  frequently  mentioned  to  me,  had  made  me 
endeavour  to  recal  the  perfou  of  this  former 
friend  to  my  remembrance;  and  on  recollection, 
I  fufpected  that  Taio  muft  have  been  a  young 
chief,  at  that  time  about  eighteen  years  of  age, 
wdio  had  made  me  fcveral  prefents,  and  who  had 
given  me  many  other  inftances  of  his  friendly  at¬ 
tention.  But,  to  my  great  furprize,  on  his  en¬ 
tering  the  cabin,  I  beheld  him  far  advanced  i^ 
years,  feemingly  about  fifty;  and  though  evi¬ 
dently  a  much  younger  man  than  Titeeree,  yet 
nearly  reduced  to  the  fame  ftatc  of  debility.  If 
he  were  in  reality  the  perfon  I  had  confidered 
him  to  have  been,  I  mull  have  been  much  mif- 
taken  with  refpect  to  his  age  oa  our  former  ac¬ 
quaintance;  or  the  intemperature  of  that  perni¬ 
cious  intoxicating  plant  the  ava,  w^hich  he  took 
in  great  quantities,  affifted  by  the  toils  of  long 
and  fatiguing  wars,  have  combined  to  bring  upon 
him  a  premature  old  age.  Notwithftanding 
thefe  appearances  of  the  decline  of  life,  his  coun¬ 
tenance  was  animated  w\th  great  quicknefs  and 
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fcnfiblllty,  and  his  behaviour  was  affable  and 
courteous.  His  inquiries  were  of  the  moft  fa- 
gacious  nature,  refpecting  matters  of  ufeful  in¬ 
formation.  The  fhrewdnefs  of  his  underftand- 
ing,  his  thirft  to  acquire  and  Vv^ifh  to  communi¬ 
cate,  ufeful,  interefcing,  or  entertaining  know¬ 
ledge,  fufiiciently  indicated  a  very  active  mind^ 
and  did  not  fail  to  imprefs  us  with  a  very  favour¬ 
able  opinion  of  his  general  character.  Taw  and 
his  party  remained  on  board  until  near  dark, 
when  they  took  their  leave  for  the  night,  carry¬ 
ing  with  them  fuch  prefents  as  were  fuitable  to 
their  feveral  ranks  and  fituations. 

The  bottom  of  the  Chatham  having  been  ex¬ 
amined  by  diving,  it  was  difcovered  that  fome  of 
the  copper  had  been  torn  off  when  fhe  acciden¬ 
tally  got  on  fliore,  falling  out  of  Nootka.  On 
this  reprefentation  from  Mr.  Puget,  I  deemed  It 
expedient  that  no  time  fhould  be  loft  In  replac¬ 
ing  the  copper,  and  having  the  bottom  thoroughly 
examined,  left  fome  more  important  damage 
might  have  been  fuftalned.  For  this  fpcclfic 
purpofe,  I  gave  orders  that  the  inftant  her  fup- 
plles  of  w'ood  and  water  were  completed,  fhe 
.  fliould  proceed  to  Nootka,  and  I  directed  Mr. 
Puget,  on -his  departure  from  hence,  to  examine 
the  north  fide  of  Morotol;  as  It  was  my  defign, 
in  vlfiting  the  other  iflands  belonging  to  this 
group,  to  pafs  along  its  fouthern  fide. 
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The  next  mornina,  Fiiday  15tb,  my  old  friend 
Talo  was  amon^ft  thecarlleft  of  our  vlfitors,  and 
brought  with  him  the  lock  of  hair.  It  was  tied 
carefully  round  at  the  bottom,  where  it  w'as  neat¬ 
ly  decorated  with  fume  red  featliers,  and  appeared 
to  have  been  w'ell  preferved,  and  held  in  fomc 
degree  ot  eiVnnation.  The  colour  correfponding 
with  that  of  my  own,  tended  to  prove  its  iden^ 
tity. 

'Fhe  prefervation  of  this  memorial  exhibited  ^ 
flriklna  Inilance  of  fimllarity  in  the  human  mind, 
by  fliew'lng  the  fame  pledge  of  frlendiliip  that 
exifts  in  the  civilized  and  pollflied  ftates  of  the 
world,  to  be  held  equally  in  eftimation  by  the 
untaught  inliabitants  of  tliefe  dlftant  regions, 
Tiiefe  cuftoms  mull  certainly  arife  from  princi¬ 
ples  innate  and  common  to  the  fpecies;  fincc,  at 
the  tlnae  that  folicited  and  received  that 

token  of  njy  regard,  it  w’as  not  poffible  that  he 
Ihould  have  acquired  the  idea  from  any  European 
or  other  civilized  perfon.  This  w^as  one  amongil 
innumerable  inftances,  that  occurred  in  our  ac¬ 
quaintance  wdth  the  uncultivated  world,  which 
ferved  to  foew  the  analogy  of  the  fevcral  paffions 
and  affect  ions,  that,  under  every  colour,  clime, 
or  in  every  ftage  of  civilization,  govern  the  hu¬ 
man  heart. 

On  this  occafion,  I  could  not  help  feeling  fome 
internal  humiliation  at  the  fuperiority  wdiich  the 
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ftcadlncfs  of  Taio\  fricndfliip  had  gained  over 
me;  by  preferving  the  lock  of  my  hair;  by  re¬ 
taining,  after  an  abfence  of  fourteen  or  fifteen 
years,  a  perfect  recollection  of  my  name;  and  by 
recounting  the  various  incidents,  and  the  fevcral 
acts  of  reciprocal  kinJnefs  and  friendflhip  that 
had  taken  place  in  cur  former  acquaintance.  All 
thefc  he  feemed  to  remember  with  the  greateil; 
plcafure;  but  all  thefe  had  been  long  oblitercd 
from  my  memory. 

I  truft,  that  my  wifh  to  pay  feme  tribute  to 
Takjs>  imfliaken  fricnddiipj  will  be  my  excufc 
for  the  infcrtlon  of  this  otherwife  unimportant 
fubjcct. 

In  the  forenoon,  the  king,  with  Taio,  Nama- 
hanna,  and  fuch  other  chiefs  as  were  ncceffary 
to  the  occafion,  being  affembled  in  the  cabin, 
the  negociation  for  peace  was  again  refunacd, 
and  the  fubjcct  was  difeuffed  with  much  w'armth 
amongft  thcmfclvcs.  All  their  arguments  tended 
to  prove,  that  peace  was  an  object  of  their  mofl 
carneft  dcfire,  but  that  they  doubted  the  poffibi- 
Ilty  of  obtaining  its  blclTings,  bccaufe  they  could 
place  no  confidence  in  the  fidelity  of  Tamaali- 
maah.  Tliis  prejudice  I  endeavoured  to  do  Away 
by  all  my  former  arguments;  and,  in  addition, 
I  pointed  out  that  peace  was  an  object  as  impor¬ 
tant,  and  as  much  dcfircd  in  Owyhee  as  in 
Mow'ce  and  its  dependencies :  that  this  could  not 
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be  difputed,  as  the  king  and  chiefs  of  Owyhee 
would  not  have  folicited  my  interference  and 
good  offices  to  accompliffi  this  happy  undertak¬ 
ing,  had  they  not  been  inftigated  by  thefe  weighty 
reafons. 

Taio  however  was  decidedly  of  opinion^  that 
peace  could  not  be  obtained,  unlefs  I  would  re¬ 
turn  to  Owhyhee ;  being  convinced,  that  Tamaah^ 
maah  would  place  no  reliance  on  any  meffage, 
that  fliould  be  fent  from  them  by  any  of  their 
chiefs,  I  told  them,  it  was  impoffible  for  me  to 
accede  to  their  wifhes  in  this  refpedt,  but  that  I 
Would  adopt  other  meafures  which  would  in  ef- 
feft  anfwcr  the  fame  purpofe,  provided  they  were 
in  earneil,  and  would  faithfully  abide  by  the 
ftipulations  I  had  made  with  TamaahmaaJi,  and 
the  chiefs  of  Owhyhee.  Thefe  I  had  commu¬ 
nicated  to  them,  and  in  addition  had  recom¬ 
mended  that  they  fliould  by  all  means  forget,  if 
poffible,  but  certainly  forgive,  all  pad  enmities, 
and  the  occaflons  of  them ;  all  injuries  and  in- 
iults;  and  difeourage,  by  every  effort  in  their 
power,  all  animofities,  difputes,  and  wrangling, 
between  the  fubjefts  of  Theeree  and  thofe  of 
Tajrtaahmaah.  And  as  great  intemperance  in  the 
fupport  of  the  queftion,  which  of  thefe  kings  w^a$ 
the  greateft  and  moft  powerful  monarch,  was  a 
grievance  much  complained  of  on  both  fides,  and 
had  given  rife  to  mitch  ill  blood  and  contention 
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amongft  the  people  of  the  dlfterent  governments; 
it  became  a  matter  of  infinite  confequence,  that 
fuch .  converfations  fhould  be  immediately  pro¬ 
hibited.  When  thefe  preparatory  meafures  had 
undergone  due  confideration,  and  had  been  ad- 
jufted  by  both  parties,  an  intercourfe  of  confi¬ 
dence  and  friendflhip,  I  alledged,  would  natur¬ 
ally  take  place  between  the  prefent  contending 
powers  ;  and  fuch  meafures  would  be  then  agreed 
upon,  as  would  feem  to  be  befc  calculated  to 
fecure  a  permanent  good  underftanding,  and  moft 
beneficial  to  their  refpedllve  interefts.  After  re¬ 
peating  to  them  the  happy  confequences  that 
would  rcfult  from  fo  wife,  humane  and  political 
a  meafure.  In  the  fame  manner  as  I  had  repre- 
fented  them  to  TamaaJmmahy  both  Talo  and 
Namaliamia,  but  particularly  Talo,  with  refpedl- 
fal  formality,  queftioned  me  as  to  the  fincerlty 
of  my  views  in  thus  ftrongly  recommending 
thefe  peaceful  overtures.  They  defired  to  know 
the  reafon,  why  the  advice  I  gave  was  fo  directly 
oppofite  to  that  of  the  feveral  commanders,  and 
people  of  the  trading  veffels,  who  for  fome  time 
pafl:  had  been  their  confeant  vifitors  ?  who  had 
uniformly  recommended  a  continuance  of  the 
w^ar  with  Owhyhce  ;  had  pointed  out  the  nume¬ 
rous  advantages  they  would  obtain  ;  and  had  fup- 
pdied  them  with  arms  and  ammunition,  for  the 
e;tprefs  purpofe  of  carrving  that  advice  into  ex¬ 
ecution. 
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ecution.  To  thcfe  interrogatories  I  had  no  mode 
of  replying,  but  by  producing  fa6ls  that  were 
completely  within  their  own  knowledge  and  ob- 
fervation.  I  ftated,  that  fuch  advice  did  not 
come  from  friends,  but  from  perfons  intcrefted, 
not  in  their  happinefs  and  welfare,  but  in  their 
own  aggrandizement  ;,who,  having  brought  with 
them  to  thefe  countries  a  large  affortment  of 
arms  and  ammunition,  as  articles  of  trade,  would 
be  great  lofers  by  fuch  ventures,  were  the  inha¬ 
bitants  of  the  different  iflands  to  remain  in  peace 
and  unanimity  with  each  other ;  that  under  the 
happy  clrcumftances  propofed,  thefe  engines  of 
dcftruCllon  would  foon  fall  into  low  eftlmation ; 
that  therefore  it  w^as  not  furprlzlng,  if  animofity, 
revenge,  and  war  were  recommended,  in  order  to 
enhance  the  value  of  thefe  commodities,  and  by 
that  means  fecure  a  larger  fupply  of  refrefhments- 
That  my  purfult  was  of  a  very  different  character 
they  muft  have  been  well  convinced,  by  the  na¬ 
ture  of  the  articles  they  had  received,  either  as 
prefents  from  me,  or  in  exchange  for  the  feveral 
produdlions  of  their  country;  which  were  fuch 
as  w^ere  ornamental  to  their  perfons,  or  really  in- 
ftramental  to  their  welfare.  That  one  of  my 
mofl:  favourite  objects  was,  to  render  them  fuch 
fervices,  on  all  occafions,  as  my  fituatioi^  could 
alibi'd.  Of  this  they  would  be  convinced,  fliould 
they  think  proper  to  adopt  the  pacific  mcafures, 
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I  had  propofed  ;  in  which  ca^e,  I  would  commu¬ 
nicate  their  confent,  by  writing  to  the  Englifh- 
man  ‘  redding  at  Owhyhee  with  Tarnaahmaah. 
On  the  receipt  of  this,  I  alledged,.  a  council  of  the 
chiefs  would  be  immediately  ailembled,  and  in 
the  prefence  of  a  chief  to  be  appointed  by  Titeeree, 
and  entrufted  with  the  charge  of  this  important 
commiffion,  .  Tamaahmaak,  and  the  chiefs  of 
Owhyhee,  would  folemnly  agree  to,  and  faith¬ 
fully  abide  by  the  peace,  on  the  terms  ^already 
mentioned.  And  that  further,  to  fecure  the 
performance  of  the  promifes  made  to  me  at 
Owhyhee,  I  would  threaten  to  withdraw  the 
friendlliip  and  good  will  I  entertained  towards 
that  liland,  in  cafe  the  king  and  the  chiefs  fhould 
refufe  to  ratify  their  engagement. 

Having  thus  explained  to,  Titeeree  and  his 
friends,  my  willies,  and  motives  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  their  happinefs  and  welfare,  I  left  them 
at  full  liberty  either  to  embrace  the  bleffings  and 
advantages  of  peace,  or  to  continue  in  their  pre- 
fent  calamitousftate  of  warfare  and  hoftility . 

After  a  fliort  confultation  with  each  other,  they 
unanimoufly  declared  for  peace. 

Without  any  folicitation  on  my  part,  Talo  re- 
quefted  >  that,  on  my  return  to  thefe  iflands,  I 
would  take  liim  to  Owhyhee,  where,  under  my 
protedlion,  he  would,  in  perfon,  treat  wdtli  Ta~ 
maalimaah,  in  order  that  a  lafting  peace  might 
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be  concluded,  and  an  amicable  intercourfe  eftab- 
liflied  between  Owhyhee.and  all  the  ifiands ; 
and  he  deiired  that  thefe  his  intentions  ml2:ht  be 
made  known  to  TamaaJimaah.  This  was  accord¬ 
ingly  done  in  my  letter  to  Owhyhce  on  this  fub- 
jed:,  which  was  to  be  mtrufted  to  a  fenfible  and 
careful  chief;  who,  impowered  with  fufficient 
authority,  was  Immediately  to  proceed  to  Owhy- 
hee,  in  order  to  negociate  this  defirable  bufmefs 
with  TamaaJimaah, 

The  execution  of  this  embaffy  was  allotted  to 
a  chief  named  Martler)  a  man,  whofe  firft  ap 
pearance  and  deportment  were  likely  to  make 
unfavourable  impreffions;  but  whofe  real  cha- 
'  racier,  I  underftood,  was  that  of  a  flirewd  fen¬ 
fible  fellow;  and  though  his  countenance  was 
ferocious,  yet  he  was  remarkable  for  the  mild- 
nefs  and  evennefs  of  his  difpofition.  In  all  our 
conferences  he  was  a  principal  fpeaker,  and  from 
the  great  attention  paid  by  Titeeree  and  Taio  to 
what  he  faid,  it  was  evident  that  his  abilities 
were  in  great  eftimation. 

Th  is  favourite  objed  being  fo  far  attained,  I 
embr^aced  the  opportunity  of  a  full  affembly,  to 
advert  again  to  the  inhuman  murder  at  Woahoo. 
On  this  occafion  I  was  flopped,  rather  haflily? 
by  Tiieeree^  who  obferved,  that  that  bufinefs  was 
already  fettled;  that  they  had  full  confidence  in 
my  affertions,  and  that  I  ought  not  to  doubt  them ! 

Having 
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Having  confidered  a  general  reftoratiofi  of  tran« 
quillity  to  thefe  Iflands,  and  the  puniiliment  of  the 
criminals  at  Woahoo,  to  be  matters  of  the  firft 
Importance  to  the  fafety  and  interefts  of  the  com¬ 
mercial  adventurers  in  this  ocean,  they  had  for 
fome  time  paft  occupied  much  of  my  attention. 
The  profpedl  of  the  one  being  happily  accom- 
pliilied,  and  of  the  other  being  executed  with 
juftice,  afforded  my  mind  no  fmall  degree  of  fa- 
tisfaftion  ;  and  as,  by  the  furvey  on  v^hich  our 
boats  were  employed,  I  fhould  obtain  a  perfedl 
knowledge  of  the  fliores  of  this  ifland,  the  princi¬ 
pal  objedls  that  had  induced  my  vifit  hither, 
feemed  to  promife  a  fuccefsful  termination. 

As  neither  hogs  nor  other  refrefhments  could 
be  procured,  I  was  anxious  to  quit  this  ftation, 
Tkeeree  and  his  counfellors  were  made  acquainted 
that  1  intended  fo  to  do,  on  the  return  of  the 
boats,  which  were  expedled  the  next  morning  ; 
when,  agreeably  to  their  earneft  requeft,  I  pur- 
pofed  to  pay  them  a  vifit  on  fliore,  whilft  the  fhip 
was  preparing  for  her  departure. 

They  expreffed  much  concern  at  the  fliortnefs 
of  our  ftay,  and  fome  furprife  that  we  fnould  fo 
fuddenly  take  our  leave.  This  I  explained  was 
occafioned  by  the  neceffity  I  was  under  to  vifit 
other  diftant  countries,  and  not  from  any  difin- 
clination,  or  w^ant  of  friendfliip  for  them,  as  they 
had  fuppofed.  With  this  reafori  they  became 
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perfeAly  fatisfied,  but  hoped,  as  I  could  pay  them 
only  one  vifit  on  fhore,  that  It  might  be  deferred 
until  Sunday  morning,  becaufe  the  next  day  w^as 
taboo  poor y,  and  it  would  be  impoffible  for  them 
to  receive  us  as  they  could  wifh.  They  eagerly 
intreated  me  to  remain  until  that  time,  when  they 
would  repair  to  the  flaip  and  accompany  me  on 
fliore.  The  fame  of  our  fire- works  had  reached 
Mowee,  and  they  added  to  this  requeft  an  earnefi: 
defire,  that  their  curlofity  might  be  gratified  in 
this  refpedl.  Talo  in  particular  was  very  preffing 
in  his  follcltations,  and  as  it  was  our  firft  vifit  to 
thefe  chiefs,  wdiofe  friendfhip  and  good  opinion 
I  much  w’lfiied  to  cultivate,  I  w^as  Induced  to 
comply  with  their  withes  ;  specially  as  I  was 
now  fatlsfied  that  I  had  fuflicient  time  for  the  \ 
bufinefs  I  had  to  tranfacl  this  feafon  at  the  other 
iflands,  and  to  join  the  Chatham  at  Nootka,  long 
before  file  would  be  ready  to  proceed  with  us  to 
the  northward. 

The  chiefs  having  fucceeded  in  their  'wlfhes 
the  whole  party  feemed  exceffively  happy,  and 
returned  to  the  fiiore  for  the  purpofe  of  attending 
their  religious  ceremonies. 

In  the  evening,  Mr.  Menzies  with  his  party 
returned  from  the  mountains,  having  received 
the  greateft  civility  and  attention  from  fueh  of 
the  natives  as  they  had  met  with  during  their 
excurfion  ;  and  the  next  morning,  Saturday  the 
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iGth,  Mr.  Whidbey  arrived  on  board,  after  com¬ 
pleting  the  examination  of  the  lliores  on  this  fide 
of  Mowee. 

The  Chatham’s  cutter  vvas  fent  on  board,  and 
Mr.  Puget,  agreeably  to  my  diredlions,  failed  for 
Nootka,  paffing  betw^een  the  weft  end  of  Mowee 
and  the  eaft  part  of  Morotoi. 

Mr.  Whidbey  refumed  his  furvey  round  the 
weft  point  of  Mowee;  which  fervice  he  perform¬ 
ed,  and  returned  in  the  evening. 

Before  1  clofe  the  narrative  of  our  proceedings 
on  this  ftation,  I  fhall  ftate  the  rcfult  of  the 
information  obtained  in  Mr.  Whidbey’s  excur- 
fion. 

During  the  firft  day  the  boats  did  not  advance 
more  than  feven  miles  along  the  fhore,  in  a  direc¬ 
tion  N.  6o  E.  to  a  place  called  by  the  natives 
Patoa,  and  reached  even  that  with  much  labour 
and  difficulty  ;  not  only  in  confequcnce  of  the 
violence  of  the  wind,  which  had  nearly  driven 
them  from  the  land,  but  becaufe,  in  their  endea¬ 
vours  to  approach  the  ffiores,  the  Chatham’s  cut¬ 
ter  ffiipped  fomc  heavy  feas,  and  was  in  imminent 
danger  of  being  loft.  Patoa  is  reprefented  by  Mr. 
Whidbey  as  a  roadftcad  affording  good  anchorage ; 
its  depth  of  water  from  10  to  20  fathoms,  fandy 
bottom  ;  the  former  within  half  a  mile,  the  latter 
about  a  mile  from  the  fhore,  where  there  is  an 
excellent  run  of  freffi  water,  though  the  place  is 
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inconvenient  for  filling  cafks  expeditiouily,  as 
the  w'ater  takes  it  courfe  amongft  fome  rugged 
rocks  over  which  large  cafks  could  not  be  rolled^ 
This  difficulty,  however,  might  eafily  be  fur- 
mounted  by  allowing  the  cafks  to  remain  on  the 
beach,  vv^here  the  natives,  for  a  very  fmall  revv^ard, 
would  foon  fill  them.  The  foundings  from  the 
fhip  were  regular  all  the  way  to  Patoa  ;  a  ftation 
eafily  found,  by  attending  to  the  following  de~ 
fcription. 

The  large  bay  already  noticed,  lying  before  the 
ifthmus,  has  its  weftern  fide  formed  by  high 
rocky  precipices,  that  rife  perpendicularly  from 
the  fea.  To  the  weftward  of  thefe  precipices 
the  coaft  is  chiefly  compofed  of  fandy  beaches, 
and  the  mountains,  at  fome  dlftance  from  the 
fhore,  form  two  remarkable  vallies,  feparated 
from  each  other  by  a  high  rugged  mountain, 
feemingly  detached  from  the  reft,  and  approach¬ 
ing  nearer  to  the  beach  than  thofe  to  the  right 
and  left  of  it.  The  anchorage  at  Patoa  is  abreaft 
of  the  eafternmoft  of  thefe  vallies,  which  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  fruitful  and  well  cultivated. 

The  boats  remained  at  this  ftation  until  the 
next  morning,  when  they  proceeded  along  fliore 
to  the  eaftward,  and  found  the  fame  foundings 
until  they  were  abreaft  of  the  rocky  precipices  ; 
here  they  gained  no  ground ;  but,  clofe  to  the 
fhore  the  bottom,  wffiich  was  rocky,  was  reached 
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VvTth  twenty  fathoms  of  line.  Thefe  precipices 
extend  about  a  league  from  Patoa,  in  the  line  of 
the  fhore,  then  trend  more  northerly,  and  at  the 
diftance  of  about  four  miles  join  the  low  land  of 
the  ifthmus  ;  before  this  lies  a  reef^  or  rather  de¬ 
tached  patches  of  rocks,  at  the  diftance  of  near  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  fliore  ;  without  which 
the  foundings  are  regular  and  good.  The  weft- 
ern  fide  of  the  large  bay  is  formed  by  thefe  preci¬ 
pices  or  cliffs  ;  its  oppofite  fhore  about  four  miles 
diftant,  takes  a  north 'diredlion  from  the  Volcano 
hill ;  the  depth  of  the  bay  is  there  fomewhat 
increafed ;  the  foundings  on  the  eaftern  fide  are 
regular,  but  very  rocky. 

Nearly  in  the  middle  of  its  weftern  fide  is  a 
village,  called  by  the  natives  Mackerrey  ;  off  this 
there  is  anchorage  in  feven  fathoms  water,  a  little 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  Ihore,  the 
bottom  fand  and  broken  coral.  This  fituation 
is  land-locked  in  every  direction,  excepting  be¬ 
tween  Tahowrowa  and  Rannai,  where  to  the 
fouth-weftw^ard  it  is  expofed  about  two  points  of 
the  compafs,  but  not  liable  I  believe  to  much 
wand  from  that  quarter.  The  neighbouring 
fliores  afford  good  landing,  and,  in  moderate  wea¬ 
ther,  the  communication  is  eafily  effedted  ;  but^ 
the  neglecfed  and  impoverifhed  Rate  of  the  fur¬ 
rounding  country  offers  no  iiKiucement  to  ftran- 
gers,  under  its  prefen t  circumftances,  to  make

choice  of  it  as  a  flopping,  or  refting  place  ;  though 
it  is  probably  one  of  the  bell  flieltercd  and  moft 
convenient  anchorages  which  thefe  iflaods  poflefs. 
In  all  likelihood,  eood  w^ater  niiffht  with  little 
labour  be  procured  at  a  fmall  diflance  to  the 
fouthward  of  the  village,  from  the  upper  part  of 
a  flream  that  w'as  found  rufliing  through  the 
loofe  fand  compofmg  the  beach  ;  though  juft 
below^  his;!!  water  mark  it  was  fomewhat  brackifh. 
The  inhabitants,  who  are  generally  nice  in  this 
particular,  procure  their  water  from  this  run  at 
lov/  tide.  The  examination  of  this  bay  being  the 
limits  of  Mr.  Whidbey’s  excurfion  to  the  eaft- 
ward,  .he  returned  to  the  fliip ;  from  vrhence 
he  continued  his  refearches  round  the  weftern 
point  of  Ptaheina  roadftead,  and  found  the  fnores 
bounded  by  a  reef,  wTich  admits  of  only  one 
landing  place  for  boats,  and  that  a  very  indifth- 
rent  one,  at  the  eaftern  part  of  the  village. 
From  the  fiiip  to  the  fhore  the  foundings  w^ere 
regular,  decrerifmg  to  five  fathoms  dole  to  the 
reef,  extending  in  general  about  a  fourth  of  a 
mile  from  the  beech  and  not  exceeding  that  dif- 
tance  from  the  weft  point  of  the  roadftead;  wdiere 
on  the  north  fide  of  that  point  the  reef  termi¬ 
nates.  This  point,  wdth  the  weft  extremity  of 
Mowee,  w  hich  is  bold  and  free  from  rocks  or 
other  impediments,  forms  an  excellent  little  bay; 
its  outer  points  lie  from  each  other  N.  14'  W.  ' 

and 
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and  S.  14  £.  about  a  league  afunder.  The 
northern  point  is  formed  by  a  round  hill  clofe  to 
the  water  fide,  much  refembllng  Volcano  hill, 
but  not  quite  fo  large.  This  bay  Mr.  Whidbey 
efteemed  the  moft  eligible  anchoring  place  he  had 
feen  in  Mo  wee  ;  the  foundings,  in  the  line  of  the 
tw^o  points,  from  ten  to  fourteen  fathoms,  foft, 
fandy  bottom,  regularly  decreafed  to  five  fathoms 
clofe  to  the  beach  ;  which  is  protedled  from  the 
ocean,  and  the  prevailing  winds,  by  its  north 
point  locking  in  with  the  eaftern  part  of  the 
ifland  of  Morotoi.  It  is  free  from  rocks,  Ihoals, 
or  other  obftacles  ;  and  affords  pieafant  landing 
and  good  anchorage,  where  veffels  may  lie  nearly 
land-locked  in  every  direction,  excepting  that  be- 
tween  Rannai  and  Monotoi,  in  the  weftern  quar¬ 
ter.  This  fpace,  however,  embraces  but  a  fmall 
extent,  from  whence  little  danger  can  be  appre¬ 
hended. 

The  day 'being  too  far  fpent  prevented  Mr. 
Whidbey  from  landing  ;  but  we  were  informed 
by  Tomohomoho,  that  the  fliores  of  that  bay  afford¬ 
ed  abundance  of  very  excellent  water.  This  ad¬ 
vantage  gives  the  bay  a  great  preference  to  any 
other  ftation  in  Mowee,  efpecially  as  its  ingtefs 
and  egrefs  may  be  effedled  with  much  eafe  by 
approaching  it  from  the  northw^ard  ;  as  the  regu¬ 
lar  trade  wind  may  be  depended  upon,  which 
'without  interruption  or  fudden  guffs,  blows  paft 

the 
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the  bay,  and  enables  veflels  to  chufe  in  it  v/hat 
llation  they  pleafe. 

By  thefe  means  a  very  accurate  knowledge  of 
the  fhores  on  this  fide  of  Mowee  was  acquired. 
Thefe  appeared  to  be  more  likely  to  afford  an¬ 
chorage  and  fhelter,  than  thofe  of  the  other 
iflands  ;  bat^  as  I  have  already  had  occafion  to 
obferve,  under  the  prefent  impoverlflied  fiiate  of 
this  and  the  neighbouring  iflands,  Mowee  is  cer¬ 
tainly  not  the  molf  defirable  rendezvous  for  vef- 
feis  employed  in  the  commercial  purfuits  of  this 
hemifphere;  it  is  likewife  neceffary  to  add,  that 
iiotwithftanding  the  advantages  of  Patoa  and 
Mackerrey,  there  is  great  reafon  to  fufpedl  that 
the  bottom  at  thofe  places,  as  well  as  on  all 
this  fide  of  Mowee,  is  no  w^here  good  holding 
ground.  That  of  the  roadftead  of  ilaheina,  I  am 
convinced,  is  nothing  more  than  a  very  flight 
covering  of  fand,  over  a  bed  of  hard  coral  ;  and 
the  fame  remark  fecms  to  extend  to  the  edge  of 
the  bank,  w^here,  in  forty  fathoms  water,  the  bot¬ 
tom  is  much  foiter,  but  the  declivity  of  the  bank 
is  fuch,  that  with  a  ffrong  wind  from  the  fhore, 
veliels  would  not  be  able  to  retain  their  anchor¬ 
age.  By  Mr.  VVliidbey’s  examination  of  the 
ibuth-weft  part  of  Mowee,  the  foundings  gene¬ 
rally  indicated  the  fame  deceitful  bottom ;  this 
can  only  be  dlfcovercd  by  anchoring  upon  it,  as 
the  lead  only  brings  up  the  fand  and  fmall  ftones, 

which 
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which  cover  a  bed  of  fblid  rock  beneath,  that  the 
anchor  cannot  penetrate.  Ot  this  we  had  proof 
on  two  dilierent  days  in  the  fqualls  of  wind  that 
came  acrofs  the  ifthmus,  which  drove  the  vcffels 
in  whatever  direction  the  wand  chanced  to  blow, 
though  they  were  riding  with  a  very  fufficient 
fcope  of  cable.  As  we  were  not  moored,  I  at 
firft  attributed  this  circumftance  to  the  anchor 
being  foul,  but  on  heaving  it  up,  this  was  not 
found  to  be  the  cafe  ;  wdiilft  the  peak  of  the  an¬ 
chor,  w  ith  the  under  part  of  the  flock,  were  found 
much  chafed,  by  their  having  been  dragged  along 
the  hard  ground.

Another  inconvenience  attendins:  thefe  tw^o 

O 

places,  is  the  violent  gufts,  or  rather  gales  of 
wind,  that  I  believe  coaflantly  prevail  when  the 
trade  wind  blows  frefh  at  fea ;  and  particularly, 
w'hen  it  is  from  the  northern  quarter.  At  thefe 
times  it  is  mofl  violent,  and  rudies  v/it.h  fuch  fury 
over  the  ifthmus,  as  to  prevent  all  communica¬ 
tion  wdth  the  lliore  ;  and  if  my  conjecture  refpeCl- 
ing  the  bottom  be  right,  veflels  would  have  great 

diflicultv  to  maintain  their  flations. 

«/ 

The  king,  Taio,  and  the  refl  of  the  chiefs  re¬ 
turned  according  to  their  promife  to  the  fliip,  on 
Sunday  m.ornlng  the  1  /  th  ;  and  in  the  forenoon, 
accompanied  by  Tlteeree,  and  fome  of  our  officers 
in  two  armed  boats,  wdth  a  guard  of  marines,  I 

paid 
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paid  my  compliments  on  fliore^  where  the  land¬ 
ing  was  but  indifFerent. 

We  were  received  by  the  natives  with  the 
greateft  civility  and  triendfliip.  At  the  firft  view 
they  appeared  very  numerous,  being  collected  on 
a  fmall  fpace  of  ground  ;  but  when  they  were  a 
little  diftributed,  their  number,  including  the 
children,  did  not  exceed  hx  or  feven  hundred. 
The  king  conduced  us  through  the  crowd,  who 
made  way  for  us,  and  behaved  in  a  very  orderly 
manner.  We  foon  arrived  at  his  refidence.  This 
confifted  of  two  fmall  fliabby  huts,  fituated  in  a 
pleafant  grove  of  fprea'ding  trees,  where  we  were 
ferved  with  cocoa  nuts,  and  other  refrefhments. 
I  requefted  that  Titeeree  and  Taio  would  accom¬ 
pany  us  in  a  walk  through  the  plantations ;  this 
they  begged  leave  to  decline,  and  pleaded  their 
age  and  infirmities  as  an  excufe.  They  however 
direfiled  that  Namahajina,  Tomohornoho,  and  A&r- 
tier  iliould  attend  us,  who  would  equally  pre\  ent 
the  obtrufion  of  the  curious,  and  render  us  every 
fervice. 

Attended  by  our  guard  and  thefe  chiefs,  we 
vifited  the  cultivated  parts  of  the  plain  of  Raheina; 
thefe  occupied  no  vety  great  extent  ;  the  part 
bordering  on  the  fea  fliore  was  pleafantly  laid  out 
in  plantations  of  taro,  potatoes,  fugar  cane,  the 
cloth  plant,  &c.  tolerably  well  fiiaded  by  fpread- 

ing 
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ing  trees,  chiefly  of  the  bread  fruit ;  but  in  point 
offize,  or  in  the  luxuriance  of  its  produftions^  it 
bore  no  proportion  to  the  plains  of  Otaheite  and 
of  the  Society  iflands.  Through  thefe  grounds 
little  canals  were  cut  in  various  diredlions,  that 
fupplied  the  feveral  plantations  with  water  ;  the 
whole  originating  from  a  continual  fpring  of  ex¬ 
cellent  water,  fufficiently  above  the  level  to  inun¬ 
date  every  part.  The  taro  was  growing  among 
the  water,  but  in  a  very  bad  ftate  of  culture,  and 
in  very  fmall  quantities.  To  the  ravage  and  de- 
ftrudtion  of  Tamaahmaah\  wars,  the  wretched 
appearance  of  their  crops  was  to  be  afcribed  ;  of 
this  they  grievoufly  complained,  and  were  conti¬ 
nually  pointing  out  the  damages  they  had  fuftain- 
ed.  The  defpoiled  afpedl  of  the  country  w'as 
an  incontrovertible  evidence  of  this  melancholy 
truth.  Moft  of  the  different  tenements  in  the 
lands  formerly  cultivated,  where  now  lying  wafte, 
their  fences  partly  or  intirely  broken  down,  and 
their  little  canals  utterly  deftroyed  ;  nor  was  a  hog 
or  ‘a  fowl  any  where  to  be  feen.  By  far  the 
larger  portion  of  the  plain  w^as  in  this  ruinous 
ftate  ;  and  the  fmall  part  that  w  as  in  a  ilourifliing 
condition,  bore  the  evident  marks  of  very  recent ' 
labour. 

Having  extended  cur  walk  as  far  as  our  inclina¬ 
tions  led  us,  and  having  fatisficd  our  curiofity, 
we  returned  to  the  royal  habitation,  wh»ere  we- 

found 
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found  Titeefee  and  Talo  at  dinner  on  raw  pickled 
fifh,  and  poe  taro;  that  is^  a  mefs  made  of  the 
taro  root,  not  unlike  a  hafty  pudding.  Senfible 
that  we  were  not  likely  to  relifh  fuch  food,  they 
had  provided  two  very  fine  baked  hogs,  which 
■were  immediately  fet  before  us,  but  the  cook 
having  negledled  to  provide  any  vegetables,  w^hicb 
was  a  more  important  article  to  us,  w^e  declined 
the  repafi:,  and  the  chiefs  having  finiflied  their 
meal,  returned  with  us  on  board. 

As  this  w^as  likely  to  be  the  lafi:  vifit  of  Tiieeree 
and  Taio,  I  prcfented  them  with  a  large  aflort- 
m.en  of  ufeful  tools,  implements,  and  houfehold 
utenfils,  with  cloth,  linen,  fome  beads,  and  other 
articles  of  ornament.  To  Titeeree  I  gave  alfo 
fome  goats ;  and  thefe  being  the  firfi;  foreign 
animals  imported  into  Mow^ee,  were  regarded  as 
a  moll  valuable  prefent.  The  interior  chiefs  and 
attendants  were  not  negledled  on  this  occafion, 
and  I  had  the  fatisfaction  to  find,  that  my  libera¬ 
lity  had  exceeded  their  moft  fanguine  expecta¬ 
tions.  By  this  time  they  had  become  w^ell  ac¬ 
quainted  w  ith  the  noble  and  generous  conduct  of 
Tamaahmaah,  and  our  reception  and  treatment 
at  Owhyhee.  This  they  would  have  been  happy 
to  have  imitated,  had  they  not  been  prevented 
by  the  general  diftrefs  of  their  country ;  but 
they  promifed  to  affift  us  on  our  return  to  the 
very  utmoft  of  their  powder  and  ability. 


In 
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In  the  evening,  we  had  a  difplay  of  fire-  works 
from  the  after  part  of  thefliip,  to  the  great  terror 
and  admiration  of  our  vifitors,  and  their  attend¬ 
ants  on  board,  and  of  the  natives  of  all  defcrip- 
tions  affembled  in  their  canoes  about  the  fhip, 
comprehending  moft  probably  all  the  inhabi¬ 
tants. 

The  exhibition  being  concluded,  I  expected 
to  have  taken  leave  of  mv  Mowee  friends,  but 
the  night  being  very  dark^  and  a  heavy  furf  break¬ 
ing  on  the  fhore,  the  king  and  Taio  were  not 
much  inclined  to  leave  us,  faying  they  fhould  be 
liable  to  great  danger  in  paffing  the  reef  in  the 
dark.  This  clrcumftance  induced  me,  though 
contrary  to  my  eftabliflied  rule,  to  indulge  them 
and  the  major  part  of  their  retinue  veith  mv 
cabin.  The  night  was  more  appropriated  to 
converfation,  than  to  lleep.  I  retired  to  reft, 
but  was  frequently  awakened,  and  found  that 
their  dlfcourfe  was  principally  on  the  occurrences 
that  had  taken  place  fince  our  arrival,  and  on  the 
deftnuftive  powers  of  our  fire- works  when  ufed 
in  war. 

The  next  morning,  Monday  the  1  8th,  Titeeree 
departed  in  a  very  fudden  manner,  and  without 
my  knowledge.  I  became  apprehehenfive  that 
fome  accidental  offence  had  been  given  him  ; 
but  Taw  aftured  me  of  the  contrary,  and  that 
fuch  was  his  common  praftice  of  retiring,  I 

had 
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had  indeed,  before,  noticed  an  abruptnefs  in  his 
leaving  the  flilp  ;  but  on  the  prefent  occaiion  I 
thought  he  would  have  Ihewn  more  refpecl. 

Taw^  Martler,  and  fome  of  the  other  chiefs, 
remained  with  us  till  we  failed.  This  we 
were  prevented  doing  until  near  noon  ;  when, 
with  a  light  breeze  from  the  weftward,  we  put  to 
fea,  and  they  took  an  affeftionate  leave  of  us. 

Thus  we  quitted  Mowee,  little  benefited  by 
the  refrefhments  it  had  afforded ;  for  although  I 
did  not  choofe  to  accept  the  Inadequate  returns 
of  the  chiefs,  yet  every  article  of  this  fort  that 
was  brought  alongf  de  for  fale  was  purchafed, 
and  the  whole  did  not  amount  to  two  days  fub-  . 
fiftence. 

The  mean  refult  of  our  obfervations  made  be¬ 
tween  the  12th  and  17th,  fhewed  the  latitude 
of  the  flip’s  ftation  at  Raheina  roadftead,  to  be 
20^  50^,  the  longitude  203^  19^  All  further 
nautical  information,  relative  to  this  anchorage 
and  its  immediate  neighbourhood,  will  mofl:  pro¬ 
bably  be  better  obtained  from  the  charts  of  the 
ifands,  than  from  any  written  defcription.

fives,  found  at  Nootka — Quit  the  Sandwich 
Ifands,

T  IGHT  baffling  winds  attended  us,  after  leav¬ 
ing  Raheina  roadftead,.  until  the  evening  of 
Monday  the  18th,  v^hen  we  reached  the  chaiineh 
between  Mowee  and  Morotoi,  v/here  we  met  the 
regular  trade  wind  blowing  a  pleafant  gale.  With 
this  we  Rood  to  wdndward,  and  anchored  for  the 
night  off  the  N.  W.  part  of  Mowee  in  ig  fa¬ 
thoms  water,  foft  fandy  'bottom.  Its  ihores  ex¬ 
tended  by  compafs  from  N.  5 1  E.  to  S.  4  E.,  its 
neareft  part  bore  E.  by  S.‘  tw’o  miles  from  us, 
and  the  eaft  point  of  Morotoi,  N.  ]  5  W.  diffant 
eight  miles.  '  - ' 

Early  the  next  morning,  with  a  pleafant  breeze 
from  the  N.  E.,  we  flood  over  towards  the  eaft 
point  of  Morotoi,  until  we  were  within  a  league 
of  the  fiiore,  which  was  bounded  by  a  reef  ex- 
tending  about  half  aleague  from.it.  Thus  wc 
Vou.  in.  Z  failed 
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failed  along  to  the  weftv^^ard,  and  faw  feveral 
fliallow  breaks  forming  paffages  for  boats,  but 
not  alfbrding  any  flielter  for  fliipping  againft  the 
prevailing  winds.  About  half  a  league  fouth  of 
the  eaft  point  of  Morotoi,  which  is  fituated  in 
latitude  21°  9^  longitude  203°  lO',  lies  a  fmall 
barren  rocky  iflet,  called  by  the  natives  Modooe- 
neete  ;  and  from  that  point  the  fhores  of  the 
ifland  lie  S.  53  W.  In  this  direilion  the  land 
rifes  rather  abruptly  from  the  fea,  towards  the 
lofty  mountains  in  the  centre  of  the  eafi:  part  of 
Morotoi;  and  though  the  acclivity  was  great,  yet 
the  face  of  the  country,  diverfified  by  eminences 
and  vallies,  bore  a  verdant  and  fertile  appearance. 
It  feemed  to  be  well  inhabited,  in  a  high  ftate  of 
cultivation,  and  prefented  not  only  a  rich,  but  a 
romantic  profped:.  To  the  weftw^ard  of  thefc 
cliffs,  the  fhores  terminated  in  the  former  direc¬ 
tion  by  a  low  point  of  land,  called  by  the  na¬ 
tives  Crynoa,  and  from  thence  they  ftretch  N. 
85  W.  eight  leagues  to  the  weft  point  of  the 
ifland.  From  Crynoa  the  country  afiumes  a 
dreary  afped:.  The  mountains,  forming  the 
eaftern  part  of  the  ifland,  gradually  defcend  to 
the  weftward,  and  like  thofe  of  J^owee,  termi¬ 
nate  on  a  low  ifthmus,  which  appears  to  divide 
the  ifland  into  two  peninfulas.  Thefe  how^^ever 
bear  no  proportion  to  each  other ;  the  eaftern - 
moft,  which  is  far  the  largeft,  is  compofed  of 

very 
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very  high  land,  but  the  wefternmoft  does  not 
rife  to  any  elevation,  beyond  that  of  a  mode¬ 
rate  height.  The  country  from  Crynoa  rifes 
from  the  fea  by  an  afcent,  uninterrupted  with 
chafms,  hills,  or  vallies.  This  uniform  furface, 
on  advancing  to  the  weilward,  exhibited  a  gra¬ 
dual  decrcafedn  the  population  ;  it  difcovered  an 
uncultivated  barren  foil,  and  a  tra6l  of  land  that 
gave  refidence  only  to  a  few  of  the  lower  orders 
of  the  illanders,  who  refort  to  the  fhores  for  the 
purpofe  of  taking  fifh,  with  which  they  abound, 
Thofe  fo  employed  are  obliged  to  fetch  their 
frefh  water  from  a  great  diftance  ;  none  but 
what  is  brackilli  being  attainable  on  the  weftern 
parts  of  Morotoi.  This  information  I  had  be¬ 
fore  gained  from  feveral  chiefs  at  Mowee,  and 
was  ROW  confirmed  in  it  by  Tomohomoho ,  who 
w^as  accompanying  us  to  Woahoo ;  and  who 
alfo  acquainted  me,  that  along  the  fhores  of  this 
fouth  fide,  which  are  chiefly  compofed  of  a  fandy 
beach,  anchorage  would  be  found  on  a  clear 
fandy  bottom.  But  as  there  were  no  projediing 
points  for  fhelter,  I  did  not  think  a  further  exa¬ 
mination  worth  the  time  it  would  employ,  and 
therefore  proceeded  to  the  bay  at  the  weft  end 
of  the  ifland,  for  the  purpofe  of  feeing  if,  con¬ 
trary  to  my  former  obfervations,  it  was  com¬ 
modious  for  the  refitting  of  vefiels,  as  it  had 
been  reported. 

We 
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We  paffed  within  about  half  a  league  of  the 
weft  point  of  the  ifland,  fituated  in  latitude 
21"^  0'  longitude  202°  43^,  with  regular 

foundings  from  17  to  23  fathoms,  fandy' bottom. 
The  N.  W.  point  of  the  ihand  lies  from  the 
weft  point  N.  25  E.,  at  the  diftance  of  three 
leagues  ;  between  thcfe  two  points  a  common 
dlous  bay  had  been  ftated  to  exift ;  whereas  we 
found  the  whole  intermediate  fpace  nearly  a 
ftraight  ihore,  compofed  alternately  of  rugged 
rocks  and  fandy  beaches. 

The  day  being  too  far  advanced  for  ftandlng 
over  to  Woahoo,  we  flood  to  windward,  and 
anchored  for  the  night  in  19  fathoms  water, 
fandy  and  bad  holding  ground  ;  as  the  fiiip  would 
not  ride  with  lefs  than  a  whole  cable,  although 
the  trade  wdnd  blew  but  a  moderate  breeze.  In 
working  up,  the  foundings  were  pretty  regular 
from  17  to  60  fathoms,  fine  fandy  bottom  ; 
and  where  we  anchored,  within  about  a  mile 
of.  the  breakers,  the  wefl  point  of  the  Ifiand 
bore  by  compafs  fouth,  diflant  four  miles  ;  and 
the  north-wefl  point  N.  20  E.  about  the  fame 
dlflance.  Our  fituatlon  here  was  as  clofe  into 
fliore  as  veffels  can  lie  with  fafety  ;  this  fide  of 
the  ifiand  being  entirely  open,  and  expofed  to 
the  north  and  north-wefl  winds,  v\diich‘blow 
frequently  with  great  violence  ;  -and  to  a  heavy 
fea,  that  is  almofl  conflantly  rolling  from  tliat 
^  quarter

quarter  on  the  lliorcs ;  and  which  at  that  time 
broke  with  fo  much  fury,  that  it  would  have 
been  dangerous  to  land  even  in  canoes. 

The  country  had  the  fame  dreary  and  barren 
appearance  as  that  noticed  on  the  fouth  fide, 
and  I  was  informed  it  was  equally  deflitute  of 
water.  ' 

With  a  light  eafterly  breeze,  about  fix  o’clock 
on  Wednefday  morning  the  20th,  we  direfited’ 
our  courfe  fo  as  to  fail  aIon<^  the  north  fide  of 
W oahoo.  Tomoliomoho  objedled  to  this  mode  of 

approach,  faying,  that  the  murderers  reiided  near 
Whyteete  bay,  which  would  be  the  be  ft  ftation 
for  us  to  take  ;  for  if  we  went  to  the  other  fide, 
he  fliould  have  a  great  diftance  to  go  in  fearch 
of  them,  by  which  means  the  offenders  might 
get  intelligence  of  our  errand,  efcape  into  the' 
mountains,  and  Tlteeree  would  be  accufed  of 
breaking  his  promife.  There  appeared  fo  much 
good  feilfe  in  this  precaution,  and  fo  much  ear- 
neftnefs  in  Tomohomolio  to  execute  the  bufmefs 
entrufted  to  him,  tiiat  I  did  not  hefitate  to  yic  Id 
to  his  wlftics,  and  poftponed  the  examination  of’ 
the  north  fide  of  the  ifland  till  our  next  vifit ; ' 
and  we  proceeded  to  Whyteete,  wdicre  we  an- ' 
chored  about  three  o’clock,  in  ten  fathoms 
water,  occupying  ncarlj^  our  lormer  ftation. 

Vv^e  were  vifited  by  a  few  of  the  natives,  in - 
fmall  finglc  canoes,  vdio  brought  little  or  nothing 

Z  3  to 
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to  difpole  of.  One  double  canoe  only  made  its 
appearance.  In  this  came  James  Coleman,  one 
of  the  three  men  we  found  laft  year  left  by  Mr. 
Kendrick  at  Attowai.  This  man  had  quitted  Mr. 
Kendrick’s  employ,  and  had  entered  into  the 

fervice  of  Tlteeree,  who  had  ftationed  him  at 

\ 

this  ifland  in  order  to  regulate  the  trade,  and  to 
affift  fuch  veffels  as  might  touch  at  Woahoo  for 
refrefhinents.  This  correfponded  with  what  I 
had  heard  in  fupport  of  Titeeree\  character,  in 
contradidlion  to  the  report  that  had  been  circu¬ 
lated,  of  his  having  iffued  orders  for  putting  to 
death  all  the  white  men  who  refided  in,  or  who 
might  vifit,  his  dominions. 

Coleman  was  accompanied  by  a  chief  named 
Tennavee,  and  a  lad  called  To-hoo-hoo-ar-to,  The 
latter  had  made  a  voyage  to  China  in  feme  of 
the  trading  veffels,  and  had  picked  up  a  few 
Englifh  words  that  rendered  his  converfation 
very  intelligible.  Thefe  informed  me,  that  they 
were  fent  by  Try-too-hoo-7y^  Titeeree^  eldeft  fon, 
and  governor  of  Woahoo  in  his  ab fence,  to  in¬ 
quire  who  we  were,  and  to  offer  fuch  fupplies  as 
the  ifland  afforded  ;  though  at  prefent  they  could 
not  boaft  of  any  abundance.  They  apologized 
for  Tryiooboory  s  not  coming  hlmfelf,  as  he  was 
ill,  and  not  able,  without  much  pain,  to  walk  or 
fit  upright. 

Coleman 
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Coleman  introduced  the  melancholy  fubjedl 
of  our  countrymen’s  unhappy  fate,  and  ftated  the 
circumftances  attending  it  much  in  the  fame 
way  as  we  had  heard  them  at  Mowee ;  but,  for 
our  rnore  particular  information,  he  referred  us 
to  Tohoohooarto,  who,  he  faid,  was  prefent,  and 
would  relate  the  whole  of  that  tranfadlion. 

Tohoobooario  ftated,  that  he  had  received  much 
civility  from  Mr.  Hergeft  and  the  reft  of  the  gen¬ 
tlemen, -  on  his  vifiting  the  D^dalus  at  Whymea 
bay,  on  the  oppofite  fide  of  this  illand  ;  that  when 
Mr.  Hergeft  and  Mr.  Gooch  were  going  on 
fhore,  he  accompanied  them  in  the  boat,  to  affift 
as  an  interpreter  ;  that  when  they  arrived  at  the 
beach,  he  advifed  Mr.  Hergeft  by  no  means  to 
land  ;  telling  him,  that  there  was  no  chief  pre¬ 
fent,  and  that  it  wt.s  a  part  of  the  ifland  where  a 
great  many  very  bad  people  refided  :  that  no  at? 
tention  was  paid  to  his  advice ;  that  they  went 
on  Ibore,  and  after  taking  fome  meafures,  with¬ 
out  any  oppohtion,  for  procuring  a  fupply  of  wa¬ 
ter,  Mr.  Hcro:eft  left  fome  direeftions  wdth  his 
people;  and  then,  ftill  contrary  to  the  advice  of 
this  young  man,  went  with  Mr.  Gooch  from  the 
fea-fide  up  to  the  habitations  of  the  natives,  wdio 
behaved  to  them  in  a  friendly  manner.  At  this 
time  Tohoohooarto  had  left  them,  in  order  to  wafii 
himfclf  in  the  frcfii  water,  (a  prevailing  cuftom 
on  landing  after  being  fome  time  at  fea)  and

whilfl:  the  gentlemen  were  abfent,  a  difpute  arofe 
at  the  watering  place,  between  the  natives  and 
the  people  of  the  D^dalus,  from  which  an  affray 
enfued,  and  the  Portuguefe  feaman  was  killed. 
That  no 'harm  or  moleftation  had  been  offered, 
or  was  intended,  towards  thofe  gentlemen,  w^ho 
were  treated  civilly  by  the  people  of  the  village, 
until  the  news  of  this  unfortunate  tranfadlion 
arrived  ;  wdien,  to  prevent  revenge  taking  place, 
it  was  thought  neceffary  to  put  to  death  the 
chiefs  wTom  they  had  in  their  power  ;  and  that, 
in  purfuance  of  this  horrid  refolution,  Mr.  Gooch 
was  inftantly  hilled  by  being  ftabbed  through  the 
heart  with  a  pahooa ;  that  the  firft  blow  only 
w^ounded  Mr.  Hergeft,  who,  in  endeavouring  to 
make  his  v/ay  towards  the  boat,  was  knocked 
down  by  a  large  flone  hitting  him  on  the  fide  of 
his  head,  and  was  then  murdered  in  a  mofi  bar¬ 
barous  manner.  The  man  who  ftabbed  Mr. 
Gooch,  the  one  who  firft  wounded  Mr.  Hergeft, 
and  another  who  had  been  principally  concerned 
at  the  watering  place,  had  been,  he  faid,  appre¬ 
hended  by  Titeerees  orders,  and  been  put  to 
death.  To  affure  us  of  his  having  been  prefent, 
and  having  interfered  to  fave  Mr.  Hergeft,  he 
pointed  out  the  fear  of  a  wound  in  his  left  arm, 
which  he  faid  he  had  received  on  that  occafion  ; 
and  further  added,  that  the  man  who  knocked 
down  and  murdered  Mr.  Hergeft,  with  tw^o  or 
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tb  ree  others  materially  concerned,  were  ftlll  liv¬ 
ing,  and  refided  not  far  from  our  then  anchorage. 
The  former  of  thefe  he  had  pointed  out  a  few 
days  before  to  Coleman.  I  inquired  of  Coleman, 
if  he  had  ever  heard  this  young  man  tell  this 
melancholy  ftory  before  ?  who  inftantly  replied,, 
that  he  had,  and  precifely  as  it  w^as  then  related ; 
which  correfponded  with  the  account  he  had  re¬ 
ceived  Irom  other  natives,  and  that  he  believed 
it  to  be  a  very  true  ftatement. 

Alter  TohooboGarto  had  finiflied  his  account,  he 
W'as  queftloned  by  Tomoliomoho,  about  the  refi- 
dence  of  the  offenders,  who  defired  that  he  would 
accompany  him  and  Tennavee  for  the  purpofe  of 
apprehending  the  delinquents,  and  bringing  them 
to  juftice.  At  firft,  Tohoobooarto  '^declined  en¬ 
gaging,  tearing  the  friends  and  relations  of  the 
offenders  w^ould  murder  him  ;  but  on  being  af- 
fured  Oi  protedtion  by  Tomohomoho,  he  confented, 
and  the  wdiole  party  made  the  heft  of  their  way 
to  the  fliore.  I  intrufted  to  Coleman  a  prefent 
of  red  cloth,  and  fome  other  things,  as  a  pledge 
of  my  good  v/111  and  friendly  difpofition  towards. 
Trytoohoory  :  as  alfo  an  axe,  and  other  articles,  to 
Tomolwrnoho,  which  he  requefted  to  be  the  bearer 
of  for  the  fame  purpofe. 

The  next  forenoon,  Thurfday  the  21  ft,  Cole¬ 
man  W'lth  Tomoliomoho  and  Temiavee  came  on 
board.  As  no  one  appeared  like  a  prifoncr  in 

the 
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the  canoe,  I  inqi-iircd  of  Coleman  if  the  mur¬ 
derers  were  in  cuftody  ?  He  faid,  he  believed 
they  were,  but  did  not  pofitively  knov/,  as  the 
bufinefs  after  landing  the  preceding  evening,  had 
been  conduced  by  the  chiefs  with  the  moft  pro¬ 
found  fecrecy ;  that  he  had  feen  nothing  of  the 
party  during  the  whole  of  the  night,  nor  till  they 
were  about  to  put  off  from  the  beach,  when  he 
jumped  into  the  fiiern  of  the  canoe.  The  two 
chiefs  defired  I  would  attend  them  into  the  ca¬ 
bin  ;  where,  after  fliutting  all  the  doors,  they 
informed  me,  that  the  man  who  had  murdered 
Mr.  Hergeft,  with  two  others  who  had  been 
equally  aftive  and  guilty,  were  in  the  forepart  of 
the  canoe,  and  that  no  time  fhould  be  loft  in  fe- 
curingthera,  left  any  thing  fiiould  tranfpire,  and 
they  fliould  again  make  their  efcape.  Orders 
were  immediately  given  for  their  being  admitted 
into  the  iliip,  and  they  foon  were  brought  into 
the  cabin. 

The  chiefs  now  pointed  out  the  principal  of¬ 
fender,  whofe  appearance  correfponded  with  the 
defcription  given  by  Tohoobooarto.  One  half  of 
his  body,  from  his  forehead  to  his  feet,  was  miade 
jet  black  by  pundluating ;  the  other  two  men 
w^ere  marked  after  the  fame  manner,  but  not 
with  the  fame  regularity.  Thefe  appearances 
alone  w^ould  not  have  been  fufficient  to  have 
identified  their  perfons,  as  we  had  feen  many 

of 
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of  Titeeree\  fubjefts  disfigured  after  the  fame 
barbarous  fafliion  ;  which  I  underftood  had  been 
adopted  in  the  late  wars,  for  the  purpofe  of  in- 
creafmg  the  ferocity  of  their  appearance,  and 
ftriking  their  enemies  with  terror. 

Tohoohooarto  was  not  prefent  as  a  witnefs 
agaiiift  the  accufed  perfons  ;  this  I  very  much 
regretted,  but  as  there  was  great  probability  that 
Coleman’s  evidence  would  confirm  what  the 
chiefs  had  aflerted,  he  w^as  called  in.  After  fted- 
tafiily  furveying  their  perfons,  he  pointed  out  the 
fame  man  whom  the  chiefs  had  accufed  as  the 
murderer  of  Mr.  Hergeft,  but  faid,  that  he  had 
no  knowledge  of  the  other  two. 

Notwithftanding  Coleman’s  corroborative  evi¬ 
dence,  I  much  wifhed  for  further  proof  before 
I  fanftioned  their  punifliment ;  and  having  heard 
that  Mr.  Dobfon,  one  of  the  midihipmen  who 
came  out  in  the  Dsedalus,  had  fpoken  of  one  of 
the  natives,  who,  w^hen  alongfide  on  that  occa- 
fion,  had  been  remarked  for  his  infblence  and 
Improper  behaviour  ;  and  who,  the  inftant  the 
boat  w  ith  Mr.  Hergeft  put  off  from  the  ihip,  had 
paddled  haftily  to  the  Ihore,  where  he  landed, 
became  very  aftivc  m  the  affray,  and  was,  in  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  crew,  fufpedted  to 
have  been  the  principal,  if  not  the  foie  caufe,  of 
the  calamity  that  followed  ;  I  having  therefore 
called  upon  Mr.  Dobfon,  and  afked  him  if  he 
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had  any  recolle6tlon  of  the  prifoners ;  he,  with¬ 
out  the  Icaft  hefitatlon,  pointed  out  the  fame  man 
who  flood  accufed  as  the  perfon  who  had  afted 
the  part  above  defcribed,  and  w^as  ready  to  make 
oath  to  his  identity. 

Thefe  proofs,  though  not  pofitive,  wxre  yet  fo 
circumftantial  as  to  leave  little  doubt  of  tl^is 
man’s  guilt ;  but  as  the  evidence  of  Toheoboo- 
arto  w’ould  be  ftill  an  additional  confirmation,  I 
defired  Tennavee  w^oiild  repair  to  the  fliore  and 
bring  him  on  board,  that  the  criminals  might 
be  fairly  tried,  and  that  we  might  have  the 
fullefl  fatisfadlion  of  their  guilt  which  the  nature 
of  the  cafe  would  afford.  During  this  interval, 
I  ordered  the  prifoners  into  confinement,  until 
further  tefliiuonies  fliould  be  produced  to  crimi¬ 
nate  or  acquit  them. 

Tomohomoho  difliked  much  the  delay  of  pu- 
nifhment,  and  requefled  that  the  prifoners  might 


be  immediately  executed  ;  but  I  perfifted  in  the 
exercife  of  myov/n  feelings  and  judgment.  On 
queftioning  him  concerning  a  fourth  man,  who 
had  been  implicated  in  the  murder,  he  acknow^- 
ledged,  that  there  was  a  fourth  w'ho  had  been, 
very  materially  concerned  ;  but  faid,  that  all  he'^ 
could  learn  about  him  wais,  that  he  had  been.- 
feen  in  the  neighbourhood  fome  months  before;, 
and  as  he  had  not  lately  made  his  appearance,  it 
was  by  no  means  certain  whether  he  wus  then 
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on  the  ifland,  or  had  gone  to  fome  of  the  others. 
Under  all  circumftances  there  appeared  little 
probability  of  this  man  being  taken,  efpecially 
when  the  news  of  the  three  others  being  in.  cuf- 
tody  fhould  be  fpread  abroad.  This  determined 
me  not  to  Iniiii  upon  any  further  fearch,  on  the 
convi^lion  that  it  would  be  neither  prudent  nor 
proper  to  adopt  any  meafures  of  force  to  efFedt 
an  objedl,  that  want  of  time  might  oblige  me  to 
abandon  and  leave  unaccompliflied. 

In  the  afcernoon  Tennavee  returned  without 
ToJioohooarto,  At  this  I  was  not  lefs  concerned 
than  furprized,  and  could  not  but  confider  his 
abfenting  himfelf  as  an  indication  of  fome  mif- 
condudi.  The  two  chiefs  allured  me  I  need  be 
under  no  fuch  apprehenfions,  as  they  were  cer¬ 
tain  it  was  only  the  fear  of  revenge  from  the  re- 

■  i 

latioiis  and  friends  of  the  delinquents  that  pre¬ 
vented  Ills  attendance.  Defpairing  of  his  evln 
dence  we  had  only  one  further  appeal.  This 
was  to  know  from  Trytoohoory,  the  chief  of  the 
ifland,  if  he  believed  tliefe  were  the  identical 
people  guilty  of  the'  offence  ?  and  as  his  indif- 
pofitlon  prevented  him  from  coming  on  board, 
1  defired  Terrekcoa,  who  could  not  be  at  all  in- 
tcrefted  in  any  event  that  might  take  place,  and 
who  had  conducted  himfelf  with  great*  fidelity 
during  tw^elve  months  he  had  been  on  board,  to 
accompany  Coleman,  and  make  this -inquiry  of 

Trvtooboory, 
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Trytoohoory,  This  th^y  accordingly  performed^ 
and  returned  in  the  evening. 

Terrehooa  declared,  that  Trytoohoory  had  pofi- 
lively  pronounced  that  all  three  of  the  prifon- 
ers  were  guilty  of  the  murder  with  which  they 
were  accufed.  This  Coleman  confirmed,  and' 
added,  that  the  chief  defired  they  might  be  im¬ 
mediately  punifhed  with  death.  To  this  decla¬ 
ration  Coleman  made  oath,  in  the  moft  folemn 
manner  in  the  prefence  of  myfelf  and  all  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  fhip>  who  had  attended  the  invefti- 

X 

gation  in  the  morning  ;  and  who,  having  ma¬ 
turely  confidered  the  bufmefs,  were  unanimoufly 
of  opinion  with  me,  that  juftice  demanded  exem¬ 
plary  punifhmentj  in  order  to  flop,  or  at  leaft  to 
check,  fuch  barbarous  and  unprovoked  outrages 
in  future.  • 

It  was  clearly  eftablifhed  in  the  courfe  of  the 
examination,  by  the  teftimonies  of  all  the  natives 
who  were  queftionedj  that  neither  thofe  two  un¬ 
fortunate  gentlemen,  nor  the  people  in  the  boats, 
had  given  the  leaft  caufe  for  umbrage.  This 
certainly  aggravated  the  crime.  After  much 
enquiry  it  did  not  appear  that  any  other  wit- 
neffes  could  be  procured.  And  though  we  could 
have  wifhed  to  have  had  more  fatisfadlory  proof 
of  the  criminality  of  the  perfons  in  cuftody,  yet 
as  they  had  been  apprehended  by  their  own 
people,  accufed  and  convifted  by  their  own 

neighbours. 
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neighbours,  and  condemned  by  their  own  chief, 
it  was,  after  the  nioft  fcrious  deliberation  and 
refledlion,  deemed  fufficient  .to  authorize  the 
execution  of  the  three  prifoners ;  but  as  the  day 
W'as  too  far  fpent  it  was  deferred  until  the  next 
morning,  contrary  to  the  wifhes  of  the  chiefs, 
v/ho  were  very  delirous  of  its  immediately  taking 
place.  When  they  returned  to  the  fliore,  I  de- 
fired  they  would  ufe  their  endeavours  to  find  out 
and  bring  on  board  every  perfon,  that  might  be 
able  to  prove  the  innocence  of  the  perfons  in  cuf- 
tody.  This  injunction  was  treated  with  indifrer* 
ence,  becaufe  they  were  perfectly  convinced  no 
fach  perfons  could  be  found.  And  as  I  wdflied 
that  as  many  of  the  natives  as  could  be  collected, 
fhould  wdtnefs  the  awful  punilhment  that  the 
prifoners  had  brought  upon  themfelves  by  their 
barbarity,  I  defired  alfo  that  they  would  make  it 
publicly  knowm  that  the  execution  would  pro¬ 
bably  take  place  the  next  forenoon. 

On  Friday  morning  the  2 2d  a  few"  of  the  natives 
were  about  the  fnip,  but  not  fo  many  as  on  the 
former  days.  After  breakfaft,  Coleman,  with  To- 
mohomoho  and  TennaveCy  came  on  board.  The 
two  latter  demanded  the  Immediate  execution  of 
the  prifoners.  This  however  was  not  complied 
with,  as  it  was  deemed  right  that  they  fhould 
again  be  accufed  by  their  own  chiefs,  in  the  pre- 
fcnce  of  ail  the  wltneiTes,  of  the  crime  with  . 

which 
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which  they  ftood  charged,  in  order,  if  poffible, 
to  draw  from  them  a  conieffion  of  their  guilt,  and 
to  renew  the  opportunity  which  befpre  had  beehi 
given  them,  of  producing  fome  evidence  in  proof 
of  their  innocence.  Nothing  how  ever  could  be 
extorted  from  any  of  them,  but  that  they  w'ere 
totally  ignorant  of  any  fuch  circumftances  hav¬ 
ing  ever  happened  on  the  ifland.  This  very 
affertion  amounted  almoft  to  felf- conviction,  as 
it  is  not  eafy  to  believe,  that  the  execution  of 
their  comrades,  by  Tkeerees  orders,  for  the  fame 
offence  with  which  they  had  been  charged,  had 
not  come  to  their  knowledge,  or  that  it  could 
have  efcaped  their  recoliedtion. 

Neither  myfelf  nor  my  officers  difcovered  any 
rcafon,  from  the  refult  of  this  further  examina¬ 
tion,  to  retradl  or  alter  our  fonxier  opinion  of 
their  guilt,  or  of  delivering  them  over  to  their 
own  people,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  di- 
redlions  of  their  chief. 

Before  they  went  from  the  ffilp,  they  were 
placed  in  irons  on  the  quarter-deck  ;  wffiere,  iiV 
the  prefence  of  all  the  ffiip’s  company,  I  recapi¬ 
tulated  the  crime  wdiich  they  had  committed, 
the  evidence  that  had  been  adduced  againft  them,  ’ 
and  the  condemnation  of  their  chiefs,  and  ftated 
the  punifhment  that  was  now  to  be  inflided. 
All  this  w^as  likew'ife  made  knowm  to  the  Indian 
fpedators  who  were  prefent.  •  - 
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That  the  ceremony  rriight  be  made  as  folemn 
and  as  awful  as  poffible,  a  guard  of  feamcn  and 
marines  were  drawn  up  on  that  fide  of  the  fliip 
oppofite  to  the  fliore,  where,  alongfide  of  the 
(hip,  a  canoe  was  ftationed  for  the  execution. 
The  reft  of  the  crew ,  were  in  readiriefs  at  the 
great  guns,  left  any  difturbance  or  commotion, 
(hould  arife.  One  ceremony  however  remained 
yet  to  be  performed.  One  of  thefe  unfortunate 
men  had  long  hair ;  this  it  was  neceflary  (hould 
be  cut  from  his  head  before  he  was  executed,  for 
the  purpofe  of  being  prefented,  as  a  cuftomary 
tribute  on  fuch  occafions,  to  the  king  of  the 
iiland.  I  was  fliocked  at  the  want  of  feeling 
exhibited  by  the  two  chiefs  at  this  awful  mo¬ 
ment,  who  in  the  rudeft  manner  not  only  cut  off 
the  hair,  but,  in  the  prefence  of  the  poor  fuifer- 
ing  wretch,  without  the  leaft  compaffion  for  his 
fituation,  difputed  and  drove  for  the  honor  of 
prefenting  the  prize  to  the  king.  The  odious 
conteft  being  at  length  fettled,  the  criminals 
were  taken  one  by  one  into  a  double  canoe,  where 
they  were  lafhed  hand  and  foot,  and  put  to 
death  by  Tennavee,  their  own  chief,  who  blew 
out  their  brains  with  a  piftol;  and  (b  dexteroully 
was  the  melancholy  office  performed,  that  life 
fled  with  the  report  of  the  piece,  and  mufcular 
motion  feemed  almoft  inftantly  to  ceafe. 

If  fteadinefs  and  firmnefs,  totally  devoid  of  the 
VoL.  Ill,  A  a  leaft 
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Icaft  agitation,  can  be  confidered,  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  fuch  a  duty,  as  a  proof  of  confcious 
redlitude  ;  or  that  the  forfeiture  of  thefe  three 
men’s  lives  was  confidered  as  no  more  than  what 
the  principles  of  retributive  juftice  de¬ 

manded,  it  flhould  feem  that  Tennavee  s  mind 
had  been  completely  made  up,  not  only  as  their 
judge,  but  their  executioner ;  and  that  he  was 
perfeftly  convinced  his  conduct  was  unimpeach¬ 
able,  in  executing  an  oiEce  that  juftice  de¬ 
manded. 

The  whole  of  Temavee  s  deportment,  on  this 
fad  occafion,  afforded  us  additional  caufe  to  be¬ 
lieve,  that  the  perfons  executed  were  wholly  guilty 
of  the  murder,  and  that  the  chiefs  had  not  pu- 
nifhed  the  innocent  to  fcreen  themfelves. 

.  This  public  example,  made  fo  long  after  the 
crime  was  committed,  we  had  reafon  to  hope, 
would  convince  the  iflanders,  that  no  interven¬ 
tion  of  time  would,  in  future,  prevent  juftice 
taking  its  regular  courfe ;  and  that  any  one  who 
fhould  dare  to  commit  fuch  barbarities  would, 
fooner  or  later,  fuffer  punifliment. 

■  The  dead  bodies  were  taken  to  the  fliore,  at¬ 
tended  by  moft  of  the  natives  who  were  prefent 
at  the  execution,  and  who,  on  this  occafion,  ob- 
ferved  fome  fmall  degree  of  folemnity,  by  paddling 
flowly  towards  the  ifland.  When  they  had  gained 
about  half  the  diftance  between  the  fliip  and  the

Ihorie;  they  flopped,  arid  fome  lariientations  were 
heard,  that  Continued,  I  believe,  until  they  were 
landed. 

I  had  propdfed  that  the  dead  bodies  ftiould  each 
be  hiirig  upon  a  tree  near  the  Ihore,  to  deter 
others  from  comrriitting  the  like  offences ;  but 
Tomohomoht)  informed  rrie,  that  fuch  fpe^taclcs 
would  be  coiifidefed  as  very  improper,  contrary 
to  their  religious  rites^  and  would  greatly  offend 
the  whole  of  the  prieflhood.  That  fuch  an  ex- 
pofure  was  totally  unneceflaryj  as  all  the  inha¬ 
bitants  would  become  fully  acquainted  with 
every  circuniftance  attendant  on  their  trial  and 
execution,  and  the  crime  for  which  they  had 
juftly  fuffered  ;  and  that  he  verily  believed  their 
fate  would  have  the  good  effedt  of  reftraining  the 
ill-difpoied  in  future,  1  inquired  of  him,  why  lb 
few  of  the  natives  had  attended  on  this  awful 
dccafion^  He  replied,  it  was  in  conlequence  of 
the  meflkge  .1  had  lent  on  fhore  to  require  it* 
This  had  created  lufpicions,  ariling,  he  faid,  from 
the  former  conduct  of  Europeans,  on  dilputes 
or  mifunderflandings  taking  place  between  the 
chiefs  and  the  commanders.  Some  of  thefe, 
under,  the  pretext  of  re-eflabliflied  friendlhip, 
would  prevail  on  many  of  the  inhabitants  to 
come  off  to  their  Ihips,  where  they  would,  as 
ufual,  enter  into  trade  with  the  rtatives,  until 
great  numbers  were ^aflembled  ;.the  commanders 
t  -  A  a  2  ,  then 
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then  ordered  them  to  be  fired  upon,  which  con¬ 
tinued,  without  mercy,  as  long  as  any  of  the 
canoes  were  within  fliot.  Tomohomoho  ftated, 
that  two  or  three  inftances  of  this  barbarous  na¬ 
ture  had  taken  place,  as  well  by  the  Englifh  as 
the  American  traders,  and  which  was  the  reafon 
why  my  invitation  had  been  diftrufted. 

The  two  chiefs  folicited  my  vifiting  Tryioo- 
hoory,  faying,  if  he  had  not  been  fo  ill,  he  would 
have  been  with  us  during  the  late  unpleafant 
bufinefs  ;  and  that  he  was  very  defirous  of  feeing 
me,  that  he  might  be  better  convinced  of  my 
friendfhip  and  good  inclinations  towards  him. 
I  fhould  certainly  have  complied  with  this  re- 
queft,  had  there  ^en  any  objedl  whatever  to  at¬ 
tain.  Although  I  did  not  entertain  any  appre- 
henfion  for  the  fafety  of  myfelf,  or  any  perfon 
belonging  to  the  fliip,  whilfl:  under  the  proteftion 
of  the  chief,  yet  I  did  not  confider  it  prudent, 
whilft  the  execution  of  the  criminals  was  fo  frefh 
In  the  minds  of  the  people,  to  throw  temptations 
of  revenge  in  the  way  of  the  daring  and  ill-difpofed 
part  of  the  fociety,  by  plating  myfelf  and  others 
in  their  power  on  iliore.  Should  my  confidence, 
on  making  the  trial,  prove  ill-grounded,  I  fliould 
(land  fclf-accufed,  in  having  fo  unneceffarily  open¬ 
ed  the  channel  for  a  frefh  effufion  of  blood. 
Their  civil  invitations  were,  for  thefe  reafons,  de¬ 
clined^  feemingly  much  to  their  mortification. 

I  w^as 
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I  was  not  however  at  a  lofs  to  relieve  them 
of  the  difappolntment,  provided  their  intentions 
were  as  pure  as  their  profeffions. 

As  the  only  objeft  the  two  chiefs  had  in  view, 
was  ftated  to  be  an  interview  between  me  and 
Trytoohoory,  whofe  indifpofition,  and  the  w’ant  of 
a  proper  conveyance,  prevented  him  coming  on 
board,  I  propofed,  as  the  day  was  remarkably 
fine  and  pleafant,  to  make  a  commodious  plat¬ 
form  on  a  double  canoe,  on  which  he  might 
with  great  eafe  come  alongfide,  and  then  if  he 
found  himfelf  inclined  to  come  on  board,  he 
fhould  be  hoifted  in  by  means  of  a  chair,  or  I 
would  converle  with  him  on  the  platform,  and 
render  him  any  medical  or  other  affillance. 
With  this  propofal  they  appeared  to  be  as  well 
fatisfied  as  if  I  had  vifited  him  on  fliore,  and 
Coleman,  with  Tennavee,  immediately  departed 
to  communicate  this  plan  to  the  chief ;  to  whom 
alfo,  the  better  to  infure  his  confidence,  I  again 
fent  a  prcfent  of  red  cloth  and  other  articles. 
Thefe  had  the  defired  effed:,  and  the  meflengers 
foon  returned  accompanying  Trytoohoory,  who, 
without  the  leaft  hefitation,  defired  he  might  be 
hoifted  into  the  fhip,  which  he  entered,  and  was 
placed  on  the  quarter-deck  with  the  moft  im^^ 
plicit  confidence. 

Trytooboory  appeared  to  be  about  thirty-three 
years  of  age,  his  countenance  was  fallen  and  fe- 
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ducpd,  his  emaciated  frame  was  in  a  moft  debi¬ 
litated  condition,  and  he  was  fq  totally  deprived 
of  the  ufe  of  his  legs,  that  he  was  under  the  ne- 
oeffity  of  being  parried  about  like  an  infant  f  tq 
thefe  infirmities  was  added,  a  confiderable  degree 
of  fever,  probably  increafed  by  the  hurry  and  fa¬ 
tigue  of  his  vifit. 

The  ufual  compliments,  and  mutual  exchange 
of  friendly  alTurances,  having  paffed,  I  reguefted 
the  favor  of  his  company  below ;  to  this  with 
much  pleafure  he  alTented,  but  no  fqoner  were 
his  intentions  known  to  the  natives  in  the  canoes 
about  the  Ihip,  than  a  general  alarm  took  place, 
and  he  was  earneftly  recommended  npt  to  quit 
the  deck ;  from  a  fufpicion,  as  I  imagined, 
amongft  the  crowd,  that  the  works  of  death  were 
not  yet  finally  accompliflied.  Trytoohooty  how-? 
ever  difregarded  all  remonftrances,  and  ordered 
the  people  who  were  carrying  him  in  the  chair, 
and  who,  in  confequence  of  the  alarm,  had  flop¬ 
ped,  to  proceed  to  thp  cabin,  where  he  found  a 
comfortable  refting  place,  and  appeared  to  be 
perfedlly  at  home.  He  then  informed  me,  that 
he  had  not  been  ill  above  fifteen  or  eighteen 
days ;  and  as  Mr.  Menzies  had  now  inquired  into 
the  nature  of  his  diforder,  and  had  prepared  him 
fome  medicines,  I  gave  him  hopes  that  his  health 
would  foon  be  reinftated. 

Notwithflanding  his  indifpofition,  his  con- 
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verfation  was  cheerful  and  pleafing  ;  and  I  had 
the  happinefs  of  hearing  him  confirm  every  part 
of  the  evidence  that  had  been  given  againft  the 
three  unfortunate  wretches  who  had  fufFered  in 
the  morning.  He  ipoke  of  them  all  as  being 
equally  guilty,  and  of  having  always  borne  ex¬ 
tremely  bad  chara<3:ers;  and  faid  there  were  many 
others  of  the  fame  defcriptlon  at  Woahoo,  but 
hoped  the  example  of  the  morning  would  be  the 
means  of  frightening  them  into  a  more  difcreet 
mode  of  behaviour. 

The  propofed  peace  with  Owhyhee  was  next 
adverted  to.  He  highly  applauded  the  meafure> 
and  faid,  if  fuch  a  bufmefs  could  be  efFedled,  it 
would  be  of  the  utmoft  importance  to  them  ;  as 
the  chiefs  and  people  would  then  return  to  their 
habitations  ;  by  this  means  the  country  would  be 
better  governed,  the  lands  better  cultivated,  and, 
by  the  produAlon  of  a  greater  abundance  from 
the  foil,  they  would  be  enabled  to  procure  a 
more  ample  fupply  of  European  commodities. 
The  fame  want  of  confidence  however  that  the 
contending  parties  entertained,  was  evident  in 
the  opinions  of  this  chief ;  and  although  the  ne- 
goclation  at  Mo  wee  had  put  on  a  favorable  ap¬ 
pearance,  I  began  to  fear  this  unfortunate  pre¬ 
vailing  fentiment  would  be  fatal  to  the  eftablilh- 
ment  of  a  general  and  permanent  peace.  He 
likewife  took  an  opportunity  to  apologize,  and 
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to  exprefs  his  concern,  that  the  reduced  ftate  of 
the  country  precluded  his  making  me  any  fultr 
able  return  for  the  obligations  I  had  conferred 
upon  him.  In  reply,  I  made  him  a  fimilar  an-r 
fwer  to  that  given  his  father  at  Mowee  ;  adding, 
that  on  a  future  vifit  he  rnight  probably  have 
more  to  fparc,  and  I  lefs  to  beftow. 

The  fame  of  our  fire-works  ftill  attended  us, 
and  Trytoohoory  was  very  folicitous  to  be  indulged 
with  a  fight  of  their  effedl.  Confideripg  that  the 
prefent  moment  afforded  no  ill-timed  opportu¬ 
nity  to  imprefs  the  minds  of  thefe  people  more 
deeply  with  our  fuperiorlty,  his  curipfity  was 
gratified  in  the  evening,  by  the  difplay  of  a  fmall 
affortment,  from  the  after  part  of  the  fhip.  Thefe 
were  beheld  by  the  furrounding  natives  with 
more  than  the  ufual  mixture  of  the  paffions  al¬ 
ready  dpfcribpd ;  for,  on  the  prefent  occafion, 
they  were  regarded  with  a  degree  of  avvful  fur- 
prize,  that  I  had  not  before  pbfprved.  This  ex¬ 
hibition  being  finifhed,  Trylooboory  was  conveyed 
into  bis  canoe,  in  the  fame  manner  as  he  had 
entered  the  fhip.  Before  his  departure  1  com- 
^  plimented  him  with  fome  additional  articles,  and 
with  thefe,  as  well  as  his  reception  and  enter¬ 
tainment,  he  feemed  highly  delighted. 

With  a  pleafant  breeze  from  the  weftward,  on 
Sunday  morning  the  24th,  we  plied  to  the  wind¬ 
ward,  along  the  fouth  fide  of  Woahoo,  until  the 
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afternoon,  \vhen  we  anchored  abreaft  of  the  weft^ 
eromoft  opening  or  lagoon,  mentioned  in  our  for¬ 
mer  vifit  to  this  ifland,  called  by  the  natives  O- 
poo-ro-ahf  and  which  had  fince  been  reported  to 
us,  by  the  natives,  as  capable  of  admitting  vef- 
fels  by  warping  into  it.  About  half  a  mile  from 
the  reef  that  binds  thefe  fliores,  we  found  the 
foundings  irregular  from  5  to  15  fathoms,  rocky 
bottom  ;  but  where  the  fiilp  rode,  the  bottom 
was  tolerably  even,  and  compofed  of  fand  and 
coral ;  the  depth  of  water,  about  half  a  league 
from  the  reef,  w^as  25  fathoms.  The  evening 
was  too  faib  approaching  to  inveftigafe  the  truth 
of  the  report  given  by  the  natives.  This  w^as 
deferred  until  day-light  the  next  morning,  when 
Mr.  Whidbey,  with  two  armed  boats,  accom¬ 
panied  by  Tomohomoho,  was  dlfpatched  for  that 
purpofe. 

The  part  of  the  ifland  oppoflte  to  us  was  low, 
or  rather  only  moderately  elevated,  forming  a 
level  country  between  the  mountains  that  com- 
ppfe  the  eafk  and  wefl:  ends  of  the  ifland.  This 
tra6l  of  land  was  of  fome  extent,  but  did  not 
fcem  to  be  populous,  nor  to  pofTefs  any  great 
degree  of  natural  fertility  ;  although  we  were 
told  that,  at  a  little  diftance  from  the  fea,  theToil 
is  rich,  and  all  the  neceflfaries  of  life  are  abun¬ 
dantly  produced. 

Whilft  we  remained  in  this  fituation,  a  few 
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only  of  the  natives  paid  us  their  refpe<3:s ;  their 
canoes  were  frnall  and  indifferent,  and  their  vifit 
was  that  of  curiofity  only,  as  they  were  furnifhed 
with  little  for  barter. 

Mr.  Whidbey  returned  in  the  forenoon.  He 
found  the  opening  in  the  reef,  about  four  hun¬ 
dred  yards  wide,  to  be  occupied  by  a  fandy  bar 
about  two  huridred  yards  acrofs,  on  which  there 
was  not  more  than  nine  or  ten  feet  water ;  Jc^ut  on 
jeach  fide  of  it  the  water  fuddenly  increafed  in 
depth  to  five  and  foon.  to  ten  fathoms.  Thefe 
foundings  were  regular  on  each  fide  of  the  bar ; 
on  the  infide  the  bottom  is  a  fliff  mud,  or  clay  ; 
this,  with  the  fame  foundings,  continued  to  the 
, entrance  pf  a  fmall  harbour  about  half  a  mile 
within  the  bar,  formed  by  two  low  fandy  points, 
about  the  fame  diftance  afunder.  From  each  of 
thefe  fandy  points  extended  a  lhallow  flat,  near 
a  cable’s  length  on  cither  fide,  pontraifting  the 
width  of  the  deep-water  channel  to  not  more 
than  the  fourth  of  a  mile ;  in  this  is  ten  fathoms 
water ;  but  the  entrance  is  again  further  con- 
trafte4  by  a  funken  rock,  ftretching  nearly  into 
mid- channel  from  the  northern  fhore,  with  which 
it  is  connected  •  on  this  was  found  only  two  feet 
water,  although  the  depth  is  ten  fathoms  within 
a  few  yards  of  it.  From  the  entrance,  this  little 
harbour,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  wide,  took  a 
north- W'cfterly  direction  for  about  a  mile ;  the 

depth 
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depth  from  1 0  to  1 5  fathoms^  muddy  bottom  j 
it  then  feemed  to  fpread  out,  and  to  terminate 
two  b^ys,  about  a  mile  further  to  the  norths 
ward,  forming  a  very  fnug  and  convenient  little 
port.  Unfortunately,  the  bar  without  renders  it 
fit  only  for  the  reception  of  very  fmall  craft. 

Mr.  Whidbey,  under  this  impreffion,  loft  no 
time  in  any  further  examination,  but  returned  to 
the  Ihip ;  and  as  I  was  now  very  anxious  to  pro¬ 
ceed  on  our  voyage,  no  delay  for  paatters  of  little 
importance  could  be  admitted.  Mr.  Whidbey 
obferved,  that  the  foil  in  the  npighbourhood'^of 
the  harbour  appeared  of  a  loofe  fandy  nature  ; 
the  country  Iqw  for  fome  diftance,  and,  from  the 
number  of  houfes  within  the  harbour,  it  fhould 
feem  to  be  very  populous :  but  the  very  few  in¬ 
habitants  who  made  their  appearance  was  an  in¬ 
dication  of  the  contrary.  At  the  time  the  bar 
was  founded,  it  was  low  water,  and  Mr.  Whid- 
bey  being  unacquainted  with  the  rife  and  fall, 
was  not  able  to  fay  what  depth  there  might  be 
pn  the  bar  at  high  tide. 

The  other  opening  to  the  eaftward,  palled  by 
the  natives  Honoonpono,  Tomoliomoho  reprefpntcd 
as  being  much  more  fhallow,  and  a  fraaller  place; 
this  induced  me  to  pafs  it  without  examination  : 
but  to  fhew  how  liable  wc  are  to  be  miftaken  in 
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fuch  inquiries  amongft  the  natives,  I  was  after¬ 
wards  informed,  by  Mr.  Brown  of  the  Butter- 
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worth,  that  although  it  is  fmallcr,  and  of  lefs 
depth  of  water,  yet  it  admits  of  a  paffage  from 
fea  five  fathoms  deep  between  the  reefs;  and 
opens  beyond  them  into  a  fmall  but  commodious 
bafon,  with  regular  foundings  from  feven  to  three 
fathoms,  clear  and  good  bottom,  where  a  few  vef- 
fels  may  ride  with  the  greatefi  fafety ;  but  the 
only  means  of  getting  in  or  out  is  by  warping. 

About  noon,  with  a  light  breeze  from  the 
S.  S.  W.,  we  weighed,  and  flood  to  windward ; 
and  in  the  afternoon,  our  very  attentive  and  ufe- 
fu!  friend  Tomohomoho,  having  executed  all  his 
commiffions,  and  rendered  us  every  fervice  and 
affiflance  in  his  power,  bad  us  farewel.  On 
this  occafion  I  prefented  him  with  fuch  an  alTort^ 
ment  of  articles  as  afforded  him  the  higheft  fatis^ 
fadlion.  Of  thefe  he  was  richly  deferving,  from 
the  uniformity  and  integrity  of  conducfl  that  he 
had  fupported  from  the  firfl  to  the  laft  moment 
of  his  being  with  us. 

We  found  the  weflern  fide  of  Woahoo  lie  in  a 
diredlion  from  its  S.  W.  point  N.  25  W.,  6  leagues 
to  the  weft  point  of  the  ifland,  which  forms  alfo 
•the  S.  W.  point  of  Whymea  bay.  The  S.  W. 
fide  of  the  illand  is  principally  compofed  of  fteep 
craggy  mountains,  fome  defeending  abruptly 
into  the  fea,  others  terminating  at  a  fmall  dif- 
tance  from  it,  whence  a  low  border  of  land  ex¬ 
tends  to  the  fea-ihore,  formed  by  fandy  beaches, 

chiefly 
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chiefly  bounded  by  rocks,  over  which  the  furf 
breaks  with  great  violence. 

•  From  thefe  fhores  we  were  vifited  by  fome  of 
the  natives,  in  the  moft  wretched  canoes  I  had 
ever  yet  feen  amongfl:  the  South-Sea  iflanders  ; 
•they  correfponded  however  with  the  appearance 
of  the  country,  which  from  the  commencement 
of  the  high  land  to  the  weftw^ard  of  Opooroah, 
was  compofed  of  one  barren  rocky  wafte,  nearly 
deftltute  of  verdure,  cultivation,  or  inhabitants, 
wdth  little  variation  all  the  way  to  the  weft 
point  of  the  ifland.  Not  far  from  the  S.  W.. 
point  is  a  fmall  grove  of  fliabby  cocoa-nut  trees, 
and  along  thofe  fhores  are  a  few  ftraggling  fifli- 
ermen’s  huts.  Nearly  in  the  middle  of  this  fide 
of  the  ifland  Is  the  only  village  we  had  feen  weft- 
ward  from  Opooroah.  In  its  neighbourhood  the 
bafes  of  the  mountains  retire  further  from  the 
fea-fliore,  and  a  narrow  valley,  prefenting  a  fer¬ 
tile  cultivated  afpedl,  feemed  to  feparate,  and 
wind  fome  dlftance  through  the  hills.  The  fliore 
here  forms  a  fmall  fandy  bay.  On  its  fouthern 
fide,  between  the  two  high  rocky  precipices,  in  a 
fZrove  of  cocoa-nut  and  other  trees,  is  fituated 
the  village,  and  in  the  centre  of  the  bay,  about  a 
mile  to  the  north  of  the  village,  is  a  high  rock, 
remarkable  for  its  projecting  from  a  fandy  beach. 
At  a  diftance  it  appears  to  be  detached  from  the 
land.  Between  this  and  the  high  rocky  point  to 

the 
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the  fduth  of  thetillage,  5s  a  fmall  bank  of  found-^

ings,  that  ftretches  fdme  diffance  into  the  fea; 
'On  the  fouth  fide  of  this  bank  the  fotindiisgs 
'wete  irregular^  from  25  to  eight  fathoms,  rockj 
bottom ;  but^  to  the  north  of  it,  near  the  rock/ 


no  grohhd  could  be  reached  with  qo  and  loo 
fathoms  of  line>  though  riot  mhre  than  the 
fourth  of  a  mile  frorh  the  Ihdre  ;  this  we  found 
to  be  the  cale  alfo  a  little  to  the  Ibuthward  of 
the  bank.  In  both  thele  places  we  were  for  fame 
time  very  aukwardly  fituated,  without  wind, 
yet  with  a  fwell  and  current  that  fet  us  fo  faft 
towards  the  land,  that  I  w^as  under  fbme  appre- 
henfion  for  the  fafety  of  the  fliip,  as  the  united 
force  of  the  current  and  fw^ell  prevented  any 
efFed:  from  the  affiftance  of  the  boats;  from  this 
dilemma  however  we  were  happily  relieved,  by 
a  breeze  ipringing  up,  that  enabled  us  to  in- 
creafe  our  diftance  from  the  land. 

The  few  inhabitants  w^ho  vifited  us  from  the 
village,  earneftly  intreated  our  anchoring,  and 
told  us,  that  if  we  would  ftay  until  the  morning, 
their  chief  w  ould  be  on  board  with  a  number  of 
hogs,  and  a  great  quantity  of  vegetables;  but 
that  he  could  not  vldt  us  then  becaufe  the  day 
taboo  poory.  The  face  of  the  country  did  not 
however  promife  an  abundant  fupply  ;  the  fitu* 
ation  w^as  expofod,  and  the  extent  of  anchorage 
l^as  not  only  very  limited,  but  bad;  under  thefe 
'  '  circum- 
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circumftances,  having,  by  eleven  at  night,  got 
clear  of  the  fliores,  I  deemed  it  moft  prudent  to 
make  the  beft  of  our  way,  with  a  light  S.  E* 
breeze,  towards  Attowal. 

We  had  not  reached  more  than  half  way  be¬ 
tween  the  two  iflands,  by  noon  the  next  day, 
Tuefday  the  20th  ;  w^hen  the  obferved  latitude 
was  21°  29',  longitude  201°  18^  In  this  fitua- 
tion  Woahoo  extended,  by  compafs,  from  S.  88 
E.  to  S.  04  E.,  and  Attowai  from  N.  70  W.  to 

S/W.  The  weather  was  now  calm',  and 
continued  fo  all  the  afternoon ;  this  gave  to 
fome  of  the  iflanders,  who  were  paffing  from 
Attowai  to  Mowxe,  an  opportunity  to  vifit  the 
fliip.  The  foremoft  of  thefe,  undertaking  fo 
diftant  a  voyage  in  a  fingle  canoe,  much  attracted 
our  attention ;  on  her  coming  alongiide,  fhe 
proved  to  be  without  exception  the  fineft  canoe 
w'e  had  feen  amongft  thefe  iflands.  This  veflel 
was  fixty-one  feet  and  a  half  long,  exceeding,  by 
four  feet  and  a  half,  the  largeft  canoes  of  Owhy- 
hee ;  Its  depth  and  width  were  in  their  propor¬ 
tion  of  building,  and  the  whole  of  the  w^ork- 
manfliip  w  as  finifhed  in  a  very  mafherly  manner. 

The  fize  of  this  canoe  was  not  its  only  curio- 
fity,  the  wood  of  which  it  was  formed  was  an 
infinitely  greater,  being  made  out  of  an  exceed¬ 
ingly  fine  pine-tree.  As  this  fpecies  of  timber 
is  not  the  produce  of  any  of  thefe  iflands,  and  as 

the 
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the  natives  informed  us  it  was  drifted  by  the 
ocean,  it  is  probably  the  growth  of  fome  of  the 
northern  parts  of  America. 

This,  it  feems,  was  left  on  the  eaft  end  of  At- 
towal,  in  a  perfectly  found  ftate,  without  a  fhake 
or  a  bruife.  It  remained  there  unwrought  for 
fome  time,  in  the  hope  of  a  companion  arriving 
in  the  fame  manner.  In  this  cafe,  the  natives 
would  have  been  enabled  to  have  formed  the 
grandeft  double  canoe  thefe  iilands  could  boaft 
of ;  but  their  patience  having  been  exhauftedj» 
they  converted  the  tree  into  this  canoe  ;  which, 
by  the  lightnefs  of  its  timber,  and  the  large  out¬ 
rigger  it '  is  capable  of  fupporting,  is  rendered 
very  lively  in  the  fea,  and  well  adapted  to  the 
fervice  it  generally  performs, — that  of  commu¬ 
nicating  intelligence  to  Talo,  whilft  he  is  abfent 
■from  the  government  of  his  own  dominions. 

i 

The  circumftance  of  fir  timber  being  drifted 
on  the  northern  fidcs  of  thefe  iflands  is  by  no 
means  uncommon,  eipecially  at  Attowai,  where 
there  then  was  a  double  canoe,  of  a  middling 
fize,  made  from  two  fmall  pine-trees,  that  were 
•driven  on  fhore  nearly  at  the  fame  fpot.  Some 
logs  of  timber,  with  three  or  four  trees  of  the 
pine  tribe,  were  then  lying  on  the  ifiand,  that 
had  at  different  times  been  lodged  by  the  fea, 
but  were  too  much  decayed  and  worm-eaten  to  • 
be  ufefully  appropriated. 
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*As  this  kind  of  timber  is  the  known  produce 
of  all  the  northern  part  of  the  weft  fide  of  Ame¬ 
rica,  little  doubt  can  remain  of  thefe  trees  having 
come  from  that  continent,  or  its  contiguous 
iftands ;  fince  it  is  more  than  probable,  that  if 
any  intervening  land  did  exift  between  the  Sand¬ 
wich  iftands,  and  the  countries  on  evxry  fide  of 
them,  and  particularly  in  the  direftion  of  the 
prevailing  winds,  fuch  wmuld  have  been  difeo- 
vered  before  now.  And  hence  we  may  conclude, 
that  trees  do  perform  very  diftant  voyages,  and 
fometimes  arrive  in  a  found  ftate  at  the  end  of 
their  journey.  This  Inftance  alone  will  be  fufti- 
cient  to  devclope  the  myftery  attending  the 
means  by  which  the  inhabitants  of  Eafter  iftand 
procure  their  canoes,  fince  the  diftance  of  that 
iftand  from  South  America,  is  not  fo  far  by  80 
leagues  as  Attow^ai'is  from  the  ftiores  of  North 
America. 

The  objeft  of  this  canoe  expedition,  we  learned, 
was  to  Inform  Taio  of  fome  commotions  that 
had  arlfen  againft  the  government  of  Enemo  the 
regent.  But  thefe  having  been  timely  oppofed, 
they  had  fubfided,  without  any  lofs  on  the  part 
of  Enemo,  or  his  adherents  ;  whilft  on  the  fide 
of  the  confpirators,  two  chiefs  and  five  men  had^ 
been  killed,  and  fome  others  wmunded,  who  had 
made  their  efcape  to  the  woods.

The  leg  bones  of  the  two  unfortunate  chiefs 
were  in  the  canoe,  and  had  fome  of  the  finews 
and  flefli  ftill  adhering  to  them  ;  in  this  ftate 
they  were*  to  be  prefeated  to  Tato,  as  trophies  of 
viftory  over  the  rebels.  This  large  fingle  canoe 
•was  charged  with  the  official  difpatch  and  im¬ 
portant  part  of  the  bufinefs,  whilft  the  others 
were  employed  in  conducing  a  certain  number 
of  the  ringleaders  as  prifoners  to  Taio,  for  his 
examination,  and  fentence  on  their  condudl* 
Amongft  thefe  were  feveral  of  his  neareft  rela¬ 
tions  ;  one  in  particular  was  his  half-fifter,  who 
had  alfo  been  his  wife  or  miftrefs,  and  had  borne 
him  fome  children. 

The  charge  of  this  embaffy  was  Intrufted  to  a 
young  chief,  about  twenty-two  years  of  age, 
named  Oeajhew.  Our  meeting  him  muft  be 
confidered  as  rather  a  fingular  circumftahee,  as 
the  bufinefs  that  had  carried  Poorey  to  Mowee,  (a 
chief  we  had  taken  on  board  at  Woahoo,  and 
was  on  his  return  home  to  Attowal)  had  been 
fome  matters  of  importance  relative  to  the  go¬ 
vernment  of  that  ifland ;  in  confequence  of 
which  Titeeree  and  Tato  had  appointed  this 
young  man  chief  of  the  diflridl  of  Whymea,  one 
of  the  moft  important  trufts  on  the  ifland;  where 
his  prefence  at  this  time  was  confidered  as  highly 
neceffary.  Poorey  requefled  I  would  permit  Oea* 
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Jhew  to  return  in  the  fhip  to  Attowai,  which 
being  granted,  the  latter  inftrudled  another  chief 
with  the  purport  of  his  commiffion.  This  occu¬ 
pied  them  in  very  fecret  converfation  for  about 
half  an  hour ;  when,  the  charge  being  properly 
and  completely  transferred,  the  canoes  puflied 
off,  and  made  the  beft  of  their  way  towards 
Woahoo,  where  they  expedled  to  arrive  early 
the  next  morning,  having  quitted  Attowai  a^ 
fun-fet  the  preceding  evening. 

During  the  night  the  wind  was  light  from  the 
northward,  but  in  the  morning  of  Wednefday 
the  27th,  it  frefhened  to  a  pleafant,  though  un¬ 
favorable  breeze,  that  prevented  our  weathering 
the  north-eaft  point  of  Attowai,  as  I  had  in¬ 
tended,  for  the  purpofe  of  examining  its  northern 
fhores.  The  water  being  fmooth,  and  the  wind 
fteady  in  force  and  direction,  I  was  in  hopes  we 
Ihould  have  been  able  to  beat  round  it,  until  wx 
had  approached  the  fliores  ;  when  it  became 
evident  we  were  in  a  ftrong  current  fetting  to 
leeward. 

I  howxver  did  not  wifli  to  abandon  haftily  the 
projedl  I  had  in  view,  and  therefore,  about  nine 
o'clock,  we  tacked  about  two  miles  from  the 
fhore,  then  extending,  by  compafs,  from  N.  8  W. 
to  S.  20  W.;  thefe  extremities,  which  lie  from 
each  other  N,  14  E,  and  S.  14  W.,  are  each 
formed  by  low  land,  are  about  nine  miles  afun- 
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der,  and  conftitute  what  may  be  deemed  the  eaft 
fide  of  the  illand.  The  former  in  a  rounding  point 
projects  into  the  ocean,  from  a  very  remarkable 
forked  hill,  that  is,  in  a  great  meafare,  detached 
from  the  reft  of  the  connefted  mountains  of  the 
illand.  The  latter  extends  from  a  range  of  low 

hills  that  ftretch  along  the  coaft,  at  a  fmall  dif- 

/ 

tance  within  the  beach.  Beyond  thefe  hills,  to¬ 
wards  the  foot  of  the  mountains  that  are  at  fome 
diftance  from  the  fhore,  the  country  prefented  a 
nioft  delightful,  and  even  enchanting,  appear¬ 
ance  ;  not  only  from  the  richnefs  of  its  verdure, 
and  the  high  ftate  of  cultivation  in  the  low  re¬ 
gions,*  but  from  the  romantic  air  that  the  moun¬ 
tains  affumed,  in  various  fliapes  and  proportions, 
clothed  with  a  foreft  of  luxuriant  foliage,  whofe 
different  lliades  added  great -richnefs  and  beauty 
to  the  landfcape. 

About  a  league  to  the  fouth  of  the  fouthern 
extremity,  lies  the  fouth-eaft  point  of  the  ifland, 
formed  by  a  bold,  bluff,  barren,  high,  rocky 
headland,  falling  perpendicularly  into  the  fea. 
Between  this  and  the  low  point  is  a  fmall  cove, 
acceffible  for  boats  only,  where,  near  a  rivulet 
that  flows  into  it,  is  a  village  of  the  natives. 
This  part  feemed  to  be  very  well  w^atered,  as 
three  other  rapid  fmall  ftreams  were  obferved  to 
flow  into  the  fea  within  the  limits  above-men¬ 
tioned.  This  portion  of  Attowai,  the  moft  fer¬ 
tile 
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tile  and  pleafant  diftrift  of  the  ifland,  is  the 
principal  refidcnce  of  the  king,  or,  in  his  ab~ 
fence,  of  the  fuperior  chief,  who  generally  take^ 
up  his  abode  in  an  extenfive  village,  about  a 
league  to  the  fouthward  of  the*  north-eaft  point 


ot  the  ifland.  Here  Enemo  the  regent,  with  the 
young  prince  Ta?moerne,  were  now  living  ;  who 

.  -  w 

lent  Williams  (the  WeKhman  mentioned  in^  our 
former  viut)  to  acquaint  me,  that,  in  the  eourfe 
of  the  forenoon,  they  would  vifit  the  fhip,  if  we 
W'ere  near  enou2:h  the  fiiore  for  them  to  embark. 

I  underftood  from  Williams,  that  we  had  gained 
fo  much  on  the  efteem  and  regard  of  Ene?no,,  the 
young  prince,  the  principal  chiefs,  and  others,  on 
our  laft  Vifit,  that,  for  a  great  length  of  time,  the 
hogs,  and  every  other  produdflon  of  the  major' 
part  of  the  ifland,  had  been  tabooed/m  order'^that* 
on  our  arrival  our  wants  might  be  amply  fup-^ 
plied.  Of  thefe  kind  intentions  we-vvere  made- 
acquainted  before  our  departure  frorm  Owhyhee* 
but  I  knew  too  well  the  little  regard  that  the- 
whole  of  the  great  South- Sea  nation  of  iflanders 
bear  to  truth,  to  rely  implicitly  on  fuch  tales  ; 
and  it  was  very  fortunate  that  I  did  not,  and 
that  T  had  availed  myfclf  of  the  bounty  of  Ta- 
maahmaalL,  and  the  reft  of  our  O  why  bean  friends: 
for  I  was  given  to  iinderftand,  that,  in  confe- 
quence  of  our  having  exceeded  the  period  of  our 
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promifed  return,  the  preffing  demands  of  the 
trading  veffels,  and  the  extravagant  prices  paid 
by  their  commanders,  in  fire-arms,  ammunition, 
and  other  commodities,  for  filch  things  as  their 
neceffities  or  fancies  prompted  them  to  purchafc, 
the  regent  had  been  prevailed  upon  to  fufpend 
the  interdidlion,  under  the  perfuafion  that  we 
lliould  not  return,  and  that  moft  of  the  fupplies 
had  been  difpofed  of.  Some  few  hogs,  I  ^ound, 
might  probably  be  procured  from  the  north  fide, 
and  I  was  happy  to  difcover,  that  the  few  fup¬ 
plies  we  wcvc  likely  to  obtain,  were  in  the  route 
I  wiflied  to  purfue  ;  but  I  was  again  mortified, 
on  hearing  that  the  current  fat,  almoft  without 
intermiffion,  from  the  N.  W.  along  the  north 
fide  of  the  ifland ;  and  following  the  diredlion  of 
the  firores,  on  the  fouthern 'and  weflern  fides  of 
the  ifland;  caufed  a  flream  almofl  always  round 
it ;  fo  that  the  eafiefl:  mode  of  arriving  at  the 
north-eafl  point,  now  fcarcely  more  than  tw’o 
leagues  dlflant,  was  to  fail  to  leeward  round  its 
weft  extremity,  and  then  to  turn  up  along  its 
northern  fide,  which  Williams  informed  me  af¬ 
forded  no  fhelter,  nor  convenient  anchorage,  for 
fhipping.  Several  vefl'els,  he  faid,  fince  he  had 
been  at  Attowai,  had  fallen,  as  we  had  done,  to 
leeward  of  the  north-eaft  point,  and  all  their  at¬ 
tempts  to  beat  round  it  proved  ineffe6tual  ;  one 
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vcffel  only  having  fucceeded  after  a  week’s  trial, 
and  which  then  pafFed  the  point  merely  by  an 
accidental  fpirt  of  wind  from  the  fouthward. 

Williams  confirmed  alfo  the  account  of  the 
infurredlion  that  we  had  heard  of  the  preceding 
day.  He  dated,  that  the  difaifedtion  had  been 
produced  by  the  conduct  of  the  regent  EnemOf 
(or,  as  he  is  frequently  called,  Atald)  ;  that  no 
harm  w'as  meditated  againd  TaiOy  or  his  fon 
Tarnooerrie ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  it  w’as  the  ge¬ 
neral  w  ifli  of  the  people,  that  the  young  prince 
w^ould  either  diredl  the  government  himfelf,  or 
that  Taio  w^ould  appoint  fome  other  perfon  to 
officiate  in  his  abfence,  until  his  fbn  lliould  be 
confidered  equal  to  the  talk.  The  principal  dlf- 
like  to  the  regent,  arofe  from  his  having  put  fe- 
veral  people  to  death,  and  confifeated  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  others,  for  having  been  fufpedted  of 
wdtchcraft ;  a  notion  that  univerfally  prevails, 
and  is  confided  in  by  the  generality  of  the  people 
belonging  to  the  Sandwich  iflands.  It  feemed, 
by  his  account,  to  have  been  a  fortunate  circum- 
fiance,  that  the  infurreclion  w^as  difeovered  in  its 
infancy,  and  that  he  and  Row^bottom,  with  five 
other  Engllfli  or  American  failors  (who  fmee  our 
laft  vifit  had  deferted  from  different  trading  vef- 
fels)  had  fided  wdth  the  governor,  as,  on  their 
inflantly  attacking  the  leaders  of  the  rebellion  it 
was  eafily  quelled.  This  circumftance  was  after- 
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wards  mentioned  by  the  natives,  who  fpoke  in 
the  higheft  terms  of  their  courage,  and  propriety 
of  condudt. 

We  again  flood  in  fhore,  and  about  noon  vrere 
honoured  with  the  prefence  of  Enemo. 

On  this  occafion,  I  expected  much  fatisfadlion 
in  the  renewal  of  our  former  acquaintance ;  but 
inflead  of  deriving  any  pleafure  in  our  meeting, 
I  experienced  fenfations  of  a  very  oppofite  nature 

I 

the  inftant  he  entered  the  fliip.  His  limbs  no 
longer  able  to  fupport  his  aged  and  venerable 
perfon,  feemed  not  only  deferted  by  their  former 
mufcular  ftrength,  but  their  fubftance  was  alfo 
entirely  wafted  away,  and  the  fkin,  now  inclofing 
the  bones  only,  hung  loofe  and  uncontradled  from 
the  joints,  whilft  a  dry  white  feurf,  or  rather 
fcales  which  overfpread  the  whole  furface  of  his 
body  from  head  to  foot,  tended  greatly  to  in- 
creafe  the  miferable  and  deplorable  appearance  of 
his  condition  ;  and  I  was  not  a  little  fhocked  and 
furprifed  that  one  fo  wretchedly  infirm,  fhould 
have  taken  the  painful  trouble  of  this  vifit.  The 
compliment  was  a  very  flattering  one,  and  I  did 
not  fail  to  receive  it  as  it  was  intended,  by  ac¬ 
knowledging  myfelf  confiderably  obliged. 

Notwithftanding  his  corporeal  infirmities,  and 
the  decline  of  his  life,  he  flill  fupported  a  degree 
of  cheerful  fpirits  faid  he  was  very  happy  to  fee 
us,  and  much  concerned  that  we  had  not  arrived 

on 
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on  an  earlier  day,  according  to  our  promife,  wheu 
he  lliould  have  had  an  abundant  quantity  of  re- 
frefiiments  for  our  ufe,  and  lamented  that  thofe 
fupplles  were  now  greatly  exhaufted.  1  acknow¬ 
ledged  that  it  was  our  misfortune,  not  his  fault, 
that  we  had  not  arrived  at  the  time  appointed  ; 
thanked  him  for  the  intereft  he  had  preferved, 
and  the  attention  he  had  fliewn  to  our  welfare 
during  our  abfence  ;  and  rewarded  his  friendfliip 
by  prefents  fimilar  to  thofe  I  had  made  the  prin¬ 
cipal  chiefs  of  the  other  iflands.  With  thefe  he 
was  highly  gratified,  efpecially  wfith  the  fcarlet 
cloak,  and  a  complete  fet  of  armourer’s  tools. 
Thefe  are  in  high  eftimation,  as  thefe  people 
are  iond  of  forming  the  iron  for  their  feveral  pur- 
pofes  after  their  owm  fafliion. 

'Enemo  remained  on  board  moft  of  the  after¬ 
noon,  made  many  fenfible  and  judicious  inquiries, 
and  foon  took  an  occafion  to  exprefs,  in  the 
warmeft  mianner,  his  fatisfaefiion  at  the  mea- 
furcs  I  had  taken  for  the  purpofe  of  eftabliihirig 
a  general  peace.  This  he  had  learned  from 
Poorey,  who  had  vifited  E?temo  on  iliore  early  in 
the  morning-.  The  old  regent,  with  great  uii- 
deriLandIng,  adverted  to  its  neceffity  for  the 
mutual  good,  happinefs,  and  profperity  of  all 
parties  ;  and  obferved,  that  to  him  it  would  be 
particularly  grateful,  as  it  would  relieve  him  from 
much  care  and  aiixictv,  by  the  return  of  his  re- 
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latlons,  friends,  and  countrymen.  He  then  de- 
fired  to  know,  whether  on  my  return  to  Eng¬ 
land  I  would  take  him  thither,  as  his  principal 
wifh  in  this  life  was  to  fee  that  country,  and  to 
have  the  gratification  of  fpeaking  to  His  Majefty 
King  George ;  after  this,  he  faid,  he  fhould  die 
in  peace,  without  having  another  wifh  to  in¬ 
dulge.  On  this  fubjed:  he  feemed  fo  earneft, 
that  I  thought  proper,  by  a  promife  in  the  af¬ 
firmative,  to  favor  his  fond  hopes. 

The  fhip  being  near  the  Ihore,  about  four  in 
the  afternoon  the  good  old  regent  took  his  leave, 
after  acquainting  me,  that  as  the  next  day  was 
iaboo-poory,  neither  himfelf  nor  the  prince  could 
leave  the  fhore  ;  but  that  he  would  dired  a  chief 
to  bring  off  fuch  hogs  and  vegetables  as  could  be 
colleded  by  the  morning  ;  and  that  if  we  would 
remain  off  this  part  of  the  ifland  until  the  day 
following,  he  would  either  bring  himfelf,  or  fend 
off,  fuch  further  fupplies  as  could  be  procured  in 
the*nelghbourhood.  Thus  we  parted  from  this 
friendly  old  chief,  with  little  expedation  of  ever 
feeing  him  again. 

Soon  after  the  departure  of  Enemo,  Tamooerrte^ 
attended  by  Poorey,  came  on  board.  The  young 
prince  appeared  to  be  in  high  fpirits,  and  w^as 
totally  divefted  of  thofe  fears  which  he  had  en¬ 
tertained  on  his  former  vifit.  He  feemed  to 
be  made  very  happy  by  our  return ;  but,  as  his 
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guardian  had  done,  upbraided  us  far  not  having 
come  before,  when  the  feveral  produdions  of 
his  country  were  in  the  greateft  abundance,  and 
had  been  referved  for  our  ufe  and  fervice.  The 
approach  of  night,  and  the  diftance  we  were  to 
leeward  of  his  habitation,  confpired  to  fhorten 
his  vifit.  I  made  him  feme  prefents  fultable  to 
his  rank  and  condition,  after  which,  with  the 
chiefs  who  were  on  board,  he  reludtantly  took 
leave,  defiring  wc  w^ould  remain  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  two  or  three  days,  that  we  might  re¬ 
ceive  fuch  articles  of  refrelhment  as  could  be  ob¬ 
tained.  This,  I  faid,  would  depend  upon  cir- 
cumftances ;  and  on  the  departure  of  the  canoes 
wx  made  all  fail  to  windward,  with  a  pleafant 
fteady  breeze  at  N.  N.  E. ;  notw  Ithftanding  which, 
the  next  morning,  Thurfday  the  14th,  we  had 
not  advanced  more  than  a  mile  to  windward  of 
our  fituation  the  preceding  evening. 

Being  near  the  fliore  in  the  forenoon,  and  fee¬ 
ing  fome  canoes  making  towards  the  fhip,  we 
tacked  and  brought  to,  to  give  them  an  oppor» 
tunity  of  coming  alongfide.  Thefe  prefently 
were  proved  to  contain  our  friends  Poorey,  Too^ 
and  fome  other  chiefs,  wdio  had  brought  us  eight 
middling  fized  hogs,  and  fome  vegetables.  This 
was  but  a  fcanty  fupply ;  and  as  the  apologies 
we  received,  proved  we  had  little  probability  of 
procuring  more,  and  as  little  chance  of  beating 

round 
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round  this  part  of  the  ifland  in  any  tblerable  time, 
I  declined  perfifting,  and  bore  up  for  Whymea 
bay.  There  I  intended  to  complete  our  water; 
and  then,  without  further  delay,  to  diredl  our 
courfe  to  the  northward;  having  ftill  remaining 
of  our  Owhyhean  ftock,  a  number  of  hogs,  ex- 
clufive  of  fix  ho^rfheads  and  ten  barrels  that  had 
been  faked  and  headed  down,  and  every  man  in 
the  klip  having  been  daily  ferved  with  as  much 
pork  as  he  liked. 

Thefe  refrefliments,  with  thofe  we  had  before 
obtained  from  our  Spaniki  friends  in  New  Al¬ 
bion,  had  fo  perfeclly  re-eftabliflied  the  health 
and  ftrength  of  every  individual  on  board,  that  I 
hoped  we  kiould  be  able  to  encounter  the  diffi¬ 
culties  I  had  reafon  to  apprehend  in  our  next 
campaign,  with  all  the  firmnefs  and  alacrity  that 
fuch  fervices  demand. 

Poorey  and  the  reft  of  the  chiefs  accompanied 
us,  in  order  that  they  might  aftbrd  us  their  good 
offices  at  Whymea;  where,  owdng  to  light  baf¬ 
fling  winds  in  its  neighbourhood,  wc  wxre  pre¬ 
vented  anchoring  until  eleven  at  night ;  when  w^e 
took  our  former  ftation,  conceiving  it  to  be  the 
beft  in  the  bay,  in  33  ftithoms  w^ater,  dark 
fandy  bottom,  about  half  a  league  from  the 
fhore. 

The  next  morning,  Friday  29th,  as  the  few 
natives  w’ho  had  vifited  us  brought  little  for  fale, 
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Poorey  2in6.  the  reft  of  his  friends  betook  themfelves 
to  the  ,lhore,  for  the  purpofe  of  colledling  in  the 
neighbourhood  fuch  hogs  and  vegetables  as  could 
be  procured.  The  launch  was  hoifted  out,  and 
fent  with  a  guard  of  marines  under  the  orders  of 
L/ieutenant  Svvaine,  for  a  fupply  of  water. 

•  I  was  engaged  on  fliore  moft  of  the  day,  in  re¬ 
gulating  a  comfortable  eftablifliment  that  I  had 
procured  from  the  chiefs,  for  our  two  female 
paffengers,  the  one  named  f  Raheinai  the  othet 
Tymarow,  whom  we  had  miet  with,  as  already 
ftated,  at  Nootka,  in  Odiober,  1 7Q2,  and  had 
brought  from  thence,  to  reftore  them  to  this 
their  native  country  ;  from  whence  they  had 
been  forcibly  taken,  and  had  endured  an  uncom¬ 
fortable  abfence  of  upwards  of  a  year.  This 
office  of  humanity,  to  which  their  behaviour  and 
amiable  difpofitions  fo  juftly  intitled  them,  I  v/as 
fortunate  enough  to  accomplifli  to  their  fatls- 
fadtion  ;  and  I  had  the  pleafure  of  finding  that 
they  both  acknowledged  this,  and  the  civil  and 
attentive  treatment  they  had  each  received  from 
every  perfon  on  board  the  Difeovery  and  Chat¬ 
ham,  with  expreffions  of  gratitude,  and  the  moft 
affedlionate  regard. 

Amongft  the  various  reports  induftrioufly  cir¬ 
culated  at  Nootka  by  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  to  the  prejudice  and  diflio- 
nor  of  the  Britlfli  fubjedls  trading  on  the  coaft  of 

North 
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North  Weft  America,  it  had  been  pofitively  aft 
ferted,  that  fome  of  the  latter  had  brought  the 
natives  of  the  Sandwich  Iflands  from  thence  to 
the  coaft  of  America,  and  had  there  fold  them 
to  the  natives  of  thofe  fliores  for  furs.  Thefe 
two  young  women  were  particularly  inftanced, 
as  having  been  fo  brought  and  difpofed  of  by  Mr. 
Baker,  commanding  the  Jenny,  of  Briftol  ;  and 
the  ftory  was  told  with  fuch  plaufibility,  that  I 
believe  it  had  acquired  fome  degree  of  credit  with 
Sen*^  Quadra,  and  moft  of  the  Spanilli  officers 
who  heard  it.  The  arrival  of  the  Jenny,  how¬ 
ever,  in  the  port  of  Nootka,  gave  a  flat  contradic¬ 
tion  to  thefe  fcandalous  reports,  and  proved  them  ^ 
to  be  equally  malicious  and  untrue  ;  as  the  two 
girls  w^ere  found  ftill  remaining  on  board  the 
Jenny,  without  having  entertained  any  idea  that 
they  were  intended  to  have  been  fold  ;  nor  did 
they  mention  having  received  any  ill  ufage  from 
Mr.  Baker,  but  on  the  contrary,  that  they  had 
been  treated  with  every  kindnefs  and  attention 
whilft  under  his  protedlion. 

Although  I  had  not  any  perfonal  knowledge  of 
Mr.  Baker  previous  to  his  entering  Nootka.  yet 
I  fhould  conceive  him  totally  Incapable  of  fuch 
an  adl  of  barbarity  and  injuftlce;  and  if  there 
were  the  leaft  fmeerity  in  the  follcitude  he  ex- 
prefled  to  me  for  the  future  happlnefs  and  welfare 
of  thefe  young  women,  it  is  impoflible  he  could 
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ever  have  meditated  fuch  a  defign.  I  do  not^ 
however,  mean  to  vindicate  the  propriety  of  Mr. 
Baker’s  condudl,  in  bringing  thefe  girls  from 
their  native  country ;  for  I  am  decidedly  of  opi-> 
nion  it  was  highly  improper ;  and  if  the  young 
women  are  to  be  credited,  their  fedu6lion  and  de¬ 
tention  on  board  Mr.  Baker’s  veffel  were  iiiex- 
cufable.  They  report,  that  they  went  on  board 
with  feveral  others  of  their  countrywomen,  who 
were  permitted  to  return  again  to  the  Ihore  ;  but 
that  they  were  confined  dowm  in  the  cabin  until 
the  veflel  had  failed,  and  was  at  fome  diftance 
from  Onehow\  On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Baker 
Hates,  that  he  put  to  fea  without  any  knowledge 
of  their  being  on  board  his  veiTel.  But  be  that 
as  it  may,  we  found  them  thus  fituated  at  Noot- 
ka  ;  and  the  future  objecls  of  Mr.  Baker’s  voyage 
leading  him  wide  of  the  Sandv/ich  iflands,  he 
requefted,  as  I  then  noticed,  that  I  wmild  allows 
them  to  take  their  pailage  thither  on  board  the 
Dlfcovery.  To  this  I  aflented,  and  on  our  failing 
from  Nootka,  they  W' ere  fent  on  board  and  taken 
under  my  protedlion. 

The  names  of  thefe  unfortunate  females  we  firft 
underftood  wxre  Taheeopiah  and  Tymarcw,  both 
of  the  ifland  of  Onehow.  The  former,  about 
fifteen  years  of  age,  v/as  there  of  fome  confe- 
quence ;  the  latter,  about  four,  or  five  years  older, 
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was  related  to  the  former,  but  vv^as  not  of  equal 
rank  In  the  ill  and. 

Tahecopiah,  for  fomc  reafon  I  never  could  un- 
dcrlland,  altered  her  name  to  that  of  Rahcijici,  a 
Ihort  time  after  fhe  came  on  board,  and  conti¬ 
nued  to  be  fo  called. 

After  leaving  Nootka,  our  vifit  to  the  Spanidi 
fettlemcnts,  cfpecially  during  the  firft  part  of  our 
refidence  tlicre,  afforded  them  fomc  rccornpcnce 
for  the  long  and  tedious  voyage  they  had  been 
compelled  to  undertake  from  their  native  country. 

The  fight  of  horfes,  cattff,  and  other  animals^ 
with  a  variety  of  objeds  to  which  they  were  in- 
tlrc  ftrangers,  produced  in  them  the  higheft  en¬ 
tertainment  ;  and  without  the  leafl:  hefitation  or 
alarm,  they  were  placed  on  horfeback  on  their 
firft  landing,  and,  with  a  man  to  lead  the  animal, 
.they  rode  without  fear,  and  were  by  tliat  means 
enabled  to  partake  of  all  the  civilities  and  diver- 
lions  which  our  Spanifli  friends  fo  obligingly 
oftcred  and  provided.  On  all  thefc  occafions 
they  were  treated  with  the  greateft  kindnefs  and 
attention  by  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  ;  at  which 
they  wxre  not  Icfs  delighted,  than  they  were  iur- 
prized  at  the  focial  manner  in  which  both  fexes 
live,  according  to  the  cuftom  of  moft  civilized 
nations  ;  differing  fo  very  materially  from  that 
of  their  own.

ing  objedls,  than  the  more  matured  age  of  her 
friend  Tymaroiv. 

The  elegance  of  Rahelnas  figure,  the  regularity 
and  foftnefs  of  her  features,  and  the  delicacy 
which  fhe  naturally  poflefled,  gave  her  a  fupe- 
riority  in  point  of  perfonal  accomplifiiments  over 
the  generality  of  her  fex  amongft  the  Sandwich 
ifianders  ;  in  addition  to  which,  her  fenfibility 
and  turn  of  mind,  her  fwcetnefs  of  temper  and 
complacency  of  manners,  were  beyond  any  thing 
that  could  have  been  expedted  from  her  birth,  or 
native  education  ;  fo  that  if  it  were  fair  to  judge 
of  the  difpofitions  of  a  whole  nation  from  the 
qualities  of  thefe  two  young  women,  it  would 
feem  that  they  are  endued  with  much  affeftion 
and  tendernefs.  At  leaft,  fuch  was  their  deport¬ 
ment  towards  us  ;  by  which  they  gained  the  re¬ 
gard  and  good  wifhes  of,  I  believe,  every  one  on 
board,  whilft  I  became  in  no  fmall  degree  foli- 
citous  for  their  future  happinefs  and  profperity. 

Onehow  being  the  place  of  their  birth  and 
former  refidence,  I  had  promifed  to  fet  them  on 
lliore  on  that  ifland  ;  but  on  our  arrival  at  Owhy- 
hee,  I  had  underftood  that  the  inhabitants  of 
Onehow  had  almoft  Intlrely  abandoned  it,  in 
confequence  of  the  exceffive  drought  that  had 
prevailed  during  the  laft  fummer ;  which  had 
nearly  caufed  the  total  deftrudlion  of  all  its  vege¬ 
table 
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table  productions.  Finding  on  my  arrival  at 
Attowai  this  information  to  have  been  w^ell 
grounded,  I  came  to  a  determination  to  leave  our 
female  friends  at  this  illand. 

Being  well  aware  that  the  mode  of  living  they 
had  lately  been  conftrained  to  adopt,  and  that 
their  having  eaten  at  mine  and  other  tables  in 
the  company  of  men,  was  an  offence  of  fo  heinous 
a  nature  agaiiift  their  laws  as  to  fubject  them 
both  to  the  punifhment  of  death,  I  took  much, 
pains  to  point  out  to  Titeeree  and  Taw  their  in¬ 
nocence  in  this  refpect ;  and  obtained  from  them 
both  the  ftrongeft  affurances,  that  they  fhould 
not  be  liable  to  the  leafi:  injury  on  that  account, 
but  that  on  their  landing  they  fhould  be  imme¬ 
diately  taken  care  of  and  protected. 

Thefe  intreaties  I  enforced  with  Enemo,  in  the 
prefence  of  Rahehia  and  Tymarow,  when  he  w^as 
on  board  :  and  had  the  fatisfaction  of  receiving: 
from  him  fimilaraffuranc.es  of  his  protection,  not 
only  of  their  perfons,  but  their  property  ;  and  that 
whatever  articles  we  might  think  proper  to  give 
them,  fliould  be  fecured  to  them,  and  no  one 
fhould  be  permitted  to  wreft  or  extort  any  thing 
from  them.  Thefe  affurances  being;  g;lven  not 
only  by  Enemo,  hwX.  by  the  reft  of  the  chiefs  then 
prefent,  I  thought  by  the  purchafe  of  a  houfe 
and  a  fmdl  portion  of  land,  to  add  to  their  future 
rcfpcctabllity  and  comfort.  This  Enemo  wmuld 
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not  permit  me  to  do,  but  Inftantly  directed 
OeaJJiew  to  allot  to  each  of  them  an  eftate  in  his 
newly  acquired  diftrict  of  Whymea  ;  to  which 
Oeajhew  with  much  apparent  pleafure  confented. 

The  better  to  make  fure  of  this  donation,  and 
to  fecure  the  permanent  poffeffion  of  it  to  thefe 
young  w^omen,  I  defired  that  the  houfes  and  land 
might  be  given  to  me,  that  the  property  fhould 
be  confidered  as  veiled  In  me,  and  that  no  per- 
fon  whatever  iliould  have  any  right  in  it,  but  by 
my  permlffion ;  and  that  I  would  allow  Rahehia? 
and  Tymarow  to  live  upon  the  eftates. 

Matters  having  been  in  this  manner  arranged, 
Oeajiiew  had  gone  on  iliore  in  the  morning  to  fix 
upon  the  lands  that  were  to  be  thus  difpofed  of ; 
and  about  three  in  the  afternoon  he  returned, 
faying  that  he  had  fixed  upon  two  very  eligible 
fituations  adjoining  to  each  other,  which  if  I  ap¬ 
proved  ihould  be  mine  ;  if  not,  I  was  at  liberty 
to  make  choice  of  any  other  part  of  the  diftrict 
I  might  think  more  proper.  In  confequence  of 
this  offer,  I  attended  him  on  fhore,  accompanied 
by  fome  of  the  officers  and  our  two  females,  who 
had  received  fuch  an  affortment  of  articles  from 
us,  as  were  deemed  fufficient  to  make  them  re- 
fpectabie,  without  exciting  the  envy  of  the  chiefs 
or  their  neighbours. 

We  found  the  fituation  propofed  by  Oeajhew 
to  be  a  very  large  portion  of  the  fertile  valley, 

noticed

noticed  on  our  former  vifit  on  the  weftern  fide 
of  the  river,  commencing  at  the  fea  beach,  and 
extending  along  the  banks  of  the  river  to  a  cer¬ 
tain  eftablifhed  landmark,  including  a  very  con- 
fiderable  extent  of  the  inland  mountainous  coun¬ 
try.  The  contiguity  of  thefe  eftates  to  the  com¬ 
merce  of  all  the  Europeans  v/ho  vifit  this  ifland, 
and  the  territory  which  it  comprehended,  w^as  in 
value  fo  far  above  our  moft  fanguine  cxpedla- 
tions,  that  I  was  led  to  fufpedl  the  fmeerity  of 
the  intended  donation.  But  to  this  we  became 
reconciled,  from  the  proteflations  of  the  chief 
himfelf,  as  alfo  from  the  univerfal  declaration  of 
many  of  the  natives  who  had  accompanied  us, 
and  who  afferted  that  Oeafnexv  really  intended 
thus  to  difpofe  of  the  land  in  queftion  ;  to  which 
he  added  the  moft  folemn  affurances  that  he 
would  protect  them  in  the  pofleffion  of  it ;  to¬ 
gether  with  their  canoes,  and  all  the  articles 
they  had  brought  with  them  from  the  iliip  ; 
which  declarations  feemed  perfedly  to  fatisfy  the 
young  women,  that  they  would  be  put  into  pof- 
feffion  of  thefe  eftates ;  and  that  their  perlbns 
and  property  would  be  protected  according  to 
the  affurances  we  had  now  received. 

A  long  eftabilflied  line  of  divifion,  formed  by 
trees  and  a  common  road,  feparated  the  two 
eftates.  The  lower  one  neareft  the  fea,  which 
was  the  moft  extenfive,  was  allotted  to  Rahelna^ 

C  c  3  the 
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‘the  other  to  Tymarow  ;  each  of  which  they  re- 
fpeftlvely  took  pofleffion  of,  and  in  the  warmeft 
and  moil  grateful  terms  acknowledged  the  obli¬ 
gations  they  were  under,  for  this  laft  mark  of 
our  attention  to  their  future  happinefs ;  and  for 
the  friendfhip  and  kindnefs  they  had  experienced 
during  their  refidence  amongft  us.  They  at¬ 
tended  us  to  the  beach,  where  they  took  an  af- 
febtionate  leave,  and  we  embarked  for  the  Ihip, 
leaving  them  to  meditate  on  their  new  fituation, 
and  the  various  turns  of  fortune  that  had  con- 
fpired  to  place  them  in  fuch  comfortable  cir- 
cumftances. 

On  my  arrival  on  board,  I  found  our  friends 
who  had  been  employed  in  procuring  us  fupplies 
had  returned  with  little  fuccefs.  Seventeen 
middling  fized  hogs,  a  few  potatoes,  and  fome 
taro,  w^ithout  any  yams,  was  the  whole  amount 
of  their  colleblion.  Our  ftock  of  water  was  com¬ 
pletely  replenifhed  ;  and  being  fatisfied  from  the 
report  of  the  chiefs  that  no  additional  quantity 
of  provlfions  w^as  to  be  had  at  this  ifland,  I  in¬ 
formed  them  that  we  fliould  depart  the  firft  fa¬ 
vorable  opportunity.  They  enquired  if  I  in¬ 
tended  to  Vi  (it  the  north  fide,  as  Poorev  and  Too 
w^ould  in  that  cafe  continue  on  board  for  the 
purpofe  of  affiftlng  us  in  procuring  fome  yams, 
wdiicli  they  faid  were  more  plentiful  there  than 
on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  ifland  ;  but  as  nothing 
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lefs  than  a  very  tempting  opportunity  would 
have  induced  me  to  so  thither,  I  declined  srivino- 

o  O 

them  further  trouble^  and  having  prefented  them 
with  fuch  articles  as  their  ferviccs  and  the  occa- 
fion  demanded,  they  took  their  leave,  with  ex- 
preffions  of  the  highefi:  fatisfadlion,  promifmg  to 
pay^  every  attention,  and  afford  all  poffible  affift-* 
ance  and  protedlion,  to  their  countrywomen 
whom  v/e  had  juft  landed,  and  in  whole  future 
happinefs  and  welfare  they  knew  we  had  great 
intereft. 

A  light  breeze  of  Vvdnd  fpringing  up  from  the 
land,  about  ten  at  night  we  put  to  fea  and  flood 
to  the  weflward,  to  take  the  advantas;e  of  the 
fouth-weflerly  winds,  which  we  were  led  to  be¬ 
lieve  prevailed  generally  at  this  feafon  of  the 
year.  - 

On  Saturday  morning  the  20th,  Attowai  bore 
by  compafs  from  N.  20  E.  to  S.  77  E*;  Onehow, 
S.  04  W.  to  S.  85  W.  ;  and  Oreehooa,  wefl. 
But,  inflead  of  the  promifed  fouth-wefl  wand, 
wc  were  met  by  a  frefh  trade  wand  from  the 
north-eafl.  As  this  circumflance  precluded  our 
making  a  fpeedy  furvey  of  the  north  fide  of  the 
ifland,  I  gave  up  that  objedt  for  the  prefent. 

A  report  having  prevailed  that  Captain  Cook 
had  erroneoufly  feparated  Oreehooa  from  One- 
how^,  it  being  alfcrted  that  the  inhabitants  walked 
from  one  place  to  the  other ;  and  that  Captain 
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King  had  been  mlfihformed  as  to  the  number  of 
inhabitants  being  four  thoufant;}.  As  thefe  fadls 
could  be  eafily  afcertained,  we  fleered  over  for 
Oreehooa,  and  paffcd  within  a  quarter  or  half  a 
mile  of  its  fliores.  It  was  foon  proved  that 
Oreehooais  pofitively  fcparated  from  Onehow  by 
a  channel  about  a  mile  in  breadth  ;  and  though 
the  depth  of  the  fea  appeared  by  its  colour  to  be 
irregular,  it  was  manifeflly  far  too  deep  for  people 
to  walk  acrofs  from  one  ifland  to  the  other.  As 
this  channel  lies  immediately  open,  and  is  ex- 
pofed  to  the  whole  force  and  influence  of  the 
trade  wdnd,  and  the  fwell  of  the  fea  confequent 
upon  it,  (neither  of  which  wxre  very  moderate 
at  the  time  of  our  examination,)  it  is  natural  to 
infer,  that  if  the  channel  did  admit  of  foot  paf- 
fengers  crofflng  it,  the  caufeway  w^ould  have 
been  vifible  above  the  furface  of  the  water ;  or, 
from  the  violence  with  which  the  fea  broke  on 
the  contiguous  fhores,  that  it  certainly  would 
have  broken  over  a  fpace  fo  fliallow,  as  to  allow 
people  to  pafs  and  repafs  on  foot ;  but  the  fea 
did  not  break  in  any  part  of  the  channel,  w^hich, 
on  the  contrary,  feemed  to  be  nearly  of  a  fuffi- 
cient  depth  to  admit  of  a  paflage  for  the  Dif- 
covery.  With  refpecl;  to  the  population,  Cap¬ 
tain  Kina;  mufl  doubtlefs  have  been  led  into  an 
error.  The  ifland  of  Oreehooa  is  of  very  fmall 
extent,  and  wholly  compofed  of  one  rugged, 

naked, 
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rakcd^  barren  rock,  to  all  appearance  deftitute 

of  foil,  and  prefenting  no  indication  of  its  being, 

or  having  ever  been  the  refidence  of  human 

creatures.

Having  completely  fatisfied  our  minds  in  thefe 
refpedls,  we  hauled  our  wind  to  the  north- weft, 
and  with  all  fails  fet,  we  bade  adieu  to  the  Sand¬ 
wich  ifiands  for  the  prefent,  and  made  the  beil 
of  our  way  towards  Nootka. 
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Nootka,  and  proceed  to  the  Northzvard — Join  the

TE  took  our  departure  from  the  Sandwich 


^  »  Iflands  on  Saturday  the  30th  of  March, 
WTth  the  trade  wind  blowing  principally  from 
the  N.  N.  E.  and  N.  E.  accompanied  by  very 
pleafant  weather;- and  in  one  week  afterwards, 
Saturday  the  6th  of  April,  we  reached  the  variable 
winds,  having  a  light  breeze  from  the  fouthw^ard, 
with  wdiich  vet  ftcered  N.  by  E. ;  our  obferved 
latitude  at  this  time  was  30°  35^  longitude  by 
Kendall’s  chronometer,  197°  26h  Arnold’s  No. 
14,  ]g6°57lS  No.  176,  197°42^  and  Earnfliaw’s, 
190°37K-  'i"hc  variation  of  the  compafs  was 
13^  46',  eaftwarclly. 
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Since  our  leaving  the  iflands,  I  obferved  a  very 
extraordinary  rife  and  fall  of  the  mercury  in  the 
barometer.  Early  in  the  morning  it  would 
be  three  or  four  tenths  of  an  inch  higher  than 
at  noon  ;  its  mean  height  at  that  time  of  the 
day  being  30.  38,  varying  only  from  30.  43,  to 
30.  34  ;  whereas  in  the  morning  It  would  ftand  at 
30.  JO  \  it  did  not  regularly  defcend,  but  fludlu- 
ated  until  it  fettled  as  above  ftated.  This  day, 
however,  it  gradually  fell  from  30.  40,  its  point 
at  the  preceding  noon,  to  30.  2J ,  without  any 
fluctuation  whatever.  As  there  was  no  fenfible 
alteration  in  the  flate  of  the  atmofphere,  nor  any 
vlfible  indication  of  a  change  in  the  weather,  I 
was  at  a  lofs  to  account  for  this  deviation ;  fince 
the  inftrument  did  not  appear  to  have  feceived 
any  injury. 

Some  few  fmall  albatrofles  and  petrels  had 
lately  been  feen  about  the  fhlp  ;  and  in  the 
morning  of  Sunday  the  /th,  the  wind  fhifted 
fuddenly  to  the  north- weft,  attended  with  fqualls 
and  rain,  wdiich  produced  a  confiderable  altera¬ 
tion  in  our  climate.  The  thermometer  now  fell 
from  73  at  noon  in  the  former  day,  to  59  this 
day  at  tw^elve  o’clock. 

Our  pork  and  other  refrefhments,  procured  at 
the  Sandwich  iflands,  being  all  expended,  the  re¬ 
gular  provifions  were  now^  ferved,  wdth  portable 
foup  five  times  a  week  in  the  peas  for  dinner,  and 

three 
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-three  times  a  week  in  the  wheat  for  breakfaft, 
v/ith  a  due  proportion  of  four  krout.  On  our 
former  palTage  to  the  northward,  I  had  been  lefs 
prodigal  of  thefe  healthy  articles,  under  the  fear 
that  fome  accident  had  befallen  the  expedted 
ftore  fliip  ;  but,  as  our  ftock  was  now  replenldied, 
I  ordered  a  double  quantity  to  be  regularly  ferved, 
that  we  might  preferve  the  excellent  ftate  of 
health  we  had  all  acquired  by  the  refrefliments 
wc  had  procured  in  New^  Albion,  and  at  the 
Sandwich  iflands*  The  general  ftate  of  health 
on  board  both  veffels,  on  our  return  to  the  fouth- 
ward  laft  autumn,  clearly  convinced  me,  that  too 
much  nourifhing  and  wdiolefome  food  cannot  be 
given  to  people  employed  on  fuch  arduous  fer- 
vices,  as  thofe  in  wTich  we  were  engaged. 

A  fmall  flock  of  curlew^s,  or  fome  fuch  coaftlng 
birds,  with  feveral  others  of  the  petrel  tribe,  w-ere 
about  the  lliip  :  on  Monday  the  8th  we  alfo  faw^ 
feveral  whales,  and  paiTed  through  a  large  quan¬ 
tity  of  the  medufa  viililia.  Our  obferved  latitude 
was  33*^  4\  longitude  by  Kendall’s  chronometer, 
4V  ;  by  Arnold’s  No.  14,  200^  37^0  Ar¬ 
nold’s  No.  1  yC),  201^  26^ ;  and  Earnfiiaw’s,  200^ 
18k  The  wind,  though  generally  moderate,  was 
very  variable,  as  well  in  force  as  in  direction. 
The  weather  gloomy,  with  fome  rain  ;  the  air 
faarp  and  unpleafant.  W e  however  made  a  to¬ 
lerably  good  progrefs,  and  on  Saturday  the  13th, 

at 
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at  noon,  had  reached  the  latitude  of  35"  27^  lon¬ 
gitude  by  Kendall’s  chronometer,  20(J^  22^' ; 
Arnold’s  No.  14,  208"  57';  Arnold^s  No.  l/d, 
210"  K;  and  Earnfiia'w’s,  208^  45  in  this  fitu- 
ation  we  were  vifited  by  fome  flocks  of  coalling 
birds,  wTth  albatroifes,  and  fome  variety  of  the 
petrel  tribe.  The  fea  was  covered  with  abun¬ 
dance  of  the  medufa  villilia,  but  we  had  not 
lately  feen  many  whales.  In  the  courfe  of  the 
night  we  pafTed  over  a  part  of  that  fpace,  where 
Mr.  Meares  ftates  that  Mr.  Douglas,  of  the  Iphi- 
genia,  in  two  different  paffages,  found  the  com- 
pafs  fo  affedled,  by  flying  about  four  or  five  points 
in  a  moment,  as  to  make  it  impoffible  to  fiieer 
the  fhip  by  it.  We  however  met  with  no  phcL- 
nomenon  of  that  nature,  either  now,  or  at  any 
former  period  of  our  voyage,  unlcfs  when  the 
violence  of  the  wind  and  fea  produced  fuch  an 
agitation,  as  to  render  it  utterly  impoflible  that 
any  machine  of  that  fort  could  remain  fteady. 

The  wind  remaining  in  the  north-weft  quarr 
ter,  and  the  iky  obfeured  in  one  continual  denfe 
haze,  or  dark  heavy  gloom,  occafioned  the  weather 
to  be  damp,  chilly,  and  unpleafant.  The  ther¬ 
mometer  fludtuated  between  52  and  55;  the  baro¬ 
meter,  though  not  altogether  regular,  was  more 
uniform  than  it  had  lately  been,  being  on  an  ave¬ 
rage  about  30.  30.  Tuefday  J  5th,  on  w  inding  up 
Earnfnaw’s  watch,  it  ftopped  ;  but  on  applying  a 
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little  gentle  horizontal  motion,  it  went  again,  after 
flopping  about  two  minutes  and  a  half ;  I  was 
much  concerned  at  this  unexpedled  circumflance,, 
having  hitherto  found  this  excellent  piece  of 
workmanfhip  to  be  highly  intitled  to  our  praife. 

Though  we  were  now  in  a  much  more  weftern 
fituation,  we  were  advanced  as  far  to  the  north 
as  we  were  on  the  lOth  of  April,  1792;  and 
having  no  objedl  to  lead  us  to  the  coaft  between 
this  parallel  and  our  appointed  rendezvous  at 
Nootka,  then  lying  from  us  N.  47  E.  at  the  dif- 
tance  of  3 1 2  leagues,  we  had  reafon  to  expedl  we 
fliould  be  at  that  port  as  foon  as  could  be  necef- 
fary  for  refuming  the  examination  of  the  conti¬ 
nent  to  the  northward  from  Fitzhugh’s  found, 
whence  we  had  taken  our  departure  in  the  month 
of  laft  Auguft.  The  obferved  latitude  w^as  38° 
38^  longitude  according  to  Kendall’s  chronome¬ 
ter,  2 1  7°  4oF,  Arnold’s  No.  14,  217^  19F,  Ar¬ 
nold’s' No.  176,  218^  31-y.  Many  of  the  me- 
dufa  villilia  w  ere  flill  about  the  ihip  ;  a  heavjr 
fwell  rolled  from  the  north-wxftward  ;  fome  few 
oceanic  birds  w^ere  feen,  but  not  any  whales. 

After  the  weather  had  been  calm,  or  nearly  fo, 
during  the  greater  part  of  Wedneday  the  17th, 
and  Thurfday  the  18th,  the  wind  fixed  in  the 
northern  board,  and  varied  little  between  N^N.E. 
and  N-  by  W.  This  obliged  us  to  fland  to  the 
eaftvvard,  and  I  was  not  without  hope,  that  in 

cafe 
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cafe  it  fliould  continue  fo  until  we  made  the  coaft: 
of  New  Albion,  we  fhould  there  have  more  fa¬ 
vorable  opportunities  of  advancing  to  the  north¬ 
ward.  This  opinion  was  founded  on  the  expe¬ 
rience  we  derived  the  lall:  fpring,  when  clofe  in 
with  its  fliores. 

A  continuation  of  the  fame  gloomy  unpleafant 
weather  ftill  attended  us,  w  ith  an  increafe  of  wind 
that  fometimes  obliged  us  to  take  in  the  third 
reefs  in  our  topfails.  The  crofs-jack  yard  having 
been  carried  aw^ay,  it  w^as  replaced  on  Monday  the 
22(1  by  a  fpare  maintopTail  yaixl.  At  this  time 
\vc  were  rendered  very  uncomior table  by  the  in- 
creafing  from  two  or  three  inches  to  upwards  of 
a  foot  per  hour  of  a  leak  that  had  been  difcovered 
a  few  days  after  wx  had  left  the  Sandwich  iflands, 
and  had  been  fufpedled  to  have  arifen  from  fbme 
defedl  in  the  bowes  ;  the  water  in  this  quantity 
had  not  only  found  its  way  into  the  wxll,  but 
had  alfo  filled  the  coal  hole  up  to  the  deck,  which 
could  fcarcely  be  kept  under  by  conftant  baling, 
and  from  thence  had  reached  the  magazine,  where 


I  wxs  apprehenfive  fome  of  the  powder  might 
receive  material  damage.  At  noon  our  obfcrved 

O 

latitude  was  38^  longitude  by  Kendaifs 

chronometer,  223°  2J^;  Arnold’s  No.  14,  223^ 
8^;  and  No.  1/6,  229^  25''. 

The  jib-boom  and  foretop-gallant-maft  w  ere, 
the  next  morning,  Tuefday  the  23d,  carrld  away. 


and 
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and  at  day-light  the  foretop-maft  crofs-tree  wa 
alfo  found  broken  ;  thefe  were  immediately  re¬ 
placed  ;  and  the  fame  unfavorable  winds  and  un- 
pleafant  weather  flill  continued  ;  which,  how¬ 
ever,  brought  us,  on  the  evening  of  Friday  the 
25th,  within  fight  of  cape  Mendocino,  bearing 
by  compafs  N.  E.  by  N.  feven  or  eight  leagues 
diftant.  The  leak  in  the  flip’s  bows,  though 
daily  increafing  when  the  wind  blew  ftrong,  w;e 
had  every  reafon  to  believe  was  above  water,  as 
in  light  winds  no  ill  effedls  were  produced  from 
it,  and  therefore  no  material  confequences  were 
apprehended. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  notice,  that  wc 
found  the  medufa  vlllilia,  though  not  without 
fome  intervals  of  clear  fpaces,  exiftlng  on  the  fur- 
face  of  the  ocean  from  the  place  where  they  were 
firft  obferved  on  the  8th  of  this  month,  to  within 
about  40  leagues  of  our  then  fituation.  At  eight 
in  the  evening  we  tacked  and  flood  off  the  land. 
The  wind  at  N.  W.  by  N.  increafed  very  much; 
but  as  the  fea  was  frnooth,  I  was  flattered  with 
the  hope  of  making  fome  progrefs  by  turning  to 
windw^ard  along  the  fliore,  and  tacking  occafion- 
ally  as  advantages  were  prefented.  *  The  obferved 
latitude  at  noon  the  next  day,  Saturday  the  27th, 
was  39^  f)4h  fo  that  wc  had  gained  only  four 
leagues  to  the  north-ward  in  24  hours. 

The  land  was  not  in  fight,  nor  could  we  ob¬ 
tain 
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tain  any  obfervations  for  the  chronometers.  On 

winding  them  up,  it  appeared  that  Earnfhaw’s 

had  intirely  flopped  about  eight  hours  after  it 

was  w^ound  up  the  preceding  day.  I  repeated 

my  efforts  to  put  it  again  in  motion,  but  did  not 

fucceed  ;  and  as  its  cafes  were  fecured  by  a  fcrew, 

to  which  there  was  no  correfponding  lever  in  the 

box  that  contained  it,  I  concluded  that  in  the 

event  of  any  accident,  it  was  Mr.  Earnfhaw’s 

$ 

wifli  that  no  attempt  fhould  be  made  to  remedy 
it ;  it  was  therefore  left  for  the  examination  and 
repair  of  its  ingenious  maker.  I  had  for  fome 
time  fufpeiled  fomething  was  wrong  in  this  ex¬ 
cellent  little  watch.  On  its  firfl  coming  on 
board  it  beat  much  louder  than  any  of  the  others, 
and  fo  continued  until  we  quitted  the  Sandwich 
iflands,  w^hen  it  gradually  decreafed  in  its  tone 
until  it  became  weaker  than  any  ot  them ;  from 
whence  I  w^as  led  to  conjeflure,  that  probably 
too  much  oil  had  been  originally  applied,  which 
w^as  now  congealed,  and  clogged  the  works. 

Vv^e  continued  to  ply  wdth  adverfe  winds  to 
little  efted:.  On  Monday  the  2Qth,  we  had  only 
reached  the  latitude  of  40“^  l5b  The  weather  was 
ferene  and  pleafant,  and  although  the  thermo¬ 
meter  flood  at  55®,  the  air  v/as  fliarp.  The  pro¬ 
montories  of  cape  Mendocino  bore  by  compafs, 
at  four  in  the  afternoon,  from  E.  to  N.  25  E.  ; 
this,  ap'reeably  to  the  fituation  aiTigned  to  thofe 
VoL.  III.  D  d  points 
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points  on  our  former  vifits,  placed  the  fliip  in 
latitude  40''  22',  and  in  longitude  235®  42'.  Our 
obfervations  placed  the  fhip  at  this  time  in  lati¬ 
tude  40°  21^',  longitude  by  Kendall’s  chrono¬ 
meter,  234''  20^  Arnold’s  No.  14,  234°  14' 
45”,  and  by  his  No.  1/5,  23(5°  4^;  hence,  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  rates  as  fettled  at  Karakakooa, 
Kendall’s  appeared  to  be  1®  2  1'  J  5”,  and  Arnold’s 
No.  14,  to  be  1°  27^  to  the  weftward  of  the 
truth  ;  and  No.  176,  22'  to  the  eaftward  of  the 
truth.  The  variation  of  the  compafs  was  l5^ 
20',  eaftwardly.  Such  had  been  the  very  gloomy 
and  unpleafant  weather  during  the  wTole  of  this 
paffage  as  to  preclude  our  making  any  lunar  ob¬ 
fervations  that  might  have  tended  either  to  cor¬ 
rect,  or  fubftantiate  the  errors  of  the  chronome¬ 
ters.  In  the  evening  the  fky  was  again  overcaft, 
the  weather  unpleafant,  and  the  wind  moftly  at 
N.  N.  W.  attended  by  fome  fogs,  continued  the 
two  following  days. 

On  Thurfday  the  2d  of  May,  in  the  morning, 
the  weather  was  for  fome  time  calm,  and  there 
were  other  ^indications  of  an  alteration  in  tlie 
wind ;  though  the  heavy  fw^ell  that  continued 
from  the  northward,  and  the  fliarpnefs  of  the  air, 
were  unfavorable  to  fuch  wifhcs.  At  noon  we 
had  reached  the  latitude  only  of  41^  2'.  The 
land  was  in  fight,  but  was  fo  covered  with 
haze,  that  its  parts  could  not  be  difcindlly  dil-: 

ccrued. 
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cerned.  The  northerly  wind  foon  returned ; 
with  this  we  ftood  for  the  land,  and  fetched  it  a 
few^  miles  to  the  fouthward  of  Rocky  point ;  juft 
at  the  fpot  difcovered  by  the  Spaniards  in  Sen"" 
Quadra’s  expedition  to  this  coaft  in  the  year 
1775,  which  they  named  Porto  de  la  Trinidad. 
According  to  the  defcription  of  this  place  in  the 
Annual  Regifter  for  the  year  1781,  tranilated 
from  the  journal  of  Don  Francifco  Maurelli,  who 
was  one  of  the  pilots  on  that  expedition,  and 
given  to  the  public  by  the  Hon,  Daines  Barring- 
ton,  it  appeared  to  be  an  eligible  place  for  fhip- 
ping ;  but  as  we  had  paifed  it  before  unnoticed 
as  a  port,  I  was  delirous  of  being  better  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  it  on  the  prefent  occafion.  Our  tardy 
paffage  had  greatly  exhaufted  our  wood  and 
water,  which  was  a  further  inducement  for  flop¬ 
ping,  efpecially  as  there  was  not  the  mofl  diflant 
profpedl  of  any  favorable  alteration  in  the  wind. 

About  lix  in  the  evening  we  anchored  in  eight 
fathoms  water,  dark  fandy  bottom,  in  Porto  de 
la  Trinidad.  Our  flation  here  was  in  a  fmall 
open  bay  or  cove ;  very  much  expofed,  and 
bounded  by  detached  rocks  lying  at  a  little  diflance 
from  the  fhore.  When  moored,  the  bearings 
from  the  drip  were  a  high,  fleep,  rounding,  rocky 
head  land,  projefling  a  fmall  diflance  from  the 
general  line  of  the  lliore  into  the  ocean,  forming 
by  that  means  the  bay.  This  was  the  northern- 

D  d  2  mofl 
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moft  land  in  fight,  and  bore  by  conipafs  N.  75  W. 
diftant  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  ;  a  high 
round  barren  rock,  made  white  by  the  dung  of 
fea  fowl,  between  which  and  the  above  head 
land  we  had  entered  the  bay  ;  S.  50  W.  ^t  the 
like  diftance  ;  the  high  diftant  land  of  capeMen^ 
docino,  the  fouthernmoft  land  in  fight,  fouth  ;  a 
rugged  rocky  point  forming  the  fouth -eaft  point 
of  the  bay,  S.  02  E.  diftant  one  mile  and  a  half ; 
and  the  neareft  flione  north-eaft,  about  half  a  mile 
from  us. 

We  had  not  been  long  anchored  before  we 
were  vifited  by  two  of  the  natives  in  a  canoe ; 
they  approached  us  with  confidence,  and  fcemed 
to  be  friendly  difpofed.  In  exchange  for  a  few 
arrows,  and  other  trivial  articles,  they  received 
fome  iron  ;  with  this  they  returned  highly  pleafed 
to  the  fhore ;  and  after  dark,  another  party  fol¬ 
lowed  their  example.  Thefe  came  wdth  a  large 
fire  in  their  canoe  ;  two  of  them  ventured  on 
board,  but  could  not  be  tempted  to  defcend  be¬ 
low  the  deck,  by  any  prefents  which  were  offered 
to  them  for  that  purpofe  ;  thefe,  however,  con- 
fifted  of  articles  for  the  pofleflion  of  which  they 
appeared  to  manifeft  fo  earneft  a  dcfire,  that  they 
eafily  obtained  them  without  violence  to  their 
inclinations,  and  departed,  feemin^Jy  much  fa- 
tisfied  with  their  vifit. 

The  next  morning,  Friday  the  3d,  I  went  on 

flrore 
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Ihore  with  a  guard  of  marines,  and  a  working 
party,  in  fearch  of  wood  and  water ;  thefe  were 
found  conveniently  fituated  a  little  to  the  fouth- 
ward  of  a  fmall  Indian  village.  The  landing  was 
tolerably  good,  being  within  feveral  rocks,  which 
lie  a  little  way  from  the  fliore,  and  greatly  pro- 
ted:  the  beach  from  the  violence  of  the  furf,  caufed 
by  the  north- weft  fwell,  that  breaks  with  great 
force  on  all  parts  of  this  coaft. 

Moft  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  villa2:e  were  ab- 

'  o 

fent  in  their  canoes,  trading  alongfide  the  fliip, 
leaving  a  few  old  women  only  to  attend  us  ; 
thefe,  after  fetting  our  people  to  work,  I  accom¬ 
panied  to  their  habitations,  which  con  lifted  of 
five  houfes  built  of  plank,  rudely  wrought  like 
thofe  of  Nootka,  neither  wind  nor  water  tight ; 
but  not  exacdly  in  that  taOnon  ;  every  one  of 
thefe  houfes  being  detached  at  a  fmall  diftance 
from  each  other,  and  in  no  regular  order  ;  nor 
are  their  roofs  horizontal  like  thofe  at  Nootka, 
but  rife  with  a  fmall  degree  of  elevation  to  a  ridge 
in  the  middle,  and  of  courfe  are  better  cakulated 
for  carrying  off  the  rain.  The  upright  boards 
forming  the  fides  and  ends  of  the  houie  are  not 
joined  clofe  enough  to  exclude  the  weather,  the 
vacancies  are  filled  up  with  fern  leaves  and  fmall 
branches  of  pine  trees.  The  entrance  is  a  round 
hole  in  one  corner  of  the  houfe  clofe  to  the 
ground,  where  with  difficulty  a  grown  perfon 

D  d  3 
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can  find  admittance ;  I  found  this  fo  unpleafant 
in  two  inftances,  that  I  declined  fatisfying  my 
curiofity  any  farther  than  could  be  done  by  re¬ 
moving  the  materials  that  filled  up  the  interftices. 
Four  of  thefe  houfes  feemed  to  have  been  recently 
built,  and  were  on  a  level  with  the  ground.  Thefe 
appeared  to  be  calculated  for  two  families  of  fix 
or  feven  perfons  each  ;  the  other,  which  w^as 
fmaller  and  nearly  half  under  ground,  1  fuppofed 
to  be  the  rcfidence  of  one  family,  making  the 
village  according  to  this  eftimate  to  contain  about 
fixty  perfons.  To  the  matrons  of  thefe  rude  ha¬ 
bitations,  I  diftributed  fome  nails,  beads,  and 
other  trivial  matters,  who  in  return,  infifted  on 
my  accepting  fome  mufcles  of  a  very  large  fize, 
wdiich  they  candidly  acknowdedged  were  the  only 
things  they  had  to  offer.  After  re-vifiting  our 
party  at  work,  who  wxre  proceeding  with  much 
difpatch,  I  left  them  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Swaine 
and  returned  on  board,  where  I  found  our  few 
Indian  vifitors  trading  in  a  very  honefi:  and  civil 
manner.  Their  merchandize  confiffed  of  bows, 
arrow^s,  fome  very  inferior  fea  otter  flcins,  with  a 
fcanty  fupply  of  fardinias,  fmall  herrings,  and 
fome  flat  fifli.  Their  numbers  durina:  the  fore-

noon  feemed  to  multiply  from  all  quarters,  par¬ 
ticularly  from  the  fouthw^ard,  from  whence  they 
arrived  both  by  land  and  in  their  canoes.  Thefe 
people  feemed  to  have  aflerabled  in  confcquence

of  fignals  that  had  been  made  the  preceding  cven- 
itig,  fbon  after  the  lafc  party  returned  to  the 
fhore.  A  fire  had  been  then  made,  and  was  an- 
fwered  by  another  to  the  fouthward  on  a  high 
rock  in  the  bay  ;  the  fame  fignal  was  repeated  in 
the  morning,  and  again  anfwered  to  the  fouth¬ 
ward. 

Wliilft  we  were  thus  engaged  in  fupplying  our 
■wants,  Mr.  Whidbey  w^as  employed  in  founding 
and  taking  a  fketch  of  the  bay. 

The  weather  w  as  cloudy  and  rainy  during  a 
few  hours  in  the  middle  of  the  day,  and  contrary 
to  expedfation  the  night  brought  with  it  no  land 
wind  ;  but  as  the  reft  of  the  twenty-four  hours 
was  perfedtly  calm,  we  had  hopes  that  a  favor¬ 
able  change  was  at  hand.  We  were  however 
again  dlfappoiotccl,  as  towards  noon  on  Saturday 
the  4th,  the  wind  returned  to  us  from  its  former 


quarter. 

Few  of  the  natives  vifited  the  ll:iip,  though  the 
party  on  ftiore  had  the  company  of  more  than  a 
hundred.  The  number  of  the  inhabitants  be¬ 
longing  to  the  village  feemed  to  be  about  fixty ; 
the  others,  wFo  came  from  the  fouthward,  wxre 
ail  armed  with  bows  and  arrows.  Thefc  they 
at  firft  kept  in  conftant  readinefs  for  adllon,  and 
would  not  dlfpofe  of  them,  nor  even  allow"  of 
their  being  examined  by  our  people.  They  feated 
themfelves  together,  at  a  dlftance  from  our  nearer 
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neighbours,  which  indicated  them  to  be  under  a 
different  authority  ;  at  length  however  they  be¬ 
came  more  docile  and  familiar,  and  offered  for 
fale  fome  of  their  bows,  arrows,  and  fea  otter 
fkins.  The  bow  and  arrow  were  the  only  wea¬ 
pon  thefe  people  appeared  to  poflefs.  Their  ar¬ 
rows  were  made  very  neatly,  pointed  with  bone, 
agate,  or  common  flint ;  we  favv^"  neither  copper 
nor  iron  appropriated  to  that  purpofe ;  and  they 
had  knives  alfo  made  of  the  fame  materials. 

In  the  afternoon  we  had  taken  on  board  about 
twenty- two  tons  of  water,  and  as  much  wood  as 
we  thought  requifite.  With  a  light  northerly 
breeze  we  unmoored,  but  in  weighing  our  fmall 
bower,  the  cable,  that  w^as  afterw^ards  found  to 
be  excefl&vely  rotten,  broke  near  the  clench  of 
the  anchor  ;  this  obliged  us  to  let  go  the  befl 
bower,  until  v/e  fliould  recover  the  other  ;  and 
by  the  time  this  fervice  vv^as  performed  it  was 
again  calm,  and  we*  were  under  the  neceffity  of 
remaining  in  this  uncomfortable  expofed  fituation 
another  night,  and  until  eight  o’clock  in  the 
morning  of  Sunday  the  5  th;  when,  although 
the  fame  adverfe  winds  flill  prevailed  from  the 
N.  W.  by  N.,  we  flood  to  fea,  without  the  leaft 
regret  at  quitting  a  ftation  that  I  confidercd  as  a 
very  unprotedled  and  unfafe  roadftead  for  fhip- 
ping. 

How  far  the  place  we  had  quitted  is  defer ving 

the 
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the  denomination  of  a  port,  I  fliall  not  take  upon 
me  exadtly  to  determine  ;  but  in  the  language  of 
mariners  it  can  in  no  refped:  be  confidered  as  a 
fafe  retreat  for  fhips  ;  not  even  the  ftation  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  Spaniards,  which  I  conceived  to  be 
clofe  up  in  the  N.  N.  W.  part  of  the  bay,  be- 
tv/een  the  main  and  a  detached  rock  lying  from 
the  head  land,  that  forms  the  north-weft  point 
of  the  bay,  N.  72  E.  about  half  a  mile  diftant. 
There,  two  or  three  veffels  moored  head  and 
ftern  may  lie  in  fix  and  feven  fathoms  w^ater, 
fandy  bottom.  The  point  above-mentioned  will 
then  bear  by  compafs  S.  W. ;  and  the  rocks  ly¬ 
ing  off  the  fouth-eaft  point  o-f  the  bay,  S.  50  E. 
Between  thefe  points  of  the  compafs,  it  is  ftill 
expofed  to  the  v/hole  fury  and  violence  of  thofe 
winds,  which,  on  our  return  to  the  fouthw^ard 
the  preceding  autumn,  blew^  Inceffantly  in  ftorms; 
and  when  we  ^approached  the  fliores,  were  al¬ 
ways  obferved  to  take  the  direftion  of  the  parti¬ 
cular  part  of  the  coaft  we  were  near.  Under 
thefe  clrcLimftances,  even  that  anchorage,  though 
the  moft  fiieltered  one  the  place  affords,  will  be 
found  to  be  greatly  expofed  to  the  violence  of 
thefe  fouthern  blafts,  which  not  only  prevail 
during  the  moft  part  of  the  wdnter  feafons,  but 

continued  to  blow  verv  hard  in  the  courfe  of  the 

•/ 

preceding  fummer.  Should  a  veffel  part  cables, 
or  be  driven  from  this  anchoras^e,  ftie  muft  in- 

ftantly 
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ftantly  be  thrown  on  the  rocks  that  lie  clofe  un¬ 
der  her  ftern,  where  little  elfe  than  inevitable  de- 
ftrudtion  is  to  be  expelled.  The  points  of  Tri¬ 
nidad  bay  lie  from  each  other  S.  52  E.  and  N. 
52  W.  about  two  miles  afunder.  From  this  line 
of  dired;ion,  the  rocks  that  line  the  fliore  are  no 
where  more  than  half  a  mdle  diftant.  The  round 
barren  rocky  ifiet  lies^  from  the  north-weft  point 
of  the  bay,  S.  by  W.,  diftant  three  quarters  of  a 
mile  ;  this  is  fteep  to,  and  has  eight  or  nine  fa¬ 
thoms  water  all  round  it,  and  admits  of  a  clear 
channel  from  nine  to  fix  fathoms  deep,  clofe  to 
the  above  point ;  from  thence  to  Rocky  point, 
the  fliores  of  the  coaft  are  bounded  by  innume¬ 
rable  rocky  iflets,  and  feveral  funken  rocks  lying 
a  little  without  thofe  that  appear  above  water ; 
but  I  know  of  no  danger  but  what  is  fufficlently 
confplcuous.  The  foundings  of  the  bay  are  re¬ 
gular  from  nine  to  five  fathoms,  the  bottom  clear 
and  fandy  ;  but  as  our  anchors  were  weighed  with 
great  cafe,  and  came  up  quite  clean,  we  had 
reafon  to  confider  it  to  be  not  very  good  holding 

The  latitude  of  the  ftiip’s  ftation  when  at  an¬ 
chor,  obferved  on  two  days  by  different  perfons 
and  different  fextants,  was,  by  the  mean  refill t  of 
five  meridional  altitudes  of  the  fun,  41°  3^;  this 
is  4''  to  the  fouth  of  the  latitude  afligned  by  Mau- 
relli  to  the  port  of  Trinidad,  and  the  fame  dlf- 

tance 
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taxicc  fouth  of  the  lituation  I  had  in  my  former 
vifits  given  to  this  7iook ;  not  regarding,  it  as  de- 
ferving  either  the  name  of  a  bay,  or  a  cove.  The 
latter  pofition  was  however  calculated,  after  eight 
hours  run,  by  the  log,  fubfequent  to  the  obferva- 
tion  for  the  latitude  at  noon.  But  as  I  coniider 
the  obfervations  made  upon  the  Ipot,  to  be  infi¬ 
nitely  lefs  liable  to  error,  I  have  adopted  thofe  fo 
obtained  ;  and  as  Rocky  point  lies  only  five  miles 
to  the  north  of  our  anchorage,  I  have  been  in¬ 
duced  to  corredl  its  latitude  in  my  chart  from  41^ 
IS'',  to  41^  S'",  but  not  having  obtained  any  au¬ 
thority  for  altering,  or  corredling  the  longitude 
of  the  coaft,  it  will  remain  the  fame  as  deter¬ 
mined  on  our  laft  vifit ;  which  places  Trinidad 
bay  in  longitude  230^  6^  from  whence  it  will 
appear  that  our  chronometers  had  acquired  an 
error,  fimilar  to  that  in  our  former  run  from  the 
Sandwich  iflands  to  this  coaft.  By  five  fets  of 
altitudes  of  the  fun,  taken  on  different  days  for 
this  purpofe,  though  not  agreeing  remarkably 
well,  the  mean  refult  was  fully  fufficient  to  fliew, 
that  according  to  the  rate  as  fettled  at  Owhyhec, 
the  longitude  by  Kendall’s  chronometer  was  234° 
43^ by  Arnold’s  No.  14,  234^  ;  and  by  his 

No.  1/0,  230^^  3/'.  The  cloudy  weather  having 
precluded  any  obfervations  being  made  for  afeer- 
taining  the  variation,  I  have  confidered  it  to  re¬ 
main  as  we  found  it  in  this  neighbourhood  the 


preceding 
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preceding  year;  that  is  16°  eaftwardly.  The 
tides  appeared  to  rife  and  fall  about  five  feet,  but 
they  were  fo  very  irregular,  that  no  pofitive  in¬ 
formation  could  be  gained  of  their  motion.  The 
firft  morning  that  I  went  on  fhore  it  was  nearly 
low  water,  about  fix  o’clock  ;  and  when  the 
working  party  landed  the  next  morning  about 
five  o’clock,  the  tide  was  hi,«:her  than  it  had  been 
the  whole  of  the  preceding  day.  This  was  ow¬ 
ing  probably  to  the  very  heavy  north-w^eft  fwell 
that  rolled  into  the  bay ;  and  as  no  ftream  nor 
current  was  obferved,  it  would  appear  that  the 
tides  had  but  little  infmcnce  on  this  part  of  the 
coaft.  Further  nautical  information  may  be  de¬ 
rived  on  reference  to  the  fketch  of  the  place. 

In  an  excurfion  made  by  Mr.  Menzies  to  the 

j 

hill  compofing  the  projecting  head  land,  that 
forms  the  north- weft  fide  of  the  bay,  he  found, 
agreeably  with  Seft’  Maurelll’s  defcrlption,  the 
crofs  which  the  Spaniards  had  erected  on  their 
taking  pofleffion  of  the  port ;  and  though  it  was 
in  a  certain  ftate  of  decay,  it  admitted  of  his  co¬ 
pying  the  follovvlng  infeription  :  ' 

CAROLUS  in.  DEL  G.  HYSPANIARUM.  REX. 

The  identity  of  porto  de  la  Trinidada  therefore 
cannot  be  doubted  ;  and  this  affords  me  an  op¬ 
portunity  of  remarking,  that  as  our  attention 
whllft  employed  in  exploring  thefe  fhores,  had 
been  conftantly  direCled  to  the  difeovery  of  open¬ 
ings 
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ings  in  the  coaft,  and  fecure  retreats  for  lliipping, 
it  is  by  no  means  improbable  that  very  many 
other  fuch  ports  as  that  of  Trinidada  may  be 
found  to  exift,  and  intirely  to  have  eluded  the  vi¬ 
gilance  ofour  examination. 

We  had  little  opportunity  of  becoming  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  country,  as  our  travels  were 
confined  to  the  vicinitv  of  the  water  fide.  About 
the  out'fkirts  of  the  woods  the  foil,  though  fome- 
what  fandy,  appeared  to  be  a  tolerably  good  mould 
lying  on  a  ftratum  of  clay,  frequently  interrupted 
by  protruding  rocks.  The  grounds  bordering  on 
the  fea-fhore  w^ere  interfperfed  with  feveral  rocky 
patches  of  different  extent ;  thefe  did  not  pro¬ 
duce  any  trees,  but  were  covered  Vv^ith  fern,  grafs, 
and  other  herbage.  Beyond  this  margin  the 
w^oods  formed  one  uninterrupted  wildernefs  to 
the  fummit  of  the  mountains,  producing  a  variety 
of  ftately  pine  trees  ;  amongfl:  thefe  was  obferved, 
for  the  firit  time  in  the  courfe  of  the  voyage,  the 
black  fpruce,  which  with  the  maple,  alder,  yew, 
and  a  variety  of  flirubs  and  plants,  common  to 
the  fouthern  parts  of  New  Georgia,  feemed  prin¬ 
cipally  to  compofe  the  foreft.  Of  the  land  ani¬ 
mals  we  could  form  no  opinion  but  from  their 
Ikins,  worn  as  garments  by  the  inhabitants  ;  thefe 
feemed  to  be  like  thofe  found  in  the  more  north¬ 
ern  part  of  the  continent.  And  as  to  the  pro¬ 
ductions  of  the  fea,  wx  knew  no  more  of  them 

^  than 
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than  what  have  already  been  enumerated.  Our 
flay  was  too  Ihort  to  enable  us  to  obtain  any  other 
knowledge  of  the  inhabitants  than  their  external 
character.  Their  perfons  were  in  general  but 
indifferently,  though  ftoutiy  made,  of  a  lower 
ftature  than  any  tribe  of  Indians  we  had  before 
feen.  They  wore  their  hair  chiefly  long,  kept 
very  clean,  neatly  combed  and  tied  ;  but  the 
paint  they  ufe  for  ornament,  disfigures  their  per¬ 
fons,  and  renders  their  fkins  infinitely  lefs  clean 
than  thofe  of  the  Indians  who  vifited  us  the  for¬ 
mer  year,  to  the  fouthward  of  cap’e  Orford ;  to 
whom  in  mofi:  refpedls  thefe  bear  a  very  ftrong 
refemblance,  as  v^^ell  in  their  perfons,  as  in  their 
friendly  and  courteous  behaviour.  Their  canoes 
alfo  were  of  the  fame  lingular  conftrudtion,  ob« 
ferved  only  among  thefe  people,  and  a  few  of 
thofe  who  vifited  us  off  cape  Orford,  and  at  E.e- 
fLoration  point.  Like  the  other  tribes  on  this 
fide  of  America,  they  fang  fongs  on  approaching 
the  fhlp,  by  no  means  unpleafant  to  the  ear. 
Their  cloathing  was  chiefly  made  of  the  fkins  of 
land  animals,  with  a  few  indifferent  fmall  fkins 
of  the  fea  otter.  All  thefe  they  readily  difpofed 
of  for  iron,  which  was  in  their  eftimation  the 
moft  valuable  commodity  we  had  to  offer.  The 
men  feemed  very  carelefs  and  indifferent  in  their 
drefs ;  their  garment  was  thrown  loofely  over 
them,  and  was  little  calculated  either  for  warmth 
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or  decency ;  for  the  former,  they  provided  whilft 
afloat,  by  burning  a  large  fire  in  their  canoes ;  of 
the  latter  they  were  completely  regardlefs.  The 
women  attended  more  particularly  to  thefc 
points ;  fome  were  covered  from  head  to  foot 
with  a  garment  of  thin  tanned  hides  ;  others  with 
a  fimilar  though  lefs  robe  of  the  like  materials ; 
under  this  they  wore  an  apron,  or  rather  petti¬ 
coat,  made  of  warmer  Ikins  not  tanned  of  the 
fmaller  animals,  reaching  from  the  waifi:  below 
the  knees. 

Amongfi:  thefe  people,  as  v^^ith  the  generality 
of  Indians  I  had  met  with,  fome  mutilation,  or 
disfiguring  of  their  perfons,  is  praclifed,  either  as 
being  ornamental,  or  of  religious  inftitution,  or 
poffibly  to  anfwer  fome  purpofe  of  which  we  re¬ 
main  Ignorant.  At  Trinidad  the  cultom  w^as 
particularly  lingular,  and  muft  be  attended  with 
much  pain  in  the  iirft  inftance,  and  great  incon¬ 
venience  ever  after.  All  the  teeth  of  both  fexes 
were,  by  fome  procefs,  ground  uniformly  down, 
horizontally,  to  the  gums  ;  the  w^omen  efpecially, 
carrying  the  fafhion  to  an  extreme,  had  their  teeth 
reduced  even  belov/  this  level ;  and  ornamented 
their  lower  lip  with  three  perpendicular  columns 
of  punctuation,  one  from  each  corner  of  the 
mouth,  and  one  in  the  middle,  occupying  three 

fifths  of  the  lip  and  chin.  Had  it  not  been  for 

▲ 

thefe  frightful  cuftoms,  1  was  informied  that 

amona:ft 
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amongft  thofe  who  vifited  our  party  on  fhore  the 
laft  day*  there  were*  amongft  the  younger  fe¬ 
males,  fome  who  might  have  been  confidered  as 
having  pretenfions  to  beauty.  The  men  had  alfo 
fome  punctuations  about  them,  and  fears  on  their 
arms  and  bodies,  from  accident,  or  by  deiign, 
like  the  people  who  had  vifited  us  to  the  fouth- 
ward  of  cape  Orford  ;  but  as  their  language  was 
wholly  unintelligible  to  us,  without  the  leaft  affi¬ 
nity  to  the  more  northern  dialedls,  our  curiofity 
could  only  be  indulged  in  thofe  few  refpefts  that 
mlpedtion  gratified. 

At  noon  the  coaft  was  in  fight,  extending  from 
S.  10  E.  to  N.  20  E.  ;  Rocky  point  bore  by  com- 
pafs  N.  40  E.,  and  the  bay  of  Trinidad  N.  r)2 
E. ;  our  obferved  latitude  41°  T.  The  adverfc 
Vv^ind,  having  continued  fince  we  had  made  the 
land*  gave  us  hopes  that,  by  keeping  near  the 
ffiore,  we  might  now"  and  then  acquire  a  favorable 
breeze;  in  thefe  conjedlures  .  however  w'e  were 
totally  miftaken,  having  anchored  three  fuccemve 
nights  wdthin  half  a  mile  of  the  coait*  and  found 
not  the  leaft  advantage  from  land  winds  during 
the  night.  This  determined  me  to  ftand  out  into 
the  ocean,  hoping  the  winds  there  would  be  more 
fultable  to  our  northern  deftination. 

In  the  afternoon*  a  range  of  very  high  inland 
‘  mountains  were  obferved,  in  a  parallel  direction 
to  the  coaft,  behind  Rocky  point ;  rearing  their 

fummits 
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fummits  above  the  mountains  that  cohipofe  that 
fliore,  and  which  concealed  them  on  our  former 
paffage,  when  we  were  nearer  in  with  the  land. 
As  wx  proceeded  to  the  weftward  the  wind  gra- 
dually  came  to  about  N.  N.  E.,  the  weather 
gloomy  and  upleafant,  attended  with  fleet  and 
rain  ;  the  thermometer  varying  from  51°  to  53°, 
The  leak  in  the  bows  increafed  fo  much,  as  to 
keep  us  conftantly  pumping  and  bailing. 

On  Friday  the  10th  we  had  reached  the  lati¬ 
tude  of  45°,  longitude  220°.  The  wind  at  N. 
N.  E.  was  moderate,  the  fea  fmooth  ;  and  having 
at  length  difcovered  the  leak  to  have  been  occa- 
fioned  by  the  caulking  being  wafhed  out  of  the 
rabbitting  of  the  ftem  that  affifted  in  fecuring  the 
wooden  ends  of  the  ftarboard  fide,  we  brought 
to,  to  apply  fome  temporary  remedy;  which  being 
accomplifhed,  and  finding  the  winds  no  lefs  ad- 
verfe  to  our  proceeding,  although  we  were  up- 
%vards  of  140  leagues  from  the  land,  we  again  di¬ 
rected  our  courfe  to  the  eaftward,  with  a  continua¬ 
tion  of  nearly  the  fame  unpleafant  winds  and 
weather,  until  Tuefdaythe  ]4th,  in  latitude  45o 
5' ;  and,  what  I  confidered  to  be  the  true  longi¬ 
tude,  231°.  After  a  calm  during  the  laft  twenty- 
four  hours,  we  had  a  light  air  from  the  fouth- 
ward,  attended  by  a  cloudy  Iky,  and  a  much 
milder  atmofphere.  The  thermometer  rofe  to 
0o°,  the  barometer  that  had  lately  acquired  its 
VoL.  Ill,  E  e  ufuai 
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ufual  regularity  Hood  at  29""  95^  and  the  varia¬ 
tion  of  the  compafs  was  15°42^  eaftwardly. 

The  wind  continued  in  the  fouthern  quarter, 
'blowing  light  airs,  or  gentle  breezes ;  this  day, 
Wednefday  the  15th,  the  atmofphere  affumed  a 
degree  of  fercnity,  and  with  the  mildnefs  of  the 
air  indicated  the  approach  of  a  fummcr  feafon  ; 
but  in  the  evening^thclkyw^as  again  overcaft ;  and 
in  the  night  w^e  had  much  rain,  with  a  heavy  fwell 
from  the  fouth-eaft,  which  was  alfo  attended  by 
very  variable  weather  until  Friday  the  17th,  in 
latitude  4p  53^  longitude  233®  1/^  At  this 
time  the  wind  became  fixed  in  the  north- weft, 
an  J  blowing  a  moderate  breeze  we  flood  with  it 
to  the  N.  N.  E.,  and  at  day-light  on  the  follow^- 
ing  morning,  Saturday  the  18th,  fawthe  coaft  of 
the  iiland  of  Quadra  and  Vancouver,  bearing  by 
compafs  from  N.  W.  to  E.  N.  E.  ;  the  neareft 
'  ftiore  N,  N.  E.  about  four  or  five  leagues  diftant. 
VVe  flood  for  the  land  until  feven  ofldock,  when 
being  wdthin  a  league  of  ponta  de  Ferron,  we 
tacked.  The  eaft  point  of  the  entrance  of  Niti- 
nat  bore  by  compafs  N.  80  E.  and  the  eaft  point 
of  Clayoquot,  N.  5 1  W. ;  the  air  was  very  fharp, 
and  the  atmofphere  being  clear  and  ferene,  af¬ 
forded  a  tolerable  view  of  the  country  that  com- 
pofes  this  part  of  the  ifland. 

On  the  fea  fhore  the  land  may  be  confidered 
rather  as  low,  forming  alternately  rocky  cliffs, 

and 
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and  fandy  beaches,  with  many  detached  rocks 
lying  at  a  little  diftance  from  the  fhore,  that 
fcemed  to  be  well  wooded  with  pine  trees.  The 
furface  of  this  low  country  is  very  uneven,  and 
at  a  fmall  diftance  from  the  fea  meets  a  compact 
body  of  rugged  dreary  mountains ;  whofe  fum^ 
mits  were  covered  with  fnow,  which  extended 
on  many,  though  not  on  all  of  them,  a  con- 
fiderable  way  down,  and  imprcfted  us  with  no 
great  opinion  of  their  fertility. 

About  noon  we  again  flood  in  ftiore  ;  the  coaft 
then  bore  by  compaft  from  N.  W.  to  E.  by  N., 
ponta  de  Perron  bore  N.  52  E.,  and  the  eaft  point 
of  Clayoquot  N.  10  W.  The  latitude  of  thefe 
points,  as  laid  dowm  from  Spanifh  authority, 
agreed  very  well  with  our  obfervatlons  of  48^  48''; 

but  differed  about  5'  to  the  eaftward  of  the  Ion- 

\ 

gitude  Ihewn  by  the  neareft  of  our  chronometers. 

This  w^as  Mr.  Arnold’s  No.  176,  allowing  the 
affigned  correftion  when  off  cape  Mendocino 
and  in  Trinidad  bay. 

In  the  evening  we  fetched  well  up  along  fhore 
of  the  ifle  de  Ferron ;  off  which,  befide  many 
fmall  iftands,  there  are  fevcral  fanken  rocks  ly¬ 
ing  about  a  mile  within  them,  where  the  furf 
broke  with  great  violence.  The  wind  continu¬ 
ing  in  the  weftern  quarter,  we  flood  off  fhore 
during  the  night,  and  at  noon  the  next  day, 
Sunday  the  19th,  the  obferved  latitude  was

40""  7'  y  longitude  by  Kendall’s  chronometer,  al¬ 
lowing  the  above  rate,  8'  ;  Arnold’s  No.  14, 
233^  23^  ;  and  by  No.  17O,  233'^  41^  At  this 
time  point  Breakers  juft  fliewing  itlclfabove  the 
horizon,  bore  by  compafs  N.  32  W.,  and  ac¬ 
cording  to  its'pofition  afcertkincd  on  our  former 
vifit,  it  placed  the  fliip  'in  longitude  233"^  3Q^. 
The  nearcft  fhore,  which  I  took  to  be  point  St. 
Bafael  of  the  Spaniards,  N.  by -^E.  four  or  five 
leagues  diftant.  The  eafternmoft  land  in  fight, 
point  de  Ferron,  E.  i  N.  and  the  wefternmoft 

extreme  N.  W.  With  a  moderate  breeze  from 

♦ 

•the  weft  we  ftood  for  the  land,  and  fetched  about 
five  miles  to  the  fouth-eaftward  of  point  Breakers, 
irito  the' entrance  of  an  opening  that  had  the  ap- 
p'eardhcc  of  admitting^us  a  confiderabie  way  up, 
though  in  the  Spanifh  chart  this  inlet  is  not  no¬ 
ticed  ;  the  firft- opening  to  the  eaft ward  of  point 
Breakers  being  at  ^point  de  Rafel,  four  leagues 
from  this  point.-  " 

About  fix  in  the  evening  we  fuddcnly  reached 
foundings,  at  the  depth  of  nine  fathoms,  hard 
bottom;  the  further  examination  being  no  objed; 
of  my  prefent  purfuit,  after  heaving  a  few  calls 
with  the  lead  without  finding  any  alteration,  wc 
tacked.-  In  this  fituation,  a  point  which  lies 
about  S.'33  E.,  two  miles  and  half  from  point 
Breakers,  being- the  w'cfternmoll:  land  then  in 
fight,'  bore  by  compafs  N.  75  W.,  about  tw^o 

miles 
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miles  and  a  half  from  us  ;  a  point,  ofF  which  lie 
fomc  rocks,  forming  the  neareft  fliore  on  the 
wcftcrn  fide,  N.  N.  W.,  one  mile  and  a  half ;  a 
point  on  the  eaftern  fide  formed  by  a  fandy 
beach,  N.  N.  E.,  diftant  about  a  league  ;  the 
upper  part  of  the  inlet  to  the  northward,  where 
it  feemed  to  take  a  windina;  direction  towards  the 
iiorth-eaft,  about  four  or  five  miles  from  us,  and 
point  de  Ferron,  S.  75  E.  In  this  neighbour¬ 
hood  there  is  a  much  greater  extent  of  low 
country  than  about  Nootka  or  Clayoquot.  It 
produced  foreft  trees  of  many  forts  ^and  of  con- 
fiderable  fize  ;  and  on  examination  there  might 
probably  be  found  a  more  eligible  fituation' for  an 
cftablifhment,  than  at  either  of  thofe  places. 
The  wind  being  ftill  adverfe  to  our  proceeding 
northward,  v/e  flood  to  the  fouth-w^efl  during 
the  night.  The  next  day  at  noon,  Monday  the^ 
20th,  our  obferved  latitude  w'as  48°  19'  ;  the 
wxflernmofl  land  in  fight  bore  by  compafs 
N.  50  W.  ;  Woody  point,  N.  42  W. ;  point 
Breakers,  N.  27  E.  being  the  nearefl  fiiore,  at 
the  diflance  of  about  three  legues ;  the  .weft 
point  of  the  opening  we  were  in  the  preceding 
night,  N.  41  E.  ;  and  point  de  Ferron,  S.  84  E. 
At  this  time  a  fehooner  was^  fcen  to  windward. 
The  air  was  very  keen,  the  thermometer  being 
at  52°,  and  the  clearnefs  of  the  atmofphere  gave 
us  an  opportunity  of  beholding  the  rugged  craggy 
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mountains  that  compofe  this  country,  whcie 
fummits  were  encumbered  with  infinitely  more 
fnow  than  had  been  feen  on  any  of  my  former 
vifits  to  thefe  fliores. 

The  wind  juft  permitted  us  to  fetch  Nootha„ 
About  four  in  the  afternoon  w^e  faw  another  fail 
to  windw^ard,  apparently  a  brig  ;  and  as  there 
was  a  chance  of  its  being  the  Chatham,  the  pri» 
,  vate  fignal  was  made,  but  was  not  acknowdedged. 
At  five  o’clock  we  reached  Friendly  cove,  and 
anchored  in  eight  fathoms  water.  An  officer  was 
immediately  difpatched  on  fhore,  to  acquaint 
Sen’’  Fidalgo  of  our  arrival,  and  that  I  w^ouid 
falute  the  fort,  if  he  would  make  an  equal  return  ; 
this  w^as  accordingly  done  with  eleven  guns. 

A  Spaniffi  officer,  wffio  vifited  us  prior  to  our 
anchoring,  delivered  me  a  letter,  journal,  and 
other  papers,  left  by  Mr*  Puget.  By  thefe  docu¬ 
ments  I  became  informed,  that  the  Chatham 
had  arrived  in  this  port  on  the  15th  of  April,  and 
had  departed  thence  on  the  1 8th  of  May,  agrqe* 
ably  to  the  inftrudlions  I  had  given  Mr.  Puget,  in 
the  event  of  my  not  arriving  here  by  about  the 
middle  of  May  ;  in  order  that  no  time  might  be 
loft  in  profecuting  the  furvey  of  this  coaft. 

His  examination  of  the  north  fide  of  Morotoi, 
had  determined  that  it  did  not  afford  any  fafe  or 
convenient  anchorage  for  fliipplng,  and  that  it 
prefented  a  fiiiiilar  dreary,  and  barren  afped:,  to 
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that  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  ifland.  Few  oc¬ 
currences  had  taken  place  on  board  the  Chatham, 
between  the  Sandwich  iflands  and  Nootka, 
worthy  particular  notice,  excepting  that  the 
winds  had  been  very  favorable,  contrary  to  thoie 
which  we  had  contended  with ;  that  fhe  arrived 
within  fight  of  the  coaft  of  this  Ifland  on  the  7  th 
of  April,  when  the  high  land  over  Woody  point 
was  feen  bearing  by  compafs  N.  E.  by  N. ;  and 
that  Mr.  Puget  had  dlredled  his  courfe  from 
thence  towards  Nootka.  But  meeting  a  ftrong 
S.  E,  gale  on  the  Qth,  attended  by  all  the  circum- 
ftances  that  indicate  an  approaching  florm,  he 
put  into  Porto  Bueno  Efperanza,  to  wait  more 
favorable  weather ;  and  although  feveral  attempts 
were  made  to  gain  Nootka  from  that  port,  none 
fucceeded  until  the  14th,  when  it  was  accom- 
plifhed  with  the  expence  of  a  bower  anchor,  owing 
to  the  breaking  of  the  cable  on  the  fea  coaft. 

Mr.  Puget  had  on  his  arrival  at  Nootka  light¬ 
ened  the  Chatham,  and  laid  her  on  fhore  on  the 
beach  ;  and  found  that  moft  part  of  her  falfc 
keel  had  been  knocked  off,  the  lower  part  of  the 
gripe  confiderably  damaged,  and  moft  of  the 
copper  rubbed  of  from  the  ftarboard  bilge.  The 
higheft  of  the  fpring  tides  being  infufficlent  on  its 
falling  to  anfwer  all  purpofes,  the  Chatham  was 
obliged  to  be  hove  down,  both  fides  had  confe- 
quently  been  examined,  and  fhe  had  undergone 
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as  thorough  a  repair  as  clrcumftances  would  ad¬ 
mit,  and  which  had  become  eflentially  necef- 
fary.  In  the  execution  of  this  bufmefs  Mr.  Puget 
ftated,  that  His  Majefty’s  fervice  had  been  greatly 
forwarded  by  the  polite  attention  of  Sen'*  Fidal- 
go,  who  afforded  Mr.  Puget  every  affiftance  in 
his  power.'  This  was  of  material  importance  at 
this  juncture,  as  fcveral  of  the  Chatham’s  people 
were  indifpofed  with  large  tumours,  that  pre¬ 
vented  their  attending  to  any  duty.  Thefe  com¬ 
plaints  however,  though  affedling  moft  of  the 
crew,  wxre  not  of  long  duration.  By  the  ]5th 
of  May  the  Chatham  was  in  readinefs  to  proceed 
to  fea,  but  adverfe  winds  prevented  her  fo  doing 
until  the  ]  8th,  when  fhe  quitted  Nootka. 

The  velfel  we  had  feen  in  the  offing  anchored 
here  foon  after  us,  and  proved  to  be  His  Catho¬ 
lic  Majefty’s  fnow  St.  Carlos,  from  St.  Bias,  com¬ 
manded  by  Sen'  Don  Ramon  Saavedra,  enfign  in 
the  Spaniffi  navy. 

The  next  day,  Tuefday  the  21  ft,  we  were 
employed  in  various  neceffary  fer vices ;  and 
about  noon  I  was  favoured  with  the  company  of 
Sen'  Fidalgo,  who  received  from  us  the  ufual 
marks  of  ceremony  and  refpeft.  This  gentleman 
informed  me,  that  the  officer  commanding  the  St. 
Carlos  was  to  fuperfede  him  in  the  government  of 
this  port,  and  that  he  fliould  immediately  return  to 
St.  Bias ;  and  offered  to  take  charge  of,  and  for- 
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ward  anydifpatches,  I  might  wifli  to  fend  through’ 
that  channel  to  Europe.  This  opportunity  I  gladly' 
embraced,  and  intrufted  to  his  care  a  letter  for 
the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty^  containing  a  brief 
abilradl  of  our  tranfaclions  fince  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  year  1793  ;  as  alfo  a  reply  to  fome 
very  friendly  and  polite  letters  I  had  received 
by  the  St.  Carlos,  from  his  excelicnccy  the 
count  de  Revilla  Gigedo,  the  vice-roy  of  New 
Spain,  rcfidlng  at  Mexico  ;  and  from  Scn"^ 
Quadra,  at  St.  Bias  ;  informing  me  of  the  wel¬ 
fare  ot  Mr.  Broughton,  and  the  means  that  each 
of  thefe  gentlemen  had  ufed  to  render  his  arrival 
in  Europe  as  fpeedy  as  poffible. 

In  one  of  his  excellency’s  letters,  I  received  the 
moft  flattering  affurances  of  every  fupport  and 
affiftance  that  the  kingdoms  of  New  Spain  were 
capable  of  beftowlng.  Thefe  w^ere  extremely  ac¬ 
ceptable,  as  we  had  ftlll  a  confiderable  extent  of 
the  coaft  of  New  Albion  .to  examine ;  and  wc 
were  made  very  happy  by  learning,  that  the 
friendly  and  hofpitable  treatment  we  had  already 
received  from  the  Spaniards,  was  likely  to  be 
thus  continued. 

The  very  unpleafrnt  w^eather  that  attended  us 
foon  after  our  laft  departure  hence,  led  me  to 
inquire  of  Sen^’  Fidalgo,  how  the  winter  had 
pafTcd  at  Nootka.  From  whom  I  underftood^ 
that  their  fituation  here  had  been  very  irkfome, 
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having  been  almoit  conftandy  confined  to  the 
houfe  by  inceflant  rain  ;  that  on  the  1 7th  of 
February  a  very  fevere  fliock  of  an  earthquake 
had  been  felt,  and  on  the  ift  of  April  a  moft 
violent  ftorrn  from  the  fouth-eaft. 

Notwithftanding  the  badnefs  of  the  feaibn,  he 
had  found  means  to  erect  a  finall  fort  on  Hog 
ifland,  that  mounted  eleven  nine  pounders,  and 
added  greatly  to  the  rerpedtability  of  the  eftab- 
lifhment.  He  very  juftly  confidered  employ¬ 
ment  as  efientially  neceffary  to  the  prefervation 
of  his  people’s  health,  which  began  to  decline 
towards  the  fpring,  and  a  man  and  a  boy  of  puny 
conflitutions  had  fallen  vidlims  to  fcorbutic  dif- 
orders ;  the  reft  harl  for  fome  time  paft  been 
perfedtly  recovered,  owing  principally  to  the  wild 
vegetables  procured  from  the  waoods. 

In  the  confidence  that  our  arrival  here  muft 
have  been  before  the  end  of  April,  I  had  intended 
to  have  made  the  necefiarv  obfervations  for  af- 
certaining  the  rate  and  error  of  our  chronome¬ 
ters  at  this  place,  whilfl:  the  Chatham  fkould 
undergo  the  repair  flie  fo  evidently  required.  But 
in  confequence  of  our  long  and  tedious  pafiage 
from  the  Sandwich  illands,  I  was  now  deter¬ 
mined  to  proceed  Immediately  to  the  northward, 
in  order  to  join  the  Chatham,  and  whilft  our 
ix)ats  fhould  be  'employed  in  examining  thofc  rc- 
stions  we  had  left  unexplored  the  former  vear,  to 

make

make  the  neceffary  obfervations  for  afcertaining 
the  rate  of  the  chronometers,  and  for  carrying 
into  execution  our  future  inveftigatiens. 

On  our  arrival  here  we  had  been  vifitcd  by 
Maqtihinay  ClewpenaloOy  Anncpce,  and  other  chiefs. 
When  we  were  laft  here  I  had  underftood,  that 
Maqmuna\  eldeft  child,  being  a  daughter  named 
Ahpienis,  had  in  the  courfe  of  the  laft  fummer 
been  proclaimed  as  the  fucceffbr  to  the  domi¬ 
nions  and  authority  of  Maquhina  after  his  death; 
and  had  about  that  time  been  betrothed  to  the 
eldeft  fbn  of  Wicananyii^  the  chief  of  a  very  con- 
ftderable  diftridt  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Clayo- 
quot  and  Nittinat. 

This  chief  with  his  fon,  attended  by  a  con- 
ftderable  retinue,  came  in  form  to  Maatimna  s 
refidence,  now  fituated  without  the  found  on 
the  fea  fhore,  about  a  league  to  the  weftward  of 
this  cove  ;  where,  after  prefenting  an  aifortment 
of  certain  valuable  articles,  he  had  demanded 
Maquinnd ^  daughter  ;  the  confiderations  on  this 
dower  caufed  great  confaltation  and  many  de¬ 
bates.  At  fome  of  thefe  a  few^  of  the  officers  of 
the  Difeovery  w^ere  prefect,  who  underftood, 
that  the  compliment  was  deemed  Inadequate  to 
the  occafion  ;  but  on  the  forenoon  of  I'hurfday 
the  23d,  I  was  informed,  that  matters  between 
the  two  fathers  were  finally  adjufted  to  the  fatis^ 
ftudion  of  both  parties,  and  that  JfAcanmil/h^  with 
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his  fuke,  had  returned  to  Clayoquot ;  but  that 
Ahpleftls  was  ftill  to  rcfidc  fonic  time  longer  at 
Nootka.*  Her  youth,  moft  likely,  as  flie  did  not 
then  exceed  ten  or  tv/clvc  years  of  age,  was  the 
reafon  for  poftponing  the  nuptials. 

Wlcanamjli  did  not  favour  us  with  his  com¬ 
pany,  but  fent  his  brother  Tahtoochfeealticiis,  to 
congratulate  us  on  our  arrival.  This  chief  came 
with  fome  little  apprehenfion  about  the  manner 
in  which  he  would  be  received,  in  confequence 
of  the  difpute  with  Mr.  Brown  of  the  Butter- 
worth  ;  his  fears  were  howxvcr  foon  difpelled, 
on  receiving  fome  copper  and  blue  cloth,  wdrich 
v/ere  efteemed  prefents  fuitable  to  his  rank  and 
condition.  By  him  I  alfo  fent  fimilar  prefents 
to  JV'icanantjJi  ;  wdiich  he  promifed  faithfully  to 
deliver,  and  added,  that  his  brother  would  no 
longer  entertain  any,  doubts  of  our  fmeerity,  and 
would  be  made  extremely  happy  by  the  proofs  I 
had  tranfmitted  of  my  friendfliip  'and  good  wiflies. 

Having  a  light  breeze  at  S.  S.  W.  though  it 
was  ftill  attended  with  hazy,  rainy,  unpleafant 
weather,  we  weighed,  w^orked  out  of  the  Sound, 
and  faluted  the  fort  as  on  our  arrival. 

During  our  fhort  ftay  in  Friendly  cove,  we 
were  not  fo  fortunate  as  to  procure  any  obfer- 
vations  for  afcertainlng  the  rate  of  our  chrono¬ 
meters  ;  we  had  however  taken  four  fets  of  the 
fun’s  altitude  on  the  20th5  as  we  failed  into  the 
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port.  Thefe  iliewed  the  longitude  of  Nootka, 
agreeably  to  their  rates  of  gaining  as  afcertained 
at  Karakakooa  bay  to  be,  by  Kendall’s  chrono- 
ter,  231^42^  ;  by  Arnold’s  No.  14,  231^52'  22^^; 
and  by  his  No.  17O,  234^  10^  45- \  hence  Ken¬ 
dall’s  erred,  according  to  our  fettlement  of  this 
place  the  preceding  year,  V  4Q‘  3(f  to  the  weft- 
ward  ;  x\rnold’s  No.  14,  1^  36^  8^^  to  the  weft- 
ward  alfo ;  and  Arnold’s  No.  1/6,  39'  14^^,  eaft- 
wardly.  Confidering  this  error  in  Kendall’s 
chronometer  to  have  taken  place  fince  our  de¬ 
parture  from  Whymea  bay,  in  Attowai,  where 
it  had  agreed  within  two  miles  of  all  our  former 
calculations,  it  will  be  found  to  have  been  gain¬ 
ing  fince  tha.t  time,  inftead  of  8’^  52'"^,  as  eftab- 
lifted  at  Karakakooa  bay,  l6'^  55^'^  per  day,  and 
to  be  faft  of  mean  time  at  Greenwich  on  the 
20th  of  May,  at  noon,  2^^  ft  2'i  The  otlier  two 
inftruments  erred  very  materially  between  Ka¬ 
rakakooa  and  Whymea,  the  fame  w^ay  that  their 
errors  w’ere  now  found  to  be ;  therefore  I  have 
fuppofed  thofe  errors  to  have  commenced  on  our 
departure  from  Karakakooa  bay,  and  by  fo  doing, 
A^rnold’s  No.  14  will  be  found  to  be  gaining;  at

the  rate  of  20^^  S2‘'‘  per  day,  and  faft  of  mean 
time  at  Green w'ich  on  the  20th  of  May,  at  noon, 
5  fy  26^i  and  No.  376,  to  be  gaining  41 36'^ 
per  day,  and  faft  of  mean  time  at  Greenwich  on 
the  20th  of  May,  at  noon,  4^'  3(y  55^';  inftead  of

the  rates  lettled  on  iliore  at  the  oblervatory  on 
Owhyhec.  As  this  eftimated  correded  rate  was 
found ^  to  agree  much  nearer  with  the  longitude 
of  Trinidad  bay>  according  to  its  pofition  as  de¬ 
termined  by  us  the  preceding  year,  I  llrall  con¬ 
tinue  to  allow  the  above  rate  and  error,  until  I 
fliall  have  authority  fufficient  to  alter  my  opinion 
of  its  correclnefs. 

As  we  proceeded  towards  the  ocean  the  wind 
gradually  veered  to  the  fouth-eaft,  with  which 
we  fleered  along  the  coaft  to  the  north-weft- 
ward,  palling  the  entrance  of  Buena  Efperanza, 
which  had  a  very  different  appearance  to  us, 
from  that  exhibited  in  the  Spanifh  chart.  The 
fame  v/as  noticed  by  Mr.  Puget;  but  we  had 
no  opportunity  of  fixing  more  than  its  exterior 
points,  nor  was  any  correflion  made  in  confe- 
quence  of  the  Chatham's  vifit.  At  eight  in  the 
evening:  we  were  within  about  three  leagues  of 
Woody  point,  bearing  by  compafs  N.  65  W.  As 
the  general  appearance  indicated  very  unpleafant 
weather,  and  as  I  was  deiirous  of  obtaining,  if 
poffible,  a  more  competent  knowledge  of  the 
fpace  between  cape  Scott  and  the  entrance  into 
Fitzhugh's  found,  than  we  were  able  to  obtain  by 
our  inconclulive  obfervations  on  our  former  vifit; 
the  third  reefs  were  taken  in  the  topfails,  and  we 
hauled  to  the  wdnd  off  fhore,  until  the  wea¬ 
ther  fhould  be  more  favorable  to  this  inquiry.

During  the  night  the  gale  increafed  with  hard 
fqualls  and  a  heavy  rain.  The  topfails  were  clofe 
reefed,  and  the  top-gallant  yards  got  down.  At 
eight  the  next  morning,  Friday  the  24th,  we 
again  ftood  in  for  the  land,  and  at  eleven  it  was 
feen  at  no  great  dlftance ;  but  we  were  not  able 
to  diredl  our  courfe  along  fliore  until  the  after¬ 
noon.  About  eight  the  following  morning  we 
were  abreaft  of  cape  Scott,  which  terminates  in 
a  low  hummock,  joined  to  the  main  land  by  a 
narrow  ifthmus,  and  forms,  with  the  iilands  that 
lie  from  it  N.  80  W.  a  clear  riavis:able  channel 

o 

about  three  miles  wide.  There  are  a  few  break¬ 
ers  at  a  fmall  diftance  from  the  cape,  in  a  dircc- 
lion  from  it  S.  27  E.  about  feven  miles.  About 
feven  miles  to  the  fouth-eaftward  of  this  cape  on 
the  exterior  coaft,  we  palfed  an  opening  v/ith 
two  fmall  iflets  lying  off  its  north  point  of  en¬ 
trance.  This  appeared  clear,  and  promifed  to 
afford  very  good  fhelter.  From  cape  Scott,  form¬ 
ing  the  -weft  point  of  the  ifland  of  Quadra  and 
Vancouver ;  the  coaft  on  the  interior  fide  takes 
a  dircdlion  N.  62  E.  about  eleven  miles  to  the  * 
weft  point  of  entrance  between  that  iiland,  and 
thofe  of  Galiano  and  Valdes. 

The  weather  becoming  ferenc  and  pleafant  in 
the  forenoon,  afforded  me  an  opportunity  of  cor¬ 
recting  in  fome  mcafure  our  former  erroneous 
delineation  of  the  fpacc  betw^een  cape  Scot,  and 
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the  fouthern  entrance  into  Fitzliugh’s  found, 
comprehending  the  pofitions  of  the  feveral  iflands, 
iflcts,  rocks,  and  breakers.,  in  the  entrance  of> 
and  about  Queen  Charlotte’s  found.  On  com”^ 
sparing  this  view  with  our  former  chart,  it  ap¬ 
peared  that  land  had  been  placed  where  in  rea» 
lity  it  had  no  exiftence,  and  vice  verfa,  owing  to 
the  deceptions  of  the  foggy  weather  that  pre¬ 
vailed  whilft  we  were  in  this  neighbourhood  in 
Auguft  l7(-}2.  It  is  therefore  requlfite  to  repeat^ 
that  the  coaft,  idands,  idets,  rocks,  &c.  &c.  be¬ 
tween  Deen-water  bluff  and  Smith’s  Inlet,  both 
on  the  continental,  and  oppofite  fide  nf  Queen  ^ 
Charlotte’s  found ;  excepting  the  weftern  extre¬ 
mities,  that  on  this  occadon  w'ere  in  fome  de¬ 
gree  corrcdled  ;  and  are  to  be  confidered  as  likely 
to  have  been  erroneoudy  deferibed,  as  well  in 
refpcdl  to  their  pofitive,  as  relative  pofitions ;  the 
former  occafioned  by  our  not  being  able  to  pro-* 
cure  any  cclefiial  obfervations  ;  the  latter  by  the 
thick  foggy  weather,  that  continually  produced 
deceptions,  -and  left  us  no  rule  on  our  former 
vlfit,  for  eftlmating  the  diflance  between  one  in- 
dif!:in6l  objeft  and  another. 

As  I  W'ould  by  all  means  widi  to  guard  againft 
too  great  reliance  being  placed  on  this  particular 
part  of  our  furvey,  I  mud  beg  leave  to  date,  that 
1  confider  myfelf  anfwerable  only  for  the  cer¬ 
tainty  of  the  connedion  of  the  continental  fhores 

between 
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between  the  ftatlons  before  mentioned,  thofe 
having  been  traced  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  afcer- 
taln  that  fad;  beyond  all  poffible  dlfpute. 

At  noon  the  obferved  latitude  was  5 1°  9 the 

true  longitude  231"^  58^.  In  this  fituation ^.the 

iflands  of  Galiano  and  Valdes  bore  by  compafs 

S.  08  E.;  the  fouth  point  of  Calvert’s  iflands, 

N.  0  W.;  a  low  point  on  the  fame  ifland,  N.  30 

W.;  and  cape  Scott,  S.  8  W.;  diftant  23  miles. 

This  placed  cape  Scott  in  latitude  50^^48';  two^ 

miles  further  north  than  the  latitude  I  had  be-^ 

fore  afligned  to  it,  owing  to  our  imperfed  ob- 

fervations  at  that  time  ;  but  I  found  no  reafon 

to  make  any  alteration  in  its  longitude.  The 

♦  _ 

neareft  fhore  to  us  bore  by  compafs  N.  48  E., 

diftant  two  or  three  leagues.  This  was  the  moft 
wxfterly  projedlng  part  of  the  continent  in  this 
neighbourhood  ;  from  whence  the  fhores  of  the 
main  land  take  a  N.  N.  E.  and  fouth -eaftwardly 
diredion,  and  make  it  a  confpicuous  cape,  ter¬ 
minating  in  rugged,  rocky,  low  hummocks,' that 
produce  fome  dwarf  pine,  and  other  fmall  trees 
and  flirubs.  This  cape,  from  the  dangerous  na¬ 
vigation  in  its  vicinity,  1  diftinguiflied  by  the 
name  of  Cape  Caution  ;  it  is  in  latitude  51'* 

12'",  longitude  232^*9^  Cape  Caution,  though 
not  named,  was  noticed  on  our  formed  vlflt,  and 
erroneoufly  placed,  from  the  caufes  before  ftated, 
in  latitude  51/*  18^  longitude  232'*  8^  An  error 
VoL.  III.  '  ,  F  f  alfo 
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alfo  at  that  time  took  place,  in  the  fituation  of 
the  fouth  point  of  entrance  into  Smith’s  inlet, 
now  found  to  be  in  latitude  51*^  18%  longitude 
232°  1 The  fouth  point  of  Calvert’s  ifland, 
being  in  latitude  51°27^  longitude  232°  5^  was 
found  to  be  corredlly  placed.  The  variation  of 
the  compafs  allowed  in  this  fituation  was  18° 
eaftwardly. 

Soon  after  noon,  fome  very  dangerous  break¬ 
ers  were  difeovered,  over  which  the  fea,  at  long 
intervals  of  time,  broke  with  great  violence. 

Thefe  had  cfcaped  our  attention  the  laff  year,  al¬ 
though  'we  muft  have  paffed  very  near  them  ; 
they  confift  of  three  diftindl  patches,  and  feemed 
to  occupy  nearly  the  fpace  of  a  league.  Their 
caftern  part  lies  from  cape  Caution,  N.  72  W., 
diflant  about  five  miles  ;  but  the  rocks  that  lie 
off  the  fhore.to  the  northward  of  the  cape,  re¬ 
duce  the  width  of  the  channel  between  them 
and  the  breakers  to  about  a  league,  through 
which  we  paffed  without  noticing  any  other  ob- 
ftrudlion  that  was  not  fufficiently  confpicuous  to 
be  avoided. 

With  a  gentle  breeze  from  the  E.  N.  E.  we 
flood  up  Fitzhugh’s  found  in  the  evening  with 
all  the  fail  we  could  fpread.  This  by  four  the 
next  morning,  Sunday  the  26th,  brought  us  op- 
pofite  to  the  arm  leading  to  point  Menzles, 
whofe  extent  was  left  undetermined,  and  where 
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in  a  cove  on  the  fouth  lliore,  about  eight  miles 
within  its  entrance,  I  expelled  to  join  the  Chat¬ 
ham  ;  but  the  wind  being  unfavorable,  and  the 
ebb  tidefetting  out,  we  made  little  progrefs  until 
lix  o’clock,  when  we  worked  up  the  arm  with 
the  flood  tide,  and  a  light  eafterly  breeze,  at^ 
tended  with  much  rain,  and  thick  mifty  wea- 
ther. 

The  Chatham  was  feeiji  at  eleven,  and  about 
noon  we  anchored  within  about  half  a  mile  of 
her  in  Co  fathoms  water,  gravelly  bottom. 

Mr.  Puget  informed  me,  that  he  had  arrived 
here  on  the  24th,  and  that  nothing;  material  had

occurred  fmee  he  had  left  Nootka  ;  and  I  had 
the  happinefs  to  underftand  that  himfelf,  offi¬ 
cers,  and  crew,  were  in  a  perfcdl  ftate  of  health.
